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CONSTITUTION 

Adopted  October  29,  1958 

CONSTITUTION  AND  BY-LAWS 

I.  Name 

This  body  shall  be  known  as  the  Rowan  Baptist  Association. 

II.  Object 

The  object  of  this  Association  shall  be  to  devise  and  pro- 
mote measures  for  increasing  the  harmony  and  spiritual  power 
of  the  churches  within  our  bounds,  to  recommend  plans  for 
advancing  the  work  of  our  Lord  throughout  the  earth,  and  to 
cooperate  with  our  Baptist  State  Convention  and  our  Southern 
Baptist  Convention  in  spiritual  advance,  with  the  understand- 
ing that  cooperation  with  the  State  and  Southern  Conventions 
is  purely  voluntary. 

III.  Membership 

This  body  shall  be  composed  of  the  ordained  Baptist  Minis- 
ters who  are  pastors  of  churches  within  its  bounds,  our  Asso- 
ciational  Missionary,  and  messengers  chosen  and  certified  by 
the  churches.  Each  church  shall  be  entitled  to  two  messengers 
for  the  first  fifty  members  or  any  part  thereof,  and  one  mes- 
senger for  each  fifty  above  that  number,  provided  no  church 
shall  be  entitled  to  more  than  ten  messengers.  It  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  churches  to  correspond  annually  with  the  Associa- 
tion by  letter  and  messengers,  and  give  in  not  only  their 
statistical  information  but  also  facts  concerning  the  general 
welfare;  and  to  send  contributions  to  pay  the  expenses  of  the 
Association.  The  Clerk  shall  furnish  the  churches  with  two 
printed  forms  for  their  annual  report,  these  to  be  mailed  at 
least  six  weeks  before  the  annual  session  of  the  Association, 
and  the  churches  are  requested  to  have  the  letters  in  the 
hands  of  the  Clerk  not  less  than  two  weeks  before  the  meet- 
ing of  the  Association. 

IV.  Officers 

The  officers  of  the  Association  shall  be  Moderator,  Asso- 
ciate Moderator,  Clerk,  Treasurer  and  Historian.  These  shall 
be  elected  annually  for  a  term  of  one  year  with  the  under- 
standing that  the  Moderator  will  automatically  retire  after 
having  served  two  complete  terms.  The  term  of  office  shall 
begin  at  the  conclusion  of  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Asso- 
ciation and  continue  until  the  close  of  the  next  session  or 
until  their  successors  are  elected. 
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V.  Trustees 

In  addition  to  the  above  named  officers,  the  Association 
shall  elect  three  trustees  each  year  who  shall  hold  in  trust  all 
property  and  effects  of  the  Association,  take  care  of  and  keep 
the  same  in  repair,  accept  gifts  for  the  Association  and  per- 
form all  other  duties  which  the  Association  may  declare, 
according  to  the  laws  of  the  State  of  North  Carolina. 

VI.  Meetings 

The  Association  will  meet  annually  on  the  Tuesday  and 
Wednesday  after  the  fourth  Sunday  in  October,  and  can  be 
called  into  extra  session  if  necessary  by  a  majority  vote  of  the 
Executive-Promotion  Committee.  All  such  sessions  shall  be 
conducted  as  prescribed  in  Robert's  "Rules  of  Order/7 

VII.     Powers  and  Prerogatives 

The  Association  shall  have  no  power  whatever  to  infringe 
upon  the  rights  or  usefulness  of  the  churches.  It  may  advise 
or  recommend  measures  of  usefulness  for  their  adoption  and 
guidance,  but  cannot  bind  them  in  any  way.  The  churches 
constituting  the  Association  shall  each  retain  complete  auto- 
nomy under  Christ  as  supreme  Head,  Lawgiver,  Governor  and 
Lord  over  His  churches,  and  unite  only  that  they  may  more 
successfully  promote  the  cause  of  Christ  throughout  the 
world.  In  case  any  conflict  of  interpretation  shall  arise  as  be- 
tween this  section  and  any  other  section  of  this  constitution 
the  interpretation  of  this  section  shall  have  precedence  over 
the  other. 

VIII.     Organization  and  Admission  of  New  Churches 

Any  group  of  baptized  believers  in  Christ  desiring  to  be 
organized  into  a  new  church  and  who  desire  the  recognition 
of  and  fellowship  and  cooperation  with  this  Association  shall 
be  requested  to  observe  the  following  plan  of  procedure: 

1.  That  notice  be  given  to  the  Associational  Membership 
Committee  of  the  desire  to  organize  a  new  church. 

2.  The  Committee  on  Associational  Membership,  when 
called  upon,  shall  counsel  with  said  group  as  to  the  need  for  a 
new  church,  its  proper  location,  their  views  upon  the  teach- 
ings of  the  Holy  Scriptures  as  they  relate  to  eternal  salvation, 
the  ordinances,  evangelism,  and  missions  around  the  world. 

3.  Upon  being  approved  by  the  Committee  on  Associational 
Membership  a  report  shall  be  made  by  the  aforesaid  com- 
mittee to  the  Executive-Promotion  Committee.  Should  this 
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committee  act  favorably  upon  the  report,  the  group  shall  then 
proceed  to  be  constituted  into  a  Missionary  Baptist  Church. 

4.  The  new  church  having  been  duly  organized  and  consti- 
tuted, may  at  the  next  annual  session,  present  a  letter  to  the 
Rowan  Association  asking  for  membership  in  the  Rowan 
Association.  They  shall  include  with  the  letter  of  request  a 
copy  of  the  Articles  of  Faith  and  the  Church  Covenant  adopt- 
ed by  the  body. 

5.  The  Committee  on  Associational  Membership  shall  pre- 
sent the  request  of  the  new  church  or  other  churches  applying 
for  fellowship  with  the  Association  at  the  morning  session  of 
the  first  day  of  the  annual  meeting.  Each  shall  be  received 
under  watchcare  for  one  year.  If  the  church  or  churches  so 
received  are  found  to  be  sound  in  the  faith,  and  are  earnestly 
seeking  to  cooperate  with  our  Baptist  work  in  the  Rowan  Asso- 
ciation, the  Baptist  State  Convention,  and  the  Southern  Bap- 
tist Convention  the  Committee  on  Associational  Membership 
shall  recommend  to  the  Association  at  the  next  annual  session 
their  acceptance  into  fellowship  with  the  Association. 

6.  The  churches  thus  admitted  into  the  fellowship  of  the 
Association,  and  all  other  churches  in  fellowship  with  the 
Association,  are  recognized  as  free  to  withdraw  from  the 
fellowship  of  the  Association. 

IX.  Committees 

1 .  Executive-Promotion  Committee.  The  Executive-Promo- 
tion Committee  shall  be  composed  of  the  duiy  elected  officers 
of  the  Association,  the  Associational  Sunday  School  Superin- 
tendent, the  Associational  Training  Union  Director,  and  Asso- 
ciational W.  M.  U.  Superintendent,  Associational  Brotherhood 
President,  the  Pastors  of  all  the  churches  within  the  Associa- 
tion, and  the  Sunday  School  Superintendent,  Training  Union 
Director,  Brotherhood  President,  W.  M.  U.  President,  and  the 
Chairman  of  the  Deacons  of  each  church.  The  duties  of  this 

committee  shall  be  to  carry  out  the  policies  and  will  of  the 
Association  in  the  interim  between  its  annual  sessions  and 
shall  not  take  any  action  contrary  to  the  will  of  the  Associa- 
tion or  which  would  initiate  any  new  policies  of  procedures 
binding  uoon  the  Association  unless  SDecifically  so  directed. 
In  an  adeauate  emergency  this  committee  may  take  such 
action  as  may  be  deemed  necessary  due  to  conditions  arising 
after  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Association,  such  emergen- 
cies to  be  decided  uDon  by  the  Advisory  Committee,  but  such 
actions  so  taken  shall  in  even/  case  be  submitted  to  the  next 
meeting  of  the  Association  for  its  consideration.  This  com- 
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mittee  shall  meet  quarterly,  the  time  and  place  to  be  decided 
upon  by  the  committee.  The  Moderator  shall  serve  as  chair- 
man of  this  committee. 

2.  Advisory  Committee.  This  committee  shall  be  composed 
of  the  Moderator,  Associate  Moderator,  Clerk,  Treasurer, 
Chairman  of  Finance  Committee,  Chairman  of  Missions  Com- 
mittee, and  the  three  Trustees  with  the  duly  elected  heads  of 
the  auxiliary  organizations  of  the  Association.  The  duties  of 
this  committee  shall  be  to  make  plans  for  the  Executive- 
Promotion  Committee  meetings  and  for  the  meeting  of  the 
annual  Association  or  for  any  called  meeting  of  this  body. 
This  committee  shall  advise  with  any  church  which  may  feel 
led  to  seek  their  counsel.  Furthermore  this  committee,  with 
the  concurrence  of  the  Executive-Promotion  Committee,  shall 
set  aside  a  day  during  the  church  year  for  a  special  offering 
for  Associational  Missions  when  such  seems  necessary. 

3.  Program  Committee.  This  committee  shall  be  composed 
of  the  Moderator  and  four  members  at  large  to  be  appointed 
by  the  Moderator.  The  duties  of  the  committee  shall  be  to 
plan  the  programs  of  the  annual  Association. 

4.  Committee  on  Committees.  This  committee  shall  be  ap- 
pointed by  the  Moderator  to  serve  for  a  period  of  one  year  and 
shall  be  composed  of  five  members  whose  duties  shall  be  to 
recommend  the  appointment  of  the  standing  committees  and 
to  name  any  other  committees  called  for  by  the  Association, 
such  as,  Associational  Missions,  Associational  Membership, 
Obituary  Committee,  Committee  on  Public  Morals  and  Civic 
Righteousness,  Finance  Committee,  Radio  and  Television 
Committee,  Committee  on  Time,  Place  and  Preacher,  Com- 
mittee on  Resolutions,  Nominating  Committee,  Music  Com- 
mittee, and  the  representatives  of  the  various  boards  and 
institutions  supported  by  the  North  Carolina  Baptist  Conven- 
tion. 

5.  Associational  Missions  Committee.  This  committee  shall 
consist  of  seven  members.  Its  duties  shall  be  to  assist  our 
Associational  Missionary  in  every  way  possible,  to  seek  out 
places  where  Baptist  work  is  needed,  and  to  work  with  our 
Associational  Missionary  or  a  sponsoring  church  in  establish- 
ing such  work.  The  chairman  of  this  committee  shall  make  a 
report  at  the  annual  meeting  of  our  Association  on  the  work 
of  our  Missionary  for  the  preceding  twelve  months  period.  In 
the  event  that  the  Association  should  find  itself  without  a 
Missionary,  this  committee  shall,  with  the  assistance  of  the 
Advisory  Committee,  endeavor  to  locate  a  suitable  person  for 
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the  office.  When  it  seems  that  such  person  has  been  found 
the  committee  shall  bring  its  report  to  the  Executive-Promo- 
tion Committee  for  its  approval  or  rejection. 

6.  Committee  on  Association  a!  Membership.  (The  duties  of 
this  committee  are  given  in  Section  VIII.) 

7.  Obituary  Committee.  The  Obituary  Committee  shall  con- 
duct a  brief  service  at  the  annual  meeting  of  our  Association 
in  memory  of  those  members  from  the  various  churches  who 
have  been  called  to  their  heavenly  home. 

8.  Committee  on  Public  Morals  and  Civic  Righteousness. 

The  duties  of  this  committee  shall  be  to  inform  themselves  as 
to  the  moral  conditions  and  practices  in  our  midst,  to  study 
these  conditions,  to  use  their  influence  to  promote  high  ethi- 
cal standards  of  life  and  conduct  on  the  part  of  our  people, 
and  to  give  a  report  of  their  work  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the 
Association. 

9.  Finance  Committee.  This  committee  shall  keep  itself  in- 
formed concerning  the  financial  needs  of  the  Association.  It 
shall  see  to  it  that  all  expenditures  are  kept  within  the  budget, 
and  supervise  all  financial  matters.  Along  with  its  annual 
report  to  the  Association  it  shall  bring  a  proposed  budget 
based  upon  the  needs  of  the  associational  program,  and  the 
ability  of  the  churches  to  support  this  program. 

1  0.  Radio  and  Television  Committee.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of 
this  committee  to  give  encouragement  to  the  local  radio  and 
television  stations  in  the  use  they  are  now  making  of  their 
facilities  in  broadcasting  morning  devotions,  the  broadcast 
and  telecast  of  the  programs  of  the  Radio-Television  Commis- 
sion of  Southern  Baptists,  and  other  desirable  proarams  of  a 
religious  nature.  This  committee  shall  further  seek  to  enlist 
the  cooperation  of  these  stations,  when  special  efforts  are 
underway  on  an  Associationalwide  basis,  to  the  end  that  our 
Baptist  work  might  be  duly  publicized  and  brouaht  to  the 
attention  of  the  people  of  our  county.  A  report  of  this  com- 
mittee's work  shall  be  given  at  the  annual  Associational  meet- 
ing. 

1  1 .  Committee  on  Time,  Place,  and  Preacher.  This  com- 
mittee shall  recommend  the  meetina  place  for  our  annual 
Association,  state  the  time,  and  rpcommend  a  minister  and  an 
alternate  for  the  annual  sermon.  This  shall  be  reported  to  the 
Association  in  annual  session. 

12.  Committee  on  Resolutions.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this 
committee  to  draw  up  suitable  resolutions  relating  to  the 
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hospitality  of  the  host  church  or  churches,  the  services  ren- 
dered by  the  visiting  speakers,  the  work  of  the  Associational 
officers,  and  other  pertinent  matters  that  should  be  included 
in  this  committee's  report. 

13.  The  Nominating  Committee.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of 
this  committee  to  recommend  to  the  annual  session  of  the 
Association  prospective  officers  for  the  ensuing  year,  includ- 
ing Moderator,  Vice-Moderator,  Clerk,  Associate  Clerk  and 
Statistician,  Treasurer,  Chorister,  Pianist,  and  others  who  are 
to  be  included  with  the  Associational  officers. 

14.  Music  Committee.  This  committee  shall  offer  sugges- 
tions and  guidance  in  the  selection  of  the  type  of  music  that 
is  desirable  in  worship  and  in  our  varied  Associational  and 
church  activities.  It  shall  plan,  at  such  times  as  seem  oppor- 
tune, for  a  week  of  instruction  in  church  music,  and  also  seek 
as  it  has  opportunity,  to  encourage  all  of  our  people  to  mani- 
fest a  greater  interest  in  this  vital  phase  of  our  Lord's  work. 

15.  Audio-Visual  Aids  Committee.  The  Associational  Mis- 
sionary together  with  four  other  members  shall  constitute  this 
committee,  with  the  Missionary  serving  as  chairman.  This 
commtitee  shall  have  charge  of  all  visual  aid  equipment  of 
the  Association  and  keep  same  in  good  repair.  It  shall  recom- 
mend to  the  Advisory  Committee  additional  purchases  of  this 
equipment  when  such  is  to  the  best  interest  of  the  Association, 
and  if  the  cost  of  such  purchase  is  above  the  amount  set  aside 
in  the  budget  for  this  purpose.  This  equipment  shall  be  made 
available  for  use  by  the  churches  and  in  the  promotion  of  the 
entire  Associational  program.  When  this  equipment  is  bor- 
rowed and  put  to  use  by  any  church  or  organization  of  the 
Association  it  is  to  be  returned  promptly  to  the  office  of  the 
Missionary.  Those  who  use  this  equipment  shall  be  requested 
to  handle  same  with  care  and  to  be  responsible  for  any  dam- 
age other  than  normal  wear. 

16.  Camp  Development  Committee.  This  committee  shall 
have  general  supervision  of  the  Associational  camp  which  is 
located  in  the  eastern  part  of  Rowan  County.  It  shall  inform 
our  people  about  the  scheduled  activities  and  opportunities 
offered  at  the  camp  and  also  of  the  rules  and  regulations  that 
are  to  govern  its  use.  The  above  committee  shall  promote  the 
use  of  this  camp  to  the  end  that  it  may  serve  a  high  and 
worthwhile  purpose  as  a  center  for  Christian  activities  by  all 
departments  of  the  Associational  program.  Only  such  activi- 
ties as  tend  toward  the  development  of  Christian  character 
shall  be  encouraged  by  the  committee. 
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1  7.  Historical  Committee,  This  committee  shall  be  compos- 
ed of  three  members  elected  by  the  Association.  The  duties 
of  this  committee  shall  be  to  adequately  preserve  the  records 
of  the  activity  within  the  Association  that  may  be  of  interest 
to  further  generations. 

18.  Evangelism  Committee.  This  Committee  shall  be  com- 
posed of  five  members  elected  by  the  Association  and  shall 
head  the  Association  in  a  program  of  New  Testament  Evan- 
gelism in  cooperation  with  the  North  Carolina  Baptist  Con- 
vention's Department  of  Evangelism. 

X.  Amendments 

Any  section  of  this  constitution,  except  Section  VII  which 
shall  remain  forever  intact,  may  be  amended  at  any  regular 
session  of  the  Association  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  messen- 
gers present,  provided  the  amendment  is  presented  to  the 
Association  on  the  first  day  and  voted  on  and  passed  on 
favorably  the  second  day,  or  that  notice  shall  be  given  during 
the  meeting  in  one  year  and  voted  upon  favorably  the  follow- 
ing year.

MORNING  SESSION  OCTOBER  27,  1959 

1.  The  Thirty-Second  Annual  Session  of  the  Rowan  Bap- 
tist Association  opened  at  the  First  Baptist  Church,  Salisbury, 
at  9:30  A.M.  with  the  Moderator,  Rev.  Herman  G.  Matheny, 
presiding.  Rev.  J.  W.  Allen  led  in  the  singing  of  the  hymns 
"I  Am  Thine  O  Lord",  and  "To  God  Be  The  Glory."  Rev. 
Maurice  Boggs,  pastor  of  the  North  Main  Baptist  Church, 
led  the  praise  and  worship  period  using  portions  of  scripture 
from  Hebrews  1:1-4  and  2: 1  -4. 

2.  Motion  carried  that  the  messengers  already  registered 
and  those  who  would  register  constitute  the  enrollment  of 
messengers  of  the  Rowan  Baptist  Association,  and  that  the 
order  of  business  as  printed  in  the  program,  with  any  neces- 
sary changes,  be  approved. 

3.  Rev.  W.  J.  Stephenson,  host  pastor,  was  recognized 
and  extended  words  of  welcome  and  gave  various  instructions. 

4.  James  L.  McCoy,  Clerk,  was  recognized  and  gave  the 
Executive-Promotion  Committee  report  and  the  Digest  of 
Church  Letters.  Upon  proper  motion  and  second  the  report 
was  approved.  The  Moderator  appointed  the  Committee  on 
Committees  composed  of  the  following:  Dr.  James  Bulman, 
Chairman,  Rev.  B.  Lester  Huff,  Rev.  John  E.  Carter,  Rev.  E. 
M.  Fain,  Rev.  Wade  H.  James. 

Report  of  Executive-Promotion  Committee 

The  Rowan  Baptist  Executive-Promotion  Committee  met 
three  times  the  past  Associational  Year.  The  Advisory  Com- 
mittee met  three  times  during  the  year. 
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At  the  January  meeting  of  the  Executive-Promotion  Com- 
mittee a  recommendation  from  the  Advisory  Committee  was 
adopted,  changing  the  time  of  the  quarterly  meetings  from 
Tuesday  after  Second  Sunday  to  Thursday  after  Fourth  Sun- 
day in  first  month  of  each  quarter.  A  recommendation  from 
the  Advisory  Committee  was  also  adopted  that  the  Rowan 
Association  sanction  the  plan  of  the  Brotherhood  for  an  Asso- 
ciational-Wide  Layman's  Revival  for  April  1960. 

The  Treasurer's  report  at  the  April  meeting  of  the  Execu- 
tive-Promotion Committee  showed  receipts  for  the  six  months 
from  October  1,  1958  to  March  31,  1959  in  the  amount  of 
$4,349.68  and  disbursements  for  the  same  period  in  the 
amount  of  $4,203.54,  with  a  balance  on  hand  March  31, 
1959  as  follows: 


The  Executive-Promotion  Committee  authorized  the  Associa- 
tional  Treasurer  to  make  quarterly  deposits  to  the  Building 
and  Loan  Association  on  the  Camp  Fund  and  Building  Fund. 
A  motion  also  carried  at  the  April  meeting  that  all  budget 
items  be  applied  as  called  for. 

The  Advisory  Committee,  in  the  July  meeting,  suggested 
that  the  Central  Training  School  scheduled  for  the  first  week 
in  September  1959  be  postponed  until  February  1960. 

The  Executive-Promotion  Committee  approved  the  sugges- 
tion from  the  Advisory  Committee  at  the  July  meeting  that 
the  Central  Training  School  be  postponed  until  February  1  960. 
The  Treasurer's  report  for  the  quarter  ended  June  30,  1959 
showed  total  receipts  of  $2,374.38,  expenditures  of  $1,920.85 
with  a  balance  June  30,  1959  of  $2,134.07;  money  on  de- 
posit with  Citizens  Savings  &  Loan  Association,  Salisbury, 
N.  C.  $3,534.10.  Rev.  Maurice  Boggs,  new  pastor  of  the 
North  Main  Baptist  Church,  was  recognized  and  was  given 
the  right  hand  of  fellowship  by  Rev.  John  Carter. 

The  final  meeting  of  the  Executive-Promotion  Committee 
for  the  Associational  Year  was  adjourned  after  the  singing  of

5.  Visitors  recognized  at  this  time  were:  R.  H.  Kendall, 
Mars  Hill  College,  C.  W.  Bazemore,  Biblical  Recorder.  Rev. 
John  E.  Carter  was  recognized  and  presented  the  following 
new  pastors  of  the  Rowan  Association:  Rev.  Maurice  Boggs 
of  the  North  Main  Baptist  Church,  Rev.  J.  D.  Whisnant  of  the 
Calvary  Baptist  Church,  Rev.  Dan  Abernathy  of  the  West 
Corinth  Baptist  Church.  Brother  Carter  extended  the  right 
hand  of  fellowship  to  these  brethren.  Rev.  J.  W.  Allen  led  in 
the  singing  of  "Jesus  Shall  Reign."  There  were  139  Messen- 
gers and  56  Visitors  registered  at  this  time  for  a  total  of  195. 

6.  Dr.  James  Bulman  was  recognized  and  brought  a  report 
on  Christian  Literature.  Motion  carried  for  adoption  of  the 
report.  Brother  C.  W.  Bazemore  of  the  Biblical  Recorder  was 
recognized  and  brought  some  timely  remarks  relative  to  the 
work  and  purpose  of  our  Baptist  State  papers. 

REPORT  ON  CHRISTIAN  LITERATURE 

The  scheduling  of  this  report  involves  some  rather  unusual 
circumstances.  The  Association  has  scheduled  this  report  on 
denominational  literature  to  be  given  by  one  whom  certain 
denominational  publications  have  criticized,  ridiculed,  mis- 
represented, and  falsely  accused.  Indeed,  a  particular  denom- 
inational paper  not  so  long  ago  devoted  five  editorials  in  a 
single  issue  to  an  attempt  to  give  this  one  a  good,  sound 
plastering. 

In  view  of  these  circumstances,  it  would  hardly  be  expected 
that  this  report  would  have  only  words  of  praise  for  the  de- 
nominational papers.  In  fact,  should  this  report  have  nothing 
but  praise  for  these  papers,  it  would  be  difficult  to  feel  that 
the  one  giving  the  report  was  altogether  sincere. 

Nevertheless,  this  report  would  want  credit  to  be  given 
where  credit  is  due,  and  thus  would  acknowledge  that  a  splen- 
did job  of  informing  the  people  on  the  promotional  aspects 
of  our  denominational  work  is  being  carried  out  by  these  pub- 
lications; and,  for  informing  the  rank  and  file  of  our  Baptist 
folk,  this  recognition  must  of  course  especially  be  given  to 
the  state  papers;  and  in  our  state  we  have  for  all  practical 
purposes  two  such  publications,  for  in  addition  to  the  official 
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state  paper,  Biblical  Recorder,  the  Children's  Home  publica- 
tion, Charity  and  Children,  is  presented  so  as  to  bring  the 
total  denominational  program  within  its  range. 

It  is  in  dealing  with  certain  controversial  issues,  affecting 
seriously  particular  policies  and  principles  of  the  denomina- 
tion, that  the  denominational  publications  have  failed  to  in- 
form adequately  our  people.  On  such  issues,  these  publica- 
tions often  remain  completely  silent  or  else  give  a  ridiculously- 
distorted  version.  In  some  instances,  such  issues  have  been 
given  attension  in  the  denominational  papers  only  because 
certain  information  had  already  been  made  known  by  the 
daily  newspapers.  This  has  been  admitted  by  the  editor  of  the 
Kentucky  state  paper  in  connection  with  the  incident  at  Sou- 
thern Seminary  last  year  involving  the  firing  of  13  professors. 
The  Kentucky  Baptist  editor  has  been  praised  for  his  reporting 
of  this  incident.  But  he  himself  has  admitted  that  he  wrote 
about  this  incident  in  the  Kentucky  state  paper  only  because 
people  had  already  found  out  something  about  it  by  reading 
the  daily  newspapers.  Here  is  what  that  editor  has  said:  "I 
determined  not  to  tell  the  sad  story  on  these  pages  (of  the 
Kentucky  state  paper)  but  when  it  broke  in  the  secular  press, 
I  felt  I  was  obligated/'  From  this  we  may  well  wonder  how 
little  our  denominational  papers  would  have  to  say  about  such 
things  if  it  were  not  for  the  daily  newspapers! 

Although  Baptists  traditionally  have  insisted  upon  free  dis- 
cussion, we  have  come  to  the  place  where  our  denomination- 
ally-controlled publications  are  very  much  restricted  as  far  as 
permitting  freedom  of  discussion  on  the  really  serious  issues 
affecting  the  denomination.  Here  in  North  Carolina  a  group 
of  cooperating  Baptists  were  refused  permission  even  to  buy 
space  in  one  of  the  denominational  papers  in  order  to  present 
a  viewpoint  at  variance  with  the  convention  leadership.  Of 
course,  a  certain  measure  of  free  discussion  is  permitted 
within  a  limited  area;  but  when  it  comes  to  dealing  with  the 
reallv  serious  issues,  the  lid  is  soon  clamped  down  and  only 
the  side  which  the  denomination  leadershio  favors  is  allowed 
to  be  presented.  And  though  we  have  in  recent  months  come 
to  be  told  about  certain  "courageous"  editors  of  denomina- 
tionallv-controllpd  publications,  such  a  descriDtion  must  ap- 
pear absurd  to  those  who  have  really  investinated  the  situa- 
tion. When  certain  editors  aDDear  to  be  boldly  at  variance 
with  the  denominational  kod°rship,  it  will  be  found  uoon 
investination  that  their  criticisms  but  dQal  with  relatively 
secondarv  matters.  Such  criticisms  provide  "window  dressinn  " 
wherebv  it  is  made  to  aooear  that  such  publications  ore  dedi- 
cated to  the  principle  of  free  discussion.  But  any  editor  who 
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would  dare  to  cross  swords  with  the  official  denominational 
policy  on  a  really  explosive  issue  could  expect  to  receive  the 
treatment  that  was  given  to  the  editor  of  the  denominational 
paper  in  another  state,  Mr.  B.  J.  Murrie.  Some  three  years 
ago  Editor  Murrie  wrote  to  the  Home  Mission  Board  of  the 
Southern  Baptist  Convention,  merely  asking  some  questions 
about  a  very  explosive  issue.  Within  three  weeks,  Mr.  Murrie 
was  called  in  by  his  state  secretary  and  —  to  use  his  own 
words  —  was  "given  the  ultimatum."  And  Mr.  Murrie  de- 
scribed this  ultimatum  as  follows:  "I  have  been  given  the 
alternative  of  resigning  or  being  removed  from  office."  It  is 
to  be  emphasized  that  Editor  Murrie  did  not  even  get  to  write 
on  this  explosive  issue;  when  the  denominational  leaders  sus- 
pected that  he  would  do  so,  because  of  the  questions  which 
he  had  asked  privately,  he  was  removed  from  his  position. 

Now,  to  attempt  a  more  constructive  view  of  the  problem: 
What  can  be  done  about  this  situation?  An  answer  is  sug- 
gested by  the  set-up  in  the  Virginia  state  convention.  The 
Virginia  state  paper,  Religious  Herald,  provides  something  of 
an  exception  to  what  is  found  elsewhere.  That  paper  has  at 
times  spoken  out  commendably  and  plainly  on  certain  of  the 
great  issues  that  in  other  papers  have  either  been  silenced  or 
misrepresented.  Why?  Because  that  paper  is  not  owned  by  the 
state  convention. 

That  private  ownership  of  certain  Baptist  publications  pro- 
vides an  answer  to  our  present  predicament  was  suggested 
several  years  ago  by  Dr.  W.  W.  Barnes,  of  Southwestern  Sem- 
inary. In  viewing  the  dangers  which  denominationally-owned 
papers  present  to  our  Baptist  democracy,  Dr.  Barnes,  who  later 
was  to  become  the  official  historian  of  the  Southern  Baptist 
Convention,  pointed  out  that  traditionally  Southern  Baptists 
have  usually  carried  out  their  work  with  privately-owned  state 
papers.  With  two  exceptions,  not  until,  generally,  the  era  of 
the  First  World  War  did  the  state  papers  come  to  be  denom- 
inationally-owned. Dr.  Barnes  stated:  A  "result  of  centraliza- 
tion (that  is,  departure  from  traditional  Baptist  democracy) 
and  at  the  same  time  a  cause  of  further  centralization  is  the 
denominational  ownership  of  religious  papers.  There  is  ob- 
jection to  private  ownership,  but  the  objections  to  denomina- 
tional ownership  are  greater.  .  .  .  The  most  objectional  feature 
of  denominational  ownership  is  that  it  is  but  another  link  in 
the  chain  of  centralization." 

If  it  be  thought  that  the  transfer  of  our  state  papers  to 
private  ownership  is  not  practical,  it  may  at  least  be  suggested 
that  there  is  needed,  along-side  the  denominationally-owned 
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papers,  publications  that  are  privately-owned.  A  beginning  in 
this  direction  has  been  made  in  recent  years  as  a  number  of 
free-lance  publications  has  come  into  existence;  although, 
unfortunately,  with  a  few  exceptions,  all  such  publications  are 
almost  completely  unsympathetic  with  our  organized  Southern 
Baptist  work  and  advocate  some  missionary  and  educational 
program  independent  of  the  Southern  and  State  Conventions. 
But  the  error  of  such  publications  should  not  blind  us  to  the 
serviceable  task  to  be  performed  by  a  privately-owned  paper 
that  would  be  sympathetic  with  our  organized  Southern  Bap- 
tist work  and  yet  free  to  criticize  the  conventions  in  the  light 
of  historic  Baptist  principles  and  the  teachings  of  God's  Word.

We  did  not  have  a  Central  Sunday  School  Training  Clinic 
as  planned  on  Sept.  7-10  of  this  year  because  we  felt  that  we 
could  not  give  you  the  best  possible  clinic.  We  have  set  a  new 
date  of  February  22-26,  1960  for  the  clinic  to  be  held  at  the 
First  Church  in  Salisbury.  Hoping  to  acquire  state  workers  for 
this  clinic, 

We  have  had  fair  attendance  at  our  quarterly  meetings  last 
year  but  we  hope  more  of  you  will  support  your  Associational 
Sunday  School  Work  this  coming  year. 

Our  Associational  Sunday  School  enrollment  is  9,843,  a 
gain  of  68  over  last  year. 

All  33  churches  had  a  Vacation  Bible  School.  Also  2  Mis- 
sions had  Bible  Schools.  Total  attendance  was  3,987. 

We  are  sorry  to  report  there  are  no  Standard  Sunday 
Schools  in  our  Association.  Some  of  the  churches  are  working 
very  hard  to  be  Standard. 
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The  following  are  goals  set  for  the  association  which  we 
hope  to  meet  during  this  year:

Have  5  Standard  Sunday  Schools  this  year. 

Our  goal  for  enrolment  increase  is  15%. 

Help  the  churches  sponsor  3  new  Sunday  schools  this  year. 

We  urge  our  Pastors  and  Sunday  School  Superintendents  to 
return  to  their  churches,  enlist  more  workers,  start  new 
classes,  new  departments,  and  train  more  workers  for  effective 
Bible  Study,  enlist  your  possibilities  in  order  to  TEACH  THEM 
ALL  THINGS  concerning  our  Lord's  work.

Rev.  Banks  Mullis,  pastor  of  the 
Trading  Ford  Baptist  Church,  was  recognized  and  led  the 
praise  and  worship  period  using  James  1:22  as  a  basis  for 
his  remarks.

RADIO  AND  TELEVISION  REPORT 

Radio  and  Television  are  two  mediums  whereby  the  gospel 
of  Christ  is  being  proclaimed  today.  During  our  Simultaneous 
Revival  Meetings  in  1959,  the  Radio-Television  Committee 
arranged  for  the  publicity  of  these  meetings  with  the  two 
local  radio  stations,  WSAT  and  WSTP.  This  publicity  served 
to  inform  the  public  of  the  Revival  Services  in  our  Rowan 
Baptist  Association. 

TELEVANGELISM  found  great  favor  with  Baptist  people 
across  America  in  its  first  weeks  during  January  through 
March  1959.  Those  three  months  saw  more  than  5,000 
churches  organizing  and  carrying  out  effective  TELEVAN- 
GELISM visitation  programs.  Several  of  the  churches  in  our 
Association  reported  such  visitation  programs,  and  many 
others  participated  in  group-viewing  of  "THIS  IS  THE  AN- 
SWER" series  which  dealt  with  spiritual  and  moral  problems 
common  to  men  in  all  walks  of  life.  WSOC-TV  in  Charlotte 
and  WFYM-TV  in  Greensboro  cooperated  with  Baptists  in 
this  great  venture. 

Plans  for  1960  promise  to  be  an  even  greater  and  more 
effective  TELEVANGELISM  campaign.  New  methods  are 
being  established  to  eliminate  a  great  many  problems  that 
were  evident  in  1959.  Several  developments  that  will  add 
to  the  efficiency  and  effectiveness  of  the  entire  program  are 
as  follows: 
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(1 )  Every  aspect  TELEVANGELISM  organization  and  pro- 
motion within  a  given  state  will  be  under  the  direction  of  a 
Secretary  of  Evangelism  for  that  state. 

(2)  All  materials  desired  by  local  churches  for  TELE- 
VANGELISM visitation  may  be  secured  through  the  State 
Secretary  of  Evangelism. 

(3)  Churches  will  be  encouraged  to  organize  for  TELE- 
VANGELISM only  in  those  areas  where  the  films  will  be 
shown. 

(4)  The  title  of  the  film  series  that  will  be  shown  begin- 
ning the  first  Sunday  in  January,  I960,  has  been  shortened 
from  'THIS  IS  THE  ANSWER"  to  "THE  ANSWER". 

Each  church  in  the  Rowan  Baptist  Association  is  encourag- 
ed to  have  a  part  in  the  planned  group-viewing  of  the  TELE- 
VANGELISM programs  week  by  week,  utilizing  this  project 
called  'TELEVANGELISM— 1960".

RELIEF  AND  ANNUITY  BOARD 

—BENEFITS  PAID— 

More  than  5,300  retired  or  disabled  ministers  and  denom- 
inational workers  or  widows  are  receiving  benefits  from  the 
Annuity  Board.  Aproximately  1,300  of  these  are  on  the  re- 
lief rolls  and  receive  a  share  of  the  $325,000  from  the  Co- 
operative Program  designated  for  this  work.  The  others  re- 
ceive a  monthly  check  provided  through  their  participation 
in  one  of  the  Board's  protection  plans.  Total  benefits  paid 
out  in  1958  were  $2,414,767.90 

—NEW  MEMBERS— 

Certificates  were  issued  to  3,1  13  new  members  in  all  the 
Board's  protection  plans  in  1958.  This  is  a  27%  increase 
over  the  previous  year.  The  Southern  Baptist  Protection  Plan 
showed  the  largest  increase,  1,548  new  members.  A  total 
of  1,047  new  churches  and  employers  were  enlisted  during 
1958. 
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—PROMOTION— 

Even  with  the  increases  in  new  members  as  recorded  above, 
there  are  still  more  than  60%  of  our  Southern  Baptist  pas- 
tors not  covered  by  the  Annuity  Board's  protection  program. 
Until  this  percentage  is  greatly  reduced  or  eliminated  com- 
pletely, the  Board  is  not  fulfilling  its  purpose  of  providing 
security  and  protection  for  every  Southern  Baptist  minister 
and  church.  During  1958,  officers  of  the  Board  met  with 
leaders  of  every  state  convention  seeking  a  solution  to  this 
problem.  As  a  result  of  these  meetings,  the  Annuity  Board 
is  asking  the  local  church's  help  in  seeing  that  every  pastor 
and  church  has  this  protection.  Each  church  is  being  asked 
to  enroll  its  pastor  in  the  protection  plan,  paying  two-thirds 
of  the  cost  of  the  plan.  The  state  convention  has  already 
agreed  to  pay  the  other  one-third  for  every  pastor  in  its 
state. 

When  every  church  does  this,  the  Board's  ministry  will  be 
what  it  is  meant  to  be,  a  protection  program  for  the  entire 
Southern  Baptist  ministry,  and  not  just  for  a  small  percentage 
of  pastors. 

—INVESTMENTS— 

The  soundness  of  the  Board's  financial  structure  is  reflect- 
ed by  the  report  from  its  Investment  Department.  Income 
from  investments  in  1958  totaled  $2,424,377.92.  Of  the 
Board's  assets,  98.25%  was  invested  in  income  producing 
investments  in  1958.  The  Board's  newest  investment  en- 
deavor is  a  15-story  office  building  in  downtown  Dallas  com- 
pleted last  June.  Two  full  floors  and  part  of  a  third  floor  are 
being  used  for  the  Board's  headquarters.  The  remaining 
space  has  been  leased  to  business  firms.  Income  from  the 
building  will  be  added  to  protection  plan  reserves. 

THE  PLANS  IN  NORTH  CAROLINA 

Certificate  holders  in  the  North  Carolina  Ministers  Re- 
tirement Plan  now  number  536.  Certificate  holders  in  the 
Southern  Baptist  Protection  Plan  number  575.  This  gives  us 
a  total  of  1,111  pastors  and  denominational  workers  now 
enrolled 

We  have  a  total  of  208  annuitants  now  receiving  benefit 
from  the  plans.  In  addition  to  the  annuitants  126  aged  min- 
isters or  their  widows  are  receiving  direct  relief  grants 
amounting  to  $17,932  annually. 
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Much  work  is  yet  to  be  done  and  our  services  are  avail- 
able to  the  pastors  and  churches.

REPORT  ON  NORTH  CAROLINA  BAPTIST  PROGRAM 
OF  CHRISTIAN  EDUCATION 

In  this  report  we  are  considering  Christian  Education  in 
terms  of  our  seven  Baptist  colleges  in  North  Carolina.  In 
its  broader  meaning,  the  term  includes  many  other  educa- 
tional and  training  activities  in  our  local  churches. 

Chronologically  we  recognize  our  seven  colleges  as  follows: 


Wake  Forest  College  1834 

Chowan  College  1848 

Mars  Hill  College  1856 

Campbell  College  1887 

Wingate  College  1896 

Meredith  College  1899 

Gardner-Webb  College  1907 


It  should  be  noted  that  progress  in  our  North  Carolina 
Baptist  program  of  higher  education  has  not  been  in  the 
number  of  institutions,  but  in  the  changes  made  within  the 
seven  institutions  which  have  been  in  operation  for  more  than 
a  half  century.  Fortunately,  the  geographical  distribution 
of  these  colleges  throughout  our  state  makes  one  of  them 
fairly  close  to  all  our  Baptist  young  people.  Time  does  not 
permit  us  to  review  the  growth  of  each  of  these  seven  col- 
leges, but  we  would  remind  you  that  as  a  group  they  now 
constitute  a  program  of  higher  education  second  only  to 
Texas  among  all  the  states  in  our  Southern  Baptist  Conven- 
tion territorv.  In  these  seven  colleges  are  enrolled  each  year 
nearly  8,000  students,  or  more  than  one-eighth  of  all  col- 
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lege  studnts  in  North  Carolina.  The  annual  operating  bud- 
gets total  more  than  $10,000,000,  of  which  our  Baptist  peo- 
ple, through  church  offerings,  provide  approximately  five 
per  cent.  Students,  through  tuition  and  fees,  pay  aproxi- 
mately  60  per  cent  and  the  remaining  35  per  cent  comes 
from  endowment  and  gifts.  If  it  were  possible  for  the  colleges 
to  apply  the  total  of  approximately  $1,000,000  given  through 
our  churches  to  their  operating  costs,  the  present  five  per 
cent  would  become  10  per  cent  of  the  operating  costs.  It  is 
hoped  that  this  will  be  possible  in  the  near  future  through 
some  long-range  Convention  plan  for  meeting  the  capital 
needs  of  all  institutions  and  agencies,  thereby  leaving  in- 
come from  Cooperative  Program  and  special  offerings  for 
current  operating  needs. 

Perhaps  the  most  significant  development  in  the  work 
of  our  colleges  in  this  present  year  is  the  action  of  our 
Baptist  people  in  adopting  the  report  of  the  Convention  Com- 
mittee of  25  as  it  relates  not  only  to  the  colleges  but  to 
all  other  Baptist  institutions  and  agencies.  We  would  urge 
all  our  people  to  read  this  report  carefully  as  it  relates  to 
these  colleges.  It  does  not  recommend  the  addition  of  any 
new  college  at  present,  but  it  emphasizes  the  necessity  for 
our  recognizing  the  increasing  demands  upon  these  colleges 
which  can  be  met  only  through  growth  in  all  respects.  The 
Committee  recommends  that  consideration  be  given  to  the 
possibility  of  changing  the  status  of  some  of  the  two-year 
colleges  to  four-year  colleges,  and  already  progress  is  being 
made  in  this  respect. 

These  Baptist  colleges  will  continue  to  be  faced  with  the 
competition  of  all  other  colleges  in  both  the  quality  of  their 
work  and  the  growing  costs  of  operation  and  expansion. 
Our  college  young  people  must  be  convinced  that  academi- 
cally they  are  as  good  as  the  best.  As  Baptist  church  leaders 
and  parents  of  these  young  people,  we  want  our  colleges  to 
be  Christian  and  to  present  a  positive  Christian  witness  at 
all  times  and  in  all  respects;  but  we  cannot  stop  here  and 
expect  to  attract  our  young  people.  Such  matters  as  costs, 
scholarships,  athletics,  etc.  will  be  determining  factors. 

As  Baptists,  we  must  love  our  colleges  to  the  point  of  un- 
derstanding them  and  their  importance  in  all  departments 
of  our  work.  If  we  love  them  and  believe  in  them,  we  shall 
see  that  they  are  given  sufficient  money  to  become  the  kind 
of  colleges  that  will  attract  our  young  people.  We  can't 
force  young  people  to  go  unless  they  want  to  go.  We  must 
join  hands  with  administration  and  faculty  to  make  these 
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colleges  so  attractive  that  they  will  be  selected  by  our  young 
people.  As  a  denomination,  our  future  will  depend  largely 
on  the  type  of  leadership  we  educate  in  our  colleges.

BAPTIST  CHILDREN'S  HOMES  OF  NORTH  CAROLINA,  Inc. 
ASSOCIATIONAL  REPORT 
1959 

North  Carolina  Baptists  have  shown  remarkable  interest 
in  their  Children's  Homes  during  the  past  year.  Numerous 
Church  groups  have  visited  the  three  campuses.  Continued 
financial  support  has  been  encouraging.  Awakened  interest 
in  your  Child  Care  program  has  been  evidenced  in  many 
respects. 

PROGRAM  STUDIED 

During  the  past  year  members  of  the  Children's  Homes 
staff,  under  the  best  leadership  available,  have  engaged 
themselves  in  a  conscientious  study  of  the  entire  Child  Care 
program  sponsored  by  North  Carolina  Baptists.  Findings  have 
been  gratifying.  The  program  has  a  commendable  history 
and  is  one  of  the  best  in  the  nation.  Every  effort  is  being 
made  by  the  present  administration  to  continue  the  best  care 
possible  for  dependent  children. 

CHILDREN  SERVED 

More  than  1,000  boys  and  girls  were  served  by  the  Chi I- 
drens'  Homes  during  the  past  year.  Mills  Home,  Kennedy 
Home,  and  Odum  Home  provided  care  for  547  children 
while  197  lived  in  Foster  Homes.  Through  financial  assist- 
ance of  the  Mothers  Aid  program  40  children  were  able  to 
live  with  their  mothers.  Supervision  and  financial  help  were 
afforded  30  college  students.  Resourceful  case  workers  as- 
sisted 214  additional  children  to  find  homes  with  relatives 
and  other  social  service  agencies. 
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COTTAGE  CONSTRUCTION 

Three  cottages  are  currently  under  construction — one  at 
each  of  the  three  Homes.  The  Roy  Culler  family  of  High 
Point  is  providing  funds  for  a  boys  cottage  at  Mills  Home. 
The  H.  C.  Ferebee  family  of  Camden  is  making  possible  a 
cottage  for  girls  at  Kennedy  Home.  The  new  cottage  at  Pem- 
broke will  provide  administrative  offices,  living  accommoda- 
tions as  well  as  kitchen  and  dining  facilities  for  the  Indian 
boys  and  girls. 

ADMINISTRATIVE  CHANGE 

Mr.  Vernon  S.  Sparrow  became  Superintendent  at  Mills 
Home,  Thomasville,  July  1,  1959.  He  comes  to  this  post  with 
an  excellent  background  of  training  and  experience.  Prior  to 
Mr.  Sparrow's  going  to  Mills  Home  he  served  as  Associate 
Pastor  and  Minister  of  Education  in  the  First  Baptist  Church 
of  Lenoir 

SIGNIFICANT  CONVENTION  ACTION 

Significant  recommendations  relative  to  the  Children's 
Homes  were  adopted  by  the  Baptist  State  Convention  in  May 
following  a  two  and  a  half  year  study  by  the  Committee  of 
Twenty-Five.  They  are  as  follows: 

1.  That  the  number  of  children  in  foster  home  care  be 
increased  to  approximate  the  number  in  institutional 
care. 

2.  That  the  Children's  Homes  begin  to  develop  new  types 
of  programs  to  help  children  who  are  not  being  ade- 
quately cared  for  in  other  ways. 

3.  That  increased  attention  be  given  to  families  through- 
out the  state  by  well-trained,  mature  case  work  con- 
sultants to  help  avoid  family  breakdowns. 

MORE  ADEQUATE  FINANCIAL  SUPPORT 

The  Convention  has  voted  to  bring  the  Children's  Homes 
into  the  Cooperative  Program  on  the  same  basis  as  all  other 
institutions  and  objects.  Churches  may  continue  to  send  Once- 
A-Month  offerings  and  special  gifts.  Designated  gifts  from 
Churches  to  the  Children's  Homes  will  be  administered  by 
the  Convention  in  the  same  manner  as  designated  gifts  from 
Churches  to  other  institutions.  The  Homes  are  encouraged 
with  this  improved  financial  relationship  with  the  Conven- 
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tion.  For  lack  of  sufficient  income  the  Homes  operated  on  a 
$22,000  deficit  in  1958.  The  deficit  for  1959  will  be  approxi- 
mately $65,000.  The  only  way  the  Homes  have  of  meeting 
the  $65,000  deficit  this  year  is  through  a  substantial  in- 
crease in  the  Thanksgiving  Offering. 

WHAT  OF  THE  FUTURE? 

With  the  increase  in  population,  the  development  of  in- 
dustry, the  growth  of  cities  and  the  mounting  tensions  in 
present  day  society,  there  is  an  increasing  demand  for  serv- 
ices to  dependent  children.  Your  Children's  Homes  are  being 
asked  by  the  Convention  to  expand  their  services.  With  your 
prayers,  loyal  and  generous  suport,  your  leadership  will  con- 
tinue to  move  forward  as  resources  are  made  available.

REPORT  ON  THE  NORTH  CAROLINA  BAPTIST  HOSPITAL 

Our  Baptist  Hospital  seeks  to  serve  our  people  with  a 
complete  program  of  specialized  medical  care  for  all  who 
need  it.  Our  people  go  in  great  numbers,  with  all  types  of 
serious  illness,  from  all  walks  of  life,  and  in  all  financial 
circumstances,  to  receive  the  ministry  of  our  Baptist  medical 
center.  A  constant  effort  is  made  to  keep  it  personal  and 
Christian  in  its  care  of  sick  people. 

Last  year  Service  Patients  from  95  counties  of  the  State 
made  over  66,000  visits  to  the  31  clinics  of  the  Out-Patient 
Department,  which  is  open  to  families  not  able  to  pay  the 
full  cost  of  their  medical  care.  About  the  same  number  of 
office  visits  was  made  by  Private  or  full-pay  patients.  More 
than  16,000  sick  persons  were  hospitalized  for  132,000 
days  of  bed  care. 

Forty  per  cent  of  the  hospital  service  is  rendered  the 
patients  who  go  to  the  Out-Patient  Clinics  or  who  enter  the 
hospital  through  the  Out-Patient  Department.  The  services 
of  the  physicians  are  free  to  all  these  patients,  but  the  hos- 
pital charges  must  be  paid  unless  other  arrangements  are 
made  by  the  family. 
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Last  year  the  hospital  spent  well  over  one  million  dollars 
in  the  care  of  these  Service  Patients.  The  Mother's  Day 
Fund,  along  with  the  welfare  funds  and  assistance  from 
other  agencies  and  foundations,  enables  the  hospital  to  pro- 
vide more  than  half  of  this  service  free  for  our  very  poor 
people.  The  Mother's  Day  Fund  alone,  however,  has  not 
covered  the  full  cost  of  the  care  of  even  the  most  needy. 

We  need  to  lay  upon  the  hearts  of  our  members  the  neces- 
sity of  the  Mother's  Day  Fund,  if  our  Baptist  Hospital  is  to 
provide  this  important  service  for  our  poorer  people.

REPORT  ON  NORTH  CAROLINA  BAPTIST  HOMES 
FOR  AGING 

The  ninth  year  of  operation  of  the  Baptist  Homes  for 
Aging  began  March  16,  1959.  AN  three  of  the  Homes — 
Resthaven,  Albemarle,  and  Headquarters — have  had  a  good 
year,  and  have  been  filled  practically  all  the  year  to  capac- 
ity— 119,  counting  residents  and  helpers.  When  vacancies 
occur,  there  are  far  more  applicants  on  the  waiting  list 
than  there  are  rooms  to  be  filled. 

Since  the  average  age  of  a  resident  is  about  80  years, 
there  were  several  deaths  during  the  year,  as  might  be  ex- 
pectd.  Among  the  decease  was  the  oldest  resident,  "Uncle" 
John  T.  Holt,  formerly  of  Wilsons  Mills,  N.  C.  He  died 
July  13,  being  99  years  of  age.  Had  he  lived  until  February 
26,  1960,  he  would  have  been  ONE-HUNDRED  YEARS  of 
age.  He  was  a  resident  of  the  Homes  nearly  eight  years,  and 
for  the  past  two  years  was  a  patient  in  the  infirmary  of  the 
Headquarters  Building.  He  was,  indeed,  a  great  soul,  and 
all  connected  with  the  Homes  keenly  miss  him. 

This  has  been  another  year  of  God's  favor  upon  the  Homes 
and  of  encouraging  progress.  While  the  campaign  to  raise 
funds  to  build  the  fourth  Home  in  Eastern  Carolina,  at 
Hamilton,  has  not  been  completed,  yet  there  is  good  reason 
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to  believe  that  the  money  will  be  secured  this  year  and  con- 
struction will  begin.  Mr.  Don  G.  Matthews  of  Hamilton  has 
given  the  land  for  the  site,  and  most  of  the  $50,000  which 
he  promised.  He  is  ready  to  give  the  balance  when  the  extra 
$100,000  had  been  raised.  With  reorganization  of  plans  and 
persistent  effort,  the  balance  needed  can  and  will  be  forth- 
coming. 

Architectural  plans  and  specifications  for  the  enlargement 
of  the  infirmary  at  Headquarters,  Winston-Salem,  have  been 
prepared,  and  construction  of  28  additional  bedrooms  should 
begin  by  September  or  October.  Extra  room  in  the  infirmary 
is  the  pressing  need  now. 

It  brings  much  joy  to  report  that  all  indebtedness  incurred 
with  construction  of  the  Headquarters  Building  has  been 
paid,  and  that  the  three  Homes — Resthaven,  Albemarle,  and 
Headquarters  Building — are  free  from  debt,  thanks  to  our 
Lord  and  friends  of  the  Homes  who  have  helped  to  make 
this  possible. 

The  pressing  needs  of  the  Home  for  aging  now  are  (1)  to 
finish  raising  the  funds  to  start  construction  of  the  Hamilton 
Home,  and  (2)  to  raise  about  $75,000  to  cover  the  balance 
needed  to  pay  for  the  additional  facilities  in  the  infirmary 
expansion.  So,  a  total  amount  of  $150,000  must  be  raised, 
therefore,  to  finish  these  two  projects.  When  they  are  com- 
pleted, 60  more  bedrooms  will  be  added  for  anxious  and 
needy  residents,  thus  increasing  the  total  capacity  of  all  the 
Homes  to  170  residents. 

Would  you  like  to  have  a  generous  part  in  helping  to  make 
these  plans  become  a  reality  at  the  earliest  possible  date? 
If  so,  please  let  us  hear  from  you  at  once.  Why  not  furnish, 
or  endow,  or  construct  a  room  with  your  gift?  If  you  are  not 
able  to  do  as  much,  send  the  amount  you  are  able  to  give 
to  N.  C.  Baptist  Homes,  Inc.,  Reynolds  Park  Road,  Winston- 
Salem,  N.  C,  and  your  gift  will  be  used  as  you  may  instruct. 

All  connected  with  the  N.  C.  Baptist  Homes  are  most 
grateful  to  the  churches,  individuals,  and  corporations  for 
the  help  given  to  offer  our  aging  friends  who  live  in  the 
Homes  a  program  of  security,  comfort,  congeniality,  and  a 
Christian  ministry.  Surely  the  words  of  our  Lord,  "Inasmuch 
as  ye  have  done  it  unto  one  of  the  least  of  these  my  brethren, 
ye  have  done  it  unto  me/7  are  applicable  to  those  who  help 
make  such  services  possible.

REPORT  ON  EVANGELISM 

Year  after  year  these  reports  to  the  Association  on  Evan- 
gelism read  much  the  same.  A  recitation  of  the  statistics  of 
the  Association  and  the  State  Conventions  with  a  plea  to  the 
people  to  make  a  greater  effort  to  make  these  statistics 
make  us  look  better. 

Many  of  us  have  come  to  think  of  evangelism  only  in 
terms  of  a  revival  meeting  and  then  only  in  terms  of  the 
number  of  baptisms.  We,  too  often,  overlook  the  second  part 
of  our  Lord's  commission — to  "teach  them  to  observe  all 
things  whatsoever  I  have  commanded  you." 

Evangelism  cannot  be  limited  to  a  "Revival  Meeting"  or 
"Crusade  for  Christ"  or  even  the  organized  efforts  of  a 
church  and  its  organizations  to  "win  people  to  Christ."  It  is 
all  inclusive — incorporating  all  phases  of  the  life  of  the  in- 
dividual Christian.  Our  Christian  reflecting  in  his  daily 
living  the  likeness  of  Christ  is  a  more  effective  evangelist 
than  the  most  eloquent  preacher.  The  preaching  ministry 
and  the  organized  efforts  of  our  churches  are  reduced  con- 
siderably by  the  conduct  of  the  people  called  Christians. 

If  our  efforts  to  publish  the  glad  tidings  of  Jesus  are  to 
be  effective  in  making  Christians  and  teaching  them  to  ob- 
serve the  teachings  of  Jesus  we  must  begin  in  our  own 
lives  and  let  our  lives  be  living  Epistles  from  God  the  Father 
to  lost  people. 

Statistics  are  published  elsewhere  in  the  minutes  of  this 
Association.  The  fact  remains,  however,  that  it  took  almost 
23  Rowan  County  Christians  one  year  to  persuade  one  person 
to  follow  his  Christ.  We  need  to  be  more  efficient  than  this.

REPORT  OF  MUSIC  COMMITTEE 
Church  Music  is  on  the  move!   We  are  Growing! 

Twenty  Churches  reported  in  their  Church  Letters  to  the 
Association  that  they  had  organized  Choirs.  They  reported 
a  total  enrollment  of  983.  A  break-down  of  that  total  gives 
us  the  encouraging  news:  Beginners  30,  Primary  32,  Juniors 
200,  Intermediate  102,  Young  People  118,  Adults  460,  and 
41  General  Officers.  These  figures  indicate  that  we  are  get- 
ting Music  training  in  all  age  brackets. 

Only  two  Churches  reported  that  they  had  conducted 
Training  Schools  last  year,  which  isn't  too  bad  if  the  other 
Churches  are  conducting  regular  weekly  rehearsals  for  their 
Choirs 

There  are  138  copies  of  the  "Church  Musician"  (our  of- 
ficial Music  magazine)  being  used  in  the  Association. 

Four  Churches  observed  Music  Month  during  September. 

Hymnals  being  used  by  the  different  churches  break  down 
as  follows:  Baptist  Hymnal  8,  Modern  Hymnal  3,  Broadman 
Hymnal  18,  and  the  little  Voice  of  Praise  Hymnal  2.  Your 
Music  Committee  strongly  recommends  the  use  of  Hymnals 
published  by  our  own  Broadman  Press,  and  when  necessary 
to  replace  your  Hymnals  for  general  Church  use,  we  recom- 
mend the  Baptist  Hymnal. 

Training  in  all  age  groups  is  the  Key  to  better  Programs 
of  Church  Music.  We  congratulate  those  churches  who  now 
have  their  training  programs  in  operation.  We  strongly  urge 
the  other  Churches  to  start  training  programs  with  the 
best  available  leadership.

BROTHERHOOD  REPORT 

The  Brotherhood  is  pleased  to  report  that  the  past  year 
has  been  a  most  enjoyable  and  successful  one. 

All  four  of  our  Associational  meetings  were  well  attended 
and  the  programs  well  received. 

The  Brotherhood  and  R.  A.  enrollment  has  increased  dur- 
ing the  year.  The  R.  A.  Conclave  and  camps  were  held  during 
the  year  and  some  of  the  R.  A.'s  attended  the  State  Assem- 
blies during  the  summer. 

The  active  participation  by  men  in  the  program  of  the 
church  is  one  of  the  most  encouraging  signs  of  our  day.  There 
are  more  men  engaged  in  working,  giving,  and  going  for 
World  Missions  than  at  any  time  in  the  history  of  the  church. 
This  is  true,  largely,  because  of  the  challenge  which  has 
been  presented  to  them  through  Brotherhood  and  Royal  Am- 
bassador programs.  Special  seasons  of  prayer  and  offerings 
for  missions  have  become  church-wide  rather  than  a  pro- 
gram for  a  single  organization.  The  laymen  of  our  churches 
are  sharing  in  the  pastors'  keen  interest  for  the  salvation 
of  the  lost  people  in  their  own  communities.  The  number  of 
men  who  are  willing  and  who  possess  the  skill  of  witnessing 
to  lost  men  is  increasing  every  day.  More  men  are  capable 
of  teaching  and  leading  in  the  organizations  of  the  church. 
Yet  there  are  many  men  who  are  not  enlisted.  About  75 
percent  of  the  men  on  our  church  rolls  are  still  inactive.  They 
are  the  Brotherhoods  greatest  challenge. 

The  purpose  of  the  Brotherhood  is  to  discover  men  and 
their  talents  and  to  enlist  them  in  every  phase  of  the  pro- 
gram of  the  church  and  denomination.  The  Brotherhood 
seeks  to  accomplish  this  purpose  by  offering  programs  and 
activities  in  an  atmosphere  of  fellowship,  study,  and  action. 
Programs  and  activities  are  planned  in  four  major  areas: 
Evangelism,  Stewardship,  Cooperative  Program  or  World 
Missions,  and  Royal  Ambassadors. 

The  Brotherhood  Department  is  planning  a  program  of 
intensive  training  during  1960.  Regional  clinics  will  be  pro- 
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vided  for  Associational  leadership  and  associational  clinics 
will  be  conducted  for  church  leaders  in  Brotherhood  and 
Royal  Ambassadors.  The  new  Brotherhood  Secretary,  Clyde 
L.  Davis,  Sr.,  and  the  Royal  Ambassador  Secretary,  B.  W. 
Jackson,  earnestly  solicit  your  prayers  for  them  as  they  seek 
to  lead  in  this  program.

TRAINING  UNION  REPORT 

This  has  been  a  good  year  in  Training  Union  work  in  many 
of  our  churches.  Some  have  seen  their  average  attendance 
go  over  100.  Our  smaller  churches  seem  to  have  recorded 
better  records  than  usual. 

Our  associational  program  has  not  been  as  aggressive  as 
we  had  hoped  for.  We  had  planned  an  officers  and  leaders 
clinic  for  September,  but  it  was  cancelled  due  to  the  hurri- 
cane. However,  we  did  have  three  mass  meetings  during 
the  year.  Our  "M"  Night  was  one  of  the  best  we  have  ever 
had.  There  were  639  present.  Dr.  W.  R.  Wagoner  was  the 
speaker.  In  April  we  had  our  Tournament  night.  Several 
Junior  boys  and  girls  went  on  from  this  meeting  to  gain  State 
honors  in  the  Memory  Work  Tournament. 

In  June  our  mass  meeting  was  highlighted  with  testimonies 
from  Rev.  &  Mrs.  Dale  Hooper,  who  were  soon  to  sail  to 
Africa  to  serve  as  missionaries  under  our  Foreign  Mission 
Board. 

Only  18  of  our  churches  had  reported  having  a  Study 
Course  through  September  30.  These  1  8  churches  have  gained 
almost  900  awards.  It  is  difficult  to  see  how  any  church  can 
maintain  a  vital  Training  Union  without  at  least  one  Study 
Course  each  year.  We  hope  that  in  the  coming  year  every 
church  that  has  a  Training  Union  will  have  one  Study  Course 
as  a  minimum. 
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One  of  the  greatest  needs  in  our  churches  today  is  ade- 
quate leadership.  We  shall  never  develop  these  leaders  un- 
less we  have  an  aggressive  and  vital  training  program.  It  is 
our  belief  that  no  other  organization  or  program  can  accom- 
plish as  much  in  so  short  a  time  as  a  good  Training  Union. 
It  serves  as  "on-the-job-training." 

We  believe  that  the  Training  Union  is  the  surest  way  that 
any  church  can  carry  out  the  complete  Commission  of  our 
Lord  when  He  said,  ".  .  .  Teaching  them  to  observe  all 
things/7 

In  our  Baptist  Jubilee  Advance  we  have  as  our  theme  this 
year  'Teaching  and  Training".  Let  us  realize  that  the  Train- 
ing Union  is  the  Church  training,  it  should  never  be  con- 
sidered another  organization  to  keep  going.

REPORT  ON  THE  AMERICAN  BIBLE  SOCIETY 

The  one  function  of  the  American  Bible  Society  is  to  bring 
the  Holy  Scriptures  to  humanity.  No  matter  what  the  lang- 
uage, whether  rich  or  poor,  no  matter  where — the  man  or 
woman  or  literate  child  without  the  Scriptures  is  the  Society's 
sole  concern.  Its  one  endeavor  is  to  see  that  the  person  with- 
out the  Book  has  a  chance  to  have  it.  This  is  the  only  Ameri- 
can national  and  international  society  organized  for  this 
purpose, 

The  Bible  is  the  essential  tool  of  missions  and  evangelism. 
The  missionary  uses  it  in  all  his  work.  The  Bible  itself  is  a 
missionary.  It  can  go  where  the  human  missionary  cannot 
go.  It  can  stay  on  after  he  must  leave — and  keep  on  speak- 
ing to  a  person's  heart.  People  must  have  the  Bible  because 
it  presents  Jesus  Christ,  the  one  hope  of  men  and  nations. 
Each  person  must  have  the  Bible  in  his  own  language  because 
it  speaks  to  his  heart  as  no  other  language  can  speak.  Yet 
many  people  cannot  afford  even  the  cost  of  printing  the 
Scriptures. 
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During  1958  the  American  Bible  Society — 

— Distributed  around  the  world  a  record  total  of  over  ]6]/i 
million  volumes  of  Scriptures. 

— Donated  more  than  one  million  Scripture  volumes  for 
distribution  by  Chaplains  to  our  Armed  Forces. 

— Expanded  the  ministry  of  Scripture  phonograph  records 
to  include  25  additional  languages. 

The  American  Bible  Society  has  a  four-fold  missionary 
endeavor; 

— Translating  the  Scriptures  into  as  many  languages  as 
possible,  now  in  over  1,100  Tongues. 

— Publishing  as  many  copies  of  Scripture  as  possible,  now 
over  500,000,000  volumes. 

— Distributing  the  Scriptures  to  all  people  in  every  nation. 

— Encouraging  people  all  over  the  world  to  read  God's 
Word,  to  believe  it  and  to  live  it. 

In  1958  Southern  Baptist  churches  gave  $162,199  to  the 
American  Bible  Society — and  for  the  first  time  stood  first 
among  all  denominations.  We  in  the  Rowan  Baptist  Associa- 
tion can  honor  God  and  rescue  the  perishing  by  making  lib- 
eral contributions  to  this  great  work.

The  beckoning  finger  of  God  continues  to  lead  our  people 
of  the  Rowan  Association  in  a  deeply  spiritual  and  moving 
way.  Seeking  the  lost,  establishing  new  mission  work,  min- 
istering to  humanities  needs,  giving  renewed  strength  to 
"the  giants  in  Faith  and  nourishing  the  Babes  in  Christ." 
This,  our  task,  certifies  our  witness  of  Missionary  Baptist 
historical  and  spiritual  progress. 

The  spirit  of  God  is  turning  the  little  wheels  of  restlessness 
in  the  hearts  of  our  people,  and  the  manifestations  of  God's 
love  abound  on  every  side,  to  bless  our  people  and  enrich 
God's  Kingdom. 

The  year  has  brought  many  improvements  in  every  phase 
of  our  work.  Our  Association  now  numbers  thirty-three 
churches  and  two  missions  and  our  total  membership  now 
numbers  more  than  eleven  thousand. 

Ten  years  ago  our  membership  was  8,534. 

Last  year  our  number  was  10,763. 

Every  church  held  a  Vacation  Bible  School. 

Baptisms  were  487  against  482  last  year — 43  of  these  at 
Enon  and  40  at  Rowan  Mills. 

The  Rowan  Mills  Church  has  had  a  fruitful  year.  They 
have  acquired  the  services  of  Mr.  Bill  Carpenter  as  Youth  Di- 
rector and  have  added  an  organ,  grand  piano  and  a  dwelling 
to  be  used  for  educational  purposes  to  their  church  proper- 
ties. They  have  set  an  inspiring  pace  for  progress. 

The  following  churches  have  called  new  pastors:  Calvary — 
Rev.  J.  D.  Whisnant,  began  duties  September  1st;  Needmore 
— Rev.  L.  D.  Scruggs,  began  September  6th;  Trading  Ford — 
Rev.  Banks  Mullis,  began  November  1,  1958;  North  Main — 
Rev.  Maurice  Boggs;  Community — Rev.  B.  O.  Hammond, 
began  October  25th;  West  Park — Rev.  H.  T.  Davis;  Crusade 
Mission — Mr.  Bob  Nash,  ministerial  student  at  Southeastern 
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Seminary,  who  makes  his  home  in  Granite  Quarry  and  re- 
returns  weekends  to  serve  Mission. 

The  Milford  Hills  Chapel,  under  the  sponsorship  of  First 
Church,  continues  to  progress.  God  is  blessing  the  dedicated 
efforts  of  Rev.  Charles  Lemly.  They  are  now  in  their  beauti- 
ful new  chapel  on  the  Statesville  Road. 

Emmanuel — Sanctuary  renewed,  new  pews  and  carpeting 
installed  at  total  cost  of  $8,630.56. 

Crusade  Mission  now  owns  a  lot  and  dwelling  house  where 
they  are  temporarily  worshipping.  They  have  no  indebted- 
ness and  have  a  substantial  sum  of  two  thousand  dollars  in 
the  building  fund.  We  are  proud  of  the  work  of  Crusade. 

Pine  Ridge  is  building  a  fellowship  hall  that  will  soon  be 
completed. 

Trading  Ford  has  just  completed  a  lovely  new  parsonage 
and  has  completed  all  payments  on  construction. 

Needmore  also  dedicated  a  debt-free  parsonage  on  Aug- 
ust 23rd. 

Southside  is  brick  veneering  their  church  which  will  add  a 
substantial  beauty  to  the  already  picturesque  setting  of  the 
church  properties. 

Spencer  First  is  planning  an  educational  building  adjacent 
to  the  church.  Building  will  begin  in  the  near  future. 

Yadkin  has  added  two  new  Sunday  School  class  rooms 
and  two  rest  rooms  to  their  church  properties. 

East  Spencer  has  paid  for  their  air-conditioning,  acquired 
new  furniture  and  improved  class  rooms. 

West  Landis  has  established  a  preaching  station  at  Old 
Union  Grove  Arbor. 

Grace  has  erected  and  dedicated  a  new  Fellowship  Build- 
ing along  with  Stallings  Memorial  who  held  open  house  on 
October  25th. 

The  Stallings  building  is  a  notable  step  forward  and  a 
timely  addition  to  their  church  properties.  The  architecture, 
contemporary  and  classic  in  its  simplicity,  will  be  used  for 
the  young  peoples  work,  and  will  also  house  the  official 
business  suite  including  a  beautifully  appointed  study  for 
the  pastor.  A  fully  equipped  kitchen,  nursery,  class  rooms 
and  dining  recreation  center  make  their  new  addition  to 
Stallings  one  of  the  smartest  and  most  useful  points  of  ac- 
tivity in  our  Association. 
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Salisbury  First  is  at  the  moment  in  the  midst  of  a  re- 
decorating task  that  will  be  throughout  the  church.  We  point 
with  pride  also  to  the  work  of  our  Minister  of  Music,  Mr. 
Fred  Kelly,  who  now  has  a  choir  organization  of  232  active 
choir  members.  This  numbers  eight  choir  groups. 

We  trust  all  of  our  churches  are  making  an  effort  in  this 
direction.  Music  is  one  phase  of  our  worship. 

Twenty-one  of  our  churches  participated  in  the  two  weeks 
revival  period.  Other  churches  held  revivals  during  the  year. 

We  have  26  Brotherhood  groups  and  they  all  should  be 
sponsoring  R.  A.'s.  They  have  gained  14  new  members  this 
year.  Our  men  should  dedicate  and  participate  more  fully 
in  this  enriching  phase  of  our  church  life. 

Too  much  praise  cannot  be  given  to  our  lovely  ladies  for 
their  tireless  efforts  in  mission  work.  They  stay  busy  as 
butterflies  teaching,  reading,  helping  and  doing  in  His  name. 
They  have  given  right  at  ten  thousand  dollars  in  mission 
gifts  along  with  the  blessed  spiritual  growth  they  are  ex- 
periencing. 

We  have  had  a  wonderful  year  of  physical  and  spiritual 
progress — according  to  God's  promise. 

Our  history  to  date  is  something  to  be  grateful  for,  but 
we  must  trust  Him  more  and  expect  greater  things  of  Him, 
and  give  Him  more  of  ourselves.

John  H.  Simpson,  that  the  Clerk  be  empowered  to  condense 
the  annual  reports  where  necessary  for  printing  in  the  min- 
utes. A  Substitute  Motion  was  made  by  Rev.  J.  W.  Allen  that 
the  Clerk  contact  the  Chairmen  of  the  various  Committees 
making  reports  and  have  them  to  condense  same.  Another 
Substitute  Motion  was  made  by  Brother  A.  L.  Jarrell,  seconded 
by  Rev.  John  H.  Simpson,  that  the  reports  be  limited  to  five 
hundred  words,  typewritten  and  double-spaced  for  next  year, 
but  the  present  reports  be  printed  as  they  are.  The  Substitute 
Motion  carried.  Rev.  J.  W.  Allen  led  in  the  singing  of  the 
hymn  "More  Love  To  Thee." 

36.  Brother  Robert  M.  Davis  was  recognized  and  gave  the 
report  on  Public  Morals  and  Civic  Righteousness  which  was 
approved. 
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REPORT  OF  PUBLIC  MORALS  AND  CIVIC  RIGHTEOUSNESS 

Many  times  we  hear  the  expressions  "Worth  a  Million 
Dollars",  "Good  as  Gold",  and  "Pure  as  silk".  When  applied 
to  individuals,  they  refer  to  outstanding  service,  unselfish 
devotion,  and  courageous  living. 

The  value  of  an  individual's  service  was  recently  demon- 
strated by  the  account  of  an  actress  receiving  $1,000,000.00 
to  make  one  moving  picture.  Airplanes,  missies,  business, 
bond  issues,  ships,  road  programs,  publicity,  insurance,  and 
many  other  things  refer  to  money  in  terms  of  millions  of 
dollars.  The  real  value  of  that  million  dollars  is  in  the  service 
received  for  that  large  expenditure. 

Recently  a  woman  purchased  a  gold  dress  for  $10,000.00, 
and  the  newspaper  account  stated  that  she  would  only  wear 
it  three  times.  The  dress  would  not  be  worn  out,  but  she 
would  feel  self-conscious  because  she  had  worn  it  before,  in 
the  presence  of  the  same  people.  The  value  of  the  dress  to 
her  would  then  be  very  little.  The  dress  would  make  her  the 
best  dressed  woman  present  on  the  few  occasions  she  wore  it. 

In  the  field  of  television,  stories  of  unfair  representation 
to  the  public  have  caused  investigations,  cancellation  of 
shows,  and  threats  of  indictments.  The  wrong  in  these  cases 
is  not  the  supplying  of  answers  to  contestants  on  quiz  shows, 
but  the  representation  of  individual  skill  as  the  true  criteria 
for  remaining  on  the  program. 

In  international  relations  tensions,  violence,  threats,  execu- 
tions, boasting  and  other  acts  of  hatred  and  disdain  have 
been  given  precedence  over  the  International  Geophysical 
research,  United  Nations  Cooperative  advances,  exhibits  in 
other  nations,  exchange  of  visits  by  world  figures,  and  Chris- 
tian revivals  of  glorious  impact. 

Labor  and  management  relations  this  year  have  created 
new  problems  and  re-emphasized  old  ones. 

Throughout  public  life  there  has  been  a  great  need  for 
strong  exemplification  of  courage  and  devotion  to  Christ. 
Instances  of  lives  presenting  these  qualities  are  not  publicised 
and  are  known  mainly  through  personal  contact.  Many  ac- 
tions showing  lack  of  these  qualities  have  been  brought  to 
our  attention. 

We  need  to  promote  our  Savior  to  first  place  in  our  lives. 
The  dollars,  gold  and  silk  must  be  relegated  to  a  position  of 
contributing  to  the  advancement  of  the  primary  purpose  in 
life-God's  will  for  us — all  of  us.

Millions  of  Christians,  Millions  of  prayers,  Millions  of  gifts 
to  the  needy,  Millions  of  Bibles — used,  Millions  of  converts; 
Millions  with  hope,  Millions  with  Love,  Millions  with  help

Good  as  a  worker,  good  as  a  friend,  good  as  your  word, 
good  as  a  leader,  good  as  an  adversary,  good  as  represented; 
good  by  God's  Grace. 

Pure  in  word,  pure  in  thought,  pure  in  deed,  pure  in  hear- 
refined  by  God's  forgiveness. 

My  observation  leads  me  to  think  that  these  things  are 
not  of  real  importance  to  us  in  the  present.  We  will  give 
them  greater  importance  later.  Our  attitude  is  a  very  com- 
placent— "soon".  We  are  like  the  intoxicated  man  approach- 
ed by  a  Salvation  Army  worker.  The  worker  said:  "Are  you 
a  Christian?" 

The  man  said:  "No". 

The  worker  said:  "Don't  you  want  to  go  to  heaven?" 
The  man  said:  "No". 

The  worker  said:  "You  mean  you  don't  want  to  go  to 
Heaven  when  you  die?" 

The  man  said:  "Oh,  yes,  I  want  to  go  to  Heaven  when  I 
die.  I  thought  you  were  getting  up  a  load  to  go  now." 

Our  civic  righteousness  lacks  the  urgency  of  the  present 
need,  and  sure  knowledge  that  even  complete,  continuous 
service  will  not  finish  our  task. 

Our  public  and  civic  duties  hinge  on  Gods  admonitions. 

In  2  Corinthians,  Chapter  8,  verse  9,  we  read: 

"For  ye  know  the  grace  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  that, 
though  he  was  rich,  yet  for  your  sakes  he  became  poor,  that 
ye  through  his  poverty  might  be  rich." 

Worth  a  Million 

In  Job,  Chapter  23,  verse  10,  we  read: 

"But  he  knoweth  the  way  that  I  take;  when  he  hath  tried 
me,  I  shall  come  forth  as  gold." 

Good  as  Gold 

In  1  John,  Chapter  3,  verses  2  and  3,  we  read: 
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"Beloved,  now  are  we  the  sons  of  God,  and  it  doth  not  yet 
appear  what  we  shall  be:  but  we  know  that,  when  he  shall 
appear,  we  shall  be  like  him;  for  we  shall  see  him  as  he  is." 

And  every  man  that  hath  his  hope  in  him  purifieth  him- 
self, even  as  he  is  pure." 

Pure  as  Silk:

37.  Dr.  Clyde  Chapman  was  recognized  and  brought  the 
Missions  report.  Motion  carried  for  adoption  of  the  report. 
Dr.  Chapman  brought  a  recommendation  that  money  be  made 
available  by  the  Rowan  Baptist  Association  for  new  missions 
through  the  establishment  of  a  building  fund.  This  recom- 
mendation was  adopted. 

HOME  AND  FOREIGN  MISSIONS 

I  would  like  to  begin  this  report  with  two  paragraphs  from 
Dr.  Baker  J.  Cauthen,  Executive  Secretary  of  the  Foreign 
Mission  Board. 

"We  are  constantly  impressed  by  the  fact  that  the  popula- 
tion of  the  world  is  increasing  so  explosively  as  to  exceed  our 
total  Christian  effort.  This  means  that  annually  a  larger 
percentage  of  the  world's  people  are  non-Christian  than  be- 
fore. The  answer  to  this  situation  must  lie  in  greater  em- 
phasis upon  evangelism  and  church  development. 

This  means  that  across  the  world  every  aspect  of  the  work 
of  evangelism  must  be  accelerated.  Churches  will  increasingly 
undertake  to  make  evangelism  the  heart  of  their  daily  min- 
istry. This  will  call  for  developing  to  the  greatest  degree  the 
work  of  the  churches  in  Bible  teaching,  membership  train- 
ing, stewardship,  missionary  activities,  and  all  the  aspects 
of  church  life." 

Against  the  back-drop  of  this  challenge  let  us  review  the 
high  lights  of  our  mission  work  last  year. 
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On  the  Home  Mission  front  the  number  of  Mission  Per- 
sonnel reached  the  all-time  high  of  1,386  in  1959.  Our  home 
missionaries  saw  41,859  professions  of  faith.  Our  Chaplains 
reported  11,203  professions  of  faith.  During  the  year  our 
home  missionaries  led  in  constituting  399  new  churches  and 
564  new  missions. 

Important  work  is  being  done  in  pioneer  areas.  Efforts  are 
being  made  to  enclose  the  downtown  area  of  Chicago  with  a 
ring  of  Baptist  Churches.  The  Manhatten  Baptist  Church  in 
New  York  has  started  three  Missions  this  past  year. 

Progress  toward  achieving  the  Jubilee  Advance  goals  has 
been  most  encouraging.  Some  of  the  goals  are  now  being  re- 
vised upward  to  present  a  greater  challenge.  Over  29,000 
Baptist  Churches  participated  in  the  Simultaneous  Crusades 
this  year  Plans  are  now  being  made  to  expand  the  program 
of  conserving  the  results  of  evangelism. 

The  command  of  our  Lord  demands  that  our  interests  be 
world  wide.  Our  home  churches  are  spiritual  power  stations 
reinforcing  the  hands  of  missionaries  across  the  world.  Not 
only  do  we  support  the  cause  of  Missions  with  our  tithes  and 
offerings,  it  is  also  our  blessed  privilege  to  share  in  world 
missions  through  intercessory  prayer. 

137  missionaries  were  appointed  last  year,  the  largest 
number  ever  appointed  in  one  year  in  the  history  of  the 
Board.  Greater  numbers  of  our  fine  young  people  are  dedi- 
cating their  lives  as  mission  volunteers  each  year.  More  and 
more  of  our  young  pastors,  educational  directors,  and  Chris- 
tian doctors  are  answering  the  Lord's  call  to  go  into  ali  the 
world  and  preach  the  gospel  to  every  creature. 

Our  churches  are  responding  to  the  call  to  support  these 
dedicated  people.  Last  year  our  Southern  Baptist  Convention 
gave  a  total  of  $15,334,738.58  to  Foreign  Missions.  Of  that 
amount  $1,341,778.40  came  from  our  own  state. 

It  is  believed  that  by  1964  we  will  have  at  least  2,000 
missionaries  on  the  foreign  field.  They  are  desperately  need- 
ed now.  At  the  end  of  last  year  we  had  a  total  of  1,283  active 
missionaries.  29,990  baptisms  were  reported.  Surely  this  has 
been  a  year  of  God's  leadership  and  spiritual  blessing.

WMU  REPORT 

The  purpose  of  Woman's  Missionary  Union  is  to  promote 
Christian  missions  through  a  program  of  mission  study,  pray- 
er, community  missions,  stewardship  and  educating  youth  in 
missions. 

Many  hands  have  labored  faithfully  to  achieve  the  accom- 
plishments of  Rowan  WMU  during  the  year  1958-59;  and 
we  are  grateful  for  their  labors. 

Comparing  our  annual  report  with  that  of  last  year  we 
see  that  we  have  made  net  gains  in  almost  all  phases  of  our 
work. 

This  year  our  emphasis  has  been  on  "Christian  Witness- 
ing, Undergirded  with  Prayer",  in  keeping  with  our  Jubilee 
Advance.  In  order  to  better  prepare  ourselves  for  effective 
soul-winning  efforts  many  of  our  organizations  studied  books 
on  soul-winning  and  prayer.  We  helped  plan  pre-revival 
prayer  meetings  and  helped  with  the  soul-winning  visitation 
programs  of  our  churches  during  the  simultaneous  revival 
efforts  of  the  association.  We  have  upheld  our  missionaries 
as  we  have  prayed  for  them  day  by  day,  following  the  calen- 
dar of  prayer  outlined  in  Royal  Service.  110  organizations 
participated  in  the  weeks  of  prayer  for  Foreign  and  Home 
missions  and  the  season  of  prayer  for  State  missions. 

The  missionary  message  of  the  Bible  reveals  God  as  the 
loving  Father  who  has  made  salvation  possible  for  all  by  the 
death  of  his  son.  With  a  realization  of  God's  world-purpose 
and  a  desire  to  share  Christ  with  other  Woman's  Missionary 
Union  attaches  permanent  importance  to  the  study  of  mis- 
sions. We  believe  that  when  Christians  know  the  needs  they 
will  pray  and  give  that  these  needs  may  be  met.  Our  organi- 
zations reported  a  total  of  198  mission-study  classes  during 
the  year.  Two  Societies  studied  five  books  each  and  most  of 
them  studied  at  least  two. 
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Telling  people  everywhere  how  to  be  saved  is  the  business 
of  all  Christians.  Members  of  Woman's  Missionary  Society 
feel  keenly  our  responsibility  to  witness  where  we  are.  A 
total  of  114  organizations  participated  in  planned  Commu- 
nity Missions. 

From  the  time  of  Mary  Webb  of  Boston  and  her  little 
society  of  14,  eight  of  whom  were  Baptists,  giving  to  mis- 
sions has  been  one  of  the  chief  reasons  for  organizing  mis- 
sionary societies.  Rowan  WMU  has  1801  members  giving 
regularly  to  missions  through  the  Cooperative  Program;  plus 
four  special  offerings — the  Lottie  Moon  offering  for  foreign 
missions,  Annie  Armstrong  for  Home  missions,  Heck-Jones 
which  is  used  for  both  foreign  and  home  missions  and  an 
offering  for  State  Missions;  the  amounts  of  which  I  have  no 
accurate  records  because  many  of  our  churches  are  now 
making  these  church-wide  offerings  and  no  seperate  records 
are  kept  by  the  organizations.  There  are  930  tithers. 

In  organizations,  we  had  1  new  WMS,  1  new  YWA,  3  new 
GA's  and  six  new  Sunbeam  Bands  with  a  total  increase  in 
membership  of  146. 

There  were  1  Approved  and  4  Advanced  Societies,  nine 
Advanced  and  7  Honor  GA's  and  3  societies  receiving  rec- 
ognition on  the  Mission  Study  Achievement  Chart. 

We  are  proud  of  these  accomplishments  but  we  are  also 
mindful  of  our  weaknesses  and  the  many  challenging  oppor- 
tunities yet  ahead.  There  are  still  churches  in  our  association 
with  no  WMU  organizations.  In  all  of  the  churches  where 
there  are  Missionary  Societies  there  are  women  not  yet  en- 
listed for  missions;  to  these  women  the  program  of  Woman's 
Missionary  Union  is  of  no  value.  Many  of  our  churches  are 
not  providing  adequate  organizations  for  our  young  people. 
Oh  that  we  could  feel  more  keenly  our  responsibility  in  train- 
ing our  youth  in  missions,  for  with  them  lies  the  hope  of  our 
mission  program  of  tomorrow. 

Recently  missionary  Troy  Bennett  of  East  Pakistan  wrote 
"Every  day  I  am  more  impressed  with  the  urgency  of  His 
command  to  do  the  work  of  Him  who  sent  me  while  it  is  yet 
day/'  To  us  has  been  given  the  message  of  salvation  and 
the  warning  of  judgement  to  come;  let  us  make  haste  to  give 
this  message  to  al!  people  everywhere.

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CONSTITUTION 

Adopted  October  29,  1958 

CONSTITUTION  AND  BY-LAWS 
I.  Name 

This  body  shall  be  known  as  the  Rowan  Baptist  Association. 
II.  Object 

The  object  of  this  Association  shall  be  to  devise  and  promote 
measures  for  increasing  the  harmony  and  spiritual  power  of  the 
churches  within  our  bounds,  to  recommend  plans  for  advancing 
the  work  of  our  Lord  throughout  the  earth,  and  to  cooperate  with 
our  Baptist  State  Convention  and  our  Southern  Baptist  Convention 
in  spiritual  advance,  with  the  understanding  that  cooperation  with 
the  State  and  Southern  Conventions  is  purely  voluntary. 

III.  Membership 

This  body  shall  be  composed  of  the  ordained  Baptist  Ministers 
who  are  pastors  of  churches  within  its  bounds,  our  Associational 
Missionary,  and  messengers  chosen  and  certified  by  the  churches. 
Each  church  shall  be  entitled  to  two  messengers  for  the  first  fifty 
members  or  any  part  thereof,  and  one  messenger  for  each  fifty 
above  that  number,  provided  no  church  shall  be  entitled  to  more 
than  ten  messengers.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  churches  to  cor- 
respond annually  with  the  Association  by  letter  and  messengers, 
and  give  in  not  only  their  statistical  information  but  also  facts  con- 
cerning the  general  welfare;  and  to  send  contributions  to  pay  the 
expenses  of  the  Association.  The  Clerk  shall  furnish  the  churches 
with  two  printed  forms  for  their  annual  report,  these  to  be  mailed 
at  least  six  weeks  before  the  annual  session  of  the  Association, 
and  the  churches  are  requested  to  have  the  letters  in  the  hands  of 
the  Clerk  not  less  than  two  weeks  before  the  meeting  of  the  Asso- 
ciation. 

IV.  Officers 

The  officers  of  the  Association  shall  be  Moderator,  Associate 
Moderator,  Clerk,  Treasurer  and  Historian.  These  shall  be  elected 
annually  for  a  term  of  one  year  with  the  understanding  that  the 
Moderator  will  automatically  retire  after  having  served  two  com- 
plete terms.  The  term  of  office  shall  begin  at  the  conclusion  of  the 
annual  meeting  of  the  Association  and  continue  until  the  close  of 
the  next  session  or  until  their  successors  are  elected. 
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V.  Trustees 

In  addition  to  the  above  named  officers,  the  Association  shall 
elect  three  trustees  each  year  who  shall  hold  in  trust  all  property 
and  effects  of  the  Association,  take  care  of  and  keep  the  same  in 
repair,  accept  gifts  for  the  Association  and  perform  all  other  duties 
which  the  Association  may  declare,  according  to  the  laws  of  the 
State  of  North  Carolina. 

VI.  Meetings 

The  Association  will  meet  annually  on  the  Tuesday  and 
Wednesday  after  the  fourth  Sunday  in  October,  and  can  be 
called  into  extra  session  if  necessary  by  a  maijority  vote  of  the 
Executive-Promotion  Committee.  All  such  sessions  shall  be  con- 
ducted as  prescribed  in  Robert's  "Rules  of  Order." 

VII.    Powers  and  Prerogatives 

The  Association  shall  have  no  power  whatever  to  infringe  upon 
the  rights  or  usefulness  of  the  churches.  It  may  advise  or  recom- 
mend measures  of  usefulness  for  their  adoption  and  guidance, 
but  cannot  bind  them  in  any  way.  The  churches  constituting  the 
Association  shall  each  retain  complete  autonomy  under  Christ  as 
supreme  Head,  Lawgiver,  Governor  and  Lord  over  His  churches, 
and  unite  only  that  they  may  more  successfully  promote  the  cause 
of  Christ  throughout  the  world.  In  case  any  conflict  of  interpreta- 
tion shall  arise  as  between  this  section  and  any  other  section  of 
this  constitution  the  interpretation  of  this  section  shall  have  pre- 
cedence over  the  other. 

VIII.    Organization  and  Admission  of  New  Churches 

Any  group  of  baptized  believers  in  Christ  desiring  to  be  or- 
ganized into  a  new  church  and  who  desire  the  recognition  of  and 
fellowship  and  cooperation  with  this  Association  shall  be  requested 
to  observe  the  following  plan  of  procedure: 

1 .  That  notice  be  given  to  the  Associational  Membership  Com- 
mittee of  the  desire  to  organize  a  new  church. 

2.  The  Committee  on  Associational  Membership  when  called 
upon,  shall  counsel  with  said  group  as  to  the  need  for  a  new 
church,  its  proper  location,  their  views  upon  the  teachings  of  the 
Holy  Scriptures  as  they  relate  to  eternal  salvation,  the  ordinances, 
evangelism,  and  missions  around  the  world. 

3.  Upon  being  approved  by  the  Committee  on  Associational 
Membership  a  report  shall  be  made  by  the  aforesaid  committee  to 
the  Executive-Promotion  Committee.  Should  this  committee  act 
favorably  upon  the  report,  the  group  shall  then  proceed  to  be 
constituted  into  a  Missionary  Baptist  Church. 
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4.  The  new  church  having  been  duly  organized  and  consti- 
tuted, may  at  the  next  annual  session,  present  a  letter  to  the 
Rowan  Association  asking  for  membership  in  the  Rowan  Associa- 
tion. They  shall  include  with  the  letter  of  request  a  copy  of  the 
Articles  of  Faith  and  the  Church  Covenant  adopted  by  the  body. 

5.  The  Committee  on  Associational  Membership  shall  present 
the  request  of  the  new  church  or  other  churches  applying  for  fel- 
lowship with  the  Association  at  the  morning  session  of  the  first  day 
of  the  annual  meeting.  Each  shall  be  received  under  watchcare 
for  one  year.  If  the  church  or  churches  so  received  are  found  to 
be  sound  in  the  faith,  and  are  earnestly  seeking  to  cooperate  with 
our  Baptist  work  in  the  Rowan  Association,  the  Baptist  State  Con- 
vention, and  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  the  Committee  on 
Associational  Membership  shall  recommend  to  the  Association  at 
the  next  annual  session  their  acceptance  into  fellowship  with  the 
Association. 

6.  The  churches  thus  admitted  into  the  fellowship  of  the  Asso- 
ciation, and  all  other  churches  in  fellowship  with  the  Association, 
are  recognized  as  free  to  withdraw  from  the  fellowship  of  the 
Association. 

IX.  Committees 

1 .  Executive-Promotion  Committee.  The  Executive-Promotion 
Committee  shall  be  composed  of  the  duly  elected  officers  of  the 
Association,  the  Associational  Sunday  School  Superintendent,  the 
Associational  Training  Union  Director,  and  Associational  W.  M.  U. 
Superintendent,  Associational  Brotherhood  President,  the  Pastors 
of  all  the  churches  within  the  Association,  and  the  Sunday  School 
Superintendent,  Training  Union  Director,  Brotherhood  President, 
W.  M.  U.  President,  and  the  Chairman  of  the  Deacons  of  each 
church.  The  duties  of  this  committee  shall  be  to  carry  out  the 
policies  and  will  of  the  Association  in  the  interim  between  its  an- 
nual sessions  and  shall  not  take  any  action  contrarv  to  the  will  of 
the  Association  or  which  would  initiate  any  new  policies  of  proce- 
dures binding  upon  the  Association  unless  specifically  so  directed. 
In  an  adequate  emergency  this  committee  may  take  such  action  as 
mav  be  deemed  necessary  due  to  conditions  arising  after  the  an- 
nual meeting  of  the  Association,  such  emergencies  to  be  decided 
upon  bv  the  Advisorv  Committee,  but  such  actions  so  taken  shall 
in  everv  case  be  submitted  to  the  next  meeting  of  the  Association 
for  its  consideration.  This  committee  shall  meet  quar+erlv,  the 
time  and  place  to  be  decided  upon  by  the  committee.  The  Mode- 
rator shall  serve  as  chairman  of  this  committee. 

2.  Advisory  Committee.  This  committee  shall  be  composed 
of  the  Moderator,  Associate  Moderator,  Clerk,  Treasurer,  Chair- 
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man  of  Finance  Committee,  Chairman  of  Missions  Committee,  and 
the  three  Trustees  with  the  duly  elected  heads  of  the  auxiliary 
organizations  of  the  Association.  The  duties  of  this  committee  shall 
be  to  make  plans  for  the  Executive-Promotion  Committee  meetings 
and  for  the  meeting  of  the  annual  Association  or  for  any  called 
meeting  of  this  body.  This  committee  shall  advise  with  any  church 
which  may  feel  led  to  seek  their  counsel.  Furthermore  this  com- 
mittee, with  the  concurrence  of  the  Executive-Promotion  Commit- 
tee, shall  set  aside  a  day  during  the  church  year  for  a  special 
offering  for  Associational  Missions  when  such  seems  necessary. 

3.  Program  Committee.  This  committee  shall  be  composed 
of  the  Moderator  and  four  members  at  large  to  be  appointed  by 
the  A7\oderator.  The  duties  of  the  committee  shall  be  to  plan  the 
programs  of  the  annual  Association. 

4.  Committee  on  Committees.  This  committee  shall  be  ap- 
pointed by  the  Moderator  to  serve  for  a  period  of  one  year  and 
shall  be  composed  of  five  members  whose  duties  shall  be  to 
recommend  the  appointment  of  the  standing  committees  and  to 
name  any  other  committees  called  for  by  the  Association,  such  as, 
Associational  Missions,  Associational  Membership,  Obituary  Com- 
mittee, Committee  on  Public  Morals  and  Civic  Righteousness,  Fin- 
ance Committee,  Radio  and  Television  Committee,  Committee  on 
Time,  Place  and  Preacher,  Committee  on  Resolutions,  Nominating 
Committee,  Music  Committee,  and  the  representatives  of  the  vari- 
ous boards  and  institutions  supported  by  the  North  Carolina  Bap- 
tist Convention. 

5.  Associational  Missions  Committee.  This  committee  shall 
consist  of  seven  members.  Its  duties  shall  be  to  assist  our  Asso- 
ciational Missionary  in  every  way  possible,  to  seek  out  places 
where  Baptist  work  is  needed,  and  to  work  with  our  Associational 
Missionary  or  a  sponsoring  church  in  establishing  such  work.  The 
chairman  of  this  committee  shall  make  a  report  at  the  annual 
meeting  of  our  Association  on  the  work  of  our  Missionary  for  the 
preceding  twelve  months  period.  In  the  event  that  the  Association 
should  find  itself  without  a  Missionary,  this  committee  shall,  with 
the  assistance  of  the  Advisory  Committee,  endeavor  to  locate  a 
suitable  person  for  the  office.  When  it  seems  that  such  person  has 
been  found  the  committee  shall  bring  its  report  to  the  Executive- 
Promotion  Committee  for  its  approval  or  rejection. 

6.  Committee  on  Associational  Membership.  (The  duties  of 
this  committee  are  given  in  Section  VIII.) 

7.  Obituary  Committee.  The  Obituary  Committee  shall  conduct 
a  brief  service  at  the  annual  meeting  of  our  Association  in  memory 
of  those  members  from  the  various  churches  who  have  been  called 
to  their  heavenly  home. 
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8.  Committee  on  Public  Morals  and  Civic  Righteousness.  The 
duties  of  this  committee  shall  be  to  inform  themselves  as  to  the 
moral  conditions  and  practices  in  our  midst,  to  study  these  condi- 
tions, to  use  their  influence  to  promote  high  ethical  standards  of 
life  and  conduct  on  the  part  of  our  people,  and  to  give  a  report 
of  their  work  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Association. 

9.  Finance  Committee.  This  committee  shall  keep  itself  in- 
formed concerning  the  financial  needs  of  the  Association.  It  shall 
see  to  it  that  all  expenditures  are  kept  within  the  budget,  and 
supervise  all  financial  matters.  Along  with  its  annual  report  to  the 
Association  it  shall  bring  a  proposed  budget  based  upon  the 
needs  of  the  associational  program,  and  the  ability  of  the  churches 
to  support  this  program. 

10.  Radio  and  Television  Committee.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of 
this  committee  to  give  encouragement  to  the  local  radio  and 
television  stations  in  the  use  they  are  now  making  of  their  facilities 
in  broadcasting  morning  devotions,  the  broadcast  and  telecast  of 
the  programs  of  the  Radio-Television  Commission  of  Southern  Bap- 
tists, and  other  desirable  programs  of  a  religious  nature.  This 
committee  shall  further  seek  to  enlist  the  cooperation  of  these 
stations  when  special  efforts  are  underway  on  an  Associational- 
wide  basis,  to  the  end  that  our  Baptist  work  might  be  duly  publi- 
cized and  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  people  of  our  county.  A 
report  of  this  committee's  work  shall  be  given  at  the  annual  Asso- 
ciational meeting. 

11.  Committee  on  Time,  Place,  and  Preacher.  This  committee 
shall  recommend  the  meeting  place  for  our  annual  Association, 
state  the  time,  and  recommend  a  minister  and  an  alternate  for 
the  annual  sermon.  This  shall  be  reported  to  the  Association  in 
annual  session. 

12.  Committee  on  Resolutions.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this 
committee  to  draw  up  suitable  resolutions  relating  to  the  hospi- 
tality of  the  host  church  or  churches,  the  services  rendered  by  the 
visiting  speakers,  the  work  of  the  Associational  officers,  and  other 
pertinent  matters  that  should  be  included  in  this  committee's  re- 
port. 

13.  The  Nominating  Committee.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this 
committee  to  recommend  to  the  annual  session  of  the  Association 
prospective  officers  for  the  ensuing  year,  including  Moderator, 
Vice-Moderator,  Clerk,  Associate  Clerk  and  Statistician,  Treasurer, 
Chorister,  Pianist,  and  others  who  are  to  be  included  with  the 
Associational  officers. 

14.  Music  Committee.  This  committee  shall  offer  suggestions 
and  guidance  in  the  selection  of  the  type  of  music  that  is  desirable 
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in  worship  and  in  our  varied  Associational  and  church  activities. 
It  shall  plan,  at  such  times  as  seem  opportune,  for  a  week  of  in- 
struction in  church  music,  and  also  seek  as  it  has  opportunity,  to 
encourage  all  of  our  people  to  manifest  a  greater  interest  in  this 
vital  phase  of  our  Lord's  work. 

15.  Audio-Visual  Aids  Committee.  The  Associational  Mission- 
ary together  with  four  other  members  shall  constitute  this  com- 
mittee, with  the  Missionary  serving  as  chairman.  This  committee 
shall  have  charge  of  all  visual  aid  equipment  of  the  Association 
and  keep  same  in  good  repair.  It  shall  recommend  to  the  Ad- 
visory Committee  additional  purchases  of  this  equipment  when 
such  is  to  the  best  interest  of  the  Association,  and  if  the  cost  of 
such  purchase  is  above  the  amount  set  aside  in  the  budget  for 
this  purpose.  This  equipment  shall  be  made  available  for  use  by 
the  churches  and  in  the  promotion  of  the  entire  Associational  pro- 
gram. When  this  equipment  is  borrowed  and  put  to  use  by  any 
church  or  organization  of  the  Association  it  is  to  be  returned 
promptly  to  the  office  of  the  Missionary.  Those  who  use  this 
equipment  shall  be  requested  to  handle  same  with  care  and  to  be 
responsible  for  any  damage  other  than  normal  wear. 

16.  Camp  Development  Committee.  This  committee  shall  have 
general  supervision  of  the  Associational  camp  which  is  located  in 
the  eastern  part  of  Rowan  County.  It  shall  inform  our  people 
about  the  scheduled  activities  and  opportunities  offered  at  the 
camp  and  also  of  the  rules  and  regulations  that  are  to  govern  its 
use.  The  above  committee  shall  promote  the  use  of  this  camp  to 
the  end  that  it  may  serve  a  high  and  worthwhile  purpose  as  a 
center  for  Christian  activities  by  all  departments  of  the  Associa- 
tional program.  Only  such  activities  as  tend  toward  the  develop- 
ment of  Christian  character  shall  be  encouraged  by  the  committee. 

17.  Historical  Committee.  This  committee  shall  be  composed 
of  three  members  elected  by  the  Association.  The  duties  of  this 
committee  shall  be  to  adequately  preserve  the  records  of  ihe  ac- 
tivity within  the  Association  that  may  be  of  interest  to  further 
generations. 

18.  Evangelism  Committee.  This  Committee  shall  be  composed 
of  five  members  elected  by  the  Association  and  shall  head  the 
Association  in  a  program  of  New  Testament  Evangelism  in  co- 
operation with  the  North  Carolina  Baptist  Convention's  Department 
of  Evangelism. 

X.  Amendments 

Any  section  of  this  constitution,  except  Section  VII  which  shall 
remain  forever  intact,  may  be  amended  at  any  regular  session  of 
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the  Association  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  messengers  present, 
provided  the  amendment  is  presented  to  the  Association  on  the 
first  day  and  voted  on  and  passed  on  favorably  the  second  day, 
or  that  notice  shall  be  given  during  the  meeting  in  one  year  and 
voted  upon  favorably  the  following  year.

MORNING  SESSION  OCTOBER  25,  1960 

1.  The  Thirty-third  Annual  Session  of  the  Rowan  Baptist  As- 
sociation opened  at  the  Staliings  Memorial  Baptist  Church,  Salis- 
bury, at  9:30  A.  M.  with  the  Moderator,  Rev.  John  H.  Simpson, 
presiding.  Bro.  Elmer  Phipps  led  in  the  singing  of  the  hymn 
"We're  Marching  to  Zion."  Rev.  J.  D.  Whisnant,  pastor  of  the 
Calvary  Baptist  Church,  led  the  praise  and  worship  period  using 
Romans  12:1-18. 

2.  Rev.  W.  J.  Stephenson  made  a  motion  that  the  Messen- 
gers already  registered  and  those  who  will  register  constitute  the 
enrollment  of  messengers  of  the  Rowan  Baptist  Association,  and 
upon  proper  second  the  motion  carried.  Dr.  Clyde  Chapman  made 
a  motion  that  the  printed  program  be  approved  as  the  order  of 
business,  with  the  necessary  changes  made. 

3.  James  L.  McCoy,  Clerk,  was  recognized  and  gave  the 
Executive-Promotion  Committee  report  and  the  Digest  of  Church 
Letters.  Motion  carried  for  adoption  of  the  report.  The  Moderator 
appointed  the  Committee  on  Committees  composed  of  the  follow- 
ing: Rev.  Maurice  P.  Boggs,  Chairman,  Rev.  B.  Lester  Huff,  Rev. 
J.  D.  Whisnant,  Rev.  John  E.  Carter,  Mr.  Charles  Bolden. 

REPORT  OF  EXECUTIVE-PROMOTION  COMMITTEE 

The  Rowan  Baptist  Executive-Promotion  Committee  met  five 
times  the  past  Associational  Year.  The  Advisory  Committee  also 
met  five  times  during  the  year. 

At  the  December  called  meeting  of  the  Executive-Promotion 
Committee  a  recommendation  from  the  Advisory  Committee  was 
adopted  setting  a  budget  of  $12,000.00  for  the  fiscal  year  1959- 
60,  the  additional  $2,300.00  to  be  used  for  new  work  with  the 
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understanding  that  the  first  $500.00  to  go  to  Crusade  Mission  for 
their  building  program.  The  Executive-Promotion  Committee  also 
adopted  a  recommendation  from  the  Advisory  Committee  that  the 
Rowan  Baptist  Association  match  gifts  of  sponsoring  churches  and 
missions  dollar  for  dollar  up  to  the  amount  of  $600.00,  the  money 
to  be  dispensed  by  the  Executive-Promotion  Committee  upon  the 
recommendation  of  the  Missions  Committee,  on  the  basis  of  first 
come,  first  served.  A  further  recommendation  of  the  Advisory 
Committee  to  change  the  quarterly  meeting  night  from  Thursday 
after  the  fourth  Sunday  to  Tuesday  after  the  third  Sunday  was 
approved  by  the  Executive-Promotion  Committee. 


The  Treasurer's  report  at  the  January  meeting  of  the  Execu- 
tive-Promotion Committee  showed  receipts  for  the  first  quarter  of 
the  fiscal  year  in  the  amount  of  $2,378.69  and  disbursements  for 
the  same  period  in  the  amount  of  $2,101.23,  with  a  balance  on 
hand  December  31,  1959  as  follows: 

General  Fund   $  571.20 

Building  Fund    4,326.38 

Camp  Fund    1,620.00

The  Executive-Promotion  Committee  approved  the  suggestion 
from  the  Advisory  Committee  at  the  April  meeting  that  the  Asso- 
ciational  Building  Committee  be  given  the  go-ahead  to  endeavor  to 
locate  suitable  property  in  the  vicinity  of  the  Rowan  County  Home 
for  site  to  construct  the  Associational  Missionary's  home.  The 
Executive-Promotion  Committee  endorsed  the  action  of  the  Pas- 
tor's Conference  recommending  that  a  freewill  offering  be  taken 
in  the  churches  of  the  Rowan  Association  for  the  benefit  of  Rev. 
Clarence  Wraight  who  was  stricken  with  Muscular  Dystrophy  and 
forced  to  retire  from  the  Ministry.  A  recommendation  was  ap- 
proved from  the  Advisory  Committee  of  the  Seminary  Extension 
Center  that  the  Advisory  Committee  be  enlarged  from  fhree  to 
five  members,  and  that  there  be  made  available  to  the  commit- 
tee a  sum  not  to  exceed  Fifty  ($50.00)  Dollars  for  promotional 
expense.  The  names  of  Rev.  Maurice  Boggs  and  Rev.  Charles 
Lemley  were  added  to  the  Advisory  Committee  of  the  Seminary 
Extension  Center. 


At  the  July  meeting  of  the  Executive-Promotion  Committee  a 
recommendation  from  the  Advisory  Committee  was  adopted  to 
purchase  a  four-drawer  steel  filing  cabinet  to  provide  facilities 
for  storing  the  permanent  records  of  the  Rowan  Baptist  Associa- 
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tion.  The  Treasurer's  report  showed  the  following  balances  on 
hand  at  June  30,  I960:

At  the  final  meeting  of  the  Executive-Promotion  Committee 
for  the  Associational  Year  two  recommendations  from  me  Ad- 
visory Committee  were  approved:  1.  That  the  request  from  the 
Crusade  Baptist  Mission  to  the  Baptist  State  Convention  of  North 
Carolina  for  aid  in  the  amount  of  Seventy-five  ($75.00)  Dollars 
per  month  be  approved;  2.  The  Rowan  Association  request  aid 
from  the  Baptist  State  Convention  of  North  Carolina  in  the  amount 
of  Eight  Hundred  Forty  ($840.00)  Dollars  for  the  next  Fiscal  Year.

4.  Bro.  Charles  Summers,  Chairman  of  the  Associational 
Membership  Committee,  was  recognized  and  brought  a  recom- 
mendation from  the  Membership  Committee  that  the  application 
for  membership  by  the  Milford  Hills  Baptist  Church  be  approved, 
and  that  this  church  be  placed  under  the  watchcare  of  the  Rowan 
Association  for  the  next  year.  Motion  carried  for  adoption  of  this 
recommendation.  Bro.  Summers  also  brought  a  recommendation 
that  the  application  for  membership  by  the  Providence  Baptist 
Church  of  East  Spencer  be  approved  with  the  stipulation  that  this 
church  not  locate  any  closer  than  a  distance  of  one-half  mile  from 
the  East  Spencer  Baptist  Church,  and  that  the  Providence  Church 
work  with  the  Rowan  Associational  Missions  Committee,  and 
Membership  Committee,  in  locating  their  church.  After  a  motion 
by  Bro.  Charles  Summers  and  second  by  Rev.  John  E.  Carter,  the 
Moderator  requested  Bro.  ChaHes  Summers  to  read  the  Constitu- 
tion of  the  Rowan  Baptist  Association  as  contained  in  Article  VIII. 
Rev.  W.  J.  Stephenson  made  a  substitute  motion  that  the  Provi- 
dence Baptist  Church  be  received  under  the  watchcare  of  the 
Rowan  Association  for  the  next  year  without  the  stipulations  as 
contained  in  the  original  motion.  At  this  point  Rev.  Charles  Lem- 
ley  made  a  motion  which  carried  that  the  time  be  extended  five 
minutes  for  discussion  of  reception  of  new  churches.  A  standing 
vote  was  taken  on  the  substitute  motion  and  the  count  revealed 
fifty-seven  for  the  motion,  and  sixty-seven  against.   The  original

motion  then  carried  with  the  original  stipulations.  Rev.  John  H. 
Simpson,  Moderator,  Dr.  Clyde  Chapman,  Vice-AAoderator,  Rev. 
John  E.  Carter,  extended  the  right  hand  of  Christian  Welcome  to 
Rev.  Charles  Lemley,  Pastor  of  AAilford  Hills  Baptist  Church,  and 
Mrs.  James  Bulman,  wife  of  the  Pastor  of  Providence  Baptist 
Church. 

5.  The  Moderator  recognized  the  following  visitors  at  this 
time:  Bro.  E.  L.  Wilson,  West  Corinth  Baptist  Church,  Bro.  Glenn 
Morgan,  South  China  Grove  Baptist  Church,  Bro.  C.  W.  Bazemore 
of  the  Biblical  Recorder,  Raleigh,  N.  C.  Bro.  Bazemore  brought 
some  remarks  relative  to  the  Biblical  Recorder  and  its  place  in  the 
life  of  North  Carolina  Baptists. 

6.  The  following  new  pastors  of  the  Rowan  Baptist  Associa- 
tion were  welcomed  into  its  fellowship  by  the  Moderator:  Rev. 
David  Bell,  Trinity  Church,  Spencer,  Rev.  M.  T.  Morton,  Wyatt's 
Grove  Church,  Route  1,  Richfield,  Rev.  Howard  Barnes,  Phaniel's 
Church,  Route  2,  Rockwell.  The  Clerk  read  excerpts  of  letter  from 
Rev.  Clarence  Wraight  who  was  forced  to  retire  from  the  ministry 
due  to  Muscular  Dystrophy.  The  group  sang  enthusiastically  "To 
God  Be  The  Glory." 

7.  Rev.  J.  W.  Allen  was  recognized  and  brought  the  report 
of  the  Finance  Committee,  giving  the  Financial  Statement  for  the 
Fiscal  Year  ended  September  30,  1960,  and  the  Proposed  Budget 
for  the  Fiscal  Year  ended  September  30,  1961.  The  Financial 
Statement  was  approved.  A  motion  was  made  and  seconded  that 
the  Proposed  Budget,  as  printed,  be  adopted.  Rev.  J.  B.  Gibson, 
Associational  Training  Union  Director  for  the  ensuing  year,  was 
recognized  and  made  a  motion  that  the  item  of  $84.00  allocated 
to  the  Training  Union  for  promotion  be  increased  to  $125.00. 
Rev.  H.  G.  Matheny  made  an  amendment  to  the  motion  that  the 
Associational  Parsonage  Building  Fund  be  shown  as  $100.00  per 
month,  and  the  Associational  Sponsored  Mission  Projects  be  shown 
as  $50.00  per  month;  or,  in  effect,  to  reverse  the  items  as  shown 
on  the  Proposed  Budget.  This  amendment  was  seconded,  and  Rev. 
John  E.  Carter,  Associational  Missionary  was  recognized.  Bro. 
Carter  stated  that  it  was  his  desire  to  establish  more  missions  and 
that  all  available  funds  from  the  Association  can  be  used  in  mis- 
sions. Bro.  Carter  further  expressed  his  desire  to  see  a  home 
provided  for  the  Associational  Missionary,  but  his  foremost  desire 
is  to  see  the  mission  program  of  the  Association  go  forward.  At 
this  point  Rev.  Matheny  withdrew  his  motion  to  amend  the  budget 
figures,  and  the  second  was  likewise  withdrawn.  The  Proposed 
Budget  was  adopted  with  the  amendment  that  the  Training  Union 
promotion  allotment  be  increased  from  $84.00  to  $125.00  for  the 
next  fiscal  year.    There  were  173  Messengers  and  67  Visitors 
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registered  at  this  time  making  a  total  of  240.  Thirty-one  of  the 
thirty-three  churches  were  represented,  and  there  were  represen- 
tatives from  Milford  Hills  and  Providence  Baptist  Churches  and 
Crusade  Baptist  Mission.

8.  Rev.  R.  O.  Brinkley  was  recognized  and  brought  some 
remarks  relative  to  the  Forward  Program  of  Church  Finance.  Rev. 
Brinkley  enumerated  some  of  the  benefits  of  this  program  in  his 
own  church  and  highly  recommended  it  for  use  by  other  churches 
in  the  Association. 

9.  Dr.  Clyde  Chapman,  Vice-AAoderator  presided  over  the  ses- 
sion at  this  time.  Rev.  H.  J.  Mason  was  recognized  and  brought 
the  report  on  Minister's  Retirement.  A  motion  carried  for  adop- 
tion of  this  report. 
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RELIEF  AND  ANNUITY  BOARD 

The  Southern  Baptist  Protection  Plan  makes  possible  an  in- 
come for  Ministers  and  Christian  Workers  when-  they  must  re- 
tire because  of  age  or  disability;  or  for  the  widow  in  case  of 
death  in  active  service  or  after  retirement. 

More  than  5,000  ministers  and  denominational  employees  and 
widows  of  Baptist  workers  all  over  the  Convention  were  helped 
financially  by  the  Relief  and  Annuity  Board  last  year.  They  re- 
ceived a  total  of  $2,577,759.00!  However,  this  was  an  average 
of  just  $516.00  which  makes  it  expedient  for  ministers  to  supple- 
ment their  Minister's  Retirement  Plan  with  Social  Security. 

At  the  end  of  1959,  20,749  ministers  and  workers  were  ac- 
tive in  the  retirement  plans,  with  12,166  churches  cooperating. 
This  is  just  38  per  cent  of  our  churches,  or  about  4  out  of  10 
participating! 

In  1957  37  per  cent  of  ministers  and  others  eligible  to  parti- 
cipate in  the  retirement  plans  were  enlisted.  Each  state  conven- 
tion has  accepted  a  goal  of  75  per  cent  of  those  eligible  to  par- 
ticipate to  be  enlisted  as  soon  as  posible. 

All  States  have  joined  in  promoting  the  churches  to  pay  10 
per  cent  in  the  retirement  plan  for  the  pastors,  with  the  state 
convenion  paying  5  per  cent.  By  the  end  of  1959,  20  per  cent 
of  all  churches  in  the  program  were  paying  10  per  cent,  which 
is  the  church's  5  per  cent  and  the  Pastor's  5  per  cent.  It  is  an- 
ticipated that  this  will  increase  to  50  per  cent  by  the  end  of 
1960,  and  that  75  per  cent  will  be  paying  10  per  cent  by  the  end 
of  1961. 

There  were  78  widows  added  to  the  roll  during  1959.  In 
1959,  475  persons  were  added  to  the  annuitant  roll. 

Last  year  in  Rowan,  just  14  of  our  33  churches  were  partici- 
pating in  the  Minister's  Retirement  Plans. 

On  July  1,  1960  Rev.  R.  T.  (Tom)  Greene,  former  Associational 
Missionary  for  Cabarrus  Association  became  the  new  Relief  and 
Annuity  Board  field  man  in  North  Carolina  and  will  promote  the 
program  in  our  State.  Any  church  needing  his  services  may  con- 
tact him  in  Raleigh.

10.  Rev.  J.  B.  Gibson,  host  pastor,  was  recognized  and  ex- 
tended words  of  welcome  to  the  group,  giving  instructions  rela- 
tive to  the  noon  meal.  There  were  173  Messengers  and  90  Visit- 
ors registered  at  this  time  for  a  total  of  263. 
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1  1.  The  group  was  led  in  the  singing  of  the  hymn  "Higher 
Ground/'  and  at  the  conclusion  Rev.  H.  M.  Hocutt,  alternate  for 
the  annual  sermon,  read  the  entire  13th  chapter  of  1st  Corinthians 
and  offered  prayer.  Rev.  W.  J.  Stephenson,  pastor  of  the  First 
Baptist  Church,  Salisbury,  brought  a  stirring  message  which  chal- 
lenged the  hearts  of  all  who  were  present.  Rev.  Stephenson 
pointed  out  some  of  the  dangers  of  our  present  day  as  Baptists, 
namely:  conformity  to  a  program  for  worship  of  God,  more  em- 
phasis on  10%  contribution  than  100%  dedication,  more  concern 
with  statistics  than  souls.  At  the  conclusion  of  his  message,  the 
speaker  offered  thanks  for  the  noon  meal,  and  the  meeting  was 
adjourned  for  lunch. 

TUESDAY  AFTERNOON  SESSION 
1:30  P.  M. 

12.  The  afternoon  session  was  opened  with  the  singing  of 
the  hymn  "I've  Found  A  Friend,"  led  by  Bro.  Elmer  Phipps  with 
Mrs.  E.  H.  Potts  at  the  organ  and  Mrs.  Earle  Blalock  at  the  piano. 
Rev.  Frank  Gribble,  pastor  of  the  Landis  Baptist  Church,  led  the 
devotional  period  stressing  faith.  There  were  173  Messengers 
and  93  Visitors  registered  at  this  time  for  a  total  of  266.  Rev.  J.  H. 
Simpson,  Moderator,  presided  at  this  time. 

13.  Dr.  Clyde  Chapman  was  recognized  and  gave  the  Mis- 
sions report.  Mimeographed  copies  of  the  activities  of  the  Asso- 
ciational  Missionary  were  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  group.  A 
motion  and  second  were  made  for  the  adoption  of  the  report.  Dr. 
Chapman  spoke  to  the  report,  followed  by  Rev.  John  E.  Carter, 
Associational  Missionary,  who  brought  words  of  appreciation 
and  a  challenge  to  the  group  for  renewed  efforts  in  the  mission 
work  for  the  coming  year.  The  motion  carried.  Miss  Ann  Cross, 
Educational  Director  of  the  Stallings  Memorial  Church,  was  recog- 
nized and  welcomed  to  the  Rowan  Association. 


REPORT  OF  HOME  AND  FOREIGN  MISSIONS 

The  program  of  foreign  missions  is  defined  in  the  Great  Com- 
mission. It  is  clear  that  the  gospel  of  redemption  must  be  pro- 
claimed in  all  the  world  and  to  all  the  people.  Let's  take  a  brief 
look  at  the  record  of  our  stewardship  in  this  matter.  The  Advance 
Program  in  foreign  missions  was  launched  in  1948.  At  that  time 
we  had  625  missionaries  under  appointment  for  service  in  nine- 
teen countries.  Today  we  have  1,447  serving  in  forty-four  coun- 
tries. Our  goal  is  2,000  missionaries  under  appointment  by  1964. 
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The  program  of  work  includes: 

1.  Evangelism  and  church  development. 

2.  Schools — There  are  1,002  schools  with  151,276  students. 

3.  Medical  work — More  than  250,000  patients  are  treated 
annually. 

4.  Publication — More  than  14,000,000  pieces  of  printed  ma- 
terials are  made  available  annually  in  many  languages. 

Our  Foreign  Mission  Board  is  now  faced  with  needs  in  ex- 
cess of  $20,000,000.  More  than  $3,000,000  of  these  needs  can- 
not be  met. 

The  work  of  the  Foreign  Mission  Board  is  financed  largely  by 
the  Cooperative  Program  and  Lottie  Moon  Christmas  offering. 
It  is  interesting  to  note  that  North  Carolina  was  surpassed  only  by 
Texas  in  her  total  gifts  to  missions.  Our  good  state  gave  $1,495,- 
171.76  to  foreign  missions  last  year. 

On  the  mission  fields  of  Latin  America,  the  Orient,  Africa,  Eu- 
rope, and  the  Near  East  we  have  a  total  of  3,269  organized 
churches.  2,378  of  these  are  self-supporting.  There  are  6,332 
Mission  points  and  2,193  national  pastors.  The  churches  with 
a  total  membership  of  427,204  reported  28,228  Baptisms  last 
year.  Time  does  not  permit  a  comment  on  the  ministry  through 
youth  organizations,  schools,  medicine,  the  press,  orphanages 
and  Good  Will  Centers.  The  challenge  is  great — Our  response 
must  be  great. 

Home  Missions 

The  Home  Mission  Board  works  in  close  cooperation  with  the 
State  Missions  program  of  each  State  Convention.  Special  em- 
phasis is  placed  on  work  in  pioneer  fields,  ministry  to  language 
groups,  and  in  mission  centers. 

The  Home  Mission  Board  observes  certain  principles  in  the 
promotion  of  its  work. 

1.  Older  and  stronger  states  are  urged  to  accept  a  larger 
per  cent  of  financial  support  for  Cooperative  Mission  work  from 
year  to  year. 

2.  Churches  and  missions  are  encouraged  to  become  self- 
supporting  as  rapidly  as  possible. 

3.  All  mission  projects  in  so  far  as  possible  are  sponsored 
by  established  churches. 
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4.  It  supports  wholeheartedly  the  third  Jubilee  Program  and 
the  30,000  movement.

14.  The  Moderator  stated  that  Rev.  W.  J.  Stephenson  was  not 
present  to  give  the  report  on  Christian  Education  and  suggested 
that  the  reading  of  the  report  be  omitted  and  that  the  Clerk  be 
instructed  to  include  the  written  report  in  the  annual  minutes  of 
the  Association.  In  the  absence  of  any  dissenting  votes  this  sug- 
gestion was  approved  by  the  body.  Dr.  L.  H.  Hollingsworth,  of 
Wake  Forest  College,  was  recognized  and  spoke  to  the  report,  em- 
phasizing the  fact  that  Jesus  Christ-  is  the  greatest  revolutionary 
force.  Brother  Gillespie,  of  Gardner-Webb  College,  was  recog- 
nized and  brought  words  of  welcome  from  the  college. 

REPORT  ON  CHRISTIAN  EDUCATION 

North  Carolina  Baptists  promote  a  program  of  education  much 
wider  in  scope  than  that  represented  in  their  seven  colleges.  In 
the  local  churches  there  are  numerous  activities  along  with  Sun- 
day school  relating  to  education.  All  these  activities  are  pro- 
moted through  a  special  division  known  as  Church  Programs. 
Through  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  North  Carolina  Baptists 
share  in  the  promotion  and  support  of  the  seven  seminaries  which 
are  administered  through  trustees  elected  by  the  Southern  Bap- 
tist Convention. 

Through  a  Division  of  Christian  Education  in  the  Baptist  Stale 
Convention  of  North  Carolina  the  work  of  seven  colleges  is  pro- 
moted. These  are  Wake  Forest,  Meredith,  Mars  Hill,  Gardner- 
Webb,  Wingate,  Chowan,  and  Campbell.  In  the  last  year  there 
were  enrolled  in  these  seven  colleges  some  8,100  students.  Their 
annual  operating  costs  were  above  $10,000,000,  with  approxi- 
mately $500,000  of  this  coming  through  our  Cooperative  Program 
plan  of  giving.  An  additional  $600,000  was  provided  for  capi- 
tal outlay  or  plant  improvement  and  expansion.  Without  the  ad- 
dition of  new  buildings  it  is  not  possible  for  these  colleges  to 
enroll  many  more  students  than  the  number  taken  last  year. 

In  recent  years  there  has  been  a  marked  growth  in  the  in- 
terest of  North  Carolina  Baptists  in  their  colleges.  For  fifteen 
years  the  work  of  these  colleges  has  been  coordinated  and  stud- 
ied through  the  Council  on  Christian  Education,  with  offices  in 
the  Baptist  Building  at  301  Hillsboro  Street,  Raleigh,  N.  C.  The 
staff  consists  of  two  employees — an  office  secretary,  Miss  Grace 
Yow,  and  an  executive  secretary  of  the  Council  and  Director  of 
the  Division  of  Christian  Education,  Claude  F.  Gaddy.  In  the  past 
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three  years  three  major  Convention  Committees  have  prepared 
and  presented  reports  on  the  work  of  these  colleges  to  the  Con- 
vention, and  a  fourth  committee  was  appointed  in  1959  to  re- 
port in  1960. 

Last  year,  1959,  there  were  graduated  from  our  North  Caro- 
lina high  schools  42,954  students.  Of  this  number  there  were 
32,441  white  high  school  graduates.  It  is  safe  to  estimate  that 
of  this  32,441  graduates  15,000  were  Baptist.  Almost  exactly 
one  out  of  three  enrolled  in  some  college  last  September,  leaving 
the  other  two  out  of  three  without  college  training.  So  of  our 
15,000  Baptist  youth  graduating  from  high  school  in  1959,  10,- 
000  never  enrolled  in  college.  Of  this  10,000  ending  their  educa- 
tion with  high  school,  one-fourth  of  them  were  in  the  upper  third 
of  their  high  school  graduating  class.  Thus,  we  see  that  a  ma- 
jority of  our  Baptist  young  people  will  never  become  ministers, 
teachers,  lawyers,  doctors,  nor  any  of  the  many  other  professions 
open  only  to  those  having  an  opportunity  to  go  to  college.  Of 
the  8,103  students  in  our  seven  Baptist  colleges  last  year,  5,000 
were  Baptist.  There  were  some  13,000  Baptist  students  in  other 
colleges. 

It  is  believed  that  by  1970  we  shall  have  in  North  Carolina 
not  15,000  white  Baptist  boys  and  girls  graduating  from  high 
school  each  year  but  30,000;  and  that  we  may  expect  a  much 
larger  percentage  to  go  to  college.  It  seems  conservative  to  pre- 
dict that  at  least  35,000  Baptist  boys  and  girls  will  be  in  college 
within  ten  years.  The  question  confronting  us  is  where  shall  we 
provide  for  their  college  training?  Shall  we  maintain  the  status 
quo  in  our  Baptist  colleges  and  ask  the  state  \o  provide  for 
them  through  increased  taxes,  or  other  denominations  to  provide 
for  them  in  their  colleges  or  would  it  be  better  for  Baptists  to 
face  the  facts  with  vision  and  courage  and  provide  Christian  edu- 
cation for  their  future  leaders?  Let  us  not  be  afraid  to  think  to- 
gether and  ask  God  to  guide  us  to  do  His  will  in  whatsoever  we 
do.

REPORT  FOR  THE  BAPTIST  CHILDREN'S 
HOMES  OF  NORTH  CAROLINA 

The  Baptist  Children's  Homes  of  North  Carolina  Incorporated, 
is  a  multiple  service  agency  providing  Christian  love  and  nurture 
for  more  than  800  deserving  girls  and  boys  annually. 
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The  three  homes  are:  Mills  Home  at  Thomasville  with  311 
children,  Kennedy  Home  at  Kinston  with  165  children,  and  Odum 
Home  at  Pembroke  with  24  children. 

There  are  160  children  in  foster  homes  and  40  others  who 
are  assisted  by  Mother's  Aid.  Case  work  supervision  is  afforded 
30  college  students  annually. 

Children  attend  public  school  and  participate  in  all  school 
activities.  Opportunities  for  Christian  commitment  and  spiritual 
growth  are  afforded  on  the  campuses,  in  the  cottages,  and 
through  the  churches.  In  the  Mills  Home  church  at  Thomasville 
37  converts  were  baptized  during  the  last  year. 

Relatives,  pastors,  social  service  agencies,  and  interested 
friends  make  inquiries  about  children  in  need  of  care.  When  appli- 
cations are  received,  well  trained  case  workers  make  a  thorough 
study  of  each  situation  to  determine  the  need  and  the  best  pos- 
sible plan  of  care  for  the  child. 

The  Social  Service  Department  of  the  Children's  Homes  affords 
case  work  services  throughout  the  state.  Individuals,  families,  pas- 
tors, and  churches  are  entitled  to  this  help  upon  request. 

The  Baptist  Child  Care  Program  is  supported  through  the  Co- 
operative Program  31.5  per  cent,  Thanksgiving  Offerings  31.1 
per  cent,  Once-a-month  offerings  21.9  per  cent,  special  gifts  and 
endowment  15.5  per  cent. 

Income  for  the  past  three  years  has  not  been  sufficient  to  meet 
the  needs.  Many  children  have  been  denied  a  Christian  home 
whom  we  should  have  served.  An  example  of  the  increased 
cost  of  operation  is  seen  in  clothing  for  the  children.  With  the 
advantage  of  liberal  discounts  $65.00  per  child  is  needed  each 
year  for  clothing.  An  increased  Thanksgiving  Offering  is  impera- 
tive this  year.  A  minimum  of  $350,000  must  be  given  in  ihis 
offering  if  our  needs  are  met. 

North  Carolina  Baptists  have  been  caring  for  homeless  and 
dependent  children  for  75  years.  Appropriate  observance  of 
the  75th  anniversary  will  be  made  in  November.  During  these 
years  more  than  8,000  children  have  been  afforded  life's  best  op- 
portunities. The  need  for  such  services  increases  with  the  devel- 
opment of  industry,  increase  in  population,  growth  of  cities,  and 
the  mounting  tensions  which  accrue  to  families  in  urbanized  so- 
ciety. 

John  E.  Roberts  became  Editor  of  Charity  and  Children,  June, 
1,  1960.  We  envision,  under  his  leadership,  this  paper  making 
an  increasing  contribution  to  the  total  life  of  our  Baptist  people. 
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North  Carolina  Baptists  will  continue  to  love  and  serve  de- 
pendent children.  No  other  object  is  so  worthy  of  service  and 
sacrifice.  Many  areas  of  unmet  need  confront  us. each  day.  Your 
continued  interest  and  increasing  support  will  help  us  meet  them.

Willard  Baxter,  of  the  Baptist  Hospital, 
Winston-Salem,  N.  C,  was  recognized  and  spoke  to  the  report 
stating  that  the  Baptist  Hospital  is  ministering  to  200  people  per 
day  through  the  Mother's  Day  Offering.  Motion  for  adoption  of 
the  report  carried. 


REPORT  ON  OUR  NORTH  CAROLINA  BAPTIST  HOSPITAL 

The  Ministry  of  our  Baptist  Hospital  touches  every  area  of  our 
state.  Last  year  it  served  more  than  17,000  bed  patients,  with 
150,000  visits  being  made  to  the  clinics  and  offices.  They  came 
for  examinations,  medical  treatment,  skilled  surgery,  and  spirit- 
ual guidance.  Many  of  our  homes,  most  of  our  churches,  and  al- 
most all  of  our  communities  have  been  served  by  this  ministry  of 
healing.  It  touches  the  family  life  of  about  a  quarter  of  a  million 
of  our  people  each  year. 

Sickness  is  no  respector  of  persons  or  pocket  books.  It  strikes 
the  rich  and  poor  alike — the  widow,  the  orphan,  the  aged. 
There  are  times  when  they  need  such  specialized  care  as  that  avail- 
able at  our  Baptist  Hospital.  The  Mother's  Day  fund  provides  mon- 
ey with  which  our  Hospital  gives  assistance  to  those  who  can- 
not pay  the  full  cost  of  their  care.  Our  Hospital  almost  doubles 
our  gifts  with  matching  funds  from  welfare  agencies  and  other 
gifts.  In  addition  to  this,  the  medical  staff  gives  its  services  with- 
out charge  to  all  service  patients,  except  for  available  insurance 
payments. 

Probably  we  should  ask  ourselves  if  we  as  Christians  should 
provide  such  a  ministry  for  our  needy,  sick  neighbors.  Jesus  and 
the  New  Testament  writers  give  us  the  answer.  But  do  we  really 
want  such  a  ministry?  It  cannot  be  provided  except  at  great 
cost.  Our  Hospital  receives  about  33A%  of  our  Co-operative  Pro- 
gram funds  for  payments  on  the  buildings,  purchase  of  expen- 
sive equipment,  such  as  heart-lung  machines,  and  for  the  Depart- 
ment of  Pastoral  Care.  Our  Mother's  Day  Fund  provides  the  mon- 
ey to  help  pay  the  hospital  bills  of  needy,  sick  persons.  The 
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amount  of  this  fund  determines  for  the  most  part  the  amount  of 
help  our  Hospital  can  give. 

If  we  are  serious  about  this  ministry  which  was  so  close  to 
the  heart  of  our  Lord,  and  want  our  Hospital  to  give  help  when 
our  people  need  it,  we  are  going  to  have  to  become  serious  about 
our  giving  to  the  Mother's  Day  Fund.  Our  Hospital  is  facing  a 
grave  financial  problem,  and  if  it  is  to  give  free  service  we  are 
going  to  have  to  contribute  the  money  to  finance  the  program. 

The  only  way  we  can  support  this  work  is  to  plan  for  it.  To 
make  somebody  in  each  church  responsible  for  it,  to  let  our 
people  know  about  the  need,  and  to  challenge  them  to  give 
of  their  means.  Some  of  our  churches  over  the  state  have  been 
doing  this,  and  our  people  have  demonstrated  that  when  this 
is  done  they  will  provide  the  necessary  support.  We  come  to  ask 
you  to  do  it  in  your  church — not  for  the  hospital,  but  for  sick 
people  who  are  in  need.

REPORT  OF  NORTH  CAROLINA  BAPTIST  HOMES  FOR  THE  AGJNG 

Brother  James  M.  Hayes  was  God's  gift  to  The  Homes  for  the 
Aging  for  the  past  nine  years.  On  June  30  of  this  year  he  re- 
tired from  the  ever  increasing  duties  of  Superintendent.  On  July 
1,  of  this  year  Brother  William  A.  Poole  assumed  the  duties  of 
Superintendent.  Brother  Poole  is  working  diligently  and  build- 
ing on  the  solid  foundation  laid  by  Brother  Hayes. 

The  new  Infirmary  annex  at  Headquarters  Building,  Winston- 
Salem,  N.  C.  was  constructed  at  a  cost  of  $193,000.00  and  has 
28  new  rooms,  a  nurse's  station,  lounge  and  rest  room,  a  solarium, 
a  room  with  an  autoclave  to  sterilize  instruments,  three  baths,  a 
laundry  room,  and  a  utility  room.  It  is  hoped  to  begin  construc- 
tion on  the  proposed  new  Hamilton  Home  sometime  this  year, 
which  building  will  care  for  about  30  residents. 

At  present  there  are  60  applications  on  waiting  list  and  they 
continue  to  come  in.  We  now  have  a  total  of  106  residents  in  our 
three  homes;  20  at  Resthaven,  34  at  Albemarle,  52  at  Head- 
quarters Building.  Rowan  Association  now  has  two  residents  in 
the  homes;  Mrs.  Deedie  Trexler  and  Mrs.  K.  V.  Stukenbroke.  It 
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is  not  unrealistic  to  say  that  we  would  fill  500  rooms  in  the  next 
two  years,  if  we  had  those  rooms. 

From  Oct.  1,  1959  to  Aug.  1,  1960  The  Homes  have  re- 
ceived $82,521.20  from  the  churches,  of  which  Rowan  Associa- 
tion gave  $1,098.28. 

Our  annual  support  from  The  Cooperative  Program  is  $50,- 
000.00  per  year.  The  Homes  need  our  support! 

The  Homes  welcome  a  visit  from  you  our  fellow  Baptists  at 
any  time.  Brother  Poole  says;  "Let  it  be  known  throughout  the 
bounds  of  our  fair  state  that  there  is  nothing  to  hinder  any  aging 
person  in  our  midst  from  coming  to  The  North  Carolina  Baptist 
Homes  for  the  Aging  except  lack  of  space.  Let  us  therefore  dedi- 
cate ourselves  to  the  end  of  making  more  space  available  at  the 
earliest  possible  moment."

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REPORT  ON  THE  AMERICAN  BIBLE  SOCIETY 

The  Bible  is  "The  Book  for  Everyone."  This  is  more  than  a  slo- 
gan. It  is  the  deep  conviction  of  the  American  Bible  Society  and 
of  all  who  recognize  their  stewardship  of  the  Word  of  God.  If 
the  people  of  the  world  are  to  know  Jesus  Christ,  the  one  hope 
of  men  and  nations,  they  must  have  the  Bible.  Each  person  must 
have  the  Bible  in  his  own  language  because  it  speaks  to  his  heart 
as  no  other  language  can  speak.  During  1959  the  American  Bible 
Society — 

— donated  more  than  a  million  Scripture  volumes  for  distribution 
by  the  Chaplains  to  our  Armed  Forces  and  to  patients  in  Vet- 
erans' Hospitals,  thus  providing  a  vital  link  between  the  home 
churches  and  the  men  and  women  in  service. 

— approached  its  125th  anniversary  of  supplying  Scriptures  for 
the  blind. 

— rejoiced  that  some  part  of  the  Bible  has  been  published  in  1  151 
languages. 

— continued  to  supply  Scriptures  in  such  strategic  areas  as  West 
Germany  and  other  lands  along  the  Iron  Curtain,  also  to  Africa, 
Latin  America,  Japan,  Korea  and  India  and  many  other  coun- 
tries 

— '%tributed  a  total  of  more  than  17V2  million  Scripture  vol- 
umes, but  still  short  of  urgent  needs. 

Last  year  all  the  Bible  Societies  of  the  world  together  distri- 
buted over  27  million  volumes  of  Scriptures.  But,  that  is  less  than 
the  number  of  people  who  learn  to  read  each  year! 

The  American  Bible  Society  has  as  its  single,  simple  purpose 
to  encourage  the  wider  circulation  of  the  Holy  Scriptures  without 
note  or  comment  and  without  purpose  of  profit  to  every  man  on 
earth  in  whatever  language  he  may  require. 

In  1958  Southern  Baptist  churches  led  all  denominations  in 
gifts  to  the  American  Bible  Society.  But  in  1959  Southern  Bap- 
tist gifts  of  $144,200  stood  second.  Has  your  church  given  to 
your  American  Bible  Society  this  year?  May  God  give  our  church- 
es the  determination  to  place  the  Scriptures  into  the  hands  of 
every  person  of  every  nation.  Will  you  give  your  support?

REPORT  ON  EVANGELISM 

There  never  was  a  time  when  the  Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ  was 
not  urgent,  but  many  Christians  have  been  slow  to  sense  it.  If 
circumstances  can  shock  us  out  of  complacency,  then  every  Chris- 
tian should  be  alerted  today  to  the  urgency  of  evangelism  in 
this  Atomic  Age. 

Southern  Baptists  have  been  blessed  by  God  as  few  people 
have  been  blessed  in  all  Christian  history.  However,  along  with 
these  blessings  there  are  inescapable  responsibilities.  We  are 
Christians  and  we  must  share  with  those  who  are  not  Christians. 
We  are  the  children  of  light  and  we  must  share  with  those  who 
sit  in  darkness.  In  his  message  before  the  Southern  Baotist  Con- 
vention meeting  in  Miami  Beach,  Florida,  Billy  Graham  said, 
"America  is  the  world's  greatest  mission  field."  If  this  be  true, 
and  no  doubt  it  is,  and  if  Southern  Baptists  are  the  leading  Evan- 
gelical denomination  in  America,  we  must  match  this  hour  wilh 
total  dedication  to  evangelism. 

Therefore,  we  recommend: 

1.  That  we  strive  to  reach  the  "Evangelism  Standard  of  Ex- 
cellence" for  our  association  annually. 

2.  That  our  association  have  an  evangelistic  clinic — (two  to 
six  months  before  the  Baptist  Jubilee  Revival). 

3.  That  our  association  participate  in  the  Baptist  Jubilee  Re- 
vival, and  th 5t  we  set  annual  Baptist  Jubilee  Revival  dates 
through   1964.    (A  map  showing  the  dates  for  1964  in  North 

Carolina  has  been  mailed  to  all  pastors) 

4.  That  our  association  shall  recognize  the  associational  of- 
fices to  serve  as  the  Baptist  Jubilee  Revival  Committee. 

5.  That  every  church  utilize  the  church  council  in  promoting 
a  pr-rennial  program  of  evangelism  within  the  local  church. 

6.  That  every  church  co-operate  with  the  Baptist  Jubilee 
Revival,  and  that  consideration  be  given  to  having  at  least  one 
other  revival  during  1961,  with  emphasis  in  both  revivals  being 
placed  upon  every  member  doing  personal  soul-winning. 

7.  That  each  church  follow  the  "Revival  Plan  Book,"  thus 
pray,  plan  and  work  to  reach  the  maximum  number  of  lost  souls 
during  the  Baptist  Jubilee  Revival  and  to  experience  a  new  depth 
of  spiritual  life.

8.  That  every  church  co-operate  fully  with  the  Training  Un- 
ion in  promoting  the  spiritual  growth  program,  so  as  to  help  an- 
chor and  mature  every  member  coming  into  the  fellowship  of 
the  church.

WOMAN'S  MISSIONARY  UNION  REPORT 

In  co-operation  with  Southern  Baptist  Convention  plans  for 
the  Third  Jubilee  Advance,  Woman's  Missionary  Union  has  adopt- 
ed certain  goals  for  this  period.  Realizing  that  all  of  our  work 
must  be  undergirded  with  prayer  the  entire  five-year  period  has 
been  designated  "as  era  of  prayer."  Our  special  emphasis  this 
year  has  been  on  leadership  training.  At  the  beginning  of  the 
year  we  had  our  annual  Leadership  Conference  to  prepare  our 
local  officers  for  the  work  of  the  new  year.  We  also  had  two 
Mission  Study  Institutes  to  help  prepare  the  local  teachers  of  the 
Foreign  Mission  and  Home  Mission  series  of  study  course  books. 
Then,  written  especially  for  this  emphasis,  Woman's  Missionary 
Union  SBU  published  a  new  book  entitled  Educating  Youth  in 
Missions.  Most  of  our  women  have  studied  this  book;  and  we 
believe  that  these  studies  will  bear  fruit  in  the  lives  of  our  young 
people  because  we  will  be  better  prepared  for  the  glorious  task 
of  educating  youth  in  missions.  It  is  gratifying  too,  to  see  the 
increased  interest  in  our  WMS  study  course,  which  is  another 
product  of  Southwide  WMU  for  the  Jubilee  Advance.  Some  of 
our  organizations  have  studied  this  course  in  class  sessions,  others 
have  used  the  individual  Question  and  Answer  booklets;  either 
way  the  results  are  the  same,  "better  trained  leadership,"  and  we 
are  grateful  for  it.  Also  in  connection  with  this  emphasis  our 
state  personnel  have  conducted  several  leadership  institutes  over 
the  state  and  some  of  our  women  have  been  able  to  attend  some 
of  these.  And  then  in  September  we  had  a  Sunbeam  Work-Shop 
to  help  prepare  our  Sunbeam  leaders  and  directors  for  their  work 
in  the  new  year.  So  we  feel  that  we  have  had  a  very  successful 
year  in  leadership  training  and  we  trust  that  we  will  put  into 
practice  those  things  which  we  have  learned  that  we  might  serve 
our  Master  better  in  the  new  church  year. 

Now  I  would  like  to  call  your  attention  to  our  special  offer- 
ings.  As  we  compare  our  Lottie  Moon  offering  this  year  with 
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that  of  last  year  how  grateful  we  are  for  an  increase  of  more  than 
$2,400  for  Foreign  Missions;  and  over  $600  increase  in  our  An- 
nie Armstrong  offering  for  Home  Missions.  There  is  evidence  of 
a  growing  number  of  churches  which  are  making  these  offerings 
churchwide,  and  in  this  our  hearts  rejoice,  for  we  believe  that 
the  job  of  world-wide  evangelization  is  the  responsibility  of  the 
entire  church  and  Woman's  Missionary  Union  is  only  an  Auxil- 
iary to  this  world-wide  program.  We  are  grateful  to  the  pastors 
and  to  our  associational  missionary  for  their  efforts  in  the  mis- 
sionary education  of  the  entire  church  membership.  And  now 
with  the  new  plan  of  work  for  our  Brotherhood  centering  on 
missions  we  believe  that  a  new  day  is  dawning  for  the  cause  of 
missions.  And  our  prayer  to  God  is  that  He  will  create  within 
each  of  our  hearts  a  consciousness  of  the  spiritual  needs  of  peo- 
ple around  the  world.  That  we  might  have  a  greater  zeal  and  a 
genuine  compassion  for  lost  souls  and  that  we  might  dedicate 
ourselves  as  never  before  to  carry  out  his  command,  "Go'  ye 
therefore  and  teach  all  nations,  baptizing  them  in  the  name  of 
the  Father  and  of  the  Son  and  of  the  Holy  Ghost;  teaching  them 
to  observe  all  things  whatsoever  I  have  commanded  you."

"The  Lord  Is  My  Shepherd,"  and  "Must  Jesus  Bear  Another  Cross."

The  dismissal  prayer  was  offered  by 
Rev.  J.  B.  Gibson  and  the  evening  session  was  adjourned  to  re- 
convene Wednesday  morning  at  9:30  with  the  Enon  Baptist 
Church,  Salisbury.  There  were  187  Messengers  and  124  Visitors 
registered  at  this  time  for  a  total  of  311.

Tommy  Beck,  associational  Brotherhood  President, 
was  recognized  and  gave  the  Brotherhood  report.  Motion  car- 
ried for  adoption  of  the  report. 

BROTHERHOOD  REPORT 

The  purpose  of  the  Brotherhood  is  to  discover  men  and  their 
talents  and  to  enlist  them  in  every  phase  of  the  work  sponsored 
by  our  churches  and  denomination.  The  Brotherhood  must 
strengthen  the  total  program  of  the  churches.  Evidence  may  be 
seen  on  every  hand  that  the  churches  must  become  stronger  in 
their  witness.  However,  there  will  never  be  stronger  churches 
until  they  have  stronger  men  in  their  membership.  It  has  been 
said  that  from  65  to  75  per  cent  of  the  men  on  the  rolls  of  Bap- 
tist churches  may  be  classified  as  inactive.  It  is  at  this  point  that 
the  Brotehrhood  will  meet  the  greatest  need  of  our  day.  When 
these  inactive  men  are  sought  out  and  enlisted  in  the  ministry  of 
the  churches,  the  resurgence  of  strength  will  be  felt  on  every  mis- 
sion field  in  the  world.  The  Baptist  churches  have  the  best  pro- 
grams of  teaching,  training,  stewardship,  evangelism  and  mis- 
sions ever  proposed  by  a  Christian  group  since  the  days  of  the 
early  church.  Our  chief  weakness  lies  with  the  majority  of  men 
who  have  never  grown  beyond  their  willingness  to  be  numbered 
among  the  church  membership.  Therefore,  the  Brotherhood 
stands  at  a  strategic  point  and  faces  the  greatest  challenge  ever 
presented  to  Baptist  men. 

A  door  of  opportunity  is  opened  by  the  Brotherhood  for  the 
man  who  becomes  a  Christian  after  he  reaches  adulthood.  Those 
of  us  who  grew  up  in  a  Baptist  church  forget  how  foreign  our 
church  language  may  sound  to  a  man  whose  first  experience  in- 
side the  church  program  came  later  in  life.  It  may  be  possible 
that  our  insensitivity  at  this  point  is  largely  responsible  for  this 
great  number  of  men  which  have  been  classified  as  inactive.  For 
many  men  from  this  group  of  converts  the  Brotherhood  provides 
an  easily  accessible  door  to  the  center  of  church  life  and  activity. 
The  wise  pastor  will  not  ask  a  new  adult  Christian  to  become  a 
teacher  or  leader  of  children  nor  will  he  suggest  that  this  man 
become  a  deacon.  In  the  program  meetings  of  the  Brotherhood 
this  man  will  feel  at  home.  He  may  be  assigned  to  a  committee 
of  men  and  introduced  sooner  to  the  methods  by  which  the  Bap- 
tist churches  conduct  their  affairs.  In  a  short  time  he  may  be  given 
opportunity  to  give  expression  to  his  experience  of  regeneration 
and  growth  in  grace. 
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The  Rowan  Baptist  Associational  Brotherhood  is  endeavoring 
to  bring  the  Brotherhood  work  in  our  association  to  the  highest 
level  of  efficiency  to  accomplish  those  things  which  have  been 
set  out  above  by  a  concerted  effort  in  leadership  training.  This 
includes  leadership  for  Royal  Ambassador  work,  Christian  Wit- 
nessing by  the  men  and  boys,  and  an  emphasis  on  Stewardship 
and  World  Mission. 

The  Brotherhood  is  pleased  to  report; 

October  8 — a  workshop  was  conducted  at  Enon  Baptist  Church 
to  teach  the  officers  their  duties  under  the  new  Brotherhood  plan. 

Twenty-five  churches  have  a  Brotherhood  Organization. 

Two  churches  are  in  process  of  organizing  a  Brotherhood. 

Fourteen  Brotherhoods  have  changed  to  the  new  plan. 

It  is  time  for  the  men  to  join  hands  with  the  pastors  to 

strengthen  our  churches  and  to  help  proclaim  the  gospel  to  lost 
people.

TRAINING  UNION  REPORT 

One  of  the  great  needs  in  our  churches  is  an  adequate  and 
trained  leadership.  The  church  that  has  enlisted  its  members 
in  Training  Union  usually  find  that  it  has  fewer  problems  in  find- 
ing the  necessary  leaders.  A  good  Training  Union  not  only 
teaches  people  how  to  do  a  job,  but  also  leads  these  into  a  daily 
habit  of  prayer  and  Bible  reading.  This  in  turn  helps  these  leaders 
to  a  closer  relationship  to  Cod. 

This  year  has  not  been  the  best  year  in  Training  Union  work 
in  the  churches  of  our  Association.  Yet  a  leader  in  one  church  told 
me  that  they  had  the  easiest  time  ever  in  finding  workers  for 
the  organizations  in  his  church  because  the  Training  Union  in  this 
church  had  been  doing  what  it  is  supposed  to  do,  "training  in 
Church  membership."  A  Training  Union  does  not  have  to  be 
large  to  train  people  and  lead  them  to  a  nearer  relationship  to 
God. 
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During  the  year  we  have  had  three  Associational  mass  meet- 
ings. Probably  the  most  encouraging  phase  of  our  year's  work 
was  that  we  had  about  20  Juniors  to  become  State  winners  in 
the  Memory  Work  Tournament  and  our  Intermediate  Sword  Drill 
winner  went  all  the  way  to  the  State  Tournament. 

Most  of  our  churches  had  a  Study  Course  in  Training  Union 
work  during  the  year.  Only  one  of  our  churches  reported  a 
Youth  Week.  These  two  activities  should  be  conducted  each  year 
in  every  church  with  a  Training  Union. 

Training  Union  faces  many  enemies  such  as  TV,  pleasure  trips, 
poor  preparation  and  indifference.  These  can  be  overcome  by 
faith,  prayer,  good  preparation  and  an  enthusiastic  spirit.  Surely 
we  must  continually  strive  to  enlist  great  numbers  in  our  Train- 
ing Unions,  but  let  us  not  wait  for  the  crowds  before  we  build 
a  real  Training  program.

ASSOCIATIONAL  SUNDAY  SCHOOL  REPORT 

On  behalf  of  the  entire  Staff  of  Associational  Sunday  School 
officers,  we  hope  that  we  have  helped  you  in  some  way  to  have 
a  better  Sunday  School  TEACHING  THEM  ALL  THINGS  and  that 
we  will  be  able  to  aid  you  in  an  OUTREACH  FOR  THE  UNREACHED 
in  1960-1961. 

With  your  help  and  prayers  we  had  a  very  successful  Central 
Sunday  School  Training  Clinic  in  February  with  enrollment  of  325 
and  an  average  attendance  of  305.  The  date  we  have  in  mind  for 
our  next  Central  Training  School  is  October  16-20,  1961  to  be 
held  at  Stallings  Memorial  Baptist  Church. 

Our  Sunday  School  enrollment  is  9,902,  a  gain  over  last  year. 
There  is  one  Standard  Sunday  School  in  the  Association  and  that 
is  Stallings  Memorial  Baptist  Church. 

All  33  churches  and  the  2  Missions  had  a  Vacation  Bible  School 
with  a  total  attendance  of  3,996,  a  gain  of  75.  Twenty-two 
churches  had  a  10-day  school.  Eight  Schools  were  Standard  and 
3  missed  being  Standard  by  less  than  10  points.  Here,  we  want 
to  thank  each  church  for  their  fine  co-operation  in  sending  their 
reports  in. 
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As  we  look  around  us  and  see  the  multitudes  of  people,  may 
we  not  be  contented  with  our  efforts  of  the  past.  May  we  con- 
tinue to  start  new  Sunday  Schools,  provide  more  space,  train  more 
workers  and  bring  more  people  to  know  the  message  of  Salva- 
tion. May  this  be  our  daily  prayer  as  we  rededicate  our  lives  to 
God's  service.

REPORT  ON  CHRISTIAN  LITERATURE 

In  this  crucial  year  in  American  history,  the  following  quota- 
tion is  so  pertinent  as  we  think  of  the  importance  of  our  Baptist 
publications : 

"If  religious  literature  is  not  widely  circulated  among  the 
masses  in  this  country,  I  do  not  know  what  is  to  become  of  us  as 
a  nation.  If  truth  be  not  diffused,  error  will  be;  if  God  and  his 
word  are  not  received,  the  devil  and  his  works  will  gain  the  ascen- 
dancy; if  the  evangelical  volume  does  not  reach  every  hamlet,  the 
pages  of  a  corrupt  and  licentious  iiterature  will;  if  the  power  of  the 
Gospel  is  not  felt  through  the  length  and  breadth  of  our  land, 
anarchy  and  misrule,  degradation  and  misery,  corruption  and 
darkness  will  reign." 

The  printed  page  is  going  to  win  the  battle  for  men's  minds 
and  hearts.  The  great  movements  of  this  world  depend  heavily 
on  printer's  ink  to  get  their  messages  across.  Baptists  can  do  no 
less  if  we  are  to  stay  in  the  battle  to  win  the  loyalties  of  men  and 
women,  boys  and  girls. 

Our  Sunday  School  and  church  literature  is  ably  prepared  and 
printed  to  meet  our  needs.  Tracts  and  pamphlets  are  available  by 
mail  and  through  our  Baptist  Book  Stores. 

Charity  end  Children,  publication  of  the  Baptist  Children's 
Homes,  now  sends  over  52,000  copies  each  week  to  Baptist 
families  throughout  the  state.  Every  church  should  take  sufficient 
copies  for  every  family  on  the  roll. 

On  January  1,  J.  Marse  Grant  became  editor  of  the  Biblical 
Recorder,  our  Baptist  state  paper  since  1833.  It  is  gratifying  to 
us  to  know  that  this  year  the  Recorder  was  rated  among  the  top 
three  state  papers  in  the  S.  B.  C. 
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For  the  price  of  a  3$  or  4<t  postage  stamp,  the  Recorder  can 
come  into  your  home  each  week. 

Home  Mission  informs  us  of  work  in  the  Southern  Baptist  Con- 
vention, while  The  Commission  informs  us  of  work  of  Southern 
Baptists  around  the  world. 

Bible  study  in  the  home  is  essential  to  teaching  our  children; 
for  this  period  Home  Life  and  Open  Windows  are  useful.  Home 
Life  magazine  circulates  almost  a  million  copies  throughout  the 
S.  B.  C.  It  is  excellent  reading  for  all  the  family. 

This  year  marks  the  beginning  of  two  new  Southern  Baptist 
publications,  dealing  with  church  administration  and  church  rec- 
reation. 

The  Bible  is  still  the  greatest  piece  of  Christian  Literature  in 
the  world.   How  many  Christians  have  read  all  of  it?

RADIO  AND  TELEVISION  REPORT 

The  Radio  and  Television  Commission  is  a  missionary  service 
organization  for  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention.  It  preaches  the 
Gospel  on  radio  and  television  and  through  the  printed  page.  The 
Commission  seeks  to  reach  a  worldwide  audience  composed  of 
many  races  and  a  wide  range  of  interests. 

THE  BAPTIST  HOUR  went  on  the  air  in  1941,  the  radio  indus- 
try has  contributed  an  estimated  $8,720,832  worth  of  free  time. 
It  is  heard  on  452  stations  in  34  states  and  5  countries.  From  time 
to  time  the  number  of  listeners  has  been  estimated — from  10  to 
50  million  people  a  week — but  it  is  actually  impossible  to  deter- 
mine how  many  are  hearing  this  gospel-centered  broadcast  in  the 
world  today.  Dr.  Herschel  H.  Hobbs,  pastor  of  First  Baptist 
Church,  Oklahoma  City,  is  representing  Southern  Baptists  well  as 
their  speaker  on  THE  BAPTIST  HOUR.  He  is  nearing  his  third  year 
of  preaching  on  this  program.  THE  BAPTIST  HOUR  CHOIR  is  un- 
der the  direction  of  Miss  Joe  Ann  Shelton.  The  choir  is  composed 
of  16  professional  musicians,  each  dedicated  to  the  spread  of  the 
Gospel  message  through  music.  Presently,  THE  BAPTIST  HOUR, 
may  be  heard  over  WSAT  at  6:30  p.m.  every  Sunday.  The  pro- 
gram director  has  assured  us  that  as  soon  as  possible  the  time  of 
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the  program  will  be  changed  for  the  benefit  of  the  good  Baptists 
who  attend  Training  Union. 

"TELEVANGELISM"  has  been  termed  the  greatest  single  ad- 
vance in  evangelism  since  the  institution  of  personal  witnessing. 
THE  ANSWER  is  the  most  spectacular  program  produced  by  the 
Commission,  and  by  far  the  most  expensive.  It  reaches  literally 
millions  of  individuals  in  the  intimate  confines  of  their  homes, 
causing  them  to  consider  the  most  important  aspects  of  life.  This 
program  has  been  directly  responsible  for  turning  men  and  wo- 
men from  sin  to  the  abundant  life  in  Christ.  May  we  continue  to 
pray  for  the  RADIO  AND  TELEVISION  COMMISSION  as  it  faith- 
fully carries  out  the  Great  Commission  of  our  Lord.

HISTORICAL  COMMISSION  REPORT 

"To  God  be  the  glory;  great  things  He  hath  wrought."  In  our 
beautiful  America  there  are  literally  millions  of  Baptists.  We  are 
grateful  that  11,319  of  this  number  belong  to  us  here  in  the 
Rowan  Association. 

Let  us  look  briefly  and  see  what  the  turn  of  History's  Cycle 
has  meant  to  us  as  33  churches  and  two  missions  have  been  fol- 
lowing his  command  to  "go,  teach,  preach,  baptize  and  bear  wit- 
ness" to  His  Power  and  Glory. 

In  these  marvelous  but  perilous  days  in  which  we  live  it  is 
entirely  possible  for  some  trivial  international  incident  to  plunge 
our  world  into  catyclysmic  annihilation.  With  political  unrest, 
racial  strife,  slumbering  nations  crying  for  freedom,  and  commun- 
ism resting  its  heavy,  menacing  foot  on  our  back  door  step,  we, 
as  mature  God-fearing  Christians  must  awake  and  ask  ourselves — 
what  manner  of  church,  what  manner  of  Christians  ought  we  be! 
Our  richest  History  should  record  the  sending  to  a  lost  world  Mis- 
sionaries, preachers,  teachers,  and  establishing  of  missions  at 
home.  May  God  inspire  us  of  the  Rowan  Association  with  a  re- 
newed vision  of  this  need,  that  we  may  be  "the  generation  of 
them  that  seek  Him!" 
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God's  spirit  is  touching  many  hearts  with  a  divine  restlessness 
to  serve.  Many  are  reaching  out  loving  and  compassionate  arms 
tp  begin  Sunday  School  and  missions  in  outlying  places.  St. 
Jude's  Mission  that  has  been  inactive  for  some  time  is  now  under 
the  sponsorship  of  Rowan  Mills  Church.  This  is  a  noble  chal- 
lenge.  How  fine  they  are  to  accept  it. 

West  Landis  has  a  mission  point  near  Union  Grove. 

Faith  holds  regular  services  at  the  Jordan  Rest  Home. 

Enon  and  Calvary  are  jointly  exploring  a  mission  point  near 
Franklin. 

Yadkin  has  established  a  mission  across  the  river  in  Davidson 
County. 

First  Baptist  is  grateful  to  report  Brenner  Avenue  Mission  a 
few  weeks  ago  became  Milford  Hills  Baptist  Church.  This  lovely 
little  "church  in  the  pines"  is  fast  establishing  itself  as  an  enthus- 
iastic worship  center  in  the  area.  First  Church  also  dedicated  a 
suburban  Youth  Center  and  Scout  Lodge  on  the  Mocksville  Road 
a  few  miles  from  town.  This  lovely  and  convenient  center  is 
largely  due  to  the  untiring  efforts  of  Mr.  Clive  Campbell  and 
many  of  our  other  fine  churchmen  who  helped  with  the  building. 

Two  new  Educational  Directors  have  been  called  in  our  Asso- 
ciation: Miss  Ann  Cross,  Wake  Forest  graduate  has  come  to  Sell- 
ings Memorial.  Mr.  Lyman  McDonald  and  his  lovely  family,  of 
Baton  Rouge,  La.,  to  First  Church. 

Our  wonderful  women  have  fulfilled  the  year's  work  with 
their  usual  dedication  and  enthusiasm.  There  are  still  two  of  our 
churches  that  do  not  have  any  W.Mx.U.  work,  but  report  a  gain 
of  18  members.  They  sponsor  G.A.'s  and  Sunbeams  and  gifts  to 
Annie  Armstrong  and  Lottie  Moon  were  far  in  excess  of  ten 
thousand  dollars.  Dunn's  Mountain  G.  A.'s  held  their  very  first 
coronation  service  this  year,  when  Miss  Gail  McCoy  was  crowned 
queen.  Our  Sunday  Schools  had  an  all-over  gain  of  59,  but  the 
Training  Unions  show  a  loss  of  259  members.  Twenty-eight  of 
our  33  churches  have  Brotherhoods,  with  a  gain  of  1  1  members. 

In  our  entire  Association  last  year  we  had  487  baptisms.  This 
year  only  454  reported,  showing  a  loss  of  33.  We  have  gained 
by  transfer  of  letter  399.

School,  with  a  gain  in  enrollment  of  75. 

As  with  past  years,  our  churches  are  all  busy  making  more 
beautiful  the  interior  and  exterior  of  their  properties.   It  is  most 
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heartwarming  to  drive  about  Rowan  County  and  see  our  charming 
city  and  urban  churches  dotting  the  countryside  like  crown  jew- 
els. Each  church  should  have  a  responsible  functioning  commit- 
tee for  this  purpose,  and  nothing  can  be  more  rewarding. 

Calvary  has  added  the  comfort  of  an  oil  furnace  to  the  main 
sanctuary. 

East  Spencer  has  added  the  convenience  of  hand  rails  to  the 
entrance. 

The  Gold  Hill  Church  has  now  a  well  on  their  church  property 
— and  paid  for! 

Landis  has  added  a  brick  utility  building  to  their  church  prop- 
erties and  done  much  improvement  to  the  grounds. 

Needmore  has  purchased  an  electric  organ  to  add  worship 
and  beauty  to  their  church. 

Pine  Ridge  dedicated  a  fellowship  building  on  July  17. 

Rowan  Mills  has  retired  the  debt  on  two  lovely  musical  instru- 
ments that  grace  their  auditorium — an  organ  and  a  grand  piano.

MUSIC  COMMITTEE  REPORT 

During  the  past  year  no  great  effort  has  been  made  on  the 
Associational  level  in  the  promotion  of  Church  Music.  However, 
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the  trend  of  strengthening  the  program  in  individual  Churches  has 
been  evident. 

A  Music  School  was  conducted  at  the  First  Baptist  Church  of 
Salisbury  and  the  other  churches  of  the  Association  were  invited 
to  participate.  Several  churches  did  participate  which  proved  to 
be  most  helpful.

We  feel  that  if  more  care  is  used  in  placing 
the  proper  hymns  in  the  proper  places  our  worship  services  can 
be  greatly  strengthened. 

The  same  thing  is  true  in  the  selection  of  Choir  selections  to  be 
used  in  worship  services.  Hymn  arrangements  and  anthems  can 
do  wonders  in  setting  the  atmosphere  for  worship. 

Music  published  by  our  own  Broadman  Press,  both  hymnals 
and  anthems,  have  proven  to  be  most  satisfactory  and  we  feel 
that  music  selected  from  their  publications  can  be  helpful  in  the 
planning  of  our  music  programs.

Within  our  nation's  borders  there  seem  to  be  a  rising  attitude 
of  unrest,  suspicion  and  intolerance.  The  code  of  "Love  thy  neigh- 
bor" is  fast  becoming  a  cynical  "leave  me  alone."  Interests  in 
Church,  family  and  schools  are  becoming  isolated  from  each  other, 
when  the  influence  of  the  Bible  should  be  permeating  every 
phase  of  our  living.  The  desire  to  raise  the  living  standard  of  our 
citizens  and  to  give  the  best  of  our  labors  must  be  brought  into 
focus  by  the  lens  of  true  brotherhood. 

Many  have  taken  the  position  that  religion  is  an  arduous  task, 
requiring  too  much  time  and  effort  for  them  to  participate  in  any 
aspects  of  God's  work.  Some  feel  that  they  have  no  need  of  rhis 
spiritual  relationship  and  have  seemed  to  live  above  any  religion. 
Others  have  become  openly  antagonistic  to  the  teachings  of  Christ. 
The  truth,  however,  is  eager  to  rise  and  shower  all  these  with  the 
knowledge  of  right  and  the  understanding  of  the  forgiveness  and 
love  of  God. 

How  can  we  reach  these  people  and  seek  to  ease  the  fears 
and  fill  the  void  in  their  lives? 

First:  By  going  to  every  person  with  the  words  of  life.  Re- 
cently Brigitte  Bardot,  wealthy  and  beautiful  movie  star  almost 
took  her  life.  She  did  not  have  the  resource  to  withstand  temp- 
tation without  God.  Perhaps  she  was  considered  too  important 
for  anyone  to  approach  about  the  matter  of  religion.  But  the 
failure  to  speak  out  will  be  borne  by  us  whether  the  lost  soul 
is  a  leading  figure  in  international  affairs  or  a  neighbor  without 
any  means  and  whose  friendship  we  do  not  seek.  Jesus  said: 
"Come  unto  me  all  ye  that  labor  and  are  heavy  laden  and  I  will 
give  you  rest." 

Second:  Forget  to  be  critical  and  degrading  in  our  appraisal 
of  our  fellowman  and  look  for  the  possibilities  each  possesses. 
Jesus  said  "Let  he  who  is  without  sin  cast  the  first  stone." 
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AAahatma  Ghandi  indicated  that  the  failures  of  our  friends 
and  neighbors  are  our  own  and  shows  our  lack  of  success  in  as- 
sisting them  to  raise  the  standard  of  their  lives. 

Third:  Churches  should  constantly  be  working  toward  the 
formation  of  new  Churches  to  meet  the  expanding  population 
needs  of  our  people.  Ministering  to  the  members  and  prospects 
must  be  expanded  by  the  creation  of  additional  houses  of  wor- 
ship. 

Fourth:  Time  must  be  filled  with  constant  efforts  to  witness 
for  Christ.  Jesus  said  "Wist  ye  not  that  I  must  be  about  my  fa- 
ther's business?"  Have  we  forgotten  so  quickly  the  joys  of  sal- 
vation that  God's  business  is  no  longer  important?  Public  mor- 
als are  dictated  by  the  closeness  of  the  people  to  the  will  of  the 
Father.  Selfish  desires  must  give  way  to  the  devout  wish  to  let 
God  have  his  way  in  our  giving  and  our  living.

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CONSTITUTION 

Adopted  October  25,  1961 

CONSTITUTION  AND  BY-LAWS 

I.  Name 

This  body  shall  be  known  as  the  Rowan  Baptist  Association. 

II.  Object 

The  object  of  this  Association  shall  be  to  devise  and  promote 
measures  for  increasing  the  harmony  and  spiritual  power  of  the 
churches  within  our  bounds,  to  recommend  plans  for  advancing 
the  work  of  our  Lord  throughout  the  earth,  and  to  cooperate  with 
our  Baptist  State  Convention  and  our  Southern  Baptist  Convention 
in  spiritual  advance  in  such  areas  as  Sunday  School,  Training 
Union,  Woman's  Missionary  Union,  Men's  Brotherhood  and  Church 
Music,  with  the  understanding  that  cooperation  with  the  State 
and  Southern  Conventions  is  purely  voluntary. 

III.  Membership 

This  body  shall  be  composed  of  the  ordained  Baptist  Ministers 
who  are  pastors  of  cooperating  churches,  our  Associational  Mis- 
sionary, and  messengers  chosen  and  certified  by  the  churches. 
Each  church  shall  be  entitled  to  two  messengers  for  the  first  fifty 
members  or  any  part  thereof,  and  one  messenger  for  each  fifty 
above  that  number,  provided  no  church  shall  be  entitled  to  more 
than  ten  messengers.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  churches  to  cor- 
respond annually  with  the  Association  by  letter  and  messengers, 
and  give  in  not  only  their  statistical  information  but  also  facts  con- 
cerning the  general  welfare;  and  to  send  contributions  to  pay  the 
expenses  of  the  Association.  The  Clerk  shall  furnish  the  churches 
with  two  printed  forms  for  their  annual  report,  these  to  be  mailed 
at  least  six  weeks  before  the  annual  session  of  the  Association, 
and  the  churches  are  requested  to  have  the  letters  in  the  hands  of 
the  Clerk  not  less  than  two  weeks  before  the  meeting  of  the  Asso- 
ciation. 

IV.  Officers 

The  officers  of  the  Association  shall  be  Moderator,  Associate 
Moderator,  Clerk,  Treasurer  and  Historian.  These  shall  be  elected 
annually  for  a  term  of  one  year  with  the  understanding  that  the 
Moderator  will  automatically  retire  after  having  served  two  com- 
plete terms.  The  term  of  office  shall  begin  at  the  conclusion  of  the 
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annual  meeting  of  the  Association  and  continue  until  the  close  of 
the  next  session  or  until  their  successors  are  elected. 

V.  Trustees 

In  addition  to  the  above  named  officers,  the  Association  shall 
elect  three  trustees  each  year  who  shall  hold  in  trust  all  property 
and  effects  of  the  Association,  take  care  of  and  keep  the  same  in 
repair,  accept  gifts  for  the  Association  and  perform  all  other  duties 
which  the  Association  may  declare,  according  to  the  laws  of  the 
State  of  North  Carolina. 

VI.  Meetings 

The  Association  will  meet  annually  on  the  Tuesday  and  Wed- 
nesday after  the  fourth  Sunday  in  October,  and  can  be  called 
into  extra  session  if  necessary  by  a  majority  vote  of  the  Executive- 
Promotion  Committee.  All  such  sessions  shall  be  conducted  as 
prescribed  in  Kerrfoot's  "Parliamentary  Law". 

VII.    Powers  and  Prerogatives 

The  Association  shall  have  no  power  whatever  to  infringe  upon 
the  rights  or  usefulness  of  the  churches.  It  may  advise  or  recom- 
mend measures  of  usefulness  for  their  adoption  and  guidance, 
but  cannot  bind  them  in  any  way.  The  churches  constituting  the 
Association  shall  each  retain  complete  autonomy  under  Christ  as 
supreme  Head,  Lawgiver,  Governor  and  Lord  over  His  churches, 
and  unite  only  that  they  may  more  successfully  promote  the  cause 
of  Christ  throughout  the  world.  In  case  any  conflict  of  interpreta- 
tion shall  arise  as  between  this  section  and  any  other  section  of 
this  constitution  the  interpretation  of  this  section  shall  have  pre- 
cedence over  the  other. 

VIII.    Cooperating  Churches 

Any  group  of  baptized  believers  in  Christ,  organized  into  a 
church,  earnestly  seeking  to  cooperate  with  our  Baptist  work  in 
the  Rowan  Association,  The  Baptist  State  Convention,  and  the 
Southern  Baptist  Convention,  having  been  received  into  the  fellow- 
ship of  this  association  shall  be  considered  a  cooperating  church. 

IX.  Committees 

1 .  Executive-Promotion  Committee.  The  Executive-Promotion 
Committee  shall  be  composed  of  the  duly  elected  officers  of  the 
Association,  the  Associational  Sunday  School  Superintendent,  the 
Associational  Training  Union  Director,  and  Associational  W.AA.U. 
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Superintendent,  Associational  Brotherhood  President,  the  Pastors 
of  all  the  churches  within  the  Association  and  one  Representative 
from  each  cooperating  church.  The  duties  of  this  committee  shall 
be  to  carry  out  the  policies  and  will  of  the  Association  in  the  in- 
terim between  its  annual  sessions  and  shall  not  take  any  action 
contrary  to  the  will  of  the  Association  or  which  would  initiate  any 
new  policies  of  procedures  binding  upon  the  Association  unless 
specifically  so  directed.  In  an  adequate  emergency  this  commit- 
tee may  take  such  action  as  may  be  deemed  necessary  due  to 
conditions  arising  after  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Association,  such 
emergencies  to  be  decided  upon  by  the  Executive-Promotion  Com- 
mittee, but  such  actions  so  taken  shall  in  every  case  be  submitted 
to  the  next  meeting  of  the  Association  for  its  consideration.  This 
committee  shall  meet  quarterly,  the  time  and  place  to  be  decided 
upon  by  the  committee.  The  Moderator  shall  serve  as  chairman 
of  this  committee. 

2.  Other  Committees.  The  Association  may  constitute,  instruct 
and  discharge  committees  that  may  be  necessary  for  the  proper 
conduct  of  its  affairs  and  promotion  of  its  activities.  These  com- 
mittees and  a  copy  of  their  instructions  shall  be  made  a  part  of  the 
minutes  of  the  association  each  year. 

X.  Amendments 

Any  section  of  this  constitution  may  be  amended  at  any  regular 
session  of  the  Association  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  messengers 
present,  provided  the  amendment  is  presented  to  the  Association 
on  the  first  day  and  voted  on  and  passed  on  favorably  the  second 
day,  or  that  notice  shall  be  given  during  the  meeting  in  one  year 
and  voted  upon  favorably  the  following  year. 

By-Laws 

1.  The  Moderator  shall  be  in  complete  charge  of  all  meetings 
of  the  Association  or  the  Executive-Promotion  Committee. 

2.  In  the  conduct  of  business  Kerrfoot's  "Parliamentary  Law" 
shall  be  followed. 

3.  These  By-Laws  may  be  amended  at  any  time  by  majority 
vote  of  the  Association. 
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By  -  Laws 

Committees  of  The  Association 

1 .  Associational  Missions  Committee.  This  committee  shall 
consist  of  seven  members.  Its  duties  shall  be  to  assist  our  Asso- 
ciational Missionary  in  every  way  possible,  to  seek  out  places 
where  Baptist  work  is  needed,  and  to  work  with  our  Associational 
Missionary  or  a  sponsoring  church  in  establishing  such  work.  The 
chairman  of  this  committee  shall  make  a  report  at  the  annual 
meeting  of  our  Association  on  the  work  of  our  Missionary  for  the 
preceding  twelve  months  period.  In  the  event  that  the  Association 
should  find  itself  without  a  Missionary,  this  committee  shall,  with 
the  assistance  of  the  Executive-Promotion  Committee,  endeavor 
to  locate  a  suitable  person  for  the  office.  When  it  seems  that 
such  person  has  been  found  the  committee  shall  bring  its  report 
to  the  Executive-Promotion  Committee  for  its  approval  or  rejection. 

2.  Committee  on  Reception  of  New  Churches.  A  committee 
of  3  members,  elected  by  the  Association  shall  receive  and  study 
petitions  from  churches  desiring  fellowship  in  this  association  and 
make  recommendations  to  the  association  regarding  the  disposi- 
tion of  such  petitions.  These  petitions  should  be  presented  to  the 
committee  at  least  two  weeks  prior  to  the  annual  meeting  of  the 
association. 

3.  Finance  Committee.  This  committee  shall  keep  itself  in- 
formed concerning  the  financial  needs  of  the  Association.  It  shall 
see  to  it  that  all  expenditures  are  kept  within  the  budget,  and 
supervise  all  financial  matters.  Along  with  its  annual  report  to  the 
Association  it  shall  bring  a  proposed  budget  based  upon  the  needs 
of  the  associational  program,  and  the  ability  of  the  churches  to 
support  this  program.  This  proposed  budget  shall  be  presented 
to  the  Executive-Promotion  Committee  at  the  July  meeting  and 
distributed  to  the  churches  immediately  thereafter. 

4.  Audio-Visual  Aids  Committee.  The  Associational  Missionary, 
toqether  with  four  other  members,  shall  constitute  this  committee, 
with  the  Missionary  serving  as  chairman.  This  committee  shall 
have  charge  of  all  visual  aid  equipment  of  the  Association  and 
keep  same  in  qood  repair.  It  shall  recommend  to  the  Executive- 
Promotion  Committee  additional  purchases  of  this  eauipment 
when  such  is  to  the  best  interest  of  the  Association,  and  if  the  cost 
of  such  purchase  is  above  the  amount  set  aside  in  the  budqet  for 
this  purpose.  This  equipment  shall  be  made  available  for  use 
by  the  churches  in  the  promotion  of  the  entire  Associational  pro- 
gram. When  this  equipment  is  borrowed  and  put  to  use  by  any 
church  or  organization  of  the  Association  it  is  to  be  returned 
promptly  to  the  office  of  the  Missionary.   Those  who  use  this 
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equipment  shall  be  requested  to  handle  same  with  care  and  to  be 
responsible  for  any  damage  other  than  normal  wear. 

5.  Program  Committee.  This  committee  shall  be  composed  of 
the  Moderator  and  four  members  at  large  to  be  appointed  by  the 
Moderator.  The  duties  of  the  committee  shall  be  to  plan  the 
programs  of  the  annual  Association. 

6.  Committee  on  Committees.  This  committee  shall  be  appoint- 
ed by  the  Moderator  to  serve  for  a  period  of  one  year  and  shall 
be  composed  of  five  members  whose  duties  shall  be  to  recom- 
mend the  appointment  of  the  standing  committees  and  to  name 
any  other  committees  called  for  by  the  Association,  such  as, 
Associational  Missions,  Associational  Membership,  Obituary  Com- 
mittee, Committee  on  Public  Morals  and  Civic  Righteousness, 
Finance  Committee,  Radio  and  Television  Committee,  Committee 
on  Time,  Place  and  Preacher,  Committee  on  Resolutions,  Nominat- 
ing Committee,  Music  Committee,  and  the  representatives  of  the 
various  boards  and  institutions  supported  by  the  North  Carolina 
Baptist  Convention. 

7.  Obituary  Committee.  The  Obituary  Committee  shall  con- 
duct a  brief  service  at  the  annual  meeting  of  our  Association  in 
memory  of  those  members  from  the  various  churches  who  have 
been  called  to  their  heavenly  home. 

8.  Committee  on  Public  Morals  and  Civic  Righteousness.  The 
duties  of  this  committee  shall  be  to  inform  themselves  as  to  the 
moral  conditions  and  practices  in  our  midst,  to  study  these  condi- 
tions, to  use  their  influence  to  promote  high  ethical  standards  of 
life  and  conduct  on  the  part  of  our  people,  and  to  give  a  report 
of  their  work  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Association. 

9.  Radio  and  Television  Committee.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of 
this  committee  to  give  encouragement  to  the  local  radio  and 
television  stations  in  the  use  they  are  now  making  of  their  facili- 
ties in  broadcasting  morning  devotions,  the  broadcast  and  telecast 
of  the  programs  of  the  Radio-Television  Commission  of  Southern 
Baptists,  and  other  desirable  programs  of  a  religious  nature.  This 
committee  shall  further  seek  to  enlist  the  cooperation  of  these 
stations  when  special  efforts  are  underway  on  an  Associational- 
wide  basis,  to  the  end  that  our  Baptist  work  might  be  duly 
publicized  and  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  people  of  our 
county.  A  report  of  this  committee's  work  shall  be  given  at  the 
annual  Associational  meeting. 

10.  Committee  on  Time,  Place,  and  Preacher.  This  committee 
shall  recommend  the  meeting  place  for  our  annual  Association, 
state  the  time,  and  recommend  a  minister  and  an  alternate  for  the 
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annual  sermon.  This  shall  be  reported  to  the  Association  in 
annual  session. 

1  1 .  Committee  on  Resolutions.  It  shall  be  the. duty  of  this  com- 
mittee to  draw  up  suitable  resolutions  relating  to  the  hospitality 
of  the  host  church  or  churches,  the  service  rendered  by  the  visiting 
speakers,  the  work  of  the  Associational  Officers,  and  other  per- 
tinent matters  that  should  be  included  in  this  committee's  report. 

12.  The  Nominating  Committee.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this 
committee  to  recommend  to  the  annual  session  of  the  Association 
prospective  officers  for  the  coming  year,  including  Moderator, 
Vice-Moderator,  Clerk,  Associate  Clerk  and  Statistician,  Treasurer, 
Chorister,  Pianist,  and  others  who  are  to  be  included  with  the 
Associational  Officers. 

13.  Music  Committee.  This  committee  shall  offer  suggestions 
and  guidance  in  the  selection  of  the  type  of  music  that  is  desirable 
in  worship  and  in  our  varied  Associational  and  church  activities. 
It  shall  plan,  at  such  times  as  seem  opportune,  for  a  week  of 
instruction  in  church  music,  and  also  seek  as  it  has  opportunity, 
to  encourage  all  of  our  people  to  manifest  a  greater  interest  in  this 
vital  phase  of  our  Lord's  work. 

14.  Camp  Development  Committee.  This  committee  shall  have 
general  supervision  of  the  Associational  camp  which  is  located  in 
the  eastern  part  of  Rowan  County.  It  shall  inform  our  people 
about  the  scheduled  activities  and  opportunities  offered  at  the 
camp  and  also  of  the  rules  and  regulations  that  are  to  govern  its 
use.  The  above  committee  shall  promote  the  use  of  this  camp 
to  the  end  that  it  may  serve  a  high  and  worthwhile  purpose  as  a 
center  for  Christian  activities  by  all  departments  of  the  Associa- 
tional program.  Only  such  activities  as  tend  toward  the  develop- 
ment of  Christian  character  shall  be  encouraged  by  the  committee. 

15.  Historical  Committee.  This  committee  shall  be  composed 
of  three  members  elected  by  the  Association.  The  duties  of  this 
committee  shall  be  to  adequately  preserve  the  records  of  the 
activity  within  the  Association  that  may  be  of  interest  to  further 
generations. 

16.  Evangelism  Committee.  This  committee  shall  be  composed 
of  five  members  elected  by  the  Association  and  shall  head  the 
Association  in  a  program  of  New  Testament  Evangelism  in  co- 
operation with  the  North  Carolina  Baptist  Convention's  Depart- 
ment of  Evangelism. 

1  7.  Committee  to  study  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws.  A  com- 
mittee of  three  members,  elected  by  the  Association  shall  study 
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the  Constitution  and  By-Laws  and  make  recommendations  for 
changes  as  needed.

MORNING  SESSION  OCTOBER  24,  1961 

1.  The  Thirty-fourth  Annual  Session  of  the  Rowan  Baptist  As- 
sociation opened  at  the  Trading  Ford  Baptist  Church,  Route  4, 
Salisbury,  at  9:30  A.  AA.  with  the  Moderator,  Rev.  John  H.  Simp- 
son, presiding.  Bro.  Elmer  Phipps  led  the  group  in  singing  "All 
Hail  The  Power  Of  Jesus'  Name",  with  Mrs.  Grady  Barber  at  the 
Organ  and  Mrs.  J.  Earle  Blalock  at  the  Piano.  Dr.  Clyde  Chapman 
offered  prayer. 

2.  Dr.  Clyde  Chapman  made  a  motion  that  the  Messengers 
already  registered  and  those  who  will  register  constitute  the  en- 
rollment of  Messengers  of  the  Rowan  Baptist  Association,  and  that 
the  printed  program,  with  any  needed  changes,  be  approved  as 
the  order  of  business.  The  motion  was  seconded  and  properly 
carried. 

3.  James  L.  McCoy,  Clerk,  was  recognized  and  gave  the 
Executive-Promotion  Committee  report  and  the  Digest  of  Church 
Letters.  A  motion  carried  for  adoption  of  this  report.  The  Modera- 
tor expressed  appreciation  to  the  host  church  for  their  invitation 
to  the  Association  to  meet  with  them. 

REPORT  OF  EXECUTIVE-PROMOTSON  COMMITTEE 

The  Rowan  Baptist  Executive-Promotion  Committee  met  four 
times  the  past  Associational  Year.  The  Advisory  Committee  also 
met  four  times  during  the  year. 

At  the  January  meeting  of  the  Executive-Promotion  Committee 
a  recommendation  from  the  Advisory  Committee,  that  Rev.  John 
Carter  serve  as  Pastor  of  the  Franklin  Baptist  Mission  for  a  period 
to  be  determined  at  the  discretion  of  the  Missions  Committee  and 
the  Associational  Missionary,  was  adopted. 
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At  the  April  meeting  of  the  Executive-Promotion  Committee  a 
recommendation  from  the  Advisory  Committee  was  adopted  for 
approval  of  Calvary's  request  for  aid  on  Pastor's  Salary  for  the 
Franklin  Mission  from  the  State  Mission  Board.  The  Treasurer's 
report  disclosed  the  following  for  the  Quarter  ended  June  30, 
1961: 

Total  Receipts  for  the  Quarter   $4,034.79 

Total  Disbursements  for  the  Quarter   $4,622.78 

Balance  on  hand  (General  Fund)  $  252.67 

The  Executive-Promotion  Committee  approved  the  suggestion 
from  the  Advisory  Committee  at  the  July  meeting,  that  the  Finance 
Committee  be  instructed  to  prepare  the  Associational  Budget  im- 
mediately in  tentative  form,  and  that  the  Executive-Promotion 
Committee  request  the  Constitution  Committee  to  recommend  that 
the  Constitution  be  amended  to  request  the  Budget  be  prepared 
and  presented  at  the  July  meeting  of  the  Executive-Promotion 
Committee.  The  Executive-Promotion  Committee  also  approved 
the  suggestion  that  the  Moderator,  in  consultation  with  the  Vice 
Moderator,  Clerk  or  other  Officers  of  the  Association,  appoint  a 
committee  of  five,  who  are  vitally  interested  in  Christian  Educa- 
tion, to  contact  every  Pastor  personally  and  inform  them  of  what 
is  trying  to  be  done  relative  to  Christian  Education  through  the 
Cooperative  Program. 

At  the  final  meeting  of  the  Executive-Promotion  Committee  for 
the  Associational  Year,  the  following  recommendations  were  ap- 
proved : 

1.  A  request  from  Crusade  Mission  for  aid  from  the  Baptist 
State  Convention  of  North  Carolina  for  $75.00  per  month  for 
the  coming  year. 

2.  A  request  from  the  Rowan  Association  to  the  Baptist  State 
Convention  of  North  Carolina  for  $840.00  for  the  coming  year. 

3.  A  request  from  the  Franklin  Mission  for  $1,200.00  aid  from 
the  Baptist  State  Convention  of  North  Carolina  for  the  coming 
year. 

The  Committee  also  voted  to  give  the  Associational  Treasurer 
authority  to  write  checks  in  the  amount  of  ten  (10)  cents  per  mile 
to  our  invited  guests,  provided  their  expenses  are  not  otherwise 
paid;  and  that  the  Associational  Treasurer  be  instructed  to  write 
a  check  to  Crusade  Mission  in  the  amount  of  $200.00  for  help  in 
their  work.

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4.  Rev.  H.  AA.  Hocutt,  Chairman  of  the  Membership  Committee, 
was  recognized  and  he  called  attention  to  the  Constitution,  Article 
VIII,  Section  5,  and  read  same  to  the  group.  Rev.  Hocutt  stated 
that  the  Membership  Committee  had  met  with-  Rev.  Paul  Spry 
and  some  of  his  members  from  the  Canaan  Baptist  Church  which 
was  organized  on  August  28,  1960,  and  who  desired  to  become 
a  member  of  the  Rowan  Association.  A  motion  was  made  that  the 
Canaan  Baptist  Church  be  received  under  the  watchcare  of  the 
Association  for  one  year,  and  that  the  Milford  Hills  and  Providence 
Churches  be  received  into  the  fellowship  of  the  Rowan  Association. 
The  motion  was  carried.  The  Pastors  of  the  Milford  Hills  and 
Canaan  Churches  and  some  of  the  members  of  these  churches, 
together  with  the  Pastor's  wife  and  some  of  the  members  of  the 
Providence  church,  were  asked  to  come  down  to  the  front  and  the 
Moderator,  Vice-Moderator  and  Associational  Missionary  extended 
the  right  hand  of  fellowship  to  these  people.  Bro.  Marse  Grant 
of  the  Biblical  Recorder  was  recognized  and  brought  greetings 
from  our  Baptist  State  Paper  headquarters.  Bro.  Grant  called  at- 
tention to  a  recently  published  editorial  appearing  in  the  Recorder. 

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  ASSOCIATIONAL  MEMBERSHIP 

We,  your  committee  on  Associational  Membership,  make  the 
following  report.  Some  weeks  ago  your  committee,  along  with 
our  Moderator  and  Missionary,  met  with  Rev.  Paul  Spry  and  some 
of  his  members  from  the  Canaan  Baptist  Church  that  has  chosen 
a  permanent  location  between  Faith  and  Granite  Quarry.  The 
location  is  at  least  two  miles  from  the  nearest  Baptist  Church. 
This  Church  was  organized  with  28  members  on  August  28,  1960. 
They  now  report  37  members.  We  found  this  Church  to  be  sound 
in  the  faith  and  desiring  to  cooperate  with  us  in  the  Rowan  Asso- 
ciation and  with  our  State  and  Southern  Baptist  Conventions.  We 
recommend  that  this  Church  be  received  under  the  watchcare  of 
our  Association  for  one  year. 

At  our  last  annual  session  the  Milford  Hills  and  Providence 
Churches  were  received  under  the  watchcare  of  the  Association 
for  one  year.  In  keeping  with  the  content  of  Article  VIII,  Section 
5,  of  our  constitution,  these  two  churches  have  given  evidence  of 
their  desire  to  cooperate  with  our  Rowan  Association  and  with 
our  State  and  Southern  Conventions.  The  Providence  Church  of 
East  Spencer  has  chosen  and  is  now  buying  a  permanent  location 
that  is  over  one-half  mile  and  just  under  one  mile  from  the  East 
Spencer  Church.  The  pastor  has  shown  this  location  to  the  chair- 
man of  the  Missions  Committee  and  to  the  chairman  of  the  Mem- 
bership Committee.  Your  committee  feels  that  the  location  chosen 
meets  with  the  requirement  made  in  the  motion  a  year  ago  having 
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to  do  with  the  distance  that  this  Church  should  be  located  from 
the  East  Spencer  Church.  We  recommend,  therefore,  that  the 
AAilford  Hills  and  Providence  Churches  be  received  into  the  fellow- 
ship of  the  Rowan  Association.

6.  Rev.  W.  J.  Stephenson  was  recognized  and  brought  a 
report  of  the  Constitution  Committee.  Mimeographed  sheets  of 
the  suggested  constitutional  changes  were  passed  out  for  the 
convenience  of  the  delegates.  A  motion  was  made  that  the  Pro- 
gram Committee  for  next  year  give  consideration  to  the  possible 
elimination  of  the  Evening  Session  on  Tuesday,  and  inclusion,  if 
necessary,  of  an  Afternoon  Session  on  Wednesday.  This  motion 
was  seconded  and  carried.  The  suggested  constitutional  changes 
appear  in  detail  in  the  report  immediately  following. 

SUGGESTED  CONSTITUTIONAL  CHANGES 

Article  II. 

After  the  word  "spiritual  advance"  add — in  such  areas  as  Sun- 
day School,  Training  Union,  Woman's  Missionary  Union,  Men's 
Brotherhood  and  Church  Music. 

Article  III. 

Delete  "churches  within  our  bounds"  and  substitute  "Cooperat- 
ing Churches." 

Article  VI. 

Delete  "Robert's  Rules  of  Order"  and  Substitute — Kerrfoot's 
"Parliamentary  Law". 
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Article  VIII. 
Delete  entirely — new  article  as  follows: 
Cooperating  Churches. 

Any  group  of  baptized  believers  in  Christ,  organized  into  a 
church,  earnestly  seeking  to  cooperate  with  our  Baptist  work  in 
the  Rowan  Association,  the  Baptist  State  Convention,  and  the 
Southern  Baptist  Convention  having  been  received  into  the  fellow- 
ship of  this  association  shall  be  considered  a  Cooperating  Church. 

Article  IX.  Committees: 

1.  Executive  Promotion  Committee.  Delete  "and  the  Sunday 
School  Superintendent,  Training  Union  Director,  Brotherhood 
President,  W.AA.U.  President,  and  the  Chairman  of  the  Deacons  of 
each  church"  substitute  "and  one  representative  from  each  Co- 
operating Church." 

2.  Other  Committees:  The  Association  may  constitute,  instruct 
and  discharge  committees  that  may  be  necessary  for  the  proper 
conduct  of  its  affairs  and  promotion  of  its  activities.  These  com- 
mittees and  a  copy  of  their  instructions  shall  be  made  a  part  of 
the  minutes  of  the  association  each  year. 

Article  X. 

Delete  "except  Section  VII  which  shall  forever  remain  intact". 
By-Laws : 

1.  The  Moderator  shall  be  in  complete  charge  of  all  meetings 
of  the  association  of  the  Executive-Promotion  Committee. 

2.  In  the  conduct  of  business  Kerrfoot's  "Parliamentary  Law" 
shall  be  followed. 

3.  These  By-Laws  may  be  amended  at  any  time  by  majority 
vote  of  the  Association. 

COMMITTEES  OF  THE  ASSOCIATION: 

3.  Associational  Mission  Committee  add  "This  committee  shall 
report  quarterly  to  the  Executive-Promotion  Committee." 

4.  Committee  on  Reception  of  New  Churches.  A  committee 
of  3  members,  elected  by  the  Association  shall  receive  and  study 
petitions  from  churches  desiring  fellowship  in  this  association  and 
make  recommendations  to  the  association  regarding  the  disposition 
of  such  petitions.  These  petitions  should  be  presented  to  the  com- 
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mittee  at  least  two  weeks  prior  to  the  annual  meeting  of  the  as- 
sociation. 

7.  Finance  Committee  add  "This  proposed  budget  shall  be 
presented  to  the  Executive-Promotion  Committee  at  the  July  meet- 
ing and  distributed  to  the  churches  immediately  thereafter." 

12.  Committee  on  Audio  Visuals  change  Advisory  Committee 
to  Executive-Promotion  Committee. 

13.  Committee  to  study  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws.  A 
committee  of  3  members,  elected  by  the  Association  shall  study 
the  Constitution  and  By-Laws  and  make  recommendations  for 
changes  as  needed. 


7.  The  Moderator  recognized  the  following  visitors  and  new 
pastors  in  the  Rowan  Association:  Mr.  Guy  Boatright,  visitor  from 
Mocksville,  N.  C;  Rev.  Farrell  Shimpock,  Pastor  of  the  Southside 
Baptist  Church,  Rev.  Earl  Henry,  Pastor  of  Central  Baptist  Church, 
Rev.  Herman  Absher,  Pastor  of  Franklin  Baptist  Mission.  Rev.  John 
Carter,  Associational  Missionary,  extended  welcome  to  these 
brethren.  Bro.  Elmer  Phipps  led  the  group  in  singing  "Let  Others 
See  Jesus  In  You."  The  registration  slips  disclosed  that  thirty-four 
churches  and  two  missions  were  represented,  there  were  162 
messengers,  55  visitors,  making  a  total  registered  of  217. 

8.  Rev.  W.  J.  Stephenson  was  recognized  and  stated  that,  due 
to  the  length  of  the  Report  on  North  Carolina  Baptist  Colleges, 
he  would  not  read  the  report.  Rev.  Stephenson  called  attention 
to  some  parts  of  it.  He  presented  Rev.  Harold  Cole  of  Raleiqh, 
North  Carolina,  who  spoke  to  the  report.  Rev.  Cole  stated  that 
our  program  of  Christian  Stewardship  and  Church  Extension 
depends  upon  dedicated  and  trained  leadership,  and  that  education 
of  mind  and  hand  without  heart  is  useless  and  becomes  positive 
evil.  He  further  stated  that  education  which  gives  faith  and  direc- 
tion to  life  is  a  positive  force  for  good.  The  Moderator  asked  Rev. 
W.  J.  Stephenson  to  elaborate  on  the  action  taken  at  the  Special 
Session  of  the  Baptist  State  Convention  of  North  Carolina.  The 
Report  on  North  Carolina  Baptist  Colleges  was  approved. 

REPORT  ON  NORTH  CAROLINA  BAPTIST  COLLEGES 

You  will  note  that  in  giving  a  title  to  this  report  it  has  been 
defined  as  "Report  on  North  Carolina  Baptist  Colleges."  Such 
terms  as  "Christian  Education,"  "Christian  Higher  Education,"  and 
"Baptist  Colleges"  are  in  common  usage  today.  They  are  not 
exactly  synonymous.  We  usually  refer  to  Christian  education  in 
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the  broader  sense,  denoting  every  type  of  training  and  activity 
which  we  provide  in  our  homes,  churches,  communities,  schools, 
colleges,  and  seminaries  for  the  purpose  of  Christian  growth.  Our 
goal  then  should  be  to  provide  our  children  from  very  birth  with 
an  environment  that  is  totally  Christian. 

Such  a  concept  requires  that  we  make  the  training  in  our  homes 
and  churches  Christian  in  every  aspect  as  we  prepare  our  youth  for 
college.  Many  difficulties  and  failures  in  college  could  be  solved 
and  overcome  if  in  the  earlier  years  young  people  were  spiritually 
prepared.  It  is,  therefore,  imperative  that  the  home,  the  church, 
and  the  college  work  in  closest  cooperation  as  a  team,  each  ful- 
filling its  particular  responsibility. 

But  in  this  report  we  are  more  directly  concerned  (as  the  title 
indicates)  with  the  role  and  ministry  of  our  seven  Baptist  col- 
leges— Campbell,  Chowan,  Gardner-Webb,  Mars  Hill,  Meredith, 
Wake  Forest,  and  Wingate. 

It  should  be  pointed  out  that  in  our  homes  and  churches  we 
are  working  almost  entirely  with  boys  and  girls  who  are  Baptist. 
Here  we  can  present  a  Baptist  witness  with  the  sole  purpose  of 
indoctrination  as  well  as  of  a  Christian  emphasis.  We  are,  how- 
ever, dealing  in  our  colleges  with  a  fine  group  of  students  from 
other  than  the  Baptist  denomination;  therefore,  the  work  in  our 
colleges  requires  a  somewhat  different  approach.  The  whole 
program  of  the  Christian  college  must  have  a  sound  academic 
base,  furthermore  resting  upon  and  permeated  by  an  unapologetic 
Christian  philosophy.  This  Christian  perspective  calls  for  an  open- 
ness and  unhindered  investigation  of  truth  in  the  light  of  divine 
revelation.  In  no  respect  will  this  emphasis  be  harmful  to  the 
academic  standards;  in  fact,  such  may  well  be  an  academic  asset. 

We  are  not  satisfied  to  be  only  a  good  college,  nor  even  a  good 
CHRISTIAN  college.  There  must  be  the  added  characteristics  which 
are  distinctive  to  the  Baptist  faith.  Herein  is  our  reason  for  being. 
Our  colleges  should  offer  opportunity  for  a  thorough  study  of 
Baptist  history  and  doctrine  to  all  its  students.  Perhaps  such 
courses  should  be  required  by  those  who  are  in  training  for 
church-related  vocational  service. 

State  colleges,  by  their  very  nature,  work  under  certain  res- 
trictions which  prevent  them  from  doing  this  task.  Of  all  people, 
Baptists  do  not  expect  the  state  to  teach  religion  in  any  form.  We 
have  said  throughout  our  history  that  this  is  the  responsibility  of 
the  church.  Our  state  college  must  deal  with  the  so-called  secular 
emphasis  in  life,  having  education  for  education's  sake  as  their 
goal.    Into  this  vast  sea  of  secular  education,  Baptists  with  our 
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homes,  churches,  and  colleges  must  witness  to  our  faith  as  it  relates 
not  only  to  the  means  but  also  to  the  ultimate  ends  of  life. 

With  this  general  concept  of  the  Baptist  college,  our  forefathers 
set  about  to  provide  colleges  where  Christian  education  would  be 
provided  not  only  for  ministers  and  other  church  leaders,  but  for 
leadership  in  all  areas  of  social  activities.  For  more  than  seventy- 
five  years  after  the  opening  of  Wake  Forest  College,  her  presidents 
and  supporters  often  opposed  any  colleges  being  operated  by  the 
state.  Evidently,  these  men  foresaw  what  has  happened  with 
much  of  higher  education  in  America  today.  With  a  secular  state 
providing  a  secular  education  we  are  rapidly  losing  the  early 
Christian  education  emphasis.  Unless  something  is  done  quickly 
to  change  this  trend  in  America,  we  can  find  little  hope  for  our 
churches  and  our  Christian  homes.  North  Carolina  Baptists  have 
been  pioneers  in  this  effort  to  preserve  Christian  education.  These 
efforts  have  met  opposition  from  many  sources,  often  from  those 
who  would  be  expected  to  be  their  strongest  supporters.  The 
struggle  for  these  colleges  as  the  hope  of  providing  Christian 
education  for  young  men  and  women  must  never  stop  if  our  Bap- 
tist people  wish  to  have  a  significant  role  in  shaping  the  kind  of 
world  we  are  to  have.  As  go  these  Christian  colleges,  so  will  go 
our  homes  and  our  churches.  There  can  be  no  Christian  homes 
and  churches  in  today's  world  when  we  cease  to  provide  Chris- 
tian education  in  Christian  colleges. 

The  principal  characteristic  of  a  Christian  college  is  to  be  found 
in  the  men  and  women  who  constitute  its  personnel — not  in 
buildings  and  subject  matter,  or  other  non-personal  features.  These 
people  in  our  colleges  constitute  the  very  fabric  into  which  every 
worthwhile  experience  must  be  woven.  These  are  the  people  who 
are  determining  largely  the  kind  of  Baptist  denomination  we  shall 
have  in  the  future.  It  is  becoming  increasingly  difficult  each  year 
to  secure  these  dedicated  and  well-trained  people  to  work  and 
teach  in  these  colleges.  They  are  given  no  special  considerations 
in  costs  of  living  or  preparation  for  this  work,  but  they  must  be 
willing  to  accept  these  responsibilities  with  salaries  much  lower 
than  those  paid  in  public  schools  and  colleges.  As  Baptists,  we 
must  give  serious  thought  to  this  important  matter  of  providing 
people  for  operating  our  colleges.  Perhaps  we  should  make  it 
possible  for  our  most  capable  and  promising  young  people  to 
continue  their  education  and  prepare  to  become  our  teachers  and 
leaders  of  tomorrow. 

Now  let's  look  at  the  young  people  who  are  living  in  these 
seven  college  communities  for  the  greater  part  of  each  year.  There 
are  approximately  8,000  regular  students  enrolled,  with  another 
2,000  who  do  special  work  and  come  for  summer  school.  Two- 
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thirds  of  these  are  Baptist  young  people  and  the  other  third  young 
people  of  other  denominations.  We  are  happy  to  help  this  group 
from  the  other  churches  because  three-fourths  of  all  Baptist  youth 
in  college  are  in  other  than  Baptist  colleges.  We-  must  never  for- 
get that  three  out  of  every  four  Baptist  youth  in  college  must  look 
to  some  college  other  than  our  seven  Baptist  colleges,  and  we  are 
deeply  concerned  for  their  welfare  also.  This  is  why  we  must  be 
careful  to  continue  to  provide  a  good  ministry  through  the  Baptist 
Student  Union  in  all  colleges  along  with  and  in  addition  to  the 
work  in  our  Baptist  colleges.  Also,  we  should  never  place  require- 
ments on  those  students  of  other  denominations  in  our  seven 
colleges  which  we  would  not  want  imposed  on  our  Baptist  youth 
attending  other  than  Baptist  colleges.  These  are  important  matters 
which  are  often  overlooked  by  critics  of  our  Baptist  colleges.  Of 
the  Baptist  students  attending  one  of  our  seven  colleges,  one  out 
of  eight  students  is  preparing  either  for  the  ministry  or  some  other 
church-related  vocation.  Here  we  find  our  Baptist  seed  corn  for  the 
kind  of  Baptist  harvest  we  may  expect  to  reap  in  the  future. 

The  annual  operating  budgets  of  these  seven  colleges — Wake 
Forest,  Meredith,  Campbell,  Chowan,  Gardner-Webb,  Mars  Hill, 
and  Wingate,  total  between  eleven  and  twelve  million  dollars. 
Students  pay  some  over  half  of  this  total  and  Baptists  through  the 
Cooperative  Program  this  last  college  year  paid  about  five  per 
cent  of  the  operating  costs.  In  addition  to  these  two  sources, 
students  and  Baptists,  other  sources  provided  nearly  one-half  the 
operating  costs.  Other  sources  include  endowment  income,  net 
earnings  from  such  auxiliary  enterprises  as  dormitories,  dining 
room,  student  centers,  etc.  In  addition  to  these  costs  for  opera- 
tion, the  seven  colleges  are  spending  several  million  dollars  each 
year  in  expanding  and  improving  their  physical  plants  and  equip- 
ment. For  the  last  ten  years  our  Baptist  people  have  provided  an 
average  of  $500,000  each  year  to  help  with  these  capital  outlay 
costs. 

In  these  financial  matters  we  have  heard  much  discussion  in 
recent  years.  The  special  Convention  Committee  of  21  members 
brought  its  report  to  the  special  session  in  Greensboro  on  May  4, 
and  all  the  report  and  actions  taken  relate  to  this  matter  of  trying 
to  help  these  seven  Baptist  colleges  meet  the  growing  needs  of 
these  young  people.  The  proposals  of  the  Committee  and  the 
recommendations  adopted  by  the  Convention  are  aimed  at  help- 
ing in  both  operating  costs  and  capital  outlay  or  plant  costs.  The 
operating  needs  would  be  helped  by  freeing  all  the  regular 
Cooperative  Program  funds  for  operation  only,  which  would  al- 
most double  the  present  five  per  cent,  or  give  the  colleges  some 
$1,200,000  each  year  to  aid  in  operation.  The  special  Conven- 
tion approved  this  idea  by  adopting  a  Program  of  Advance  for 
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the  next  three  years,  1962-64,  through  the  Cooperative  Program. 
The  carrying  out  of  the  proposed  program  in  full  will  give  the 
colleges  in  the  next  three  years  more  than  $8,000,000  for  plant 
expansion  and  improvements  and  nearly  $1,000,000  for  new 
student  centers  in  other  colleges  for  our  Baptist  youth.  Also,  the 
colleges  are  urged  to  continue  their  special  fund  raising  efforts 
from  every  source  other  than  in  the  Baptist  churches.  At  no  time 
in  their  history  has  there  been  greater  interest  in  the  importance 
of  the  work  of  these  colleges  among  our  Baptist  people  and  all  of 
us  should  join  in  this  significant  undertaking.  As  Baptists,  we 
have  different  opinions  as  to  how  we  may  best  proceed  to  do  our 
work,  but  of  greater  importance  is  the  fact  that  we  recognize  the 
needs  and  set  about  doing  something  to  meet  them.  Now  what 
can  you  do  to  help? 

(1)  Be  informed  and  concerned.  Read  about  our  colleges, 
visit  them,  become  acquainled  with  the  administration,  faculty, 
and  students. 

(2)  Encourage  your  best  students  to  attend. 

(3)  Pray  for  these  schools. 

(4)  Support  the  Cooperative  Program,  especially  the  Program 
of  Advance. 

(5)  Promote  and  support  Christian  Education  Day  in  your 
church. 

For  fifteen  years  North  Carolina  Baptists  have  coordinated  the 
work  of  their  colleges  through  a  Council  on  Christian  Education 
in  our  Baptist  State  Convention.  This  Council  consists  of  repre- 
sentatives of  our  colleges,  the  General  Board,  and  our  Convention 
officers.  Throughout  these  fifteen  years  Claude  F.  Gaddy  has  been 
the  executive  secretary.  Last  January  he  announced  his  plans  to 
retire  from  this  position  and  did  so  on  July  31,  1961.  In  its  July 
meeting,  the  Council  on  Christian  Education  recommended  the 
election  of  Mr.  A.  Harold  Cole  as  its  executive  secretary  and  the 
General  Board  officially  elected  Mr.  Cole.  For  four  years  he  has 
served  as  director  of  our  Department  of  Baptist  Student  Work  in 
our  Convention  and  comes  to  this  new  position  well  prepared 
and  as  no  stranger  to  North  Carolina  Baptists.

10.  Bro.  Elmer  Phipps  led  in  the  singing  of  the  hymn  "Take 
My  Life  And  Let  It  Be."  Rev.  Dan  Abernethy,  alternate  for  the 
annual  sermon,  read  from  the  scriptures  as  contained  in  Isaiah, 
chapter  6.

BAPTIST  CHILDEN'S  HOMES 

The  Baptist  Children's  Homes  of  North  Carolina  is  a  Christian 
agency  providing  love  and  care  for  more  than  800  deserving 
boys  and  girls  annually.    These  are  dependent  and  neglected 
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children  who,  for  some  reason,  have  found  it  necessary  to  live 
away  from  their  homes. 

Your  child  care  ministry  is  child  centered,  Christ  centered  and 
church  centered.  It  is  based  on  the  redemptive  plan  of  God.  These 
children  have  lost  their  parents  through  a  number  of  ways. 
Workers  use  all  the  skills  available,  plus  the  help  of  God,  to  es- 
tablish in  these  children  trust  in  adults,  trust  in  self  and  trust  in 
God. 

Boys  and  girls  live  at  Mills  Home,  Kennedy  Home,  and  Odum 
Home.  One  hundred  twenty-five  children  live  in  Christian  Foster 
Homes  throughout  the  state.  Some  mothers  who  have  lost  hus- 
band and  father  receive  financial  grants  in  the  home  which  en- 
ables them  to  keep  and  care  for  their  own  children.  Well  trained 
case  workers  are  spending  an  increasing  amount  of  time  working 
with  and  strengthening  families. 

It  became  necessary  during  the  past  year  to  reduce  the  number 
of  children  in  Foster  Home  care  by  35  boys  and  girls.  At  one  time 
we  were  caring  for  162  children  in  Foster  Homes.  We  now  have 
127.  This  trend  can  be  changed  only  as  we  have  additional 
income.  Many  types  of  service  to  children  in  need  are  being 
delayed  for  lack  of  money.

Members  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  members  of  the  staff  and 
our  boys  and  girls  wish  to  thank  you  for  your  generous  support. 
You  have  given  these  children  love,  food,  clothing,  shelter, 
schooling,  medical  care,  recreation,  guidance,  music  and  hun- 
dreds of  other  benefits. 

One-third  of  the  support  comes  at  Thanksqiving  time.  The 
Thanksgiving  offering  goal  for  1961  is  $400,000.00.  Help  this  to 
become  a  reality! 

You  may  stay  informed  about  the  child  care  program  through- 
out the  year  by  reading  Charity  and  Children.  This  newspaper  is 
published  each  week  by  the  Baptist  Children's  Homes.  It  is  now

Motion  carried  for  adoption  of  Baptist  Hos- 
pital report. 

REPORT  ON  NORTH  CAROLINA  BAPTIST  HOSPITAL 

Our  Baptist  Hospital  continues  to  try  to  serve  our  people  in  the 
fullest  measure  possible.  Last  year  it  provided  its  largest  number 
of  days  of  hospital  care  and  saw  the  largest  number  of  patients 
in  the  Clinics — 78,000  visits  to  the  Out-Patient  Clinics,  from  96 
of  the  100  counties  in  the  State,  and  75,000  Private  Clinic  visits. 

Some  Of  The  Newer  Services 

The  New  Progressive  Care  Unit  was  opened  in  March,  providing 
80  beds  for  patients  who  do  not  require  the  more  expensive  and 
intensive  care  of  the  regular  hospital.  This  is  a  new  and  advanced 
step  in  hospitalization  and  patients  are  highly  pleased  with  it.  The 
Hospital's  one  regret  is  that  at  the  present  time  it  does  not  have 
money  necessary  to  open  it  to  Service  Patients. 

A  new  type  of  unit  for  the  sterilization  of  surgical  and  other 
equipment  by  gas  was  recently  installed.  This  is  more  effective 
than  the  older  methods  used  in  the  fight  against  infection,  which 
is  a  constant  problem  in  all  hospitals.  In  the  X-Ray  Department  a 
rapid  film  developer  is  now  in  use  which  greatly  speeds  the 
preparation  of  x-ray  films. 

One  of  the  most  recent  additions  is  a  Pastor's  Library  given 
by  Mrs.  Walter  M.  Williams  of  Burlington  in  memory  of  her  noble 
Christian  husband.  All  pastors  and  others  are  invited  to  ask  about 
this  excellent  collection  of  religious  books  and  to  use  it  when 
they  visit  the  Hospital. 

The  Most  Urgent  Needs 

Among  the  many  needs  at  our  Baptist  Hospital,  there  are  some 
which  are  acute.  One  of  the  most  pressing  needs  is  a  building 
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to  provide  classrooms  and  other  facilities  for  the  eight  schools 
operated  by  the  Hospital.  These  schools  are  training  urgently 
needed  medical  personnel  and  Christian  workers  in  addition  to 
doctors.  They  are  badly  limited  and  handicapped  for  lack  of  room. 

The  need  for  enlargement  of  the  overcrowded  and  seriously 
limited  Out-Patient  Department,  Children's  Center,  and  Psychiatry 
section  of  the  Hospital  is  urgent.  The  need  is  far  beyond  the 
present  facilities  in  each  of  these  departments. 

The  constant  need  for  Mother's  Day  Funds  for  helping  Service 
Patients  bear  the  cost  of  their  hospitalization  grows  more  and  more 
acute.  We  cannot  emphasize  too  strongly  the  importance  of  this 
Fund  and  the  need  for  our  churches  greatly  to  enlarge  their  Mo- 
ther's Day  Offerings. 

A  new  opportunity  to  help  meet  this  need  is  now  open  in  the 
Service  Patient  Endowment  Fund.  This  is  a  permanent  endow- 
ment invested  by  the  Hospital's  Trustees  with  all  of  its  proceeds 
being  used  for  the  help  of  Service  Patients.  Gifts  in  any  amount 
can  be  made  at  any  time.  A  gift  can  be  made  in  one's  own 
name,  in  memory  of  a  friend,  as  a  memorial  to  a  loved  one,  or  the 
Endowment  can  be  placed  in  one's  will.  All  gifts  will  be  gratefully 
received,  appropriately  acknowledged,  and  a  permanent  record 
kept  of  each  one.  We  hope  you  will  think  and  pray  about  this 
and  that  many  will  take  advantage  of  this  opportunity. 

A  WORD  ABOUT  OUR  ASSOCIATION'S  MOTHER  S  DAY 
OFFERINGS 

Through  August  31  of  this  year,  there  were  eleven  (11) 
churches  in  the  Rowan  association  who  had  not  contributed  to 
the  Mother's  Day  Offering.  The  remaining  churches  have  con- 
tributed a  total  of  $2201.29.  This  is  a  worthy  offering,  but  in  the 
light  of  the  urgent  need  of  our  hospital,  our  pastors  and  messen- 
gers are  urged  to  go  back  to  our  churches,  and  lead  them  to  give 
generously  in  support  of  this  great  "ministry  of  healing."

Dr.  AAcGee  urged 
increased  dedication  in  our  stewardship.  Bro.  Elmer  Phipps  led 
as  the  group  sang  "is  Your  Life  A  Channel  Of  Blessing."  There 
were  166  Messengers  and  70  Visitors  registered  at  this  time  for 
a  total  of  236. 

NORTH  CAROLINA  BAPTIST  HOMES  FOR  THE  AGING 

North  Carolina  Baptists  are  privileged  to  minister  to  125  resi- 
dents in  three  homes  for  the  aged — Resthaven  and  Hayes  Home  in 
Winston-Salem,  and  the  Home  in  Albemarle. 

Lack  of  rooms  is  one  of  our  most  acute  problems  at  the  present 
time  with  130  people  waiting  for  admission;  however,  the  Hamil- 
ton Home  now  under  construction  in  Martin  County  will  be  the 
fourth  home  and  will  provide  for  30  additional  residents.  This 
home  will  probably  be  ready  for  occupancy  by  the  first  of  January, 
1962.  With  a  debt  of  $275,000.00  assumed  on  this  new  home 
for  the  purpose  of  completing  the  liquidation  of  the  indebtedness 
on  the  new  infirmary  at  Winston-Salem,  there  is  no  further  expan- 
sion of  desperately  needed  additional  facilities  anticipated  until 
the  major  portion  of  this  debt  is  paid.  It  is  imperative  that  Special 
Day  Offerings  and  gifts  from  the  churches  be  increased  greatly 
in  order  that  we  might  meet  the  ever-increasing  demands  of  the 
aging  among  us  as  quickly  as  possible. 

In  this  our  eleventh  year  of  operation,  Special  Day  Offerings 
and  special  gifts  are  running  5%  ahead  of  last  year's  contributions, 
and  we  are  profoundly  grateful  to  each  church  and  to  each  indi- 
vidual for  the  liberal  support  in  this  wonderful  cause. 

Mr.  C.  O.  Weaver  of  Greensboro,  Business  Administrator  of  the 
homes,  is  a  dedicated  layman  who  is  serving  with  unusual  ability 
and  insight. 

The  average  age  of  our  residents  is  around  80,  and  Aunt  Fannie 
Drumwright,  reached  her  100th  birthday  on  July  6.  She  is  the 
first  resident  in  our  North  Carolina  Baptist  homes  to  attain  this 
remarkable  milestone.  She  is  a  living  example  of  the  years  that 
are  actually  being  added  to  a  person's  life  by  the  lovingkindness 
of  North  Carolina  Baptists  through  the  tender  care  of  our  Homes. 

The  happiest  times  in  the  Homes  are  when  friends  and  mem- 
bers of  North  Carolina  Baptist  churches  visit  them.  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
A.  L.  Jarrell  visited  the  Resthaven  Home  in  Winston-Salem  during 
the  past  year,  and  had  a  very  pleasant  visit  with  Rev.  William  A. 
Poole,  General  Superintendent  of  all  the  Homes  for  the  aged.  Rev. 
Poole  is  very  dedicated  to  his  work  and  is  doing  a  fine  job.  We 
also  visited  Mrs.  K.  D.  Stukenbrok  from  the  Rowan  Association, 
who  sends  all  her  best  wishes. 
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I  notice  in  the  Homes  Bulletin  that  only  20  of  the  33  churches 
in  the  Rowan  Association  sent  an  offering  to  the  Homes  during 
the  past  year.  This  should  be  corrected  with  all  the  churches  con- 
tributing. There  is  an  old  saying,  "Once  a  man  and  twice  a  child." 
They  need  our  prayers  and  tender  care  at  both  times  in  life.

SUNDAY  SCHOOL  REPORT  1960-61 

Jesus  said  unto  his  disciples,  "The  harvest  truly  is  plenteous,  but 
the  labourers  are  few;  Pray  ye  therefore  the  Lord  of  the  Harvest, 
that  he  will  send  forth  labourers  into  his  harvest." 

The  emphasis  for  the  1961-1962  program  of  Sunday  school 
work  centers  around  four  points:  (1)  enrolling  every  church 
member;  (2)  visiting  prospects  until  enrolled;  (3)  starting  new 
Sunday  schools  wherever  possible;  (4)  expanding  the  present 
organization. 

The  Sunday  School  enrollment  is  now  9,945.  There  were  36 
Vacation  Bible  Schools  held  this  year  with  an  enrollment  of  3,837. 
Ten  day  schools  were  held  in  17  churches  with  5  churches  reaching 
the  Standard. 

Plans  were  completed  for  the  Central  Training  School  to  be  held 
in  October  at  Stallings  Memorial  Baptist  Church. 

The  1961-62  Sunday  school  theme  is  "Outreach  for  the  Un- 
reached— Spearhead  for  Advance."  The  Sunday  school  is  logical- 
ly a  church's  spearhead  for  advance  in  reaching  the  unreached  for 
Christ.  With  this  emphasis  setting  the  stage,  let  us  use  every 
available  means  to  help  our  churches  enlarge  and  strengthen  the 
ministry  of  their  Sunday  schools.

MISSIONS  REPORT 
Foreign  Missions 

The  population  of  the  world  is  increasing  at  the  rate  of  nearly 
1,000,000  per  week.  Today  there  are  700,000,000  more  lost  peo- 
ple in  the  world  than  there  were  at  the  beginning  of  the  century. 
The  world  is  in  a  life  and  death  struggle — only  Christ  has  the 
answer — He  entrusted  that  answer  to  us  and  commissioned  us  to 
share  it  with  the  world.  We  have  done  so  very  little  about  the  job 
that  demands  our  all!  Look  at  the  statistics!  Last  year  the  total 
per  capita  giving  of  Southern  Baptist  was  less  than  $50.00.  Our 
total  per  capita  gifts  for  foreign  missions  last  year  was  less  than 
$2.00.  This  included  the  Lottie  Moon  Christmas  offering. 

The  value  of  our  church  property  in  the  S.  B.  C.  has  increased 
from  $650,000,000  to  $2,250,000,000.  in  the  past  ten  years — 
more  than  ten  times  as  much  as  we  spent  on  our  foreign  mission 
enterprize  during  this  same  period. 

In  spite  of  limited  resources,  our  mission  force  is  growing.  We 
now  have  more  than  1,500  missionaries  and  hope  to  reach  2,000 
by  1964.  Support  of  foreign  missions  is  growing  thru  the  Co- 
operative Program.  The  C.  P.  will  furnish  %7Va  million  to  the 
board  for  operations  this  year,  and  an  additional  $800,000  for 
capital  expansion  in  foreign  fields. 

Our  Foreign  Mission  Board  is  watching  the  constantly-changing 
world  conditions  and  adapting  its  work  to  suit  the  times.  For  ex- 
ample, English-language  churches  are  needed  in  many  foreign 
cities  because  of  the  presence  of  such  a  large  number  of  American 
military  personnel  stationed  abroad. 
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Churches  are  encouraged  to  become  indigenous  as  rapidly  as 
possible.  Hawaii  has  been  a  foreign  mission  field  for  20  years, 
but  is  now  being  released  to  an  independent  state  Baptist  conven- 
tion. 

A  special  effort  is  made  to  win  the  respect  of  local  people  and 
their  leaders — Through  schools,  hospital  ministry  and  various 
Christ-centered  humanitarian  projects,  Southern  Baptists  have 
sought  to  make  their  ministry  for  Christ  effective. 

State  Missions 

It  is  not  a  simple  matter  to  tell  the  whole  story  of  State  Missions 
in  one  brief  report.  Fundamentally  it  is  a  ministry  to  people  who 
need  help.  It  expresses  itself  in  many  different  types  of  programs, 
plans  and  procedures.  One  of  the  latest  additions  to  our  State 
Mission  Program  is  our  ministry  among  Japanese-related  people 
in  North  Carolina.  700  Japanese-related  people  were  found  at 
Cherry  Point,  1,000  at  Jacksonville  and  1,000  at  Fayetteville. 
Thanks  to  State  Missions,  services  at  Cherry  Point  Church  are  now 
held  in  both  English  and  Japanese  each  Sunday. 

An  editorial  from  our  Biblical  Recorder  gives  an  excellent  brief 
statement  of  State  Missions  and  I  quote: 

"State  Missions  is  children  of  military  personnel  going  to  Vaca- 
tion Bible  school  under  a  tent  at  Fort  Bragg.  It  is  providing  a 
ministry  to  confused  and  mixed-up  young  girls  at  Samarcand 
Manor.  It  is  building  bridges  of  understanding  and  co-operation 
with  our  Negro  Baptist  brethren.  It  is  giving  serious-minded 
preachers  a  chance  to  go  to  school  at  Fruitland  even  thouqh  they 
are  40  or  50  years  old  and  not  in  a  position  to  go  to  colleqe  or 
seminary.  It  is  teaching  adults  to  read  in  the  Western  North  Caro- 
lina mountains. 

"State  Missions  is  giving  assistance  to  struggling  little  congre- 
gations dreaming  of  the  day  when  a  lot  can  be  purchased  on 
which  to  build  a  church.  It  is  working  with  Indians,  with  the 
Japanese-born  wives  of  servicemen  stationed  in  North  Carolina, 
and  with  the  silent  who  lonq  to  become  mature  Christians  like 
their  hearing  friends.  It  is  visiting  lonely  patients  in  a  tuberculosis 
sanatorium." 

Baptist  comprise  nearly  one-fourth  of  the  State's  population  and 
one-half  of  the  State's  church  membership.  Baptist,  therefore, 
have  a  tremendous  responsibility  in  winning  our  State  for  Christ.

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19.  Rev.  J.  B.  Gibson  was  recognized  and  brought  the  report 
on  Evangelism  which  was  properly  approved.  Incorporated  in 
this  report  are  seven  recommendations  which  are  set  forth  in 
detail  in  the  report  which  follows. 

REPORT  ON  EVANGELISM 

These  are  tremendous  days  in  which  we  live.  Billions  are  being 
spent  for  getting  men  to  the  moon,  while  comparatively  little  is 
spent  for  getting  men  to  God.  Multitudes  sit  in  darkness  and  many 
in  despair  while  the  forces  of  darkness  move  constantly  in  a  dedi- 
cated abandon  toward  their  objectives.  The  number  of  hopeless 
people — hopeless  because  they  do  not  know  Christ — grows  daily. 
The  world's  population  is  increasing  by  48,000,000  per  year.  All 
religions  are  winning  only  10,000,000  per  year. 

Many  of  these  lost  people  live  in  the  territory  of  our  association. 
They  live  near  our  churches.  In  regard  to  their  need  for  God  they 
have  been  deluded  by  the  powers  of  darkness,  and  numbers  of 
them  disillusioned  by  the  apathy  and  lack  of  dedication  to  Christ 
on  the  part  of  professed  Christians.  In  this  desperate  day  God's 
people  must  wake  up  to  the  fact  that  "business  as  usual"  will  not 
suffice.  Surely  this  is  the  time  for  total  dedication  to  Christ  in  His 
purpose  of  winning  the  multitudes  to  God. 

To  move  forward  we  must  start  from  where  we  are.  Our  asso- 
ciation is  the  best  launching  place  for  new  frontiers  in  evangelism 
and  missions. 

Therefore,  we  recommend: 

1.  That  we  encourage  ourselves  in  the  Lord  our  God  for  the 
resurging  interest  in  evangelism  across  our  Convention,  continu- 
ously praying  that  God  may  work  in  us  and  through  us  to  bring 
the  revival  we  need. 

2.  That  our  association  participate  in  the  "Baptist  Jubilee 
Revivals"  in  1962  through  1964. 

3.  That  each  church  prayerfully  and  studiously  consider  par- 
ticipating in  the  Baptist  Jubilee  Revival,  and  that  special  emphasis 
in  all  revivals  and  week  by  week  evangelism  throughout  the  year 
be  placed  upon  personal,  face-to-face,  heart-to-heart  soul-winning 
and  faithful  teaching  and  preaching  of  the  Gospel. 

4.  That  all  churches  make  full  use  of  the  Revival  Plan  Book 
for  1962,  1964,  supplied  free  to  all  pastors  by  the  Division  of 
Evangelism,  Baptist  State  Convention.  Reprints  of  portions  of  the 
book  are  available  for  members  of  the  church  councils. 
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5.  That  our  association  have  an  Evangelism  Clinic  following 
the  suggested  program  supplied  by  the  Division  of  Evangelism. 
The  date  for  our  next  Clinic  is  February  19. 

6.  That  our  association  recognize  the  elected  associational 
officers  as  the  evangelism  committee,  the  Chairman  of  Evangelism 
to  be  the  Chairman  of  this  committee,  and  that  we  pledge  our 
wholehearted  cooperation  to  this  committee. 

7.  That  we  commit  ourselves  to  the  following  outline  of 
achievement  for  1962: 

I.  CHAIRMAN  OF  EVANGELISM  —  An  evangelistic  pastor 
elected  to  serve  during  associational  year.  Promotes  perennial 
soul-winning  in  all  churches.  Serves  as  Chairman  of  Baptist 
Jubilee  Revival  committee  and  Chairman  of  Evangelism  Commit- 
tee, which  is  composed  of  associational  officers. 

II.  ASSOCIATIONAL  EVANGELISM  CLINIC  —  Annual  clinic 
devoting  two  sessions  exclusively  to  evangelism.  Seventy-five 
per  cent  of  churches  represented  by  pastors.  Seventy-five  per 
cent  of  churches  with  a  least  three  members  of  their  church 
councils  present. 

III.  ANNUAL  BAPTIST  JUBILEE  REVIVAL— Eighty  per  cent  of 
churches  participating.  Eighty  per  cent  of  churches  observing 
same  dates.  Eighty  per  cent  of  churches  with  two  consecutive 
weeks  of  evangelistic  preaching. 

IV.  ALL  CHURCHES  CONDUCTING  REVIVALS— Each  church 
conducting  a  minimum  of  one  revival  annually.  Fifty  per  cent 
of  churches  conducting  two  revivals  annually.  Churches  sponsor- 
ing missions  revivals  where  needed. 

V.  EACH  CHURCH  WINNING  AND  BAPTIZING  NEW  MEM- 
BERS —  Churches  endeavoring  to  increase  previous  year's  bap- 
tismal record.  Seventy-five  per  cent  of  churches  using  the  church 
council.  Churches  sustaining  perennial  evangelism  and  perennial 
spiritual  growth  programs.

20.  Mrs.  J.  C.  Scruggs  was  recognized  and  gave  the  report 
on  Woman's  Missionary  Union.  Motion  carried  for  adoption  of 
this  report.  There  were  173  Messengers  and  101  Visitors  regis- 
tered at  this  time  for  a  total  of  274. 
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REPORT  OF  WOMAN'S  MISSIONARY  UNION 

As  we  make  comparison  of  our  annual  report  with  that  of  last 
year  we  rejoice  to  see  that  progress  has  been  made  in  most  areas 
of  our  Woman's  Missionary  Union  work.  We  had  a  net  gain  of  24 
in  membership;  there  was  a  gain  in  the  number  of  mission  study 
books  taught  and  the  number  reading  missionary  books.  There 
was  also  an  increase  in  the  number  of  organizations  participating 
in  the  weeks  of  prayer.  We  are  grateful  for  these  gains  but  the 
thing  which  has  given  us  peculiar  joy  has  been  the  organization  of 
new  organizations.  We  have  WMS's  in  two  churches  where  there 
was  none  and  a  number  of  new  youth  organizations.  We  believe 
that  Woman's  Missionary  Union  offers  a  unique  opportunity  for 
carrying  out  the  command  of  our  Lord  to  go  into  all  the  world 
and  make  disciples  of  all  nations,  so  we  rejoice  with  the  women 
and  young  people  of  these  churches.  However,  there  are  yet  three 
churches  in  our  association  without  any  WMU  organizations.  Our 
prayer  is  that  soon  the  women  and  young  people  of  these  churches 
will  be  able  to  share  with  us  the  joy  which  comes  from  serving 
our  Lord  through  Woman's  Missionary  Union. 

Our  Jubilee  Emphasis  for  this  year  has  been  "Stewardship  of 
Possessions".  For  this  emphasis  Woman's  Missionary  Union,  SBC 
has  published  a  book  entitled  Christian  Sharing  of  Possessions 
which  many  of  our  women  have  studied  and  read.  There  is  also 
prepared  a  stewardship  playlet  called  Wait  a  Minute  which  has 
been  widely  used  in  our  organizations. 

WMU  members  have  received  great  joy  in  supporting  missions 
with  our  money.  The  idea  of  stewardship  of  possessions  has  al- 
ways included  the  teaching  and  practice  of  tithing.  This  emphasis 
has  been  strengthened  by  laying  stress  on  Christian  principles 
underlying  the  acquisition  of  money  and  the  individual's  responsi- 
bility to  God  for  the  wise  use  of  the  nine  tenths. 

Undergirding  the  Cooperative  Program,  the  convention's  plan 
for  the  support  of  missions  by  the  churches,  has  been  a  major 
responsibility  of  WMU.  From  the  beginning  women  have  res- 
ponded to  this  plan  whereby  each  individual  can  give  through 
her  own  church  to  all  denominational  causes,  thus  supporting  mis- 
sions both  at  home  and  abroad.  Since  that  date,  1925,  every 
WMU  organization  has  had  a  chief  emphasis  "giving  through  the 
Cooperative  Program".  The  members  have  been  urged  to  bring 
their  tithes  into  the  church  for  this  purpose.  And  then  once  every 
quarter  we  have  an  opportunity  to  make  a  love  gift  through  our 
"special  offerings",  which  are  just  what  the  name  implies  "Special 
Offerings" — over  and  above  the  tithe.  These  offerings  are  the 
Lottie  Moon  offering  for  Foreign  missions,  the  Annie  Armstrong 
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offering  for  Home  missions,  the  State  Missions  offering  and  the 
Heck-Jones  offering  which  is  state  promoted. 

As  we  refer  to  our  reports  again  we  rejoice  to  see  that  our 
efforts  in  this  emphasis  of  stewardship  of  possessions  have  not 
been  in  vain,  for  we  have  an  increase  in  the  number  of  members 
giving  through  the  cooperative  program  and  a  net  gain  of  almost 
one  hundred  tithers. 

We  thank  God  for  these  gains  and  for  our  associational  WMU 
officers  who  have  worked  diligently  to  help  make  this  report  a 
reality.

Rev.  Robert  Easley,  Pastor  of  the 
Gold  Hill  Church,  led  the  Praise  and  Worship  period  using  the 
theme  of  Going  Forward,  as  illustrated  by  God's  leadership  of 
Moses  in  the  Old  Testament  scriptures. 

A  motion 
carried  for  approval  of  this  report. 
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BROTHERHOOD  REPORT 

The  1960-61  associational  year  was  significent  for  brotherhood 
work  in  our  Association.  On  October  1,  I960,  a  new  plan  of 
Organization  went  into  effect.  From  all  the  reports  we  have,  all 
Brotherhoods  in  our  Association  are  organized  on  the  new  plan. 
The  new  plan  is  endeavoring  to  strengthen  the  churches  in  the 
four  main  areas  of  its  teaching  and  training  ministry.  These  four 
areas  are  teaching  and  training  boys  as  Royal  Ambassadors,  Chris- 
tian witnessing,  personal  stewardship,  and  world  missions. 

During  the  year  we  have  had  four  associational  meetings  with 
good  programs.  Our  first  meeting  was  held  at  the  Dunn's  Moun- 
tain Church  on  January  14,  1961,  with  Bennett  Straughn  of  Raleigh 
as  the  speaker.  The  program  was  on  Christian  Witnessing.  Mr. 
Straughn  brought  a  stirring  message.  We  had  123  men  present. 
The  second  meeting  was  at  the  First  Church  in  Spencer  on  April 
15  with  Dr.  Sam  G.  Rankin,  a  medical  missionary  from  Hong 
Kong,  as  the  speaker.  The  emphasis  was  on  world  missions.  We 
had  107  present.  The  next  meeting  was  held  at  the  Faith  Church 
on  July  15  with  Dr.  Earle  Bradley  speaking  on  personal  steward- 
ship. The  last  meeting  was  at  the  Stallings  Memorial  Church  on 
October  14.  In  this  meeting  we  had  our  annual  workshop  with 
conferences  for  leaders. 

Our  R.  A.  Conclave  was  held  in  November  1960  at  the  Trading 
Ford  Church  with  133  boys  and  leaders  present.  A  new  R.  A. 
program  went  into  effect  the  first  of  October  1961.  We  believe 
when  our  leaders  have  adequate  information  about  it,  they  will 
find  it  to  be  an  easier  and  a  better  program  of  work.  We  hope 
this  will  help  to  strengthen  our  R.A.  work  in  our  churches. 

The  major  thing  before  us  in  the  future  is  our  associational 
Brotherhood  Revival  to  be  held  at  the  First  Church  in  Salisbury 
April  29  through  May  5,  1962,  with  Bennett  Straughn  as  the 
speaker.  Plans  have  been  in  the  making  for  this  revival  for  about 
three  years.  We  sincerely  hope  that  all  our  churches  will  reserve 
this  date  and  give  their  best  support  to  this  great  effort.  Even 
though  this  revival  is  being  promoted  by  the  Brotherhood,  we 
want  it  understood  that  it  is  planned  for  all  the  people.  We  invite 
all  our  people  to  join  with  us  in  prayer,  in  attendance,  and  in 
personal  witnessing  with  the  hope  and  prayer  that  this  will  be  a 
truly  great  revival.

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BAPTIST  TRAINING  UNION  REPORT 

As  we  look  back  at  the  year  just  past  we  see  some  areas  where 
we  have  excelled,  and  others  where  we  are  lacking.  Out  of  a  pos- 
sible 37  organizations  only  31  reported  a  Training  Union.  One  of 
our  churches  reorganized  during  the  year.  In  the  31  groups  there 
are  2,944  members,  a  slight  increase  over  last  year.  The  highlight 
of  the  year  was  "M"  Night  with  1,450  present. 

One  complaint  which  we  have  constantly  in  our  churches  is  that 
we  have  a  lack  of  trained  workers.  If  pastor  and  laymen,  alike, 
would  realize  that  the  very  heart  of  Training  Union  is  preparing 
church  members  to  serve,  they  would  top  a  powerhouse  for  pro- 
gress in  every  area  of  the  church  life.  Train  the  youth  for  the 
work  ahead  and  help  them  find  areas  of  service  as  they  participate 
in  youth  week,  study  groups,  and  tournaments.  Every  Training 
Union  should  have  at  least  one  participant  in  the  tournaments. 

As  we  look  toward  a  new  year  there  are  some  things  we  want 
to  strive  for: 

1.  Three  new  Training  Unions 

2.  15%  increase  in  total  membership 

3.  24  churches  observing  youth  week. 

4.  Every  church  with  a  Training  Union  holding  a  training 
course. 

5.  %  of  churches  having  one  or  more  entrants  in  Tournaments. 

6.  A  record  attendance  for  "AA"  Night  on  December  5  as  Dr. 
Baker  James  Cauthen  comes  to  speak  to  us.

Motion  carried  for  adoption  of 
the  report.  Rev.  Huneycutt  urged  non-participating  churches  to 
enroll  their  pastors  in  the  Protection  Plan. 

MINISTERS  RETIREMENT  REPORT 

The  apostle,  Paul,  said,  "Let  the  elders  that  rule  well  be  count- 
ed worthy  of  double  honor,  especially  they  who  labor  in  the  word 
and  doctrine.  For  the  scripture  saith,  'Thou  shalt  not  muzzle  the 
ox  that  treadeth  out  the  corn,'  and  'The  laborer  is  worthy  of  his 
reward,'"  I  Timothy  5:17-18. 
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There  are  two  very  good  reasons  why  every  church  should 
place  their  pastors  in  the  Southern  Baptist  Protection  Plan.  The 
first  reason  for  entering  the  pastor  in  this  plan  is  that  it  protects 
him  as  an  individual.  The  pastor  is  subject  to  death,  accident,  and 
old  age  just  like  any  other  man,  and  he  has  the  same  responsi- 
bilities as  any  other  man.  The  Southern  Baptist  Protection  Plan 
offers  the  best  protection  for  your  pastor  that  is  available.  As  a 
matter  of  love,  as  well  as  obligation,  he  should  be  in  the  plan. 

The  second  reason  why  every  church  should  place  their  pastor 
in  the  Southern  Baptist  Protection  Plan  is  that  this  plan  provides 
protection  for  the  church  itself.  The  church  is  morally  and  scrip- 
turally  obligated  to  provide  adequate  support  for  her  pastor  in 
the  event  that  he  should  become  disabled,  or  for  his  wife  and 
family  in  the  event  of  his  death.  However,  few  churches  are  fi- 
nancially able  to  pay  $200  or  $300  per  month  in  such  circum- 
stances while  at  the  same  time  paying  another  pastor  a  full-time 
salary.  The  Southern  Baptist  Protection  Plan  protects  the  church 
against  such  heavy  obligations,  for  the  church  can,  by  a  payment 
that  cannot  exceed  $400  per  year,  enter  their  pastor  in  this  plan 
which  will  provide  adequate  support  in  case  of  his  disability  or 
death.  Thus,  this  plan  offers  protection  for  the  church. 

Any  church  can  enter  their  pastor  in  this  plan  by  paying  an 
amount  equal  to  5%  of  his  salary,  but  not  more  than  $200  per 
year  or  5%  of  $4,000,  and  by  letting  him  pay  an  equal  amount. 
The  state  convention  will  then  add  another  5%  to  this  amount. 
Many  of  the  more  progressive  churches,  as  an  act  of  love,  are 
paying  the  entire  10%,  or  $400  maximum,  that  comes  from  the 
local  church  and  pastor.  It  would  be  a  work  of  love  if  the  churches 
in  our  association  would  consider  not  only  entering  their  pastor  in 
the  Plan,  but  of  paying  the  whole  10%  with  a  limit  of  $400  per 
year. 

Last  year  more  than  5,200  retired  and  disabled  pastors,  denomi- 
national workers,  and  widows  were  beneficiaries  of  this  plan. 
Is  your  pastor  in  this  plan?

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REPORT  OF  CHRISTIAN  LITERATURE 

Have  you  ever  stopped  to  think  that  God  chose  to  use  "writing" 
as  His  means  of  self-revelation  to  the  world?  He  made  known 
His  nature  and  will  to  men  through  writing.  Where  would  the 
world  be  today  were  it  not  for  the  divinely-written  witness,  the 
Bible?  What  would  you  know  about  God  today  if  it  were  not  for 
the  word  of  God?  Willard  Johnson  wrote,  "To  know  the  Bible  is 
to  love  it;  to  love  it  is  to  accept  it;  to  accept  it  means  life  eternal. 
If  you  know  the  Author,  you  will  love  His  Book." 

In  the  early  development  of  our  nation,  Daniel  Webster  penned 
these  piognant  words:  "If  religious  books  are  not  widely  cir- 
culated among  the  masses  in  this  country  and  the  people  do  not 
know  what  is  to  become  of  us  as  a  nation,  and  the  thought  is  one 
to  cause  solemn  reflection  on  the  part  of  every  patriot  and  Chris- 
tian. If  truth  be  not  diffussed,  error  will  be;  if  God  and  His  word 
are  not  known  and  received,  the  devil  and  his  works  will  gain  the 
ascendency;  if  the  evangelical  volume  does  not  reach  every  ham- 
let, the  pages  of  a  corrupt  and  licentious  literature  will;  if  the 
power  of  the  Gospel  is  not  felt  through  the  length  and  breadth  of 
the  land,  anarchy  and  misrule,  degradation  and  misery,  corruption 
and  darkness,  will  reign  without  mitigation  or  end." 

These  words  are  no  less  pungent  with  meaning  today  than  they 
were  at  the  time  when  spoken  by  Webster.  All  of  us  are  agreed 
that  within  the  lids  of  the  Holy  Bible  are  contained  those  prin- 
ciples which  lay  the  foundation  upon  which  to  build  a  righteous 
life.  Therefore,  your  committee  urges  upon  all  the  members  of  our 
churches  in  the  Rowan  Association  that  thev  give  this  Book  its 
rightful  place  in  their  lives  by  studying  it  daily. 

Some  one  has  said,  "I  do  not  have  time  to  study  the  Bible." 
Yet  one  reads  that  the  average  American  watches  the  TV  200 
minutes  a  day  while  the  Bible  is  read  only  5  minutes  a  week. 

Circulation  of  the  Biblical  Recorder  is  the  highest  in  history 
and  continues  to  rise.  At  the  present  time  it  is  more  than  78.000, 
up  more  than  10,000  over  a  vear  ago.  The  goal  for  1964  is 
100,000  and  the  help  of  every  church  is  needed  to  reach  this  goal. 

At  a  workshop  of  Southern  Baptist  editors  at  Svracuse  Univer- 
sity this  summer,  the  Recorder  received  high  recognition  from 
the  Svracuse  professors  who  praised  it  for  its  pleasing  appearance 
and  good  content. 

The  Every  Family  Plan  is  best  and  simplest.  Nearly  500 
churches  testify  to  the  value  of  sending  the  Recorder  to  every 
resident  family  at  the  cost  of  a  four  cent  stamp  each  week — or 
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$2.00  a  year.  Let  us  not  say  that  we  cannot  afford  it  when  we 
spend  many  dollars  each  year  for  other  papers. 

How  bad  do  we  want  the  message  to  get  across.  Billy  Graham 
told  of  a  group  of  teen-age  communist  who  did  without  any  food 
for  days  so  they  could  get  their  message  across  to  the  people.  God 
grant  that  we  would  not  do  less. 

Therefore,  we  recommend: 

1.  That  God's  word  be  given  an  opportunity  to  work  its  marve- 
lous wonders  in  human  life  by  being  made  available  by  our 
churches  to  all  within  their  reach. 

2.  That  Christian  literature  be  made  abundantly  available  in 
all  places  where  the  distribution  of  reading  matter  is  made  to  the 
public. 

3.  That  our  churches  provide  libraries  of  Christian  books  and 
periodicals  and  pamphlets  concerning  our  denominational  work. 

4.  That  every  effort  possible  be  made  to  remove  corrupt  and 
licentious  literature  from  the  reading  public. 

5.  That  our  churches,  through  proper  budgeting,  place  our 
denominational  paper,  The  Biblical  Recorder,  in  the  homes  of  all 
our  church  members.

REPORT  ON  THE  AMERICAN  BIBLE  SOCIETY 

People  must  have  the  Bible  because  it  presents  Jesus  Christ,  the 
one  hope  of  men  and  nations.  Each  person  must  have  the  Bible 
in  his  own  language  because  it  speaks  to  his  heart  as  no  other 
language  can  speak. 
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During  1960  the  American  Bible  Society — 

— rejoiced  that  some  part  of  the  Bible  has  been  published  in  1 165 
languages:  the  full  Bible  in  221,  a  Testament  in  277  more  and 
a  Gospel  or  other  complete  book  in  667  more. 

— gave  over  a  million  Scripture  volumes  for  distribution  by  Chap- 
lains to  our  Armed  Forces  and  Veterans'  Hospitals,  as  a  vital  link 
between  the  home  churches  and  men  in  service. 

— observed  its  125th  anniversary  of  supplying  Scriptures  for  the 
Blind,  far  below  cost,  in  Braille  and  other  raised-letter  systems 
and  on  Talking  Book  records. 

— enlarge  the  ministry  of  the  Finger-Fono,  a  phonograph  operated 
by  one  finger,  with  Bible  records  in  the  language  needed,  for 
use  in  areas  throughout  the  world  where  many  people  can  not 
read.  Records  are  now  available  in  30  languages  and  others 
are  being  prepared. 

— distributed  throughout  the  world  a  record  total  of  over  23 
million  volumes  of  Scriptures.  This  was  over  5  million  more 
than  the  number  of  volumes  distributed  in  1959  and  over  8 
million  more  than  the  1 5-million-volumes-per-year  average  for 
the  past  9  years. 

Because  the  Society  serves  mission  work — and  Southern  Baptist 
missionaries  depend  on  the  Bible  Society  for  Scriptures  they  need 
for  their  people — Southern  Baptist  churches  believe  in  the  mis- 
sionary importance  of  giving  to  the  American  Bible  Society. 

In  1960  Southern  Baptist  Churches  gave  $151,626  to  the  So- 
ciety. Although  gifts  have  increased  and  the  work  expanded,  the 
worldwide  need  for  the  Bible  is  still  greater  than  the  supply.  The 
help  of  every  Baptist  Church  is  needed.  Has  your  church  given 
this  year?  God  help  all  of  us  to  support  so  worthy  an  organiza- 
tion.

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REPORT  ON  HISTORICAL  COMMISSION 

In  this  wonderful  year  of  our  Lord,  October  23,  1961,  our 
beautiful  world  about  us  falls  apart  from  the  interior  strife  of  evil, 
rebellion,  ungodly  disobedience,  imitation  gods,  false  teaching, 
and  the  constant  threat  of  global  nuclear  annihilation. 

We,  God's  children  of  the  Rowan  Association,  know  that  "Some- 
where out  beyond  the  ramparts — sitting  on  His  golden  throne, 
God  our  Savior  in  His  mercy  still  keeps  watch  above  His  own!" 
We  rejoice  and  praise  Him  for  His  mercy  and  blessings  during  the 
past  year.  Our  churches  and  pastors  have  been  graciously  blest 
and  inspired  by  God's  Spirit  to  an  urgency  of  need  and  purpose 
to  accomplish.  This  we  are  doing — working  together  in  love, 
claiming  His  promise  to  bless  and  multiply  our  efforts  of  teaching, 
preaching,  witnessing,  building  and  carrying  His  blessed  gospel 
around  the  world.

Faith  has  also  purchased  some  elbow  room  around  their  church 
for  space  and  enlargement  when  needed,  also  new  robes  for 
choir. 

China  Grove  First  will  soon  occupy  their  beautiful  new  church. 

Pine  Ridge  was  given  the  material  from  China  Grove  Church 
which  will  be  used  for  educational  building. 

Rockwell  has  a  new  fellowship  building  and  are  reorganizing 
their  training  union  with  most  happy  results. 

Spencer  First  has  recently  completed  and  is  now  occupying  a 
very  fine  new  educational  plant,  which  is  a  handsome  addition 
to  the  church. 

Salisbury  First  is  now  in  the  process  of  wheel  turning  for  an 
educational  addition  to  the  Council  Street  side  of  the  church. 

West  Park  has  a  new  educational  building  and  has  done  exten- 
sive renovating. 

Providence,  Dr.  James  Bulman,  pastor,  has  acquired  land  on 
the  lovely  driveway  of  Old  Union  Church  Road  and  plans  to  build 
a  church  in  the  future. 
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West  Park  called  Rev.  Allen  Rogers  for  their  pastor  in  November 
and  they  have  been  inspiringly  active  since  his  coming.  The  past 
summer  they  added  six  Sunday  School  rooms. 

Wyatts  Grove  is  without  a  pastor  and  Rev.  Joel  Tyson  (retired) 
is  serving  as  interim  leader. 

West  Landis  called  Rev.  Carl  Bell  as  pastor  on  February  19. 

Gold  Hill  has  a  new  electric  Bulletin  Board  which  is  a  fine 
addition  to  any  church  grounds — and  a  necessary  one. 

East  Spencer,  Rev.  Searcy  Jackson,  pastor,  has  been  most 
busy  doing  all  kinds  of  nice  things  to  their  church  and  the  pastor's 
home.  They  completed  a  room  in  the  house  for  the  pastor's  study, 
and  purchased  new  curtains  for  the  Baptistry. 

Landis  has  purchased  an  organ,  published  anniversary  books, 
purchased  land  across  the  street  to  be  used  for  further  enlarge- 
ment. They  also  have  established  a  loan  fund  to  help  young  peo- 
ple who  are  called  into  full-time  Christian  work.  Congratulations 
on  this  fine  plan! 

Needmore  had  two  lots  donated  and  are  now  building  a 
pastorium. 

Trading  Ford  has  installed  a  new  air  conditioning  unit.  Recent 
offerings  at  Trading  Ford  has  been  most  inspiring.

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feet  and  show  us  how  much  our  35  churches  and  2  missions 
could  really  do  for  the  Cooperative  World  Mission  program  and 
for  our  own  personal  sacrifical  living  and  witnessing  to  the  lost 
souls  around  us. 

We  have  11,473  Baptists  in  Rowan  Association,  a  gain  of  154 
over  last  year. 

W.AA.S.  has  2,810  enrolled. 

Training  Union  has  2,944 — Brotherhood  1,064 — Sunday  School 
9,945,  Vacation  Bible  School  had  an  enrollment  of  3,837. 

Yes,  we  are  busy  and  growing,  but  we  must  consider  how 
much  all  our  work  is  really  changing  the  world  we  live  in!  As 
Missionary  Baptists  let  us  consider  our  history  day  by  day — how  it 
glorifys  Him  who  sent  us.  May  we  ask  Him  to  impress  our  hearts 
and  move  our  hands  to  meet  the  urgency  of  a  World  Vision  of 
Missions  in  all  of  our  work.  Vitally  considering  the  work  of  the 
Cooperative  Program,  witnessing  and  giving — this  is  our  task. 

We  have  yet  to  discover  the  latent  power  and  achievement 
possible  for  so  great  a  people.  May  we  purpose  in  our  hearts  the 
words  of  St.  Paul  in  Phillipians  3:14 — press  toward  the  mark  for 
the  high  calling  of  God  in  Christ  Jesus.  For  His  dear  sake  let  us 
make  our  history  brilliant,  illuminating  and  rewarding,  and  glori- 
fying to  His  cause  and  Kingdom.

RADIO  AND  TELEVISION  REPORT 

The  Radio  and  Television  Commission  of  the  Southern  Baptist 
Commission  is  a  missionary  service  organization  currently  placing 
10  different  Radio  programs  on  more  than  1  100  stations. 

Expenditures  this  year  for  production  and  broadcasting  Radio 
and  TV  programs  are  expected  to  go  beyond  $850,000.00. 
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The  number  of  people  reached  by  these  programs  is  numbered 
in  the  millions. 

You  can  see  from  these  figures  that  this  is  a  great  medium  for 
proclaiming  the  riches  of  God's  Grace  and  the  News  of  Jesus. 
When  we  consider  the  fact  that  new  things  are  being  done  both 
in  radio  and  TV  each  day  we  can  see  that  this  relatively  young 
program  has  a  great  future  and  deserves  our  prayers  and  support. 

Locally  "The  Baptist  Hour"  is  heard  at  6:30  each  Sunday  even- 
ing. This  is  not  the  most  desirable  hour  as  far  as  Baptists  are 
concerned  but  we  can  take  comfort  in  the  fact  that  people  other 
than  Training  Union  Baptists  hear  the  program.

39.  Dr.  Clyde  Chapman  was  recognized  and  moved  that  the 
constitutional  changes,  as  suggested  by  the  Constitution  Commit- 
tee at  the  first  day's  session,  be  adopted,  and  this  motion  was  im- 
mediately seconded.  Mrs.  James  Bulman  rose  to  object  to  the 
suggested  change  in  Sections  VIII  and  Section  X,  with  a  motion 
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that  these  sections  remain  essentially  the  same.  This  motion  was 
seconded.  Mr.  A.  L.  Jarrell  rose  to  request  a  vote  on  the  original 
motion.  Rev.  H.  G.  Mason  rose  to  question  whether  or  not  the 
body  could  make  the  suggested  change  to  Section  X.  Rev. 
John  Carter  rose  to  question  the  advisability  of  the  present  word- 
ing of  Section  X  of  the  Constitution;  namely,  "except  Section  VII 
which  shall  remain  forever  intact",  and  the  indicated  effect  of 
binding  our  future  generations.  A  vote  was  called  for  on  the 
amended  motion  made  by  Mrs.  James  Bulman  and  the  amend- 
ment was  overwhelmingly  defeated.  A  vote  was  then  called  for  on 
the  original  motion  which  carried  substantially.  Dr.  Clyde  Chap- 
man, Moderator-elect,  was  handed  the  Moderator's  gavel  and  he 
called  for  a  rising  vote  of  appreciation  for  Rev.  John  H.  Simpson, 
out-going  Moderator.  (Note:  The  approved  changes  to  the  Con- 
stitution as  authorized  above  appear  in  detail  in  the  minutes  of 
the  First  Day:    Morning  Session.) 

40.  Rev.  H.  M.  Hocutt  was  recognized  and  brought  the  report 
on  Public  Morals  And  Civic  Righteousness  for  Bro.  Graham  Carlton, 
who  was  unable  to  be  present.  Rev.  Hocutt  expressed  his  sincere 
disapproval  of  the  increased  liquor  traffic  in  Rowan  County.  Bro. 
Elmer  Phipps  led  the  group  as  they  enthusiastically  sang  "Our 
Best." 

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  PUBLIC  MORALS 
AND  CIVIC  RIGHTEOUSNESS 

At  the  1960  meeting  of  the  Rowan  Baptist  Association  there 
was  grave  concern  expressed  among  the  messengers  for  the 
United  States  constitutional  doctrine  requiring  the  separation  of 
Church  and  State.  A  national  election  was  reaching  the  height 
of  its  intensity  and  one  of  the  presidential  candidates  was  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Catholic  Church,  which  has  traditionally  encouraged  the 
interlocking  of  Church  and  Government  in  nations  where  Cathol- 
icism predominates. 

To  date,  however,  though  John  F.  Kennedy,  the  Catholic  can- 
didate, was  elected,  the  office  of  President  has  made  no  known 
entrenchments  upon  this  vital  Baptist  and  constitutional  doctrine; 
but,  on  the  contrary,  the  new  President  has  taken  the  position,  in 
his  public  pronouncements  on  the  subject,  which  so  far,  at  least, 
is  in  complete  accord  with  Baptist  thinking. 

In  particular  President  Kennedy  has  especially  pleased  those 
of  our  citizenery  who  were  apprehensive  of  his  devout  Catholic 
background  in  that: 

1.  He  has  opposed  federal  aid  to  Parochial  and  denomina- 
tional schools. 
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2.  His  appointments  to  the  numerous  posts  in  the  Executive 
and  Judicial  Branches  of  the  government  have  not  thus  far  demon- 
strated any  partiality  to  Catholics. 

3.  There  has  been  on  effort  to  name  an  official  representative 
from  this  Government  to  the  Vatican. 

There  is  another  phase  of  our  national  Government  which  has 
caused  the  most  profound  soul-searching  among  Baptists  and 
others,  principally  in  the  Southland.  This  is  in  reference  to  the 
challenge  currently  being  made  by  our  Negro  friends  to  our 
established  segregation  practices.  Recent  trends,  principally  in 
the  metropolitan  areas  of  Georgia,  Tennessee,  Texas  and  North 
Carolina,  have  shown  a  more  tolerant  spirit  respecting  the  rights 
and  dignity  of  individuals. 

The  rules  and  procedures  of  law,  the  virtues  of  forbearance  and 
cooperation,  the  individual  rights  guaranteed  under  our  United 
States  Constitution,  and  the  Christian  practice  of  brotherly  love 
recently  have  been  accorded  places  of  importance  in  dealing  with 
these  problems  engendered  by  integration. 

Recent  legislation  by  the  North  Carolina  General  Assembly  has 
provided  a  means  of  affording  a  greater  opportunity  for  rest  and 
relaxation  on  the  Lord's  Day.  Though  designed  for  health  rather 
than  religious  purposes,  CH  1  156  of  the  1961  Session  Laws  of  the 
North  Carolina  General  Assembly  made  it  a  "misdemeanor  punish- 
able in  the  discretion  of  the  court  to  engage  on  Sunday  in  the 
business  of  selling  or  to  sell  or  offer  to  sell  on  Sunday,  at  retail, 
listed  items  of  merchandise." 

A  good  deal  of  the  effectiveness  of  this  law  was  reduced,  how- 
ever, by  a  provision  which  permitted  counties,  cities  and  towns 
to  exempt  their  respective  areas  from  the  provisions  of  this  salu- 
tary and  forward-looking  legislation. 

It  has  been  recently  observed  by  authorities  in  a  position  to 
know  that  North  Carolina's  most  serious  public  problem  is  the 
continuous  slaughter  and  maiming  occurring  on  the  highways 
of  our  State.  Last  year  in  Rowan  County  alone  there  were  nearly 
1,000  motor  vehicle  accidents.  Twenty-one  persons  needlessly 
lost  their  lives;  three  hundred  seventeen  needlessly  were  injured, 
many  of  them  permanently.  Major  Speed,  of  the  Department  of 
Motor  Vehicles,  states  that  it  is  the  driver's  attitudes  which  de- 
termine his  safety  record.  A  selfish  person,  with  no  brotherly 
concern  for  his  fellow  motorist  will  be  a  hazard  to  the  highways, 
while  a  driver  who  lives  a  life  of  unselfishness  with  concern  for 
his  fellow  men  will  more  than  likely  maintain  an  unblemished 
safety  record. 
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In  all  of  these  matters  of  public  interest  mentioned  in  this  re- 
port, the  Church  has  a  responsibility  to  teach  its  members  the 
Christian  doctrines  which,  when  practiced,  undergird  and  streng- 
then our  Government  and  make  our  city,  state  and  nation  better 
places  in  which  to  live  and;  worship  God.

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CONSTITUTION 

Adopted  October  25,  1961 

CONSTITUTION  AND  BY-LAWS 

I.  Name 

This  body  shall  be  known  as  the  Rowan  Baptist  Association. 
II.  Object 

The  object  of  this  Association  shall  be  to  devise  and  promote 
measures  for  increasing  the  harmony  and  spiritual  power  of  the 
churches  within  our  bounds,  to  recommend  plans  for  advancing 
the  work  of  our  Lord  throughout  the  earth,  and  to  cooperate  with 
our  Baptist  State  Convention  and  our  Southern  Baptist  Convention 
in  spiritual  advance  in  such  areas  as  Sunday  School,  Training 
Union,  Woman's  Missionary  Union,  Men's  Brotherhood  and  Church 
Music,  with  the  understanding  that  cooperation  with  the  State 
and  Southern  Conventions  is  purely  voluntary. 

III.  Membership 

This  body  shall  be  composed  of  the  ordained  Baptist  Ministers 
who  are  pastors  of  cooperating  churches,  our  Associational  Mis- 
sionary, and  messengers  chosen  and  certified  by  the  churches. 
Each  church  shall  be  entitled  to  two  messengers  for  the  first  fifty 
members  or  any  part  thereof,  and  one  messenger  for  each  fifty 
above  that  number,  provided  no  church  shall  be  entitled  to  more 
than  ten  messengers.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  churches  to  cor- 
respond annually  with  the  Association  by  letter  and  messengers, 
and  give  in  not  only  their  statistical  information  but  also  facts  con- 
cerning the  general  welfare;  and  to  send  contributions  to  pay  the 
expenses  of  the  Association.  The  Clerk  shall  furnish  the  churches 
with  two  printed  forms  for  their  annual  report,  these  to  be  mailed 
at  least  six  weeks  before  the  annual  session  of  the  Association, 
and  the  churches  are  requested  to  have  the  letters  in  the  hands  of 
the  Clerk  not  less  than  two  weeks  before  the  meeting  of  the  Asso- 
ciation. 

IV.  Officers 

The  officers  of  the  Association  shall  be  Moderator,  Associate 
Moderator,  Clerk,  Treasurer,  Historian,  Sunday  School  Superintend- 
ent, Training  Union  Director,  Brotherhood  President,  W.M.U.  Presi- 
dent, and  Music  Director.  These  shall  be  elected  annually  for  a 
term  of  one  year  with  the  understanding  that  the  Moderator  will 
automatically  retire  after  having  served  two  complete  terms.  The 
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term  of  office  shall  begin  at  the  conclusion  of  the  annual  meeting 
of  the  Association  and  continue  until  the  close  of  the  next  session 
or  until  their  successors  are  elected. 

V.  Trustees 

In  addition  to  the  above  named  officers,  the  Association  shall 
elect  three  trustees  each  year  who  shall  hold  in  trust  all  property 
and  effects  of  the  Association,  take  care  of  and  keep  the  same  in 
repair,  accept  gifts  for  the  Association  and  perform  all  other  duties 
which  the  Association  may  declare,  according  to  the  laws  of  the 
State  of  North  Carolina. 

VI.  Meetings 

The  Association  will  meet  annually  on  the  Tuesday  and  Wed- 
nesday after  the  fourth  Sunday  in  October,  and  can  be  called 
into  extra  session  if  necessary  by  a  majority  vote  of  the  Executive- 
Promotion  Committee.  All  such  sessions  shall  be  conducted  as 
prescribed  in  Kerrfoot's  "Parliamentary  Law". 

VII.    Powers  and  Prerogatives 

The  Association  shall  have  no  power  whatever  to  infringe  upon 
the  rights  or  usefulness  of  the  churches.  It  may  advise  or  recom- 
mend measures  of  usefulness  for  their  adoption  and  guidance, 
but  cannot  bind  them  in  any  way.  The  churches  constituting  the 
Association  shall  each  retain  complete  autonomy  under  Christ  as 
supreme  Head,  Lawgiver,  Governor  and  Lord  over  His  churches, 
and  unite  only  that  they  may  more  successfully  promote  the  cause 
of  Christ  throughout  the  world.  In  case  any  conflict  of  interpreta- 
tion shall  arise  as  between  this  section  and  any  other  section  of 
this  constitution  the  interpretation  of  this  section  shall  have  pre- 
cedence over  the  other. 

VIII.    Cooperating  Churches 

Any  group  of  baptized  believers  in  Christ,  organized  into  a 
church,  earnestly  seeking  to  cooperate  with  our  Baptist  work  in 
the  Rowan  Association,  The  Baptist  State  Convention,  and  the 
Southern  Baptist  Convention,  having  been  received  into  the  fellow- 
ship of  this  association  shall  be  considered  a  cooperating  church. 

IX.  Committees 

1 .  Executive-Promotion  Committee.  The  Executive-Promotion 
Committee  shall  be  composed  of  the  duly  elected  officers  of  the 
Association,  the  Pastors  of  all  the  churches  within  the  Association 
and  one  Representative  from  each  cooperating  church.  The  duties 
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of  this  committee  shall  be  to  carry  out  the  policies  and  will  of  the 
Association  in  the  interim  between  its  annual  sessions.  The  Com- 
mittee shall  not  take  any  action  contrary  to  the  will  of  the  Asso- 
ciation or  which  would  initiate  any  new  policies  of  procedures.  In 
an  adequate  emergency  this  committee  may  take  such  action  as 
may  be  deemed  necessary  due  to  conditions  arising  after  the  an- 
nual meeting  of  the  Association.  This  committee  shall  meet  quar- 
terly, the  time  and  place  to  be  decided  upon  by  the  committee. 
The  Moderator  shall  serve  as  chairman  of  this  committee.  This 
committee  shall  make  a  full  report  of  its  activities  to  the  Associ- 
ation at  its  annual  session. 

2.  Other  Committees.  The  Association  may  constitute,  instruct 
and  discharge  committees  that  may  be  necessary  for  the  proper 
conduct  of  its  affairs  and  promotion  of  its  activities.  These  com- 
mittees and  a  copy  of  their  instructions  shall  be  made  a  part  of  the 
minutes  of  the  association  each  year. 

X.  Amendments 

Any  section  of  this  constitution  may  be  amended  at  any  regular 
session  of  the  Association  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  messengers 
present,  provided  the  amendment  is  presented  to  the  Association 
on  the  first  day  and  voted  on  and  passed  on  favorably  the  second 
day,  or  that  notice  shall  be  given  during  the  meeting  in  one  year 
and  voted  upon  favorably  the  following  year. 

By-Laws 

1.  The  Moderator  shall  be  in  complete  charge  of  all  meetings 
of  the  Association  or  the  Executive-Promotion  Committee. 

2.  In  the  conduct  of  business  Kerrfoot's  "Parliamentary  Law" 
shall  be  followed. 

3.  These  By-Laws  may  be  amended  at  any  time  by  majority 
vote  of  the  Association. 
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By  -  Laws 

Committees  of  The  Association 

1 .  Associational  Missions  Committee.  This  committee  shall 
consist  of  seven  members.  Its  duties  shall  be  to  assist  our  Asso- 
ciational Missionary  in  every  way  possible,  to  seek  out  places 
where  Baptist  work  is  needed,  and  to  work  with  our  Associational 
Missionary  or  a  sponsoring  church  in  establishing  such  work  .  The 
chairman  of  this  committee  shall  make  a  report  at  the  annual 
meeting  of  our  Association  on  the  work  of  our  Missionary  for  the 
preceding  twelve  months  period.  In  the  event  that  the  Association 
should  find  itself  without  a  Missionary,  this  committee  shall,  with 
the  assistance  of  the  Executive-Promotion  Committee,  endeavor 
to  locate  a  suitable  person  for  the  office.  When  it  seems  that 
such  person  has  been  found  the  committee  shall  bring  its  report 
to  the  Executive-Promotion  Committee  for  its  approval  or  rejection. 

2.  Committee  on  Reception  of  New  Churches.  A  committee 
of  3  members,  elected  by  the  Association  shall  receive  and  study 
petitions  from  churches  desiring  fellowship  in  this  association  and 
make  recommendations  to  the  association  regarding  the  disposi- 
tion of  such  petitions.  These  petitions  should  be  presented  to  the 
committee  at  least  two  weeks  prior  to  the  annual  meeting  of  the 
association. 

3.  Finance  Committee.  This  committee  shall  keep  itself  in- 
formed concerning  the  financial  needs  of  the  Association.  It  shall 
see  to  it  that  all  expenditures  are  kept  within  the  budget,  and 
supervise  all  financial  matters.  Along  with  its  annual  report  to  the 
Association  it  shall  bring  a  proposed  budget  based  upon  the  needs 
of  the  associational  program,  and  the  ability  of  the  churches  to 
support  this  program.  This  proposed  budget  shall  be  presented 
to  the  Executive-Promotion  Committee  at  the  July  meeting  for 
adoption  and  dislributed  to  the  churches  immediately  thereafter. 

4.  Audio-Visual  Aids  Committee.  The  Associational  Missionary, 
together  with  four  other  members,  shall  constitute  this  committee, 
with  the  Missionary  serving  as  chairman.  This  committee  shall 
have  charge  of  all  visual  aid  equipment  of  the  Association  and 
keep  same  in  good  repair.  It  shall  recommend  to  the  Executive- 
Promotion  Committee  additional  purchases  of  this  equipment 
when  such  is  to  the  best  interest  of  the  Association,  and  if  the  cost 
of  such  purchase  is  above  the  amount  set  aside  in  the  budget 
for  this  purpose.  The  equipment  shall  be  made  available  for  use 
by  the  churches  in  the  promotion  of  the  entire  Associational  pro- 
gram. When  this  equipment  is  borrowed  and  put  to  use  by  any 
church  or  organization  of  the  Association  it  is  to  be  returned 
promptly  to  the  office  of  the  Missionary.    Those  who  use  this 
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equipment  shall  be  requested  to  handle  same  with  care  and  to  be 
responsible  for  any  damage  other  than  normal  wear. 

5.  Program  Committee.  This  committee  shall  be  composed  of 
the  Moderator  and  four  members  at  large  to  be  appointed  by  the 
Moderator.  The  duties  of  the  committee  shall  be  to  plan  the 
programs  of  the  annual  Association. 

6.  Committee  on  Committees.  This  committee  shall  be  appoint- 
ed by  the  Moderator  to  serve  for  a  period  of  one  year  and  shall 
be  composed  of  five  members  whose  duties  shall  be  to  recom- 
mend the  appointment  of  the  standing  committees  and  to  name 
any  other  committees  called  for  by  the  Association,  such  as, 
Associational  Missions,  Associational  Membership,  Obituary  Com- 
mittee, Committee  on  Public  Morals  and  Civic  Righteousness, 
Finance  Committee,  Radio  and  Television  Committee,  Committee 
on  Time,  Place  and  Preacher,  Committee  on  Resolutions,  Nominat- 
ing Committee,  Music  Committee,  and  the  representatives  of  the 
various  boards  and  institutions  supported  by  the  North  Carolina 
Baptist  Convention. 

7.  Obituary  Committee.  The  Obituary  Committee  shall  con- 
duct a  brief  service  at  the  annual  meeting  of  our  Association  in 
memory  of  those  members  from  the  various  churches  who  have 
been  called  to  their  heavenly  home. 

8.  Committee  on  Public  Morals  and  Civic  Righteousness.  The 
duties  of  this  committee  shall  be  to  inform  themselves  as  to  the 
moral  conditions  and  practices  in  our  midst,  to  study  these  condi- 
tions, to  use  their  influence  to  promote  high  ethical  standards  of 
life  and  conduct  on  the  part  of  our  people,  and  to  give  a  report 
of  their  work  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Association. 

9.  Radio  and  Television  Committee.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of 
this  committee  to  give  encouragement  to  the  local  radio  and 
television  stations  in  the  use  they  are  now  making  of  their  facili- 
ties in  broadcasting  morning  devotions,  the  broadcast  and  telecast 
of  the  programs  of  the  Radio-Television  Commission  of  Southern 
Baptists,  and  other  desirable  programs  of  a  religious  nature.  This 
committee  shall  further  seek  to  enlist  the  cooperation  of  these 
stations  when  special  efforts  are  underway  on  an  Associational- 
wide  basis,  to  the  end  that  our  Baptist  work  miqht  be  duly 
publicized  and  brouaht  to  the  attention  of  the  people  of  our 
country.  A  report  of  this  committee's  work  shall  be  given  at  the 
annual  AssOciational  meeting. 

10.  Committee  on  Time,  Place,  and  Preacher.  This  committee 
shall  recommend  the  meeting  place  for  our  annual  Association, 
state  the  time,  and  recommend  a  minister  and  an  alternate  for  the 
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annual  sermon.  This  shall  be  reported  to  the  Association  in 
annual  session. 

1 1 .  Committee  on  Resolutions.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  com- 
mittee to  draw  up  suitable  resolutions  relating  to  the  hospitality 
of  the  host  church  or  churches,  the  service  rendered  by  the  visiting 
speakers,  the  work  of  the  Associational  Officers,  and  other  per- 
tinent matters  that  should  be  included  in  this  committee's  report. 

12.  The  Nominating  Committee.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this 
committee  to  recommend  to  the  annual  session  of  the  Association 
prospective  officers  for  the  coming  year,  including  Moderator, 
Vice-Moderator,  Clerk,  Associate  Clerk  and  Statistician,  Treasurer, 
Chorister,  Pianist,  and  others  who  are  to  be  included  with  the 
Associational  Officers  as  provided  for  under  Section  IV  of  the 
Constitution. 

13.  Music  Committee.  This  committee  shall  offer  suggestions 
and  guidance  in  the  selection  of  the  type  of  music  that  is  desirable 
in  worship  and  in  our  varied  Associational  and  church  activities. 
It  shall  plan,  at  such  times  as  seem  opportune,  for  a  week  of 
instruction  in  church  music,  and  also  seek  as  it  has  opportunity, 
to  encourage  all  of  our  people  to  manifest  a  greater  interest  in  this 
vital  phase  of  our  Lord's  work. 

14.  Camp  Development  Committee.  This  committee  shall  have 
general  supervision  of  the  Associational  camp  which  is  located  in 
the  eastern  part  of  Rowan  County.  It  shall  inform  our  people 
about  the  scheduled  activities  and  opportunities  offered  at  the 
camp  and  also  of  the  rules  and  regulations  that  are  to  govern  its 
use.  The  above  committee  shall  promote  the  use  of  this  camp 
to  the  end  that  it  may  serve  a  high  and  worthwhile  purpose  as  a 
center  for  Christian  activities  by  all  departments  of  the  Associa- 
tional program.  Only  such  activities  as  tend  toward  the  develop- 
ment of  Christian  character  shall  be  encouraged  by  the  committee. 

15.  Historical  Committee.  This  committee  shall  be  composed 
of  three  members  elected  by  the  Association.  The  duties  of  this 
committee  shall  be  to  adequately  preserve  the  records  of  the 
activity  within  the  Association  that  may  be  of  interest  to  further 
generations. 

16.  Evanaelism  Committee.  This  committee  shall  be  composed 
of  five  members  elected  by  the  Association  and  shall  head  the 
Association  in  a  proqram  of  New  Testament  Evanqelism  in  co- 
operation with  the  North  Carolina  Baptist  Convention's  Depart- 
ment of  Evangelism. 

17.  Committee  to  study  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws.  A  com- 
mittee of  three  members,  elected  by  the  Association  shall  study 
the  Constitution  and  By-Laws  and  make  recommendations  for 
changes  as  needed.

TUESDAY 

MORNING  SESSION  OCTOBER  30,  1962 

1.  The  Thirty-fifth  Annual  Session  of  the  Rowan  Baptist  Associ- 
ation opened  at  the  First  Baptist  Church,  5th  Street,  Spencer,  at 
9:30  A.M.  with  the  Moderator,  Dr.  Clyde  D.  Chapman,  presiding. 
Bro.  Elmer  Phipps  led  the  group  in  singing  "We've  A  Story  To 
tell  to  The  Nations,"  with  Miss  Virginia  Neister  at  the  organ  and 
Mrs.  J.  Earle  Blalock  at  the  piano.  Rev.  Banks  Mullis,  Pastor  of  the 
Trading  Ford  Church,  led  the  devotionals,  using  Matthew  19:35. 

2.  Rev.  H.  M.  Hocutt  made  a  motion  that  the  Messengers  al- 
ready registered  and  those  who  will  register  constitute  the  enroll- 
ment of  Messengers  of  the  Rowan  Baptist  Association;  and  that 
the  printed  program,  with  any  needed  changes,  be  approved  as 
the  order  of  business.  The  motion  carried  after  second. 

3.  James  L.  McCoy,  Clerk,  was  recognized  and  gave  the  re- 
port of  the  Executive-Promotion  Committee  and  Digest  of  Church 
Letters.   This  report  was  approved. 

REPORT  OF  EXECUTIVE-PROMOTION  COMMITTEE 

The  Rowan  Baptist  Executive-Promotion  Committee  met  four 
times  in  regular  session  and  one  time  in  a  called  meeting  the  past 
Associational  Year. 

At  the  called  meeting  on  December  5,  1961,  a  request  was 
approved  from  the  Franklin  Mission  to  the  Baptist  State  Conven- 
tion of  North  Carolina  for  aid  on  purchase  of  lot  for  proposed 
church  building  in  the  amount  of  $2,500.00. 

The  Executive-Promotion  Committee,  in  session  at  the  January 
1962  meeting,  voted  favorably  on  a  recommendation  from  the 
Missions  Committee  that  the  Rowan  Association  participate  in  the 
Long-Range  Planning  Program  which  consists  of  four  basic  steps, 
namely:    (1)    Church  Survey,    (2)    Sunday  School  Enlargement, 
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(3)  Associational  Simultaneous  Revival,  (4)  Training  Union 
Enlargement,  and  that  the  Association  begin  the  program  in 
January  or  February  1963  with  a  School  of  Music,  followed  by  a 
Church  Survey  in  April  and  Sunday  School  Enlargement  during 
Preparation  Week  in  September  1963.  The  emphases  would  be 
climaxed  with  a  Simultaneous  Revival  in  the  Spring  of  1964. 

Ernest  C.  Upchurch,  Chairman,  Long-Range  Planning  Committee 
of  the  Baptist  State  Convention,  was  present  at  the  April  meeting 
and  presented  a  resume  of  the  Long-Range  Program  of  spiritual 
advance  for  the  period  of  1962  through  1968.  Dr.  Douglas  M. 
Branch,  General  Secretary-Treasurer,  Baptist  State  Convention,  was 
present  and  emphasized  the  value  of  this  program. 

The  Associational  Treasurer's  report  given  at  the  July  meeting 
showed  Receipts  of  $2,198.03,  Disbursements  of  $2,131.24,  with 
a  balance  on  hand  June  30,  1962  of  $390.63.  Bro.  R.  AA.  Gregory, 
Chairman  of  the  Associational  Finance  Committee,  presented  the 
proposed  Budget  for  the  Fiscal  Year  1962-63.  The  Executive- 
Promotion  Committee  received  the  Budget  as  information  and 
their  endorsement  was  made  of  the  suggested  plan  for  promoting 
the  Budget. 

At  the  final  meeting  of  the  Executive-Promotion  Committee  for 
the  Associational  Year,  the  following  requests  were  approved: 

1.  An  application  from  the  Trinity  Baptist  Church  to  Garden- 
Webb  College  for  Student  Aid  for  Georgia  Peele. 

2.  An  application  from  the  Franklin  Mission  to  the  Baptist  State 
Convention  of  North  Carolina  for  Ministerial  Aid. 

3.  An  application  from  the  Oakland  Heights  Chapel  to  the 
Baptist  State  Convention  of  North  Carolina  for  Ministerial  Aid. 

The  Executive-Promotion  Committee  was  informed  that  the 
New  Hope  Baptist  Mission,  which  is  located  approximately  half 
way  between  Dunn's  Mountain  and  Eastside  churches,  had  ex- 
pressed a  desire  to  the  Missions  Committee  that  the  Dunn's  Moun- 
tain church  sponsor  their  work. 

The  Associational  Treasurer's  report  given  at  the  October  meet- 
ing showed  Receipts  of  $2,535.85,  Disbursements  of  $2,144.92, 
leaving  a  balance  on  hand  September  30,  1962  of  $781.56.  The 
Treasurer  reported  that  all  bills  were  paid  as  of  that  date. 

Respectfully  submitted, 
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4.  C.  Gordon  AAaddry,  Executive  Secretary  of  the  N.  C.  Bap- 
tist Foundation,  was  recognized  and  gave  some  information  on 
the  Baptist  Foundation,  its  worth  and  functions,  He  stated  that 
it  is  owned,  controlled,  and  paid  for  by  the  Baptist  State  Con- 
vention. The  purpose  of  the  Baptist  Foundation  is  to  secure  and 
manage  endowments.  This  is  set  up  by  Baptists  for  Baptists. 

5.  Rev.  R.  O.  Brinkley,  Chairman  of  the  Membership  Commit- 
tee, was  recognized  and  brought  a  recommendation  from  the 
Committee  that  the  Canaan  Baptist  Church  be  received  into  full 
fellowship  of  the  Rowan  Association.  Rev.  John  E.  Carter,  Associ- 
ational  Missionary,  extended  the  right  hand  of  welcome  to  the 
Pastor  of  this  church,  Rev.  Paul  Spry  and  Bro.  J.  B.  Hinson,  Deacon 
of  the  church. 

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  RECEPTION  OF  NEW  CHURCHES 

On  last  October  24,  1961,  at  the  annual  session  of  the  Rowan 
Baptist  Association,  the  Canaan  Baptist  Church  was  received  under 
the  watchcare  of  the  association  for  one  year.  During  this  past 
year  this  church  has  shown  a  desire  and  tendency  to  cooperate 
with  our  organized  Baptist  Work.  Your  Committee  on  Reception  of 
New  Churches,  therefore,  now  recommends  that  the  Canaan  Bap- 
tist Church  be  received  into  the  full  fellowship  of  The  Rowan 
Baptist  Association.

6.  The  Moderator  appointed  the  Committee  on  Committees  for 
1962-63  which  was  composed  of  the  following:  Rev.  R.  O. 
Brinkley,  Chm.,  Mr.  H.  H.  Henderson,  Rev.  John  H.  Simpson,  Mrs. 
Richard  C.  Burris,  Miss  Betty  Ruth  Smith. 

7.  Rev.  John  H.  Simpson  made  a  motion  that  the  program  for 
next  year  be  changed  to  eliminate  the  night  session  and  have  two 
full  days  instead  of  the  present  schedule  of  one  full  day,  one 
night  session,  and  one-half  day.  This  motion  was  seconded  by 
Rev.  W.  J.  Stephenson.  Rev.  John  E.  Carter  made  a  motion  that 
the  matter  be  tabled  for  the  present  time,  that  it  be  considered 
further  at  the  miscellaneous  business  session  on  tomorrow.  Dr. 
Chapman,  host  Pastor,  extended  words  of  welcome  to  the  group, 
giving  sundry  instructions  relative  to  the  facilities  available  to  the 
messengers. 

8.  Rev.  John  E.  Carter  introduced  Rev.  Franklin  Harkins,  new 
Pastor  of  the  Wyatt's  Grove  Church;  and  Rev.  W.  J.  Stephenson 
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introduced  Rev.  Henry  Finch,  Assistant  Pastor  of  the  First  Church, 
Salisbury.  Visitors  recognized  were:  Mr.  and  Mrs.  C.  Gordon 
Maddry,  Raleigh,  N.  C,  Mr.  Richard  C.  Barnett,  Assoc.  Professor 
of  History,  Wake  Forest  College,  Mr.  Harold  Wood,  Athletic 
Coach,  Mars  Hill  College,  Mr.  Guy  Cain,  Secretary,  Relief  and 
Annuity.  Bro.  Elmer  Phipps  led  the  group  in  singing  "Send  The 
Light."  There  were  100  Messengers  and  28  Visitors  registered  at 
this  time  for  a  total  of  128. 

9.  Rev.  W.  J.  Stephenson  was  recognized  and  presented  cer- 
tain pertinent  facts  on  the  report  on  Christian  Higher  Education. 
He  requested  that  the  reading  of  the  report  be  dispensed  with 
and  that  it  be  approved.  Motion  carried  for  approval  of  this  re- 
port. Mr.  Richard  Barnett,  Associate  Professor  of  Histoy,  Wake 
Forest  College,  was  recognized  and  he  gave  information  on  the 
college,  inviting  the  people  to  support  and  visit  the  college.  Mr. 
Harold  Wood,  Athletic  Coach,  Mars  Hill  College,  was  recognized 
and  brought  greetings  from  the  college.  Bro.  Wood  stated  that 
Mars  Hill  wouid  be  an  accredited  four-year  college  next  year. 

REPORT  OF  NORTH  CAROLINA  BAPTIST  COLLEGES 

North  Carolina  Baptist  colleges  closed  another  record-breaking 
academic  year  (1961-62).  They  wish  to  express  gratitude  to  God 
and  to  the  Baptists  of  North  Carolina  for  divine  providence  and 
Christian  concern  in  their  behalf.  The  colleges  are  happy  to  report 
their  stewardship  to  the  associations.  All  seven  opened  in  the  fall 
of  1961  with  their  largest  enrollment:  Campbell — 1,429;  Chow- 
an— 752;  Gardner-Webb— 61  1;  Mars  Hill— 1,099;  Meredith— 
778;  Wingate — 912;  Wake  Forest — 2,866;  making  a  total  of  8,447. 
(Numbers  of  other  students  enrolled  during  the  second  semester 
and  summer  school  of  1962). 

Of  this  number,  approximately  2/3  were  members  of  Baptist 
churches.  About  one  out  of  eight  was  preparing  either  for  the 
ministry  or  some  church-related  vocation.  They  constitute  our  de- 
nominational leadership  for  tomorrow.  In  addition  to  these,  hun- 
dreds of  laymen  and  laywomen  are  being  prepared  for  their 
chosen  vocation,  giving  their  Christian  witness  in  every  walk  of 
life. 

The  past  academic  year  saw  many  excellent  physical  improve- 
ments and  additions  to  the  campuses: 

Campbell  College  completed  the  James  A.  Campbell  Memorial 
Administration  Building,  Bryan  Dormitory  for  Girls,  and  a  science 
building. 

Chowan  College  began  a  capital  fund  drive  for  $900,000  to 
construct  a  library  and  classroom-administration  building. 
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Gardner-Webb  has  completed  a  new  science  building. 

Mars  Hill  dedicated  its  new  auditorium  and  fine  arts  building. 

Meredith  has  added  a  new  dormitory  and  infirmary. 

Wake  Forest  has  moved  into  its  new  life  science  building  and 
dormitory  for  girls.  The  humanities  classroom  building  is  under 

construction. 

Wingate  has  completed  the  Budd  E.  Smith  Science  Building, 
boys'  dormitory,  and  is  completing  the  business  administration 
building. 

Total  plant  assets  of  these  colleges  are  in  excess  of  $45,000,000. 
For  the  past  10  years  Baptists  have  provided  about  $500,000  each 
year  to  help  with  these  capital  outlay  needs.  To  keep  these  cam- 
puses up  to  date  and  competitive,  several  thousands  of  dollars 
must  be  spent  each  year. 

The  total  operating  budget  of  the  seven  colleges  during  the 
year  was  about  $12,000,000.  Of  this  amount,  the  Cooperative 
Program  paid  about  5%.  Nearly  one-half  of  operating  costs  are 
paid  by  students  and  other  sources  such  as  endowment,  net  earn- 
ings from  auxiliary  enterprises  such  as  dormitories,  dining  room, 
student  center,  etc.  In  the  light  of  spirling  costs  and  expanded 
student  bodies,  these  colleges  face  very  crucial  financial  needs  in 
the  future. 

The  past  year  has  also  seen  a  strengthening  of  faculties.  In 
every  case  the  colleges  have  sought  to  raise  faculty  salaries  to  at- 
tract the  finest  and  best  qualified  teachers.  Additional  faculty 
members  have  been  added  to  meet  the  demand  of  growing  stu- 
dent bodies.  Faculty  salaries  are  still  entirely  too  low  in  all  of  the 
colleges. 

In  response  to  Convention  action,  Campbell  College  is  adding 
the  senior  year  this  fall  and  Mars  Hill  the  junior  year.  By  1964 
both  of  these  colleges  will  be  full  four-year  senior  colleges.  Wake 
Forest  has  made  a  modest  beginning  in  offering  graduate  degrees 
in  some  fields  of  study. 

The  Convention  is  in  its  first  year  of  the  Christian  Education 
Advance  Program.  Under  this  program  each  church  is  asked  to 
increase  its  gifts  through  the  Cooperative  Program  35%  for 
1962,  '63  and  '64.  Thirty  per  cent  of  this  amount  is  to  go  to  the 
colleges  and  construction  of  student  centers  on  non-Baptist  cam- 
puses. Some  400  to  500  churches  have  made  this  increase  in 
1962.  The  Cooperative  Program  is  somewhat  higher  at  this  time 
than  last  year,  and  for  this  we  are  grateful.    However,  in  order

to  meet  our  goals,  it  will  be  necessary  for  more  churches  to  in- 
crease their  Cooperative  Program  giving  by  35%. 

The  colleges  are  deliberately  and  continually  seeking  to  illumi- 
nate the  total  educational  process  with  the  atmosphere  of  the 
Christian  faith.  In  addition  to  Christ-oriented  teaching,  opportuni- 
ties are  provided  daily  and  weekly  for  worship.  On  each  campus 
is  a  qualified  director  of  religious  activities  whose  responsibility 
is  to  counsel  with  students  and  faculty,  as  well  as  to  correlate  and 
promote  a  program  of  voluntary  religious  activities  designed  for 
spiritual  growth. 

The  future  of  Christian  education  in  America  is  at  stake  today. 
With  increased  state  and  federal  interest  in  and  aid  to  higher  edu- 
cation, more  and  more  students  will  attend  state  institutions.  Our 
taxes  will  grow  correspondingly  higher.  These  state  colleges  by 
their  very  nature  cannot  perform  the  task  of  Christian  education. 
A  Christ-oriented  education  must  always  be  provided  by  the 
church.  Baptists  would  be  the  last  group  to  ask  the  state  to  teach 
religion  for  them.  In  a  great  republic  like  ours  education  needs 
the  support  of  many  groups  including  the  church.  A  state-con- 
trolled monolithic  system  of  education  is  foreign  to  our  pluralistic 
society. 

Into  this  expanding  sea  of  secular  education  Baptist  must 
choose  to  give  witness  to  our  faith.  Let  us  not  oppose  other  forces 
operating  in  the  field  of  higher  education,  but  rather  undergird 
and  strengthen  our  own  institutions  that  they  may  do  their  work 
and  do  it  well. 

Please  support  your  colleges  by: 

(1)  Acquainting  yourself  wth  your  colleges.  Visit  them,  read 
about  them,  invite  the  students  and  faculty  into  your  church  to 
conduct  services. 

(2)  Encouraging  your  finest  students  to  attend.  Be  sure  that 
they  apply  early. 

(3)  Praying  for  the  schools — the  presidents,  administration, 
faculty,  trustees,  and  students. 

(4)  Increasing  your  Cooperative  Program  giving  35%  this 
year. 

(5)  Observing  the  Christian  Education  Day,  Father's  Day — in 
June.

MINISTERS  RETIREMENT  REPORT 

David's  prayer,  "Cast  me  not  off  in  the  time  of  old  age;  forsake 
me  not  when  my  strength  faileth,"  Psalm  71:9,  is  an  appropriate 
prayer  for  every  minister  and  religious  worker.  It  is  recognized 
that  many  of  our  religious  workers  could  establish  far  better 
economic  security  in  some  other  vocation,  but  following  the  lead- 
ership of  the  Holy  Spirit  they  have  answered  God's  call  to  the 
ministry.  Like  other  people,  preachers  also  get  old  and  feeble  if 
life  is  long.  The  ministry  of  our  Annuity  Board  provides  every 
church  with  the  oportunity  of  being  the  instrument  by  which  God 
answers  this  prayer.  By  entering  their  pastor  and  other  vocational 
workers  in  the  Ministers  Retirement  Plan  or  The  Southern  Baptist 
Protection  Plan,  a  church  can  help  see  to  it  that  no  pastor  or  other 
religious  worker  is  cast  off  in  the  time  of  old  age,  nor  forsaken 
when  strength  begins  to  fail." 

Not  only  is  there  a  need  for  protection  of  aged  religious  work- 
ers, but  there  is  also  a  need  for  protection  for  the  widows  and 
orphans  of  workers  who  die  in  the  service  of  the  Lord.  During 
a  three  month  period  in  1962  (April,  May,  June)  39  widows  were 
added  to  the  number  of  widows  and  orphans  who  are  being  min- 
istered to  by  the  Annuity  Board.  How  many  wives  of  religious 
workers  became  widows  last  year  in  churches  that  had  not  pro- 
vided for  them?  How  many  churches  last  year  were  guilty  of  the 
charge  made  in  Job  22:9,  "Thou  hast  sent  widows  away  empty, 
and  the  arms  of  the  fatherless  have  been  broken." 

In  the  Rowan  Association  there  are  35  churches  and  3  mis- 
sions. Of  these  38  churches  and  missions,  only  20  are  partici- 
pating in  the  Ministers  Retirement  Plan,  or  The  Southern  Baptist 
Protection  Plan.  Of  these  20  churches,  8  have  their  pastors  in 
the  Ministers  Retirement  Plan,  and  12  are  in  the  Southern  Baptist 
Protection  Plan. 

The  churches  can  enter  their  pastors  and  other  vocational  work- 
ers into  the  Southern  Baptist  Protection  Plan  by  paying  5%  of  the 
salary,  but  not  to  exceed  $200  per  year,  with  the  worker  paying 
an  equal  amount.  In  our  association,  8  out  of  the  20  participating 
churches  are  paying  the  entire  10%  as  a  matter  of  love  for  their 
pastors. 
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We  invite  all  churches  to  prayerfully  consider  the  unspoken,  but 
very  real  prayer  of  their  pastors,  "Cast  me  not  off  in  time  of  old 
age;  forsake  me  not  when  my  strength  faileth."

1  1.  Rev.  John  E.  Carter  was  recognized  and  brought  the  Mis- 
sions report.  Rev.  Carter  urged  renewed  zeal  and  increased  sup- 
port of  missions  by  the  Rowan  Association.  This  report  was  ap- 
proved. The  Moderator  introduced  Dr.  E.  L.  Spivey  of  Raleigh, 
N.  C,  who  spoke  to  the  report.  Dr.  Spivey  brought  a  challenging 
message  pointing  out  the  necessity  of  a  love  for  people  and  their 
needs,  and  challenged  the  group  to  face  up  to  reality.  He  further 
stated  that  God  demands  more  than  lip  service — He  demands 
life  service.  The  Moderator  made  announcements  relative  to 
the  noon  meal. 

MISSIONS  REPORT 

Missions  is  my  mission;  but,  what  is  Missions?  In  a  broad  sense 
of  the  word  is  it  not  everything  that  is  done  sincerely  in  the  name 
of  Jesus:  paying  the  pastor's  salary,  his  retirement,  building  a 
new  church  house,  providing  literature  for  Bible  study,  etc.?  All 
this  is  Christian  Missions.  On  the  other  hand  if  we  provide  for 
ourselves  that  which  we  are  not  willing  to  share  with  the  peoples 
of  the  whole  world,  are  we  not  allowing  the  spirit  of  selfishness — 
not  the  Holy  Spirit — to  hold  sway  in  our  life? 

So  now,  let  us  look  at  the  more  generally  accepted  interpreta- 
tion of  Missions — that  which  we  do  in  the  name  of  Jesus  beyond 
the  bounds  of  our  own  church  community.  This  involves  the  co- 
operation of  our  church  with  other  churches,  pooling  our  re- 
sources— funds  and  leadership — to  do  the  job  that  our  church 
could  not  undertake  alone. 

ASSOCIATIONAL  missions  has  to  do  with  helping  the  churches 
to  have  adequately  trained  leadership  through  providing  courses 
of  leadership  training,  establishing  new  missions  and  churches 
where  needed — assisting  those  that  may  be  in  need,  and  general 
promotion  of  all  facets  of  the  Kingdom  work.  All  this  is  done 
under  the  direction  of  the  messengers  elected  by  the  cooperating 
churches — incidentally,  this  is  true  with  regard  to  the  State  and 
Southern  Baptist  Conventions,  too. 

State  Missions  enlarges  on  the  efforts  of  the  Association,,  coop- 
erating with  and  working  through  the  Association  to  help  meet 
the  needs  of  the  churches  as  they  seek  to  carry  out  their  God 
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given  Mission.  Much  of  our  effort  at  this  level  is  channeled 
through:  (1)  Social  Service  institutions:  Childrens'  homes, 
Homes  for  the  Aging,  and  Hospital,  (2)  Christian  Higher  Edu- 
cation through  7  colleges  and  Fruitland  Preacher's  School, 
(3)  Ministry  to  Minority  Groups:  Negro,  Indian  and  foreign 
born  wives  of  Service  men,  (4)  General  promotion  of  organiza- 
tional efficiency  and  stewardship  along  with  other  ministries  total- 
ing more  than  25. 

Home  Missions  is  a  continuing  expanding  of  the  above  min- 
istries, reaching  out  into  Pioneer  Fields,  Migrant  work,  Theological 
Education  in  6  seminaries,  rescue  and  city  mission  programs,  radio 
and  television  ministries  and  many  others. 

Foreign  Missions  is  an  effort  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  people 
beyond  our  National  boundaries  in  the  name  of  Jesus.  To  do  this 
we  have  1,579  Missionaries  working  in  51  countries.  Perchance 
the  following  statements  will  give  us  an  idea  of  the  overwhelm- 
ing need  and  at  the  same  time  create  a  greater  compassion  within 

US: 

Columbia:  A  missionary  family  of  four  and  two  new  converts 
are  trying  to  witness  to  a  city  of  670,000. 

East  Pakistan:  10  people  die  every  hour  of  Tuberculosis,  in 
1960  450,000  babies  died  at  birth  and  216,000  mothers  died  in 
childbirth. 

Thailand:     Life  expectancy  is  less  than  30  years. 

The  World:  75%  of  the  people  are  hungry  and  50%  suffer 
from  severe  mal-nutrition.  Southern  Baptist  last  year  gave  only 
$1.80  per  member  to  World  Missions  beyond  our  borders. 

Rowan  Baptist  gave  last  year  $6.52  per  member  to  all  missions 
outside  the  local  community.  This  year,  a  little  better,  $7.94  per 
member — the  staggering  sum  of  $.15  per  member  per  week. 
Less  than  the  cost  of  a  pack  of  cigarettes  or  3  soft  drinks;  the  cost 
of  ^-gallon  of  gasoline.  In  the  light  of  what  Jesus  gave  to  Re- 
deem the  World,  how  much  do  you  care?  Can't  you  hear  the 
despairing  cry  of  an  East  Berliner,  or  Chinese,  or  Cuban,  saying: 
"No  man  cared  for  my  soul";  or  their  plaintive  cry  saying:  "Come 
over  into  Macedonia  and  help  us."

13.  The  afternoon  session  was  opened  with  the  singing  of 
"Crown  Him  With  Many  Crowns,"  led  by  Bro.  Elmer  Phipps  with 
Miss  Virginia  Neister  at  the  organ.  The  Praise  and  Worship  period 
was  led  by  Rev.  L.  D.  Scruggs,  Pastor  of  the  Needmore  Church, 
Woodleaf.  Rev.  Scruggs  read  from  Isaiah  52  beginning  with 
verse  seven  and  offered  prayer. 

14.  Rev.  Clarence  Talbert  was  recognized  and  he  requested  a 
meeting  of  the  Time,  Place  and  Preacher  Committee.  Rev.  W.  J.

ASSOC! ATIONAL  REPORT  ON  EVANGELISM,  1962 

Someone  has  said,  "Two  things  make  our  age  unique,  It  is  the 
age  of  total  revolution,  and  it  is  the  age  of  terrible  urgency." 

If  this  is  a  total  revolution,  then  it  means  that  it  will  sweep  the 
entire  world  in  its  onslaught.  This  certainly  provokes  a  terrible 
urgency.  This  is  not  another  crisis.  This  world  has  had  numbers 
of  these.  This  is  total  revolution,  and  it  can  only  be  met  with  any 
degree  of  success  with  total  dedication,  on  our  part,  to  our  Lord 
and  Saviour,  Jesus  Christ. 

Important  meetings  and  programs: 

Our  associational  clinic  on  evangelism  will  be  held  February 
28,  1963,  at  Trinity  Baptist  Church.  All  pastors  and  associational 
officers  should  attend,  along  with  the  teachers  and  officers  of  all 
church  organizations. 

Soul-Winning  Commitment  Day,  January  6,  1963.  We  must 
train  soul-winners  by  using  "The  Guide  for  Training  Christian 
Witnesses" — pastor's  edition — (which  will  be  mailed  free  to  every 
pastor  on  November  15,  1962,  by  the  Training  Union  Depart- 
ment). Also,  "Learning  to  Witness"  to  be  ordered  along  with  Sun- 
day School  quarterlies  from  the  Sunday  School  Board,  Nashville, 
Tennessee. 
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February  11-13,  1963,  State-wide  Evangelistic  Conference, 
Greensboro.  Every  church  would  do  well  to  consider  sending  its 
pastor  to  this  spiritually  refreshing  conference.  Lay  people  should 
attend  too. 

February  is  transfer  Church  Membership  Month.  The  non-resi- 
dent church  membership  problem  should  have  special  attention 
at  this  time  to  be  followed  with  perennial  efforts. 

March  and  April — Baptist  Jubilee  Revival  Crusades.  The  date 
for  the  Baptist  Jubilee  Revival  in  our  association  is  October  6-20, 
1963. 

July  2-4,  1963  Convention-wide  Evangelistic  Conference,  Dal- 
las, Texas.  Many  people  are  praying  and  planning  for  this  to  be 
the  greatest  conference  on  evangelism  ever  held  among  South- 
ern Baptist. 

March  and  April,  1964  World-wide  Baptist  Jubilee  Revival. 
The  date  for  our  association  is  March  8-22,  1964. 

A  quick  survey  of  evangelism  in  our  association  last  year  re- 
veals the  following  facts:  Our  pastors,  whose  first  duty  it  is  to 
win  the  lost  to  Christ  won  nine  (9)  persons  to  Christ  for  each 
pastor,  it  required  1  1,506  Christians  to  win  348  souls  to  our  Lord 
or  33  Christians  to  win  ONE  (1)  soul  to  Jesus  for  an  entire  year. 

All  things  point  up  the  need  for  full  committal  to  Christ  in  his 
redemptive  purpose  NOW  .  .  .  Nothing  less  than  this  will  be 
enough.  In  fact  nothing  less  than  this  has  ever  been  enough.

There  were  140  Messengers  and  68  Visitors  registered 
at  this  time  for  a  total  of  208. 

WOMAN'S  MISSIONARY  UNION  REPORT  1962 

Many  hands  have  labored  faithfully  to  achieve  the  accomplish- 
ments of  Rowan  Woman's  Missionary  Union  this  past  year  and  we 
are  grateful  for  their  labors. 

As  we  examine  our  records  we  see  that  we  have  made  gains 
in  some  areas  of  our  work  while  there  have  been  losses  in  other 
areas.  At  the  beginning  of  the  year  we  had  a  Woman's  Missionary 
Society  in  every  church  but  one,  and  in  one  of  our  three  missions. 
As  of  Sept.  30  we  have  a  WMS  in  every  church,  and  two  churches 
with  two  societies  each,  making  a  net  gain  of  three  societies. 
There  was  a  net  gain  of  one  Sunbeam  Band  and  of  two  Girls's 
Auxiliaries.  But  we  had  a  loss  of  three  Young  Woman's  Auxil- 
iaries. O  that  we  might  feel  more  keenly  our  responsibility  for 
Training  our  youth  in  missions,  for  with  them  lies  the  hope  of  our 
mission  program  of  tomorrow! 

From  the  time  of  Mary  Webb,  of  Boston,  and  her  little  society 
of  fourteen  members,  eight  of  whom  were  Baptists,  giving  to 
missions  has  been  one  of  the  chief  reasons  for  organizing 
woman's  missionary  unions.  Last  year  we  had  twenty  societies 
with  one-hundred  per  cent  of  their  members  giving  through  the 
Cooperative  Program.  Eleven  with  at  least  one-half  of  the  mem- 
bers tithing  and  six  with  en  increase  in  all  three  of  the  special 
offerings.  However,  there  was  a  loss  in  the  totals  of  each  of 
these  offerings. 

It  is  possible  to  report  definite  results  in  the  prayer  life  of 
members  but  we  feel  that  there  has  been  a  deepening  of  interest 
in  individual  prayer  and  in  reading  and  studying  books  on  prayer 
and  in  the  use  of  the  prayer  calendar  during  these  Jubilee  Years, 
which  Woman's  Missionary  Union  has  designated  as  "an  era  of 
prayer." 

The  missionary  message  of  the  Bible  reveals  God  as  the  loving 
Father  who  has  made  possible  salvation  to  all  by  the  death  of  His 
Son.  Telling  people  everywhere  how  to  be  saved  is  the  business 
of  every  Christian.  Woman's  Missionary  Union  members  feel 
keenly  our  responsibility  to  witness  where  we  are,  and  our 
hearts  rejoice  to  note  an  increasing  number  of  societies  partici- 
pating in  a  program  of  definite  soul-winning  visitation. 

We  are  grateful  for  the  task  he  has  given  and  the  achieve- 
ments made  in  His  name  but  we  are  ashamed  of  our  failures, 
aware  of  our  weakness  and  ever  mindful  of  the  many  challenging 
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opportunities  yet  ahead.  As  we  compare  our  Woman's  Missionary 
Union  rolls  with  our  church  and  Sunday  School  rolls  we  find  in 
most  cases  that  we  have  almost  as  many  women  and  young  peo- 
ple unenlisted  in  our  organizations  as  we  have  members.  This 
presents  a  great  challenge  for  the  new  year.  We  need  to  provide 
more  circles  and  youth  organizations  and  go  out  and  with  loving 
concern  enlist  these  unenlisted.  Our  prayer  is  that  soon  these 
women  and  young  people  will  be  sharing  with  us  the  joy  which 
comes  from  serving  our  Lord  through  Woman's  Missionary 
Union.  May  the  "Lord  of  the  harvest"  thrust  us  forth  with  re- 
newed zeal  and  in  the  power  of  His  might  that  we  may  reap 
more  abundantly  in  this  our  Diamond  Jubilee  Year.

Mr.  Vernon  Sparrow,  Mills  Home,  Thomas- 
ville,  was  recognized  and  introduced  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Jerry  Hill  who 
direct  the  choir  from  the  Children's  Home.  The  Choir  rendered 
beautifully  three  anthems  to  the  enjoyment  of  all  present.  The 
motion  previously  made  was  carried  at  this  time. 

REPORT  OF  THE  BAPTIST  CHILDREN'S  HOMES 

We  are  proud  of  the  fact  that  the  administrators  of  the  Baptist 
Children's  Homes  are  making  us  aware  of  the  fact  that,,  "Today's 
children  will  become  the  adults  who  shape  tomorrow's  world." 
We  are  all  in  the  business  of  guiding  our  youth  into  maturity,  but 
the  Children's  Homes  take  those  children  who  are  forsaken,  un- 
wanted, and  unloved,  and  by  special  skill  they  are  able  to  take 
these  hurt  and  rejected  children  and  help  them  to  grow  into 
healthy  and  responsible  citizens. 

We  all  know  that  each  child  is  different,  but  the  Children's 
Homes  use  these  differences  in  helping  these  children  solve  their 
different  problems,  and  to  lead  them  to  the  master  problem  solver, 
Jesus  Christ.  So,  we  are  happy  to  inform  you  that  our  Children's 
Homes  are  engaged  in  the  most  important  business  in  the  world, 
leading  children  to  know  Christ. 

For  many  years  providing  food,  clothing  and  shelter  for  orphans 
was  the  main  task  of  the  Children's  Homes,  but  today,  they  in- 
form us,  the  main  task  is  with  children  who  for  various  reasons 
have  lost  the  security  of  home  and  parents.  During  the  past  year, 
848  boys  and  girls  were  served  by  the  Baptist  Children's  Homes. 
In  addition  to  those  already  in  care,  applications  were  received  for 
the  admission  of  646  other  children.  There  was  space  and  money 
sufficient  to  admit  170  of  these — leaving  476  for  whom  no  room 
was  available.  Provision  should  be  made  immediately  to  expand 
greatly  our  foster  home  program  to  meet  the  needs  of  these 
children.  This  can  be  done  through  an  increased  Thanksgiving 
Offering. 
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Increasingly,  your  Homes  are  being  called  upon  to  serve  chil- 
dren who  are  disturbed  and  emotionally  ill.  In  addition  to  tradi- 
tional types  of  child  care,  there  is  a  growing  need  for  specialized 
supervision  and  services.  It  is  hoped  that  a  step  can  be  taken, 
within  the  year,  to  begin  to  provide,  on  a  small  scale,  such  serv- 
ices at  the  North  Carolina  Medical  Center  at  Chapel  Hill. 

Financial  support  this  year  has  come  from  the  following 
sources: 

Cooperative  Program,  33  Per  Cent;  Thanksgiving  Offering,  30 
Per  Cent;  Once-A-AAonth  Offering,  16  Per  Cent;  and  All  Other, 
21  Per  Cent. 

For  the  first  time,  income  to  the  Children's  Homes  through  the 
Cooperative  Program  exceeds  that  of  the  Thanksgiving  Offering. 
This  source  of  income  meets  one  third  of  the  operating  budget 
and  is  greatly  appreciated.  At  the  same  time,  the  Thanksgiving 
Offering  continues  to  be  vital  for  existence,  providing  30  per  cent 
of  income.  We  sorely  need  an  increase  of  one  hundred  thousand 
dollars  through  the  Thanksgiving  Offering  this  year.  This  would 
enable  us  to  provide  a  Christian  home  and  care  for  an  additional 
125  children. 

We  owe  a  debt  of  deep  gratitude  to  our  friends  whose  genuine 
concern  for  the  welfare  of  our  children  makes  this  help  possible — 
especially  our  Baptist  people.  You  have  afforded  hundreds  of 
boys  and  girls  opportunities  and  privileges  which  they  otherwise 
could  not  have  had. 

This  year  is  the  75th  anniversary  of  the  Charity  and  Children, 

which  is  the  official  publication  of  the  Baptist  Children's  Homes. 
Each  week  55,000  copies  are  sent  to  churches  and  individual  sub- 
scribers throughout  the  state  and  beyond.  You  are  invited  to  be 
among  these  readers  and  thus  stay  informed  of  our  child  care 
ministry  and  other  denominational  endeavors  each  week.

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ASSOCIATIONAL  REPORT 
NORTH  CAROLINA  BAPTIST  HOMES  FOR  THE  AGING 

The  past  year  in  our  N.  C.  Baptist  Homes  for  the  Aging  has 
been  one  of  great  blessing.  Of  unusual  significance  has  been  the 
opening  of  our  fourth  Home,  the  Hamilton  Home,  located  in 
Eastern  North  Carolina,  and  enabling  us  to  minister  to  30  addi- 
tional people.  The  residents  there  are  supremely  happy  and  are 
enjoying  the  abundant  life  in  the  beautiful  new  facility. 

Over  the  past  eleven  years  we  have  increased  by  eight  times 
our  ability  to  minister  to  the  aging  in  our  midst.  In  the  beginning, 
there  were  20  residents,  and  now  we  are  able  to  give  loving  care 
to  160  persons  in  our  four  Homes — Resthaven,  and  the  Hayes 
Home,  in  Winston-Salem,  the  Albemarle  Home,  at  Albemarle,  the 
Hamilton  Home,  at  Hamilton. 

The  need  for  more  space  is  most  urgent  and  pressing.  Today 
there  are  138  applicants  on  the  waiting  list.  We  will  want  to  move 
forward,  therefore,  as  rapidly  as  funds  will  permit  in  meeting  the 
crying  demands  of  our  ever-growing  population  of  aging  people 
who  need  our  care. 

The  Special  Day  Offerings  from  our  churches  are  at  an  all-time 
high  and  are  likely  to  go  beyond  all  previous  offerings  by  the 
end  of  the  fiscal  year.  We  want  to  thank  all  who  have  had  a  part 
in  these  vital  offerings,  and  we  would  urgently  appeal  to  each 
church  to  continue  giving  as  liberally  as  possible  through  this 
vital  medium.  Ninety  per  cent  of  the  residents  who  live  in  our 
four  Homes  are  financially  needy  people  and  are  sustained  by  the 
Special  Day  Offerings  from  our  churches  each  year. 

The  plea  of  the  elderly  person  in  our  midst,  "Cast  me  not  off 
in  the  time  of  old  age!",,  is  one  that  cannot  be  lightly  brushed 
aside,  but  one  that  must  continue  to  challenge  the  highest  and 
holiest  in  every  North  Carolina  Baptist  as  we  move  forward  in 
this  great  ministry  which  God  has  committed  to  us.

The  mo- 
tion carried.  Rev.  Jackson  presented  Bro.  C.  W.  Bazemore,  Assoc. 
Editor  and  Circulation  Manager  of  the  Biblical  Recorder,  Raleigh, 
who  spoke  to  the  report.   Bro.  Bazemore  urged  the  people  to  be 
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alert  to  the  times  and  to  keep  informed  by  reading  wholesome 
and  informative  literature. 

1962  CHRISTIAN  LITERATURE  REPORT: 

The  Bibical  Recorder  is  deeply  indebted  to  North  Carolina  Bap- 
tists for  the  manner  in  which  the  rate  increase  of  July  1,  1961  was 
accepted.  This  was  the  first  such  increase  in  many  years  and 
frankly,  there  was  some  concern  about  how  it  would  affect  circu- 
lation. You  will  be  pleased  to  learn  that  the  increase  had  had 
little  if  any  effect  on  the  circulation  of  the  Recorder.  Such  accept- 
ance on  the  part  of  our  Baptist  people  provides  great  encourage- 
ment to  the  Recorder  staff  and  directors. 

Even  though  the  Biblical  Recorder  will  be  130  years  old  next 
year,  it  continues  to  be  as  fresh  and  up-to-date  as  the  morning 
headlines.  Our  state  paper  is  solid  and  dependable  yet  keeps 
an  open  mind  to  that  which  is  progressive  and  that  which  will  help 
Baptists  to  do  a  better  job. 

As  all  of  us  know  in  our  local  churches,  an  accurate  channel 
of  information  is  necessary.  This  is  as  true  in  our  denomination 
as  it  is  in  our  churches.  The  Recorder  is  that  channel  to  keep  you 
in  touch  each  week  with  all  that  Baptists  are  doing  around  the 
world. 

In  addition  to  keeping  you  informed,  the  Recorder  also  is  an 
open  forum  for  discussion  of  issues  in  which  all  of  us  are  inter- 
ested. Being  a  free  people,  Baptists  are  never  afraid  to  discuss 
their  problems  in  a  Christian  spirit.  This  has  been  evidenced  in 
the  Recorder  during  the  past  year. 

More  than  1,700  churches  now  have  Recorder  clubs  but  that 
number  should  be  at  least  2,000.  This  goal  can  be  attained  if 
pastors  and  church  leaders  will  put  forth  a  little  special  effort. 
The  Every  Family  Plan,  costing  only  4$  a  week  per  family,  is  the 
best  way  as  more  than  500  churches  can  testify.  Even  the  Club 
Plan  is  only  a  nickel  a  week  or  $2.50  a  year. 

Those  connected  with  the  Biblical  Recorder  consider  it  an  honor 
as  well  as  a  responsibility  to  serve  North  Carolina  Baptists.  Keep 
them  in  your  prayers  during  the  coming  year. 

In  addition  to  this  report  I  would  like  to  urge  our  churches  to 
make  a  devoted  effort  to  supply  our  people,  through  the  means 
of  a  library,  or  any  other  means  that  one  may  deem  best,  with 
other  christian  literature.  There  are  a  number  of  very  informative 
periodicals  that  are  being  published.  I  would  mention  two  at  this 
conjuncture — The  Christian  Century  and  Christianity  Today.  I  am 
well  aware  that  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  has  a  number  of 
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periodicals  but  the  day  has  come  that  we  must  be  informed  about 
Christianity  as  a  world  wide  endeavor. 

Also  I  would  encourage  our  churches  to  make  another  effort  in 
supplying  our  people  with  various  books,  such  as  The  Interpreters 
Bible  and  The  Interpreters  Bible  Dictionary.  We  must  not  expect 
our  teachers  and  leaders  to  give  their  best  in  teaching  and  leading 
if  we  as  churches  do  not  supply  them  with  the  best  material.  This 
can  be  done  through  the  church  library  or  other  means.  In  closing 
I  must  say  that  these  efforts  must  be  backed  by  the  Pastor  and 
possibly  started  by  the  pastor.

REPORT  OF  THE  AMERICAN  BIBLE  SOCIETY 

Wherever  need  exists  there  is  power  available  to  meet  that 
need.  This  simple  conviction  comes  from  the  Bible,  with  its  Mes- 
sage of  life-giving  power  that  God  in  Jesus  Christ  redeems  the 
world.  The  Bible,  therefore,  more  than  any  other  book,  or  col- 
lection of  books,  has  power  to  enlighten,  to  emancipate,  to  con- 
sole, to  transform,  to  enrich  and  unify.  The  secret  of  its  power  lies 
in  the  sublimity  of  its  central  theme  and  the  enduring  character  of 
its  message.  The  American  Bible  Society  continues  as  a  significant 
servant  of  the  Christian  Church  in  helping  this  "power  of  God  unto 
salvation"  come  alive  around  the  world  by  translating,  printing, 
distributing  and  encouraging  the  use  of  the  Bible. 

As  of  December  31,  1961  some  part  of  the  Scriptures  or  the 
entire  Bible  had  been  translated  in  1181  languages.  On  an  aver- 
age of  every  31  days  the  Bible  speaks  to  a  new  people  in  their 
own  language  for  the  first  time.  More  Scripture  translations  and 
revisions  are  being  made  today  than  at  any  time  in  the  past.  The 
Bible  is  the  one  Book  that  should  be  possessed  by  all  men.  The 
fundamental  purpose  of  the  Bible  Society  is  to  bring  "the  man 
with  the  Book"  into  contact  with  "the  man  without  the  Book." 

Whenever  our  churches  contribute  to  the  American  Bible  So- 
ciety we  are  helping  place  the  printed  Word,  or  some  part  of  it, 
in  the  hands  of  every  man;  whatever  tongue  he  may  speak,  re- 
gardless of  his  station  in  life,  wherever  he  lives.

Members  of  the  Rowan  Association  stand  with  pensive  hearts 
at  the  brink  of  our  new  association  year.  Even  the  brave  and 
deeply  consecrated  souls  must  lean  on  the  everlasting  arms 
of  our  Heavenly  Father  with  the  trusting  faith  of  a  little  child. 
With  the  threat  of  nuclear  war  and  Godless  Communism  sweeping 
the  hemisphere  like  a  scourge,  it  is  a  challenge  to  every  believing 
child  of  God  to  redouble  his  efforts  in  witnessing,  giving  and  serv- 
ing— that  together  we,  the  members  and  pastors  of  our  associ- 
ation, may  grow  stronger  and  more  dedicated  to  the  spiritual 
needs  around  us,  that  we  may  be  prepared  for  the  trying  days  we 
are  facing. 

Our  35  churches  and  2  missions  are  all  making  fine  and  en- 
couraging progress  despite  the  fact  that  3  of  our  churches  do 
not  have  pastors:  Emmanuel,  Stallings,  and  East  Corinth.  Two 
of  our  churches  have  new  pastors.  Henry  Finch  has  been  called 
as  assistant  pastor  of  the  First  Church.  East  Spencer  Church,  Searcy 
Jackson  pastor,  has  pointed  up  its  prestige  by  changing  its  name 
to  First  Baptist  Church  of  East  Spencer.  This  small  suburban  church 
has  an  active  and  devoted  membership,  doing  a  glorious  work 
for  Christ. 

Most  of  our  association  church  properties  are  beautifully  taken 
care  of  and  are  in  good  condition.  Redecorating,  refurnishing, 
remodeling  and  new  educational  plants  are  in  evidence  every- 
where. Let  us  take  a  brief  glance  at  our  activities,  which  is  by  no 
means  inclusive: 
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Calvary  repainted  and  installed  new  carpet  in  auditorium;  made 
some  changes  in  educational  building  and  repainted. 

First  Baptist,  East  Spencer.  Name  changed  from  East  Spencer 
Baptist  Church  to  First  Baptist,  East  Spencer. 

Enon — October  8,  1961  purchased  9  acres  property  for  new 
parsonage.  Let  contract  for  parsonage  November  25,  1961  for 
$18,000.00.  Completed  and  presented  key  to  pastor  May  20, 
1962. 

Gold  Hill — The  church  had  a  new  gas  furnace  installed.  A  new 
picnic  table  was  erected.  The  water  supply  at  the  parsonage  was 
improved. 

Needmore — New  parsonage  completed  this  year. 

Pine  Ridge — New  pastor  called  July  10,  1962. 

Rowan  AAiils — After  meeting  all  other  items  in  our  budget  this 
year,  we  also  put  aside  $4,550.00  in  our  Building  Fund. 

Salisbury,  Community — New  auditorium  started  but  not  com- 
pleted. 

Salisbury,  Emmanuel — Pastor's  resignation  effective  June  1, 
1962.  No  new  pastor  called  at  this  date. 

Salisbury,  North  Main — Paving  streets  and  steps  surrounding 
church.  Purchase  of  Visual  Aid  projector. 

Trading  Ford — Plans  are  being  studied  for  construction  of  new 
church  and  educational  building.  Our  budget  for  1961-1962, 
$25,050.00.  Contributions  exceeded  budget  $2,538.98. 

West  Park — Paid  off  debt  of  $2,500.00  borrowed  to  build  six 
new  Sunday  School  rooms. 

Yadkin — The  Tyro  Baptist  Mission  which  was  sponsored  by 
Yadkin  Baptist  Church  was  organized  into  the  Tyro  Baptist  Church. 

Oakland  Heights  Mission — On  January  7,  1962  Crusade  Baptist 
Mission  of  Trading  Ford  Church  changed  its  name  to  Oakland 
Heights  Chapel. 

West  Corinth  has  invested  in  a  lovely  Hammond  organ  for  the 
Sanctuary — a  worthy  inspiring  addition. 

Two  new  pastors  in  our  association  are  Rev.  Paul  Spry,  pastor  of 
Canaan;  and  Rev.  Franklin  Harkins,  pastor  of  Wyatts  Grove. 

Our  associational  missionary,  Brother  John  Carter,  is  perhaps 
the  hardest  working  pastor  "without  a  church."  He  is  a  great 
blessing  to  our  work  here  and  has  recently  direced  a  successful 
leadership  training  study  at  First  Church.  We  are  grateful  for  the 
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dedicated  heart  and  willing  hands  of  our  Missionary.  "AA"  Night, 
sponsored  by  the  Training  Union  was  largely  attended  and  was  a 
most  meaningful  experience  of  spiritual  fellowship. 

The  Laymen's  Revival  held  at  First  Church  and  sponsored  by  the 
associational  Brotherhood  was  well  attended  and  a  glorious  ex- 
perience to  all.  There  are  still  some  of  our  churches  without  this 
helpful  and  needed  Laymen's  organization.  We  trust  by  next 
year  we  can  report  a  hundred  per  cent.  It  would  be  a  wonderful 
thing  if  "every  last  one"  of  our  churches  and  missions  would  make 
a  dedicated  effort  to  have  an  organization  of  all  our  work  in  their 
church.  As  Missionary  Southern  Baptists  we  need  to  witness  and 
serve  through  every  available  channel.  Our  enemies  are  not 
asleep;  they  are  at  work  "to  bury  us."  God  is  on  our  side,  but 
are  we  on  His  side? 

Most  of  our  churches  are  participating  in  the  Co-operative  Pro- 
gram over  and  above  abundant  offerings  for  special  mission  days. 
Our  association  now  numbers  1  1,506  members,  with  35  churches, 
and  2  missions. 

Our  W.  M.  U.  work  is  a  most  blessed  and  rewarding  asset  to 
our  churches.  Our  ladies,  "bless  them,"  they  keep  right  on 
working. 

The  G.  A.'s  are  a  bee  hive  of  activity  on  Wednesday  evenings 
twice  a  month.  A  iovely  coronation  service  was  held  at  First 
Church  in  Salisbury,  the  radiant  queen  was  adored  by  the  young 
and  hard  working  candidates  that  are  eagerly  awaiting  the  thrill- 
ing moment. 

The  R.  A.'s  are  growing  too  and  need  to  be  active  in  more  of 
our  churches.  This  is  a  critical  part  of  our  youth  training,  spons- 
ored by  the  Brotherhood. 

We  are  looking  to  the  day  when  all  of  our  churches  in  Rowan 
will  be  marching  forward  under  the  authoritative  banner  of  love, 
sound  doctrine  and  confident  trust  in  God.  How  grateful  we  are 
for  our  Rowan  Baptist  churches,  the  initiative  they  pursue  and 
their  visionary  efforts  in  the  name  of  Christ. 

We  are  all,  each  church  in  our  Rowan  Association,  children  of 
the  lovely  and  picturesque  little  country  meeting  house  known 
as  the  Jersey  Church  across  the  Yadkin  River  in  Davie  County.  So 
now,  this  dear  little  "Mother  Church"  can  look  with  justifiable 
pride  upon  her  children  bearing  even  today  a  good  witness! 

Brief  retrospection  takes  us  to  the  middle  and  late  17th  century 
when  there  was  a  new  surge  of  interest  by  Baptists  in  Rowan — 
even  then  the  number  was  very  small.  Before  and  during  the 
war  many  of  the  young  churches  were  disbanded  and  scattered  to 
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stay  inactive,  many  of  them  for  years.  Yet,  the  loving  spirit  of 
God  would  not  let  them  die.  While  we  are  not  making  any 
spectacular  gain,  yet  we  are  moving  consistently  ahead.  But  oh! 
what  a  sence  of  urgency  should  grip  our  hearts,  to  do  His  work 
while  there  is  yet  time.  Five  of  our  churches  have  no  Training 
Union  Program,  two  do  not  have  any  woman's  organized  work, 
and  nine  of  our  churches  do  not  have  Brotherhood  organizations. 
Our  Sunday  School  lost  180  members,  and  in  all  of  our  churches 
there  were  348  baptisms.  We  are  grateful  to  have  given 
$1,212.76  to  our  Home  for  the  Aging.  This  is  most  encouraging 
and  is  as  it  should  be. 

In  1808  East  Corinth  Church,  which  lies  about  14  miles  east  of 
Salisbury,  was  organized  and  pastored  by  Rev.  Mr.  Hodge, 
and  then  was  the  largest  Baptist  church  in  the  county,  with  100 
members.  In  1856  the  Trading  Ford  Church  was  established  as  a 
branch  of  the  Jersey  Church  and  was  served  by  Rev.  William 
Lambert  for  15  years.  Other  early  ministers  of  Trading  Ford  were 
W.  C.  Bessent,  W.  R.  Gwaltney,  S.  F.  Conrad,  and  Rev.  Morton. 
The  Rev.  W.  J.  Stephenson  of  First  Church  is  the  23rd  pastor  since 
the  church  was  constituted  in  1849.  Mr.  Stephenson  is  now  in  his 
seventh  year.  Rev.  Herman  Matheny  of  South  China  Grove 
Church,  which  was  organized  in  1927,  is  the  6th  pastor  and  doing 
a  most  blessed  and  glorifying  work  among  his  people.  We  can 
but  look  with  gratitude,  joy  and  thankful  hearts  upon  the  rugged 
and  tenacious  progress  we  have  made  through  fair  and  stormy 
weather.  Our  progress  is  amazing  and  understandable  only  as 
the  working  of  the  Holy  Spirit  in  our  hearts. 

No  church  is  stronger  or  weaker  than  the  individual  member. 
So,  we,  as  one  member  among  many  become  strong,  our  pastor 
is  strengthened,  the  church  is  made  stronger  and  our  Christ  is 
glorified. 

Beloved,  as  we  walk  in  love  and  seek  the  guidance  and  gifts 
of  the  Holy  Spirit,  let  us  express  by  our  witness  that  we  are 
obedient,  self-sacrificing,  regenerated  children  of  God.  Let  us  as 
Baptists  dare  to  be  different—  -and  take  Him  at  His  word  in  faith — 
and  trust  Him  to  use  us  today  for  His  tomorrows!

27.  Dr.  Clyde  Chapman,  Moderator,  called  the  session  to 
order,  and  Bro.  Elmer  Phipps  led  in  the  singing  of  the  hymn  "To 
God  Be  The  Glory,"  with  Mrs.  J.  Earle  Blalock  at  the  piano.  Rev. 
Troy  Clement,  Pastor  of  the  Yadkin  Baptist  Church,  led  the  devo- 
tionals  using  the  scriptures  as  recorded  in  Romans  10:1-4. 

28.  Rev.  J.  W.  Allen  made  a  motion  that  the  Hospital  Report 
be  approved  without  the  reading  of  same,  and  that  the  time  be 
given  to  Dr.  W.  K.  AAcGee,  Baptist  Hospital,  Winston-Salem,  N.  C. 
Rev.  Allen  presented  Dr.  AAcGee  who  brought  greetings  from  the 
Baptist  Hospital  and  gave  some  timely  information  about  the 
work  of  the  hopsital.  He  stated  that  intensive  research  is  being 
carried  on  in  the  field  of  Cancer,  Lukemia,  Use  of  Blood,  and 
disease  of  the  Heart.  Dr.  AAcGee  urged  continued  support  of  the 
Mother's  Day  Offering. 

REPORT  OM  BAPTIST  HOSPITAL 

The  services  of  our  Baptist  Hospital  are  subject  to  heavy  de- 
mands which  grow  heavier  year  by  year.  Last  year  the  already 
overcrowded  clinics  of  the  Out-Patient  Department  received  a  new 
high  of  83,000  visits  from  96  counties  of  the  state,  sixteen  other 
states,  and  two  foreign  countries.  Two-thirds  of  these  were  by 
our  Baptist  people. 

One  of  the  most  pressing  needs  is  the  enlargement  of  the 
facilities  of  the  Out-Patient  Department.  Along  with  this  is  the 
urgent  need  for  a  building  to  provide  adequate  and  unified 
facilities  for  the  Hospital's  eight  schools  for  the  training  of  skilled 
nurses,  technicians,  and  other  medical  personnel,  all  of  whom 
are  in  short  supply  and  are  essential  to  good  medical  care  in  our 
local  hospitals  and  communities. 

The  new  Progressive  Care  Center  is  attracting  the  attention  of 
hospital  authorities  over  the  country.  Patients  have  been  most 
pleased  with  it.  The  trustees  and  administration  greatly  regret 
that  the  Hospital  does  not  have  sufficient  funds  to  permit  the 
admission  of  Service  Patients  to  this  fine  facility. 

The  Pastors  Library  now  contains  well  over  100  volumes  among 
the  best  books  in  various  fields  of  Christian  thought  and  pastoral 
work.  It  can  be  of  great  value  to  pastors  and  they  are  invited  to 
use  it.  It  is  located  in  the  Medical  School  Library. 

The  care  of  Service  Patients  remains  at  the  heart  of  the  work  of 
the  Baptist  Hospital.  In  cases  where  help  will  be  needed  on  the 
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hospital  bill,  it  is  extremely  important  that  this  be  made  known 
in  advance  and  the  arrangements  be  made  when  the  patient  is  ad- 
mitted to  the  Hospital.  When  appointments  are  requested  for 
examinations  it  is  necessary  to  let  the  Hospital  know  if  the  person 
needs  to  come  through  the  Clinic,  or  if  he  will  come  as  a  private 
or  full-pay  patient.  If  a  doctor  is  making  the  arrangements  for  a 
patient  he  should  be  told  to  make  clear  when  he  calls  or  writes 
if  it  is  a  Service  or  Clinic  Patient.  Mother's  Day  money  cannot  be 
used  for  Private  Patients. 

The  Mother's  Day  Fund  is  the  foundation  of  the  financial  aid 
given  Service  Patients.  The  Hospital  tries  to  help  the  most  needy 
cases  as  much  as  possible,  but  the  funds  have  not  been  sufficient 
to  give  as  much  as  is  needed  in  many  cases.  In  other  cases  of 
real  need  it  has  not  been  able  to  give  any  help,  except  the  free 
services  of  the  doctors  and  reduced  rates  on  other  items,  such  as 
X-rays,  which  consideration  is  given  all  Service  Patients.  We  must 
remember  that  the  help  given  is  limited  by  Mother's  Day  gifts  of 
our  churches. 

The  Hospital  has  prepared  a  full  and  attractive  Information  File 
Folder  covering  all  of  these  matters  in  our  relations  with  the  Hos- 
pital. A  copy  is  being  mailed  to  all  our  pastors  and  associationai 
missionaries.  We  urge  you  to  acquaint  yourself  with  this,  keep  it 
in  your  file  and  refer  to  it  when  questions  arise  and  when  arrange- 
ments are  being  made  for  patients  to  go  to  the  Hospital.

REPORT  ON  RADIO  AND  TELEVISION 

Perhaps  the  least  known  and  yet  one  of  the  most  effective 
ministry  of  Southern  Baptists  is  the  ministry  by  way  of  Radio  and 
Television.  The  program  is  constantly  undergoing  change  to  meet 
the  needs  of  the  people  and  the  demands  of  the  Radio  and  T.V. 
industry. 

The  Baptist  Hour,  the  half  hour  Radio  program,  has  been  on  the 
air  for  more  than  20  years  and  just  last  year  was  translated  into 
Russian  and  beamed  to  Russia  via  Trans  World  Radio. 

Early  last  year  a  series  of  15  minute  programs  was  broadcast 
from  Monaco  to  Great  Britain. 
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A  completely  new  approach  to  programming  was  put  into  pro- 
duction last  year.  It  is  called  "Patterns"  and  consists  of  a  series  of 
minute  long  segments  dealing  with  a  variety  of  subjects. 

Millions  of  viewers  and  listeners  in  every  part  of  the  world  are 
reached  and  each  week  through  Radio  and  T.V. 

Our  local  programs  are  limited  to  the  Baptist  Hour  and  Sunday 
A.M.  broadcasts.

Dr.  Bulman  expressed  his 
opinion  on  the  Supreme  Court  ruling  and  the  Constitution  of  the 
United  States  relative  to  this  ruling.   The  report  was  approved. 
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REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  CIVIC  RIGHTEOUSNESS 
ROWAN  BAPTIST  ASSOCIATION 
OCTOBER  31,  1962 

Probably  the  most  rousing  event  within  recent  months  dealing 
with  the  civic  responsibilities  of  Christian  people  in  general  and 
the  members  of  our  Baptist  Churches  in  particular  was  the  de- 
cision by  the  United  States  Supreme  Court  in  which  the  Court 
ruled  that  it  was  unconstitutional  for  a  school  board  in  New 
York  State  to  prepare  a  prayer  to  be  used  by  students  in  a  period 
of  daily  worship.  When  this  decision  was  first  handed  down,  the 
reaction  of  many  thousands  of  people  was  that  it  was  a  shocking 
thing  for  the  United  States  Supreme  Court  to  rule  that  the  use  of 
any  prayer  was  unconstitutional;  but  more  careful  study,  discus- 
sion and  analysis  have  lead  probably  the  majority  of  our  people 
to  the  conclusion  that  in  this  specific  instance  the  Supreme  Court 
ruling  was  in  the  best  interests  of  religious  freedom.  Let  us 
examine  briefly  the  points  involved.  The  first  amendment  to  the 
Constitution  of  the  United  States  provides  "Congress  shall  make 
no  law  respecting  an  establishment  of  religion  or  prohibiting  the 
free  exercise  thereof."  This  first  amendment  to  the  Constitution 
has  been  made  applicable  to  the  action  of  states  and  state  legis- 
latures and  state  school  boards  and  county  school  boards  and 
city  school  boards,  as  well  as  to  Congress.  And  in  applying  it  to 
these  more  local  governmental  institutions,  it  would  be  interpreted 
to  read  "no  school  board  shall  make  any  law  respecting  an 
establishment  of  religion  or  prohibiting  the  free  exercise  thereof." 
In  this  recent  New  York  case  decided  by  the  United  States  Supreme 
Court,  the  local  school  board,  as  surprisingly  and  uncalled  for  as 
it  may  seem,  decided  that  instead  of  letting  the  children  and  teach- 
ers design  and  speak  prayers  of  their  own  composition  and  of 
their  own  choosing,  the  School  Board  would  prepare  a  prayer  to 
be  memorized  and  to  be  recited  word  for  word  by  the  students  in 
this  New  York  School.  The  substance  of  the  prayer  was  a  request 
that  the  Lord  would  bless  the  teachers  and  the  school  and  the 
United  States.  It  was  in  substance  like  many  thousands  or  per- 
haps millions  of  prayers  uttered  each  day  throughout  the  land, 
but  the  objectionable  feature  of  the  prayer  was  its  source,  accord- 
ing to  the  ruling  of  the  Supreme  Court.  The  prayer  did  not  come 
from  the  heart  or  from  the  mind  of  a  student  or  teacher.  It  did 
not  come  from  the  training  which  pupils  had  received  at  home.  It 
did  not  come  from  their  own  personal  beliefs  or  their  own  re- 
ligious traditions,  but  rather  it,  the  prayer  itself,  the  very  words 
which  the  school  board  required  students  to  repeat,  came  from  the 
officials  of  the  school  board  which  was  an  agency  of  the  State  of 
New  York.  Therefore,  the  State  of  New  York  acting  through  the 
school  board  was  in  the  position  of  making  a  rule  or  law  relating 
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to  religion  and  to  the  exercise  thereof.  This,  the  Supreme  Court 
said,  was  in  direct  conflict  with  the  first  amendment  of  the  United 
States  Constitution. 

It  is  important,  I  think,  to  keep  in  mind  that  the  Supreme  Court 
did  not  forbid  the  saying  of  prayers  in  public  schools.  It  did  not 
prohibit  the  use  of  prayers  by  either  students  or  teachers  or  in- 
fringe upon  the  freedom  of  students  and  teachers  to  use  prayers 
in  public  schools,  prayers  of  their  own  composition,  prayers  of 
their  own  selection,  prayers  from  their  own  hearts  and  minds. 
This  freedom  to  use  these  types  of  prayers  is  protected  and  de- 
clared to  be  one  of  the  great  fundamental  freedoms  upon  which 
our  nation  and  our  government  has  been  built. 

Fortunately,  though  there  has  been  a  great  deal  of  discussion 
about  the  recent  Supreme  Court  decision,  there  has  been  no  evi- 
dence whatsover  that  it  has  had  any  restriction  or  other  bearing 
upon  the  traditional  practices  in  our  local  Salisbury  city  and  Row- 
an County  schools;  and  the  prayers  of  students  and  teachers  go 
on  each  day  without  interference  and  certainly,  in  view  of  this 
decision,  without  being  in  violation  in  any  way  of  the  United 
States  Constitution,  but  rather  being  in  accordance  with  the  great 
freedom  of  religious  practice  which  is  protected  by  our  Constit- 
ution. 

Another  matter  of  increasing  civic  significance  in  the  lives  of  all 
Christians  and  Baptists  is  the  problems  raised  by  the  integration 
and  segregation  of  the  members  of  the  Negro  race  where  public 
institutions  such  as  schools  and  colleges  are  concerned.  About  8 
years  ago  the  United  States  Supreme  Court,  giving  meaning  to  our 
Constitution,  declared  unconstitutional  the  segregation  of  educa- 
tional facilities  of  the  public  schools  of  the  several  states  on  a 
separate  but  equal  basis,  and  ordered  that  segregation  of  the 
races  be  ended  "with  all  deliberate  speed."  Since  that  decision, 
there  has  ben  no  equivocation,  no  backing  down  and  no  un- 
certainty about  the  intentions  of  the  Federal  judicial  system  to 
protect  what  it  has  declared  to  be  the  right  of  colored  children 
and  colored  youth  to  share,  on  an  equal  integrated  basis,  the 
public  schools  and  colleges  operated  by  public  funds.  Not  every 
school  and  not  every  college  has  been  hauled  into  court  to  give 
an  account  of  the  use  of  its  facilities  and  its  policies  on  segrega- 
tion and  integration  of  the  races.  Many  of  our  schools  for  children 
and  youth  have  voluntarily  responded  to  the  edicts  of  the  Supreme 
Court  and  have  begun  compliance — sometimes  token,  some- 
times substantial.  A  few  of  our  denominational  schools  have  felt 
the  effects  of  the  rulings  of  the  Federal  judiciary  and  have  moved 
toward  opening  their  doors  to  members  of  the  colored  race  on  a 
limited  basis,  even  though  not  specifically  required  to  do  so  under 
the  Constitution. 
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Local  violence  and  disorder  following  in  the  wake  of  Court 
ordered  integration  necessitating  the  use  of  police,  highway 
patrolmen  and  in  some  instances  the  National  Guard  and  other 
armed  forces  of  the  United  States  have  been  viewed  by  many  with 
conflicting  feelings  as  these  officers  of  the  law  go  about  their 
duties  under  the  Constitution  to  see  to  it  that  specific  schools  and 
colleges  summoned  into  Court  comply  with  the  Judicial  mandates 
requiring  the  admission  of  Negro  students  into  white  schools. 
Many  viewed  this  violence  with  shock  and  with  feelings  of  shame 
and  disgrace;  others  have  felt  that  the  protection  of  these  rights 
was  patriotic  and  in  keeping  with  the  best  traditions  of  our  coun- 
try. Christians  have  a  responsibility  to  decide  how  to  view  these 
critical  problems  arising  from  segregation  and  integration.  In  the 
teachings  of  Jesus  found  in  the  New  Testament,  we  can  know  that 
he  always  regarded  with  respect  the  civil  authority  and  indeed  he 
stated  that  civil  government  was  authorized  and  ordained  of  God 
and  that  citizens  should  render  proper  respect  to  the  government 
and  give  it  the  loyalty  and  allegiance  it  was  due  to  receive. 

In  the  United  States,  we  have  established  our  government,  by 
our  Constitution.  We  have  lived  under  it  for  a  period  of  going 
on  200  years.  In  our  system  of  government  we  have  established 
Courts  which  we  have  authorized  to  act  and  to  rule  on  issues 
which  come  up  involving  different  contentions  and  conflicting 
ideas.  We  have  entrusted  to  our  Courts  the  power  to  resolve 
these  problems.  This  is  the  way  that  we  have  arranged,  through 
our  government,  to  insure  our  domestic  tranquility  and  protection 
against  civil  disorder.  If  it  were  not  for  our  Courts  to  resolve 
these  conflicts  which  involve  the  races  there  would  be  prevailing 
strife  and  anarchy.  Since  these  Courts  have  been  established  by 
our  Constitution  to  resolve  these  matters,  their  orders  are  entitled 
to  respect.  Moreover,  the  words  of  the  New  Testament,  the 
words  of  Jesus  himself  tell  us  that  these  Courts  being  a  part  of 
our  civil  authority  are  entitled  to  our  respect  and  when  orders 
have  been  made  then  it  is  up  to  us,  as  our  Christian  responsibility 
to  comply  with  the  orders  of  the  Courts.  If  this  is  done,  if  the 
orderly  processes  of  the  Courts  are  followed  with  the  respect  due 
them,  not  only  by  virtue  of  our  Constitution  but  by  virtue  of 
Jesus'  teachings  in  the  New  Testament,  then  we  can  be  sure  that 
there  will  be  no  strife,  no  violence,  no  civil  disorder  to  disrupt 
our  society. 

Again,  here  in  Salisbury  and  Rowan  County  our  School  authori- 
ties have  felt  the  effect  of  the  orders  of  the  Federal  judiciary 
and  have  initiated  action  to  conform  with  these  orders  and  judg- 
ments. Some  Negro  children  have  been  integrated  in  white 
schools.  Fortunately  this  was  done  uneventfully.  The  ill  feeling 
and  resentment,  if  it  exists,  has  been  kept  under  control  and  we 
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can  consider  ourselves  fortunate  that  we  have  not  had  the  vio- 
lence and  strife  that  other  areas  of  the  country  have  felt.  We  can 
look  upon  this  as  one  of  the  Lord's  blessings"  and  a  part  of  his 
providence. 

Finally,  there  is  a  third  matter  of  the  highest  critical  importance 
today  to  us  as  Christians  and  Baptists.  This  is  the  work  that  is 
done  and  the  convictions  we  hold  to  strengthen  our  government 
and  the  American  people  from  the  expansion  of  the  world-wide 
Communist  conspiracy.  Communism  is  anti-Christ  and  anti-God. 
It  destroys  the  freedom  to  worship.  It  has  destroyed  churches 
and  congregations  similar  to  our  in  many  parts  of  the  world. 
Where  Communism  comes  into  a  country,  people  are  not  free  to 
profess  their  faith  in  Christ,  nor  to  worship  God  in  a  manner  of 
their  own  choosing.  The  United  States  Government,  has  been 
alert  to  the  danger  and  treachery  of  Communist  expansion.  It  has 
described  in  its  official  enactments  in  Congress,  what  world 
Communism  is  today.  Specifically  our  government  has  said  that 
it  is  a  world-wide  revolutionary  movement,  the  purpose  of  which 
is,  by  treachery,  deceit,  infiltration  into  groups,  government  and 
otherwise,  by  espionage,  sabotage,  terrorism  and  any  other 
means,  to  establish  a  totalitarian  dictatorship  in  centers  through- 
out the  world,  through  the  medium  of  a  world-wide  Communists 
organization  which  is  a  Communist  party.  And  then  our  govern- 
ment has  said  that  a  totalitarian  dictatorship,  once  established,  re- 
sults in  the  subordination  of  the  rights  of  individuals  to  the  state 
and  the  denial  of  fundamental  rights  and  liberties  which  are 
characteristic  of  our  representative  form  of  government  such  as 
the  freedom  of  speech,  the  right  to  a  free  press,  the  right  to  as- 
semble freely  and  the  right  to  be  free  in  religious  worship. 
Further,  our  government  has  said  that  the  establishment  of  a 
totalitarian  dictatorship  in  the  world-communist  movement  results 
in  the  maintenance  of  control  of  individuals  through  fear  and 
terror  and  brutality.  One  of  the  most  vital  responsibilities  of  a 
Christian  today  is  to  recognize  the  poison  and  the  dire  threat  of 
the  Communist  conspiracy  and  to  be  ever  vigilant  and  ready  at 
all  costs  to  defend  against  it.  The  Communist  movement  was 
born  of  the  power  of  Satan  himself  and  is  carried  on  in  the  world 
through  the  efforts  and  leadership  of  literally  millions  of  non- 
Christian  people,  people  who  blaspheme  the  Lord,  who  deny  the 
authority  of  the  Scriptures,  who  make  orders  and  take  arms  to 
the  end  that  Christian  Churches,  dedicated  to  the  worship  of  God 
and  his  Christ,  might  be  closed.  Our  duty  as  Christians  is  to  be 
informed,  to  know  the  dangers  of  this  force  that  is  loose  in  the 
world,  working  in  a  positive  daily  calculated  premeditated  way 
to  purge  Christian  enterprises  from  the  face  of  the  earth.  This 
surely  is  our  greatest  danger  and  we  have  the  duty  to  be  in-

formed  about  its  menace  to  us  personally.  We  have  the  addi- 
tional duty  of  being  willing  as  a  citizen  of  this  free  land  which 
has  taken  a  position  in  opposition  to  it,  to  pay  the  cost  in  taxes  so 
that  we  might  defend  against  this  militant,  Godless  force  in  the 
world  and  to  bear  arms  where  necessary  to  combat  its  insidious 
work.  We  have  the  further  duty  to  be  concerned  about  free  peo- 
ples in  other  lands  who  are  threatened  by  this  evil  movement. 
We  have  the  duty  to  be  concerned  about  those  who  have  already 
been  embraced  by  the  Communist  conspiracy  and  are  part  of  the 
Communist  movement  and  have  already  rejected  the  Lord.  All 
these  things  are  a  part  and  parcel  of  our  civic  responsibilities  as 
Christians  and  Baptists  working  through  our  churches.

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CONSTITUTION 

Adopted  October  25,  1961 

CONSTITUTION    AND  BY-LAWS 

I.  Name 

This  body  shall  be  known  as  the  Rowan  Baptist  Association. 
II.  Object 

The  object  of  this  Association  shall  be  to  devise  and  promote 
measures  for  increasing  the  harmony  and  spiritual  power  of  the 
churches  within  our  bounds,  to  recommend  plans  for  advancing 
the  work  of  our  Lord  throughout  the  earth,  and  to  cooperate  with 
our  Baptist  State  Convention  and  our  Southern  Baptist  Convention 
in  spiritual  advance  in  such  areas  as  Sunday  School,  Training 
Union,  Woman's  Missionary  Union,  Men's  Brotherhood  and  Church 
Music,  with  the  understanding  that  cooperation  with  the  State 
and  Southern  Conventions  is  purely  voluntary. 

III.  Membership 

This  body  shall  be  composed  of  the  ordained  Baptist  Ministers 
who  are  pastors  of  cooperating  churches,  our  Associational  Mis- 
sionary, and  messengers  chosen  and  certified  by  the  churches. 
Each  church  shall  be  entitled  to  two  messengers  for  the  first  fifty 
members  or  any  part  thereof,  and  one  messenger  for  each  fifty 
above  that  number,  provided  no  church  shall  be  entitled  to  more 
than  ten  messengers.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  churches  to  cor- 
respond annually  with  the  Association  by  letter  and  messengers, 
and  give  in  not  only  their  statistical  information  but  also  facts  con- 
cerning the  general  welfare;  and  to  send  contributions  to  pay  the 
expenses  of  the  Association.  The  Clerk  shall  furnish  the  churches 
with  two  printed  forms  for  their  annual  report,  these  to  be  mailed 
at  least  six  weeks  before  the  annual  session  of  the  Association, 
and  the  churches  are  requested  to  have  the  letters  in  the  hands  of 
the  Clerk  not  less  than  two  weeks  before  the  meeting  of  the  Asso- 
ciation. 

IV.  Officers 

The  officers  of  the  Association  shall  be  Moderator,  Associate 
Moderator,  Clerk,  Treasurer,  Historian,  Sunday  School  Superintend- 
ent, Training  Union  Director,  Brotherhood  President,  W.M.U.  Presi- 
dent, and  Music  Director.  These  shall  be  elected  annually  for  a 
term  of  one  year  with  the  understanding  that  the  Moderator  will 
automatically  retire  after  having  served  two  complete  terms.  The 
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term  of  office  shall  begin  at  the  conclusion  of  the  annual  meeting 
of  the  Association  and  continue  until  the  close  of  the  next  session 
or  until  their  successors  are  elected. 

V.  Trustees 

In  addition  to  the  above  named  officers,  the  Association  shall 
elect  three  trustees  each  year  who  shall  hold  in  trust  all  property 
and  effects  of  the  Association,  take  care  of  and  keep  the  same  in 
repair,  accept  gifts  for  the  Association  and  perform  all  other  duties 
which  the  Association  may  declare,  according  to  the  laws  of  the 
State  of  North  Carolina. 

VI.  Meetings 

The  Association  will  meet  annually  on  the  Tuesday  and  Wed- 
nesday after  the  fourth  Sunday  in  October,  and  can  be  called 
into  extra  session  if  necessary  by  a  majority  vote  of  the  Executive- 
Promotion  Committee.  All  such  sessions  shall  be  conducted  as 
prescribed  in  Kerrfoot's  "Parliamentary  Law". 

VII.    Powers  and  Prerogatives 

The  Association  shall  have  no  power  whatever  to  infringe  upon 
the  rights  or  usefulness  of  the  churches.  It  may  advise  or  recom- 
mend measures  of  usefulness  for  their  adoption  and  guidance, 
but  cannot  bind  them  in  any  way.  The  churches  constituting  the 
Association  shall  each  retain  complete  autonomy  under  Christ  as 
supreme  Head,  Lawgiver,  Governor  and  Lord  over  His  churches, 
and  unite  only  that  they  may  more  successfully  promote  the  cause 
of  Christ  throughout  the  world.  In  case  any  conflict  of  interpreta- 
tion shall  arise  as  between  this  section  and  any  other  section  of 
this  constitution  the  interpretation  of  this  section  shall  have  pre- 
cedence over  the  other. 

VIII.    Cooperating  Churches 

Any  group  of  baptized  believers  in  Christ,  organized  into  a 
church,  earnestly  seeking  ^o  cooperate  with  our  Baptist  work  in 
the  Rowan  Association,  The  Baptist  State  Convention,  and  the 
Southern  Baptist  Convention,  having  been  received  into  the  fellow- 
ship of  this  association  shall  be  considered  a  cooperating  church. 

IX.  Committees 

1 .  Executive-Promotion  Committee.  The  Executive-Promotion 
Committee  shall  be  composed  of  the  duly  elected  officers  of  the 
Association,  the  Pastors  of  all  the  churches  within  the  Association 
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and  one  Representative  from  each  cooperating  church.  The  duties 
of  this  committee  shall  be  to  carry  out  the  policies  and  will  of  the 
Association  in  the  interim  between  its  annual  sessions.  The  Com- 
mittee shall  not  take  any  action  contrary  to  the  will  of  the  Asso- 
ciation or  which  would  initiate  any  new  policies  of  procedures.  In 
an  adequate  emergency  this  committee  may  take  such  action  as 
may  be  deemed  necessary  due  to  conditions  arising  after  the  an- 
nual meeting  of  the  Association.  This  committee  shall  meet  quar- 
terly, the  time  and  place  to  be  decided  upon  by  the  committee. 
The  Moderator  shall  serve  as  chairman  of  this  committee.  This 
committee  shall  make  a  full  report  of  its  activities  to  the  Associ- 
ation at  its  annual  session. 

2.  Other  Committees.  The  Association  may  constitute,  instruct 
and  discharge  committees  that  may  be  necessary  for  the  proper 
conduct  of  its  affairs  and  promotion  of  its  activities.  These  com- 
mittees and  a  copy  of  their  instructions  shall  be  made  a  part  of  the 
minutes  of  the  association  each  year. 

X.  Amendments 

Any  section  of  this  constitution  may  be  amended  at  any  regular 
session  of  the  Association  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  messengers 
present,  provided  the  amendment  is  presented  to  the  Association 
on  the  first  day  and  voted  on  and  passed  on  favorably  the  second 
day,  or  that  notice  shal!  be  given  during  the  meeting  in  one  year 
and  voted  upon  favorably  the  following  year. 

By-Laws 

1.  The  Moderator  shall  be  in  complete  charge  of  all  meetings 
of  the  Association  or  the  Executive-Promotion  Committee. 

2.  In  the  conduct  of  business  Kerrfoot's  "Parliamentary  Law" 
shall  be  followed. 

3.  These  By-Laws  may  be  amended  at  any  time  by  majority 
vote  of  the  Association. 
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By  -  Laws 

Committees  of  The  Association 

1.  Associational  Missions  Committee.  This  committee  shall 
consist  of  seven  members.  Its  duties  shall  be  to  assist  our  Asso- 
ciational Missionary  in  every  way  possible,  to  seek  out  places 
where  Baptist  work  is  needed,  and  to  work  with  our  Associational 
Missionary  or  a  sponsoring  church  in  establishing  such  work.  The 
chairman  of  this  committee  shall  make  a  report  at  the  annual 
meeting  of  our  Assocition  on  the  work  of  our  Missionary  for  the 
preceding  twelve  months  period.  In  the  event  that  the  Association 
should  find  itself  without  a  Missionary,  this  committee  shall,  with 
the  assistance  of  the  Executive-Promotion  Committee,  endeavor 
to  locate  a  suitable  person  for  the  office.  When  it  seems  that 
such  person  has  been  found  the  committee  shall  bring  its  report 
to  the  Executive-Promotion  Committee  for  its  approval  or  rejection. 

2.  Committee  on  Reception  of  New  Churches.  A  committee 
of  3  members,  elected  by  the  Association  shall  receive  and  study 
petitions  from  churches  desiring  fellowship  in  this  association  and 
make  recommendations  to  the  association  regarding  the  disposi- 
tion of  such  petitions.  These  petitions  should  be  presented  to  the 
committee  at  least  two  weeks  prior  to  the  annual  meeting  of  the 
association. 

3.  Finance  Committee.  This  committee  shall  keep  itself  in- 
formed concerning  the  financial  needs  of  the  Association.  It  shall 
see  to  it  that  all  expenditures  are  kept  within  the  budget,  and 
supervise  all  financial  matters.  Along  with  its  annual  report  to  the 
Association  is  shall  bring  a  proposed  budget  based  upon  the  needs 
of  the  associational  program,  and  the  ability  of  the  churches  to 
support  this  program.  This  proposed  budget  shall  be  presented 
to  the  Executive-Promotion  Committee  at  the  July  meeting  for 
adoption  and  distributed  to  the  churches  immediately  thereafter. 

4.  Audio-Visual  Aids  Committee.  The  Associational  Missionary, 
together  with  four  other  members,  shall  constitute  this  committee, 
with  the  Missionary  serving  as  chairman.  This  committee  shall 
have  charge  of  all  visual  aid  equipment  of  the  Association  and 
keep  same  in  good  repair.  It  shall  recommend  to  the  Executive- 
Promotion  Committee  additional  purchases  of  this  equipment 
when  such  is  to  the  best  interest  of  the  Association,  and  if  the  cost 
of  such  purchase  is  above  the  amount  set  aside  in  the  budget 
for  this  purpose.  The  equipment  shall  be  made  available  for  use 
by  the  churches  in  the  promotion  of  the  entire  Associational  pro- 
gram. When  this  equipment  is  borrowed  and  put  to  use  by  any 
church  or  organization  of  the  Association  it  is  to  be  returned 
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promptly  to  the  office  of  the  Missionary.  Those  who  use  this 
equipment  shall  be  requested  to  handle  same  with  care  and  to  be 
responsible  for  any  damage  other  than  normal  wear. 

5.  Program  Committee.  This  committee  shall  be  composed  of 
the  Moderator  and  four  members  at  large  to  be  appointed  by  the 
Moderator.  The  duties  of  the  committee  shall  be  to  plan  the 
programs  of  the  annual  Association. 

6.  Committee  on  Committees.  This  committee  shall  be  appoint- 
ed by  the  Moderator  to  serve  for  a  period  of  one  year  and  shall 
be  composed  of  five  members  whose  duties  shall  be  to  recom- 
mend the  appointment  of  the  standing  committees  and  to  name 
any  other  committees  called  for  by  the  Association,  such  as, 
Associational  Missions,  Associational  Membership,  Obituary  Com- 
mittee, Committee  on  Public  Morals  and  Civic  Righteousness, 
Finance  Committee,  Radio  and  Television  Committee,  Committee 
on  Time,  Place  and  Preacher,  Committee  on  Resolutions,  Nominat- 
ing Committee,  Music  Committee,  and  the  representatives  of  the 
various  boards  and  institutions  supported  by  the  North  Carolina 
Baptist  Convention. 

7.  Obituary  Committee.  The  Obituary  Committee  shall  con- 
duct a  brief  service  at  the  annual  meeting  of  our  Association  in 
memory  of  those  members  from  the  various  churches  who  have 
been  called  to  their  heavenly  home. 

8.  Committee  on  Public  Morals  and  Civic  Righteousness.  The 
duties  of  this  committee  shall  be  to  inform  themselves  as  to  the 
moral  conditions  and  practices  in  our  midst,  to  study  these  condi- 
tions, to  use  their  influence  to  promote  high  ethical  standards  of 
life  and  conduct  on  the  part  of  our  people,  and  to  give  a  report 
of  their  work  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Association. 

9.  Radio  and  Television  Committee.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of 
this  committee  to  give  encouragement  to  the  local  radio  and 
television  stations  in  the  use  they  are  now  making  of  their  facili- 
ties in  broadcastinq  morning  devotions,  the  broadcast  and  telecast 
of  the  programs  of  the  Radio-Television  Commission  of  Southern 
Baptists,  and  other  desirable  programs  of  a  religious  nature.  This 
committee  shall  further  seek  to  enlist  the  cooperation  of  these 
stations  when  special  efforts  are  underway  on  an  Associational- 
wide  basis,  to  the  end  that  our  Baotist  work  miaht  be  duly 
publicized  and  brouaht  to  the  attention  of  the  people  of  our 
country.  A  reoort  of  this  committee's  work  shall  be  given  at  the 
annual  Associational  meeting. 

10.  Committee  on  Time,  Place,  and  Preacher.  This  committee 
shall  recommend  the  meetinq  place  for  our  annual  Association, 
state  the  time,  and  recommend  a  minister  and  an  alternate  for  the 
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annual  sermon.  This  shall  be  reported  to  the  Association  in 
annual  session. 

1  1 .  Committee  on  Resolutions.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  com- 
mittee to  draw  up  suitable  resolutions  relating  to  the  hospitality 
of  the  host  church  or  churches,  the  service  rendered  by  the  visiting 
speakers,  the  work  of  the  Associational  Officers,  and  other  per- 
tinent matters  that  should  be  included  in  this  committee's  report. 

12.  The  Nominating  Committee.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this 
committee  to  recommend  to  the  annual  session  of  the  Association 
prospective  officers  for  the  coming  year,  including  Moderator, 
Vice-Moderator,  Clerk,  Associate  Clerk  and  Statistician,  Treasurer, 
Chorister,  Pianist,  and  ethers  who  are  to  be  included  with  the 
Associational  Officers  as  provided  for  under  Section  IV  of  the 
Constitution. 

13.  Music  Committee.  This  committee  shall  offer  suggestions 
and  guidance  in  the  selection  of  the  type  of  music  that  is  desirable 
in  worship  and  in  our  varied  Associational  and  church  activities. 
It  shall  plan,  at  such  times  as  seem  opportune,  for  a  week  of 
instruction  in  church  music,  and  also  seek  as  it  has  opportunity, 
to  encourage  all  of  our  people  to  manifest  a  greater  interest  in  this 
vita!  phase  of  our  Lord's  work. 

14.  Camp  Development  Committee.  This  committee  shall  have 
general  supervision  of  the  Associational  camp  which  is  located  in 
the  eastern  part  of  Rowan  County.  It  shall  inform  our  people 
about  the  scheduled  activities  and  opportunities  offered  at  the 
camp  and  also  of  the  rules  and  regulations  that  are  to  govern  its 
use.  The  above  committee  shall  promote  the  use  of  this  camp 
to  the  end  that  it  may  serve  a  high  and  worthwhile  purpose  as  a 
center  for  Christian  activities  by  all  departments  of  the  Associa- 
tional prooram.  Only  such  activities  as  tend  toward  the  develop- 
ment of  Christian  character  shall  be  encouraged  by  the  committee. 

15.  Historical  Committee.  This  committee  shall  be  composed 
of  three  members  elected  by  the  Association.  The  duties  of  this 
committee  shall  be  to  adequately  preserve  the  records  of  the 
activity  within  the  Association  that  may  be  of  interest  to  further 

generations. 

16.  Evangelism  Committee.  This  committee  shall  be  composed 
of  five  members  elected  by  the  Association  and  shall  head  the 
Association  in  a  proaram  of  New  Testament  Evanqelism  in  co- 
operation with  the  North  Carolina  Baptist  Convention's  Depart- 
ment of  Evangelism. 

17.  Committee  to  Study  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws.  A  com- 
mittee of  three  members,  elected  by  the  Association  shall  study 
the  Constitution  and  By-Laws  and  make  recommendations  for 
changes  as  needed.

1.  The  Thirty-sixth  Annual  Session  of  the  Rowan  Baptist  As- 
sociation opened  at  the  First  Baptist  Church,  North  Fulton  Street, 
Salisbury,  at  9:30  A.M.  with  the  Moderator,  Dr.  Clyde  D.  Chap- 
man, presiding.  Bro.  Elmer  Phipps  led  the  group  in  singing  "Send 
The  Light,"  with  Mrs.  R.  M.  Gregory  at  the  organ  and  Mrs.  J.  Earle 
Blalock  at  the  piano.  Rev.  Hayden  Cartner,  Pastor  of  the  Stallings 
Memorial  Church,  led  the  devotionals  reading  from  Romans  12. 

2.  James  L.  McCoy  moved  that  the  Messengers  now  enrolled 
together  with  those  who  will  enroll  constitute  the  enrollment  of 
Messengers  of  the  Rowan  Baptist  Association.  Motion  carried. 
Rev.  H.  M.  Hocutt  moved  that  the  printed  program,  with  any 
needed  changes,  be  approved  as  the  order  of  business.  The  mo- 
tion carried. 

3.  James  L.  McCoy,  Clerk,  was  recognized  and  gave  the  re- 
port of  the  Executive-Promotion  Committee  and  the  Digest  of 
Church  Letters.   This  report  was  approved. 

REPORT   OF   EXECUTIVE-PROMOTION  COMMITTEE 

The  Rowan  Baptist  Executive-Promotion  Committee  met  four 
times  in  regular  session  the  past  Associational  Year. 

Ernest  C.  Upchurch,  Chairman,  Long-Range  Planning  Commit- 
tee of  the  Baptist  State  Convention,  was  present  at  the  meeting  on 
January  22,  1963.  A  poster  illustration  was  given  on  the  Long- 
Range  Program  of  Spiritual  Advance  setting  forth  the  Purpose,  the 
Plan,  Promotion  of,  and  the  Promise.  A  filmstrip  entitled  "Area 
Religious  Survey"  was  shown. 
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The  second  quarterly  meeting  of  the  new  year  was  held  on 
April  16,  1963.  The  Committee  accepted  with  regret  the  resigna- 
tion of  Rev.  Earle  Henry  as  Associationai  Training  Union  Director. 
The  Associationai  Treasurer's  report  for  the  Quarter  Ended  March 
31,  1963  showed  Receipts  of  $2,238.06,  Disbursements  of  $2,- 
948.16,  with  a  balance  on  hand  March  31,  1963  of  $432.74. 

Bro.  R.  M.  Gregory,  Chairman  of  the  Associationai  Finance  Com- 
mittee, presented  the  Proposed  Budget  for  the  Rowan  Baptist  As- 
sociation for  the  year  1963-64  at  the  July  meeting,  and  it  was  ap- 
proved by  the  Committee.  The  Executive-Promotion  Committee 
empowered  the  Moderator  with  authority  to  appoint  the  following 
committees  to  serve  in  connection  with  the  planning  and  con- 
struction of  a  home  for  the  Associationai  Missionary:  (1)  Planning 
Committee,  (2)  Publicity  and  Finance  Committee,  (3)  Building 
Committee.   Each  Committee  to  have  three  members. 

The  final  meeting  of  the  Executive-Promotion  Committee  for  the 
Associationai  Year  was  held  on  October  15,  1963  at  the  First 
Baptist  Church,  Salisbury.  The  Moderator  announced  the  appoint- 
ment of  the  following  committees:

Building — Mr.  Graham  Carlton,  Mr.  R.  M.  Gregory,  Rev.  Hay- 
den  Cartner 

The  following  requests  were  approved: 

1.  An  application  from  the  Franklin  Mission  to  the  Baptist 
State  Convention  of  North  Carolina  for  Ministerial  Aid  in 
the  amount  of  $672.00. 

2.  An  application  from  the  Rowan  Association  to  the  Baptist 
State  Convention  of  North  Carolina  for  aid  in  the  amount 
of  $840.00. 

3.  A  request  from  the  West  Landis  Baptist  Church  that  the  As- 
sociation grant  the  Associationai  Missionary  the  privilege 
of  serving  as  interim  Pastor  for  this  church  for  approxi- 
mately two  months. 

The  Executive-Promotion  Committee  approved  the  placing  of 
$100.00  in  the  Seminary  Extension  Program  to  be  used  at  the 
discretion  of  the  Seminary  Extension  Committee.  This  amount  is 
to  be  taken  out  of  the  General  Fund.

Of  special  interest  this  year  is  the  fact  that  Campbell  College 
graduated  its  first  senior  class.  Mars  Hill  will  be  graduating  its 
first  senior  class  in  the  spring  of  1964. 

The  advancement  of  our  program  of  Christian  education  con- 
tinues to  be  made  possible  through  the  gifts  of  the  local  churches 
through  the  Cooperative  Program.  The  Baptist  colleges  of  North 
Carolina  deeply  appreciate  what  has  been  done  through  the 
Christian  Education  Advance.  The  benefit  from  this  program  will 
be  felt  by  the  colleges  for  many  years  to  come.  We  urge  all 
Baptist  churches  to  cooperate  with  Director  R.  T.  Greene  as  we 
move  into  the  final  year  of  the  campaign. 

Denominational  Leadership 

We  are  more  strongly  convinced  than  ever  that  the  denomina- 
tional college  plays  its  most  vital  role  in  its  production  of  Chris- 
tian leadership,  not  only  in  Christian  vocations  such  as  the  min- 
istry, missions,  evangelism,  church  music,  religious  education 
and  related  fields;  but,  more  particularly,  it  is  contributing  a  vital 
leadership  through  laymen  who  are  serving  in  many  capacities 
in  local  communities. 

This  past  year  during  Christian  Education  Day  we  emphasized 
ihe  fact  that  Baptist  colleges  (North  Carolina)  now  have  missionary 
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aiumni  who  are  serving  ail  around  the  world.  Almost  200  dedi- 
cated men  and  women  are  preaching  the  gospel  in  many  lands 
and  in  many  tongues. 

But  we  must  remember  that  it  was  Dr.  Baker  James  Cauthen 
who,  in  a  letter  to  the  secretary  of  the  Council,  pointed  out  that 
in  addition  to  this  wonderful  contribution,  Baptist  colleges  are 
sending  hundreds  of  graduates  back  into  the  local  community 
with  a  direct  interest  in  missions  and  other  phases  of  church  work. 
Baptist  colleges  are  taking  seriously  the  task  of  producing  Chris- 
tian leadership  for  our  times. 

Four  Great  Challenges  For  Christian  Higher  Education 

1.  The  challenge  presented  by  the  plight  of  modern  youth  who 
are  desperately  trying  to  find  the  meaning  of  existence  in  a 
world  which  elders  did  not  know,  a  world  teetering  on  the 
brink  of  atomic  destruction  on  one  hand  and  staggering  un- 
der the  burden  of  military  training  on  the  other. 

2.  The  challenge  of  Christian  leadership  in  a  world  which  for 
the  past  several  years  has  watched  an  alarming  decline  in  the 
number  of  men  and  women  committing  themselves  to  the 
Christian  vocation. 

3.  The  challenge  of  liberty  and  individual  freedom  and  dignity 
in  a  world  which  has  witnessed  a  dehumanization  of  man  on 
every  level. 

4.  The  challenge  of  a  culture  which  has  radically  changed  from 
Christian  to  non-Christian  in  practice  and  world  view. 

5.  The  challenge  of  high  academic  standards  and  competent 
teaching. 

Christian  Education  Emphasis  for  1964 

Therefore,  mindful  of  the  real  dangers  which  our  denomination 
faces  with  a  decline  in  the  number  of  young  people  answering 
the  call  to  full-time  Christian  service,  your  Baptist  colleges,  work- 
ing through  the  Council  on  Christan  Education,  have  designated 
Christian  Education  for  1964  as  Christian  Vocational  Day.  This 
will  be  a  day  for  "calling  out  the  called,"  the  day  in  which  the 
colleges  will  join  our  churches  in  appealing  to  young  people  to 
heed  the  call  to  the  ministry,  missions,  and  evangelism,  to  pre- 
pare themselves  to  accept  positions  of  leadership  in  religious 
education,  church  music,  and  in  many  of  the  special  fields  related 
to  these. 

It  is  the  hope  of  the  colleges,  through  the  Council,  to  make 
this  a  permanent  emphasis,  not  only  in  the  "calling  out  of  the 
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called,"  but  in  recognizing  the  role  which  the  layman  plays  in  the 
church  and  community. 

In  addition  to  this,  we  hope  to  make  the  Christian  Education 
Day  offering  next  year  a  great  offering  to  help  those  young  peo- 
ple answer  the  call  to  full-time  Christian  service  and  to  go  to 
college.  The  colleges  feel  that  for  too  long  this  area  has  been 
neglected.  While  thousands  of  dollars  are  available  in  scholar- 
ship funds  in  this  country  for  those  who  want  to  study  science, 
technology,  teaching,  or  many  other  professions,  there  has  been 
no  corresponding  effort  to  help  the  Christian  vocational  workers 
overcome  their  financial  problem. 

This  plight  is  painfully  illustrated  by  what  happened  in  a 
church  not  too  many  weeks  ago.  According  to  one  of  our  fine 
associational  missionaries,  a  young  woman  went  home  from  the 
morning  service  with  great  enthusiasm  and  a  determination  to 
give  her  life  to  full-time  Christian  service.  At  lunch,  after  she 
had  expressed  this  desire,  the  father  shook  his  head  sadly  and 
said  to  her,  "I  wish  this  could  be  possible,  but  you  might  as  well 
put  it  from  your  mind.  We  can  barely  pay  the  taxes,  much  less 
get  up  the  money  to  send  you  to  college."  This  is  a  true  story, 
and  we  will  perhaps  never  know  how  many  young  people  have 
been  lost  to  leadership  because  we  have  failed  to  provide  suffi- 
cient help. 

And,  finally,  we  conclude  this  report  by  an  appeal  for  all  the 
churches  and  all  the  Christian  people  in  our  state  to  join  hands 
with  us  in  1964  in  making  it  a  great  year  when  we  "call  out  the 
called"  and  in  which  we  provide  adequate  funds  for  helping 
these  young  people  go  to  college.

MINISTERS'  RETIREMENT 

Special  Death  Benefit  Added  to  Southern  Baptist 
Protection  Plan 

The  Southern  Baptist  Protection  Plan  now  provides  a  special 
death  benefit  for  all  members,  both  ministers  and  denominational 
workers,  under  40  years  of  age.  It  covers  both  natural  and  ac- 
cidental death. 

If  the  member  dies  a  natural  death  before  the  age  40,  the 
benefit  provides  a  cash  settlement  to  the  member's  widow  or

estate  equal  to  the  average  salary  on  which  dues  were  paid.  If 
he  dies  because  of  an  accident,  the  cash  settlement  will  be  double 
the  average  salary. 

There  is  no  added  cost  for  this  special  death  benefit,  which  is 
in  addition  to  the  regular  retirement,  widow  and  disability 
benefits  of  the  Protection  Plan. 

The  benefit  is  easy  to  figure.  Suppose  a  member  dies  at  age  32 
of  natural  causes,  and  the  average  salary  on  which  he  had  paid 
dues  in  the  Protection  Plan  was  $3,550.  His  widow  or  estate 
would  get  a  cash  settlement  of  $3,550,  plus  the  regular  widow 
benefits.  If  he  is  killed  accidently,  his  widow  or  estate  would 
receive  twice  this  amount,  $7,100,  plus  regular  widow  benefits. 

Benefits  Paid 

More  than  $41  million  have  been  paid  in  relief  and  annuity 
benefits  by  the  Annuity  Board  since  its  beginning  in  1918.  Last 
year  these  benefits  totaled  more  than  $3  million,  and  were  paid 
to  more  than  4,500  ministers  and  denominational  workers  or 
their  families,  who  were  members  of  a  retirement  plan,  and  to 
approximately  750  on  the  relief  rolls. 

Membership  In  Retirement  Plans 

As  of  April  1,  1963,  there  were  15,964,  or  49%,  of  the  total 
churches  in  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  participating  in  the 
Annuity  Board's  retirement  program  for  their  pastors.  Out  of  a 
total  of  212  educational  institutions,  hospitals,  children's  homes 
and  homes  for  the  aged,  121  are  enrolled  in  an  Annuity  Board 
retirement  plan  with  their  employees.  Total  membership  in  all 
the  Board's  retirement  plans  is  approximately  25,000. 

Field  Representative 

The  Annuity  Board  field  representative  for  North  Carolina  is 
Guy  Cain.  He  promotes  the  Board's  retirement  plans,  trying  to 
enlist  all  those  pastors,  churches  and  denominational  employees 
who  are  not  enrolled  in  the  program  in  North  Carolina.  He  also 
conducts  a  program  of  education,  helping  those  who  are  in  the 
plans  to  know  more  about  the  provisions  they  have  for  the 
future,  and  advising  them  if  they  should  seek  additional  pro- 
tection through  a  supplemental  plan  with  the  Board. 

Rev.  Cain  is  available  to  speak  to  a  group  in  the  church  or 
association,  or  for  personal  conferences  about  anv  phase  of  the 
Annuity  Board's  work.

REPORT  OF  MISSIONS  COMMITTEE  ROWAN 
BAPTIST  ASSOCIATION 

Several  churches  in  the  association  are  doing  specific  work  in 
establishing  new  churches.  The  Franklin  Mission  sponsored  by 
Calvary  Baptist  Church  has  obtained  a  highly  desirable  building 
site  on  Highway  601  north  of  Salisbury  and  plans  are  being  made 
for  the  financing  and  construction  of  a  building  in  the  near  future. 
The  present  Franklin  Mission  continues  to  meet  in  the  Franklin 
Community  Center  and  has  an  average  Sunday  school  attendance 
of  between  50  and  60  persons. 

Trading  Ford  Baptist  Church  continues  its  assistance  with  the 
Oakland  Heights  Mission  in  the  southeastern  suburbs  of  Salisbury. 
This  mission  is  showing  good  progress,  has  its  own  building 
and  enjoys  a  Sunday  school  attendance  averaging  between  40 
and  45  persons. 

First  Baptist  Church  of  Salisbury  is  planning  to  begin  a  new 
mission  work  on  the  Mooresville  Highway  about  5  miles  from 
Salisbury.  This  is  an  area  which  has  been  in  need  of  the  Baptist 
witness  for  many  years.  To  meet  this  need  the  First  Baptist 
Church  has  purchased  several  acres  of  land  strategically  located 
in  the  midst  of  growing  residential  areas  and  expects  to  launch 
a  new  mission  work  in  this  area  as  soon  as  practicable  after  the 
completion  of  its  current  educational  building  enlargement  pro- 
gram. 

From  time  to  time  our  associational  missionary,  Reverend  John 
Carter,  serves  with  the  supervision  of  the  Missions  Committee  as 
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interim  pastor  in  churches  where  there  is  a  need  for  his  help. 
At  the  present  time  Reverend  Carter  is  working  with  the  West 
Landis  Church  on  a  temporary  basis.  It  is  expected  that  his 
services  wii  be  useful  to  this  congregation  for  several  months. 

In  February  and  March  of  1963  twenty-two  churches  of  the 
Association  participated  in  church-community  surveys.  Ernest  Up- 
church,  who  is  head  of  the  North  Carolina  Baptist  State  Conven- 
tion's Church  Development  Department  was  in  the  county  and 
led  in  these  activities.  In  conducting  the  surveys  the  participating 
churches  obtained  facts  relating  to  the  community  in  which  they 
were  located.  Data  was  compiled  which  showed  the  residents' 
denominational  affiliation,  trends  in  church  membership,  activities 
of  other  denominations,  economic  growth  of  the  community  and 
other  such  pertinent  information.  At  the  same  time  the  participating 
churches  examined  their  own  organization,  their  church  staff,  the 
economic  potential  of  the  families  in  the  church,  the  leadership 
capacities  of  their  members  and  the  use  being  made  of  the  talent 
available  in  their  congregations.  In  using  all  of  these  facts  the 
churches  analyzed  the  work  that  they  had  been  doing  and  set 
goals  toward  which  their  congregations  might  work.  The 
churches  which  engaged  in  these  surveys  found  them  to  be  use- 
ful and  improved  their  perspective  of  their  community  responsi- 
bilities. 

There  has  been  recently  concluded  in  the  Association  a  Sunday 
school  enlargement  emphasis.  Twelve  churches  actively  par- 
ticipated. The  meetings  were  held  for  a  week  this  past  Septem- 
ber. Herman  Ihley  from  the  Sunday  School  Department  of  the 
State  Baptist  Convention  led  the  meetings  which  were  held  in 
Stallings  Memorial  Baptist  Church.  Some  of  the  churches  held 
study  courses  simultaneously  which  the  pastors  led  for  effective 
Sunday  school  planning. 

Reports  from  the  churches  of  the  association  relative  to  congre- 
gational giving  and  mission  emphasis  as  shown  by  the  churches' 
mission  gifts  produce  some  encouragement  and  some  disappoint- 
ment. In  total  offerings,  comparina  the  year  ending  September 
30,  1963  with  the  year  endinq  September  30,  1962  there  was 
an  unexpected  decrease  of  $36,142.  $665,077  was  reported 
for  1962  whereas  only  $628,935  was  reported  for  the  year  1963. 
This  is  the  first  decline  in  total  receipts  since  1959.  Accompany- 
inq  and  perhaps  in  part  accounting  for  this  decrease  in  total  re- 
ceipts was  a  decline  in  resHent  membership.  The  resident  mem- 
bership reported  for  1962  was  9.203,  whereas  the  resH^nt 
membership  for  1963  was  8,846.  This  shows  a  decrease  of  157 
in  the  Association's  resident  membership.  This  of  course  is  only 
about  a  1V2%  variation  but  it  is  a  variation  in  the  wrong 
direction.    More  encouragement  is  noted  from  the  reports  on 
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mission  gifts  to  the  Cooperative  Program  which  show  that  the 
churches  of  the  Association  gave  a  total  of  $1500  more  in  1963 
than  in  1962.  In  1962  only  6.9  per  cent  of  the  total  church  offer- 
ings went  to  the  cooperative  program.  Furthermore  there  was 
an  increase  in  total  mission  gifts  from  our  churches.  1963  re- 
ports indicate  that  our  churches  gave  $5,868.  more  to  all  mission 
causes  in  1963  than  our  churches  gave  in  1962.  This  improve- 
ment was  also  reflected  in  the  fact  that  13.40  per  cent  of  total 
offerings  went  to  mission  causes  in  1962  whereas  in  1963  this 
was  increased  to  15.22  per  cent  of  total  offerings.  Even  though 
total  offerings  were  down  total  mission  gifts  rose  $5,868.  This 
would  indicate  that  we  are  moving  toward  the  idea  of  trying  to 
send  more  and  more  each  year  away  from  the  local  church  for 
the  benefit  of  mission  causes. 

The  1963  budget  for  North  Carolina  State  Baptist  objects, 
including  what  we  usually  refer  to  as  "State  Missions"  as  well  as 
Christian  education  and  Christian  social  services  totals  3V2  million 
dollars.  $200,000  of  this  comes  from  the  special  offering  for 
state  missions.  About  $300,000  comes  from  activities  such  as 
assembly  operations,  Fruitland  Institute  and  Camp  and  the  Home 
Mission  Board.  The  bulk,  approximately  $3  million,  comes  from 
Cooperative  Program  Funds.  Of  the  3400  Baptist  Churches  in 
North  Carolina  today,  more  than  2000  of  them  have  been  aided 
in  one  way  or  another  by  the  North  Carolina  Baptist  State  Con- 
vention in  the  earlier  staqes  of  their  growth.  All  churches  in 
Rowan  Association  contribute  to  State  Denominational  obiects. 
This  is  a  oood  record  but  as  indicated  above  only  a  small  per- 
centage f  the  total  aifts  to  churches  is  channeled  into  denomina- 
tional objects  away  from  the  local  church. 

North  Carolina  Baptists  sent  more  than  Vi  million  dollars  to 
the  Home  Mission  Board  last  year.  Of  this  total  amount,  264,000 
was  contributed  throuah  the  Annie  Armstrong  Offering.  This  is 
part  of  a  $7  million  Mission  Board  budget  which  is  used  prin- 
cipally for  the  support  of  more  than  2000  missionaries  who  do 
Southern  Baptist  Convention  work  in  50  states  plus  Panama  the 
canal  zone  and  Cuba.  Dr.  Courts  Retford,  Evecutive  Secretary 
of  Home  Mission  Board,  reoorts  that  the  work  in  Cuba  has  suf- 
fered some  harrassment  which  seems  to  be  increasina.  However 
he  says  all  churches  and  missions  in  Cuba  continue  to  function. 
Dr.  Redford  says  that  the  people  of  Cuba  seem  to  have  a  very 
ar«at  interest  in  the  Gosoel  m^saae,  but  that  those  who  would 
interfere  with  the  progress  of  the  mi^on  work  are  given  a  free 
hand  to  disturb  and  molest  as  they  desire. 

The  Home  Mission  Board  directs  a  portion  of  its  funds  back 
into  the  various  states  in  the  convention  to  promote  mission  en- 
terprises for  special  work  to  meet  local  needs.  The  North  Carolina 
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Baptist  State  Convention  and  the  Home  Mission  Board  have  a  joint 
budget  this  year  of  $46,580  with  North  Carolina  furnishing  36% 
thereof  and  Home  Mission  Board  furnishing  the  balance.  The 
benefits  of  this  joint  effort  are  demonstrated  in  work  at  Spray, 
North  Carolina  among  the  underprivileged  and  more  extensively 
in  cooperative  endeavors  with  National  (Colored)  Baptists  in  our 
state  and  in  language  group  minorities  among  our  North  Carolina 
friends  from  foreign  countries.  The  foreign  mission  effort  of 
churches  throughout  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  is  channeled 
through  the  Foreign  Mission  Board  which  last  year  operated  on 
a  $20  million  budget.  North  Carolina  Baptists  subscribe  this 
budget  to  the  extent  of  almost  10%.  We  gave  $693,000  through 
our  cooperative  program,  $288,000  were  designated  gifts  for 
foreign  miss'ons  and  the  Lottie  Moon  Offering  in  North  Carolina 
produced  $907,000. 

At  the  close  of  1962  there  were  1627  missionaries  under  ap- 
pointment by  the  Foreign  Mission  Board.  Plans  call  for  an  in- 
crease in  appointments  during  the  current  year  so  that  when  the 
Southern  Baptist  Convention  meets  in  1964  it  is  hoped  that  there 
will  be  1800  missionaries  under  aopointment  in  foreign  mission 
fields. 

In  the  annual  report  last  May  of  Dr.  Baker  J.  Cauthen,  Execu- 
tive Secretary  of  the  Foreign  Mission  Board  of  Southern  Baptist 
Convention,  he  expressed  Gratitude  to  God  that  Southern  Baptists 
are  placing  in  the  hands  of  the  Foreign  Mission  Board  more  than 
$20  million  annually  for  the  world  wide  Christian  enterprise  of 
foreign  missions.  He  told  of  the  great  plans  that  are  being  formed 
and  the  great  objectives  which  lie  ahead  for  our  cooperative 
foreiqn  mission  effort  and  concluded  by  advising  that  in  order 
to  achieve  these  objectives  we  must  address  ourselves  increas- 
ingly to  intercessory  prayer  and  to  a  searching  of  heart  that  our 
witness  at  the  home  base  and  around  the  world  will  magnify  the 
name  of  the  Lord  in  every  way.

The  group  was 
challenged  to  look  up — the  day  of  redemption  draweth  nigh. 
Prayer  was  offered  and  the  meeting  was  adjourned  for  the  noon 
meal.

12.  Bro.  Elmer  Phipps  led  the  group  in  singing  "To  God  Be 
The  Glory."  Rev.  Harold  Parker  led  the  devotionals  using  Romans 
12  with  prayer  following.  A  motion  was  made  that  the  reading 
of  the  report  on  Children's  Home  be  dispensed  with,  and  that 
the  written  report  be  incorporated  in  the  Annual  Minutes.  Dr.  I. 
G.  Greer  was  recognized  and  spoke  to  the  report.  Dr.  Greer  used 
the  subject  of  "Making  The  Right  Kind  of  Men  And  Women  Out 
Of  The  Boys  And  Girls  Of  Each  Generation."  The  text  used  was 
"Let  Us  Make  Man."  The  speaker  challenged  the  group  to  a 
realization  that  it  is  time  to  go  upstream  and  save  the  home.  The 
report  was  approved.  There  were  159  Messengers  and  57  Visitors 
registered  at  this  time  for  a  total  of  216. 


REPORT  ON  BAPTIST  CHILDREN'S  HOMES 

Building  a  better  tomorrow  has  always  been  the  dedicated 
concern  of  the  Baptist  Children's  Homes  of  North  Carolina.  To- 
day's children  will  become  the  adults  who  shape  tomorrow's 
world.  NO  task  is  more  important  than  helping  a  child,  hurt  by 
life,  to  grow  into  healthy,  well-adjusted,  responsible  citizenship. 

Each  child  who  comes  to  the  Children's  Homes  is  different, 
with  a  different  need  to  be  met  and  a  different  problem  to  be 
solved.  It  is  the  responsibility  of  the  Homes  to  find  the  best 
solution  possible.  For  many  years  that  meant  providing  food, 
clothing  and  shelter  for  orphans.  Today  the  need  has  changed. 
Today  our  work  is  with  children  who  for  various  reasons  have 
lost  the  security  of  home  and  parents. 

During  the  past  year,  848  boys  and  girls  were  served  by  the 
Baptist  Children's  Homes.  In  addition  to  those  already  in  care, 
applications  were  received  for  the  admission  of  646  other  chil- 
dren. We  had  space  and  money  sufficient  to  admit  170  of  these — 
leaving  476  for  whom  no  room  was  available.  Provision  should 
be  made  immediately  to  expand  greatly  our  foster  home  program 
to  meet  the  needs  of  these  children.  This  can  be  done  through 
an  increased  Thanksgiving  Offering. 

Increasingly,  your  Homes  are  being  called  upon  to  serve 
children  who  are  disturbed  and  emotionally  ill.  In  addition  to 
traditional  types  of  child  care,  there  is  a  growing  need  for 
specialized  supervision  and  services.  It  is  hoped  that  a  step  can 
be  taken,  within  the  year,  to  begin  to  provide,  on  a  small  scale, 
such  services  at  the  North  Carolina  Medical  Center  at  Chapel  Hill. 
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Financial  support  this  year  has  come  from  the  following  sources: 


For  the  first  time,  income  to  the  Children's  Homes  through  the 
Cooperative  Program  exceeds  that  of  the  Thanksgiving  Offering. 
This  source  of  income  meets  one-third  of  our  operating  budget 
and  is  greatly  appreciated.  At  the  same  time,  the  Thanksgiving 
Offering  continues  to  be  vital  to  our  existence,  providing  30  per 
cent  of  income.  We  sorely  need  an  increase  of  one  hundred 
thousand  dollars  through  the  Thanksgiving  Offering  this  year. 
This  would  enable  us  to  provide  a  Christian  home  and  care  for  an 
additional  125  children. 

We  owe  a  debt  of  deep  gratitude  to  our  friends  whose  genuine 
concern  for  the  welfare  of  our  children  makes  this  help  possible — 
especially  our  Baptist  people.  You  have  afforded  hundreds  of 
boys  and  girls  opportunities  and  privileges  which  they  otherwise 
could  not  have  had. 

Charity  and  Children,  our  official  publication,  which  this  year 
celebrated  its  75th  anniversary  of  service  to  North  Carolina  Bap- 
tists, continues  to  grow  in  popularity  and  circulation.  Each  week 
55,000  copies  are  sent  to  churches  and  individual  subscribers 
throughout  the  state  and  beyond.  You  are  invited  to  be  among 
these  readers  and  thus  stay  informed  of  our  child  care  ministry 
and  other  denominational  endeavors  throughout  the  year.

REPORT  OF  WOMAN'S  MISSIONARY  UNION 

For  Woman's  Missionary  Union  this  has  been  a  significant 
year.  It  was  seventy-five  years  ago  that  Woman's  Missionary 
Union,  Auxiliary  to  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention,  was  born. 
It  was  born  out  of  hearts  of  love  and  concern  that  yearned  to 
share  the  good  news  of  the  gospel  with  all  people  everywhere. 

It  was  on  May  1  1,  1888  in  the  basement  room  of  Broad  Street 
Methodist  Church,  in  Richmond,  Virginia  that  women  from  four- 
teen states  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  gathered,  and  three 
days  later,  after  much  prayer  and  discussion,  ten  of  the  fourteen 
states  joined  together,  not  as  a  separate  woman's  movement,  but 
as  an  auxiliary  to  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention. 

The  preamble  to  the  constitution  and  by-laws  clearly  set  forth 
the  purpose  of  the  organization:  to  stimulate  the  missionary  spirit 
and  the  grace  of  giving  among  women  and  children,  with  all 
collections  to  be  distributed  by  the  boards  of  the  Southern  Baptist 
Convention. 

In  observance  of  this,  our  diamond  anniversary,  a  new  book 
was  written  by  Mrs.  Elizabeth  Marshall  Evans,  entitled  "Annie 
Armstrong".  This  book  tells  the  thrilling  story  of  the  life  of  the 
first  corresponding  secretary  of  Woman's  Missionary  Union,  and  is 
steeped  in  Baptist  history.  Most  of  our  local  societies  have  studied 
this  book,  in  addition  to  the  new  Aims  book  and  the  series  books 
for  foreign  and  home  missions. 

Dr.  Samuel  Zwemer,  a  missionary,  said  "The  smaller  the  dia- 
meter of  our  knowledge  of  human  need  and  human  suffering, 
the  smaller  will  be  the  circumference  of  our  petition.  The  larger 
the  diameter  of  our  knowledge,  the  larger  the  area  of  our  inter- 
cession." Prayer  grows  out  of  study  and  as  we  have  studied 
these  and  other  books,  read  our  missionary  periodicals  and  had 
our  missionary  programs,  our  hearts  have  been  warmly  moved 
to  intercessory  prayer,  not  only  in  our  daily  devotions  and  the 
weeks  of  prayer  for  foreign  and  home  missions,  but  in  prayer 
retreats  also.  These  retreats  were  held  on  a  state-wide  level, 
associational-wide  and  in  our  local  churches.  These  were  times  of 
real  spiritual  blessing  for  all  who  participated. 

Real  prayer  on  the  part  of  Christians  stimulates  activity — giving 
and  being.  There  has  been  no  real  prayer  unless  our  hearts  have 
been  moved  to  give  feet  to  our  prayers.  When  Christians  become 
aware  of  Jesus'  commission  and  the  needs  of  the  world,  we 
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pray  and  when  we  have  prayed,  we  give  of  ourselves  and  our 
substance.  When  we  pray  we  call  on  God  to  do  what  he  will. 
When  we  give  we  do  what  we  can  do,  because  God  has  entrusted 
to  us  as  stewards  the  material  blessings  of  life.  Giving  is  helping 
to  answer  our  prayers  as  our  gifts  are  used  to  meet  mission  needs 
around  the  world. 

Yes,  when  we  learn  of  the  needs  we  pray  and  when  we  pray 
we  give,  but  we  don't  stop  there.  Jesus  said,  "ye  shall  be 
witnesses  unto  me."  Mrs.  Robert  Fling,  president  of  Woman's 
Missionary  Union,  SBC,  said  in  her  acceptance  speech  at  Kansas 
City  that  the  greatest  desire  of  her  heart  is  to  be  a  soul-winner. 
This  should  be  the  greatest  desire  of  every  Christian's  heart.  And 
so  Woman's  Missionary  Union  promotes  community  missions  as 
well  as  foreign  and  home  missions.  It  is  impossible  to  look 
through  the  eyes  of  Jesus  and  not  see  community  missions — 
witnessing  wherever  you  happen  to  be.  Christian  witnessing  in 
ones  own  community  is  both  the  starting  point  in  personal 
Christian  growth  and  the  first  step  in  mission  concern.  Christian 
witnessing  is  more  than  the  testimony  of  convincing  lips,  it  is 
the  response  of  a  convinced  life.  May  we  all  strive  to  be  faithful 
in  our  Christian  witnessing,  both  by  lip  witnessing  and  by  our 
example  of  a  dedicated  life. 

Yes,  seventy-five  years  ago  we  received  this  sacred  heritaqe 
of  conviction,  dedication  and  co-operation.  We  cherish  this 
heritaqe  and  pledge  with  God's  help  to  bequeath  it  to  succeeding 
generations  through  the  women  and  children  in  our  organizations 
today.

TRAINING  UNION  REPORT 

The  training  program  of  our  churches  is  of  the  utmost  import- 
ance. A  good  definition  of  training  is  this;  to  instruct  so  as  to 
make  proficient  or  qualified  leaders.  With  this  in  mind  and  with 
God  The  Holy  Spirit  leading,  the  Southern  Baptists  have  launched 
an  Adult  Enlistment  Campaign.  The  goal  is  one  hundred  thousand 
(100,000)  new  adults. 

The  second  goal  is  to  reach  the  children  of  these  adults  by 
working  with  the  younger  age-group  department  workers. 

The  third  goal  is  to  provide  an  increased  reservoir  of  pros- 
pective leaders,  looking  especially  toward  Sunday  school  adult 
enlistment  and  enlargement  effort  beginning  in  the  fall  of  1964. 
In  our  churches  we  have  thousands  of  untrained  leaders. 

The  goals  for  the  Rowan  Association  are:  to  establish  active 
Training  Unions  in  the  churches  that  are  now  without  training 
programs,  to  enlist  at  least  fifteen  new  adults  in  every  Training 
Union,  to  secure  more  leaders  to  work  with  adults,  to  read  the 
New  Testament  in  its  entirety  during  this  church  year,  and  to  have 
the  greatest  "AA"  Night  service  on  December  2nd  that  we  have 
ever  witnessed.  The  attendance  goal  for  "AA"  Night  service  is 
the  entire  BTU  membership  of  Rowan  County.  Other  goals  are 
the  observance  of  Youth  Night,  and  Youth  Week.  The  week  of 
April  20-24,  1964  has  been  designated  as  Baptist  Heritage  Week. 
During  this  week  each  church  should  offer  to  its  members  the 
required  books  for  each  age  group.  Those  who  meet  the  require- 
ments in  this  study  may  receive  credit  in  cateqory  8 — History.  We 
will  have  better  trained  leaders  and  witnesses  by  reaching  these 
goals.  Information  concerning  Youth  Night,  Youth  Week  and 
Baptist  Heritage  Week  can  be  obtained  from  the  Associational 
Training  Union  Officers. 

All  pastors,  directors,  and  leaders  should  keep  in  mind  that  our 
greatest  liability  is  untrained  leaders.

AMERICAN  BIBLE  SOCIETY  REPORT 

The  American  Bible  Society  is  an  active  partner  of  Southern 
Baptists  in  the  missionary  task  of  sharing  Christ  with  the  Whole 
World — a  task  which  calls  for  the  widest  possible  distribution  of 
the  Scriptures. 

The  Scriptures,  God's  Word,  the  Bible,  presents  Jesus  Christ, 
the  one  hope  of  men  and  nations.  Each  nation  must  have  the 
Bible  in  its  own  language,  because  it  speaks  to  their  hearts  as  no 
other  language  can  speak.  In  most  countries  people  cannot  afford 
even  the  cost  of  printing  the  Scriptures.  The  Bible  can  go  where 
the  human  missionary  cannot  go.  It  can  stay  on  after  he  must 
leave  and  keep  on  speaking  to  a  person's  heart. 

The  American  Bible  Society  helps  missionaries  to  translate  the 
Bible,  publishes  without  note  or  comment,  and  distributes  without 
profit  usually  below  cost.  For  the  Blind,  it  supplies  Scriptures  in 
Braille  and  other  raised-letter  systems  and  on  Talking  Book 
records. 

During  1962  the  American  Bible  Society  published  in  some 
part  of  the  Bible  1202  Languages;  the  full  Bible  in  228,  a  Testa- 
ment in  285  more,  a  Gospel  or  other  complete  book  in  689  more, 
but  still  faced  the  task  of  translating  the  Scriptures  into  another 
1,000  or  more  languages. 

During  1962  work  was  extended  to  40  additional  countries 
and  provided  almost  two-thirds  of  the  year's  total  of  nearly  50 
million  Scripture  volumes  distributed  by  all  the  Bible  Societies 
of  the  world.  Especially  encouraging  was  its  overseas  distribu- 
tion of  almost  17  million  volumes,  which  was  a  remarkable  in- 
crease of  49  per  cent  over  the  year  before. 

In  addition  to  printing  and  giving  the  Word  the  American  Bible 
Society  is  making  new  approaches  in  Latin  America  and  in  our 
own  land  in  the  distribution  of  the  Scriptures. 

The  help  of  every  Southern  Baptist  Church  is  needed.  Two 
years,  1958  and  1961,  Southern  Baptists  led  all  denominations 
in  gifts  to  the  American  Bible  Society.  In  1962  our  oifts  of 
$158,206  stood  second,  exceeded  by  Methodist  aifts  of  $206,580. 
Gifts  from  all  churches  in  the  U.S.A.  totaled  $1,191,233.

Your  music  committee  strongly  recommends  careful  selection 
of  the  hymns  used,  as  well  as  the  other  music  used  in  our  services, 
in  order  to  make  the  best  use  possible  of  the  wealth  of  good  music 
which  is  available  to  us.  Only  through  the  proper  selection  of 
music  can  we  lead  our  people  in  a  true  experience  of  praise  and 
worship. 

Our  annual  Hymn-Sing  in  connection  with  "M"  Night,  and  the 
Christmas  Carol-Sing  for  the  patients  at  the  Salisbury  Veterans 
Administration  Hospital  have  been  helpful  to  those  who  have 
taken  part.  We  urge  even  greater  participation. 

Your  committee  again  reminds  you  that  the  responsibility  of  a 
good  program  of  Church  music  rests  with  the  individual  Church. 
Planning  and  Training  are  the  key  words  in  the  development  of 
such  a  program.  And,  we  should  never  lose  sight  of  the  purpose 
for  which  we  sing.  We  should  never  be  satisfied  with  anything 
short  of  the  best  we  are  capable  of  doing  as  we  seek  to  worship 
our  Divine  Creator.

REPORT  ON  RADIO  AND  TELEVISION 

Most  of  us  have  radio  and  television  sets  and  spend  much  time 
just  looking  and  listening.  When  we  hear  of  the  radio  and  tel- 
evision ministry  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  we  wonder 
when  we  are  to  be  cut  in  on  the  program.  We  are  apt  to  think 
that  there  is  really  not  much  being  done. 

However,  Southern  Baptists  are  feeding  more  programs  over 
more  stations  this  year  than  ever  before.  There  are  now  1220 
stations  including  117  television  stations  that  carry  the  gospel 
messages  and  there  are  an  additional  205  Armed  Forces  Radio 
Outlets.  Fifty  of  these  stations  are  in  foreign  countries. 

The  Radio  and  Television  Commission  of  the  Southern  Baptist 
Convention  continues  to  improve  the  effectiveness  of  this  ministry 
by  a  well  ordered  program  in  four  major  areas  of  development. 

(1)  The  message  of  the  program  is  taylored  to  meet  the  needs 
of  the  listening  audience.  For  example — the  same  Baptist  Hour 
Program  will  have  a  different  ending  for  each  of  the  languages 
used  and  countries  served. 

(2)  The  message  of  the  program  cannot  be  effective  without 
audience  and  therefore  people  are  encouraged  to  listen  to  and 
view  these  programs  through  the  press  and  from  the  pulpit. 

(3)  Inquiries  and  counseling  provide  an  additional  opportunity 
of  service.  Thousands  of  letters  give  the  listener  a  response  and 
literature  from  the  commission.  Many  of  these  letters  contain 
statements  of  deep  spiritual  experiences  and  restoration  in  many 
areas  of  life. 

(4)  Technical  assistance  of  the  major  networks  has  improved 
the  quality  and  effectiveness  of  programs — especially  the  docu- 
mentary films. 

The  Baptist  Hour  continues  to  be  heard  in  our  area  and  at  least 
one  Baptist  Worship  service  is  heard  each  Sunday  morning  on 
our  local  stations. 
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There  are  millions  of  people  in  the  world  who  can  only  hear 
the  gospel  on  the  Radio.

REPORT  ON  HOME  FOR  THE  AGING 

Our  North  Carolina  Baptist  Homes  are  now  able  to  serve  160 
residents  in  these  four  locations:  the  Hayes  Home  and  Resthaven 
in  Winston-Salem,  the  Albemarle  Home  in  Albemarle,  and  the 
Hamilton  Home  in  Hamilton.  The  average  age  among  our  resi- 
dents is  80. 

Our  greatest  single  need  is  for  more  space.  Today  there  are 
160  people  waiting  to  be  taken  in,  but  unable  to  enter  because 
of  lack  of  space. 

The  special  offering  on  the  third  Sunday  of  February  must  be 
looked  to  for  the  greater  part  of  the  support  for  this  cause,  since 
less  than  eight  dollars  of  every  one  thousand  Cooperative  Pro- 
gram dollars  go  to  this  cause — or,  to  break  it  down,  out  of  one 
Cooperative  Proqram  dollar  only  a  fraction  over  three-fourths 
of  one  penny  goes  to  this  cause. 

This  work  done  in  behalf  of  the  aqed,  along  with  that  done  in 
behalf  of  homeless  children  and  along  with  charity  work  in 
behalf  of  the  sick,  may  rightfully  be  said  to  be  deserving  of  a 
special  claim  in  reaard  to  our  aivinq.  The  book  of  James,  in 
line  with  the  emphasis  of  the  Old  Testament  prophets,  defines 
pure  religion  first  of  all  as  "visiting  the  fatherless  and  widows 
in  their  affliction" — and  "visitina"  here  means  much  more  than 
simply  payina  a  call,  but  especially  includes  extendina  the  helo- 
ina  hand.  Whi'e  the  New  Testament  writers,  notably  Paul,  teach 
that  we  should  give  to  support  the  preaching  of  the  qosoel.  this 
apostle's  most  extended  appeal  for  money  was  made  in  bQhalf 
of  the  physical  needs  of  certain  distressed  Christians.  lndQed, 
the  only  instance  of  cooperative  qivinq  on  the  part  of  several 
churches  in  the  New  Testament — that  is,  the  only  instance 
furnishing  a   parallel   with  our  present-day  system  of  giving 
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through  an  association  or  convention — was  directed  to  just  such 
a  concern  as  this.

REPORT    ON    CHRISTIAN  LITERATURE 

The  art  of  writing,  according  to  history,  began  around  5,000 
B.  C.  and  the  method  used  was  a  picture  language.  It  was  an 
expression,  even  then,  of  man's  desire  to  express  in  permanent 
form  the  inspiration  he  felt,  to  record  the  laws  of  his  government, 
and  perpetuate  the  events  of  his  day  in  individual,  social,  and  re- 
ligious, as  well  as  political,  opinions  and  beliefs.  It  is  noted  that 
"the  invention  of  writing  represents  one  of  the  greatest  mile- 
stones of  human  progress."  Later  with  the  invention  of  the  alpha- 
bet, and  centuries  later  printing,  literature  was  produced  in  vol- 
ume undreamed  of  in  an  earlier  day  when  a  roll  of  papyrus  was 
used  for  or  impressions  were  made  on  a  clay  tablet.  Today  our 
modern  libraries  house  millions  of  books.  The  very  fact  that  these 
books  were  written  and  preserved  is  indicative  of  our  interest 
in  literature. 

It  was  only  natural  that  in  a  matter  as  vital  as  Christianity  has 
been,  and  is,  to  the  human  race  that  there  were  many  efforts  to 
record  for  contemporaries,  and  posterity,  the  tenets  of  religion. 
For  the  Christian,  there  is  the  culmination  of  all  writing,  in  the 
book  we  accept  as  the  Word  of  God,  the  Bible.  The  Bible,  how- 
ever, is  not  a  fetish  to  be  worshipped,  but  a  book  to  be  practiced. 
Much  of  the  New  Testament  was  written  to  inspire  Christians 
to  steadfastness  in  service,  and  to  instruct  in  Christian  conduct. 

Southern  Baptists  have  long  realized  the  importance  of  the 
written  and  printed  page  in  informing,  indoctrinating,  and  encour- 
aging the  people.  The  Southern  Baptist  Sunday  School  Board  with 
trained  technicians,  the  finest  equipment,  and  dedicated  interest  in 
all  the  work  to  which  we  as  Southern  Baptists  are  committed,  pub- 
lish the  literature  we  use.  They  produce  it  in  staggering  quantities. 

The  states  of  our  Convention  have  their  State  Baptist  publica- 
tions. Ours  is  the  BIBLICAL  RECORDER  and  it  has  through  the 
years  been  true  to  Southern  Baptist  causes  and  institutions,  and  to 
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the  accomplishments  and  objectives  of  the  North  Carolina  Baptist 
State  Convention.  Today  it  has  more  than  80,000  subscribers,  the 
largest  in  its  130  year  history.  The  RECORDER  has  been  a  val- 
uable instrument  of  communication  among  Baptists.  This  is  so 
important  today  as  tensions  arise.  There  must  be  a  place  where 
Baptists  can  come  together  in  a  common  meeting  place.  The  RE- 
CORDER provides  this  meeting  place  each  week.  When  people 
know,  they  respond.  When  they  are  not  informed  properly  and 
accurately,  they  become  victims  of  rumors  and  misinformation. 

For  more  than  seventy-six  years  one  of  the  best  known  and 
most  widely  read  pieces  of  Christian  Literature  reaching  North 
Carolina  Baptists  has  been  CHARITY  AND  CHILDREN.  People  love 
CHARITY  AND  CHILDREN  because  it  is  identified  with  the  ministry 
of  child  care.  They  trust  it  because  it  is  a  free  voice,  publishing 
news  for  and  about  all  Baptists,  voicing  editorial  comment  with- 
out fear  or  apology.  This  newspaper,  published  each  week  by 
the  Baptist  Children's  Home  and  printed  on  the  campus  at  AA ills 
Home,  Thomasville,  now  has  fifty-five  thousand  subscribers.

REPORT  ON   BAPTIST  HOSPITAL 

The  opportunity  of  serving  persons  created  in  the  image  of  God 
is  a  high  and  holy  privilege. 

You  and  I  have  such  an  opportunity  in  multiplied  thousands  of 
people  who  are  sick  in  body,  mind  and  spirit,  and  who  come  to 
our  Baptist  Hospital  seeking  help.  We  reach  out  the  hand  of  love 
and  mercy  through  the  skilled  and  dedicated  hands  of  our  doc- 
tors, nurses,  chaplains,  and  many  others  involved  in  this  ministry 
to  the  total  person.  We  are  grateful  for  this  opportunity  of  joining 
hands  with  those  who  soothe  the  fevered  brow,  give  the  miracle 
drug,  guide  the  surgeon's  knife,  bring  the  message  of  hope,  and 
do  the  hundreds  of  other  tasks  which  are  necessary  in  the  opera- 
tion of  our  great  Medical  Center. 

The  number  of  those  who  receive  the  services  of  our  Hospital 
this  year  will  be  greater  than  the  population  of  one  of  our  me- 
dium-size North  Carolina  cities,  such  as  Goldsboro  or  Salisbury.

Lord  God  of  hosts — 

Whose  purpose  never  changing 

Leads  toward  the  day  of  Jesus  Christ  the  Son 

Grant  us  to  march  among 

Thy  faithful  Legion

Till  the  world  is  won! 

God's  eternal  and  immutable  destiny  has  in  love  and  mercy 
turned  the  pages  of  another  year  of  history  for  this,  our  36th 
session  of  the  Rowan  Association. 

As  we  consider  the  accomplishments  of  our  34  churches  and 
two  missions,  we  become  more  and  more  aware  of  the  potential 
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abilities  of  more  than  ten  thousand  Baptists  in  a  relatively  small 
area.  If  we  mature  Christians  really  possess  what  we  profess — 
giving  our  hearts  to  God  in  "total  dedication"  we  could  bless  the 
world  and  humanity,  and  enlarge  his  Kingdom  in  our  "outreach 
for  the  unreached". 

Historically,  our  people  have  been  very  busy  doing  many 
things.  Notable  among  our  churches  is  the  changing  of  Pastors. 
Never  have  so  many  changes  been  made  in  one  year. 

Rev.  Marvin  Smith  has  been  called  to  the  First  Baptist  Church 
of  East  Spencer.  He  succeeds  Rev.  Searcy  Jackson,  now  attending 
Wake  Forest  College. 

Sta  I  lings  Memorial  has  called  the  Rev.  Hayden  Cartner. 

East  Side  has  called  a  fine  young  man  as  their  new  Pastor — 
Rev.  Stancil  Baucom  who  is  a  student  at  Charlotte  College. 

Emmanuel  has  called  Rev.  Gary  Chapman  to  succeed  Rev.  Wade 
James. 

Wyatts  Grove  has  released  their  Pastor,  Rev.  Franklin  Harkins, 
to  further  his  education  and  enter  Mission  work. 

Oakland  Heights,  formerly  Crusade  Mission  and  under  the 
sponsorship  of  Trading  Ford  Church,  has  called  Rev.  E.  M.  Fain  as 
their  Pastor. 

West  Landis  called  Rev.  Ray  Blackweider  to  serve  them  on 
January  20 — and  after  only  a  brief  time  resigned.  Our  devoted 
Missionary,  Rev.  John  Carter,  will  serve  them  as  Interim  Pastor. 

Our  Churches  without  Pastors  are  Needmore — Wyatts  Grove — 
West  Landis  and  West  Corinth. 

Rev.  J.  W.  Allen  resigned  as  Pastor  of  Enon  Baptist  Church  on 
June  30,  1963  to  accept  a  call  to  the  First  Baptist  Church,  Carolina 
Beach,  North  Carolina.  Dr.  Robert  Dryer  of  Wake  Forest  College 
accepted  a  call  as  Interim  Pastor  September  1,  1963. 

Our  Mission  at  Franklin  is  prospering  beautifully  under  the 
leadership  of  Rev.  Herman  Absher  who  is  a  student  at  Wake  For- 
est and  will  finish  his  education  there  next  midyear.  Rev.  Absher 
and  his  lovely  little  wife  are  tireless  and  deeply  devoted  to  their 
task.  Mrs.  Absher  helps  with  the  music  and  many  activities  at  the 
Mission. 

Rev.  Steven  Byrd,  the  progressive  and  enthusiastic  young  Pastor 
of  Southside  assumed  full  time  duties  on  November  18,  1962  and 
was  ordained  as  a  Minister  of  the  Gospel  December  16,  1962  by 
Southside  Church.  Since  becoming  Pastor  the  Church  has  been 
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entirely  redone  inside.  New  heating  systems,  new  paint,  furnish- 
ings, carpet,  beautiful  stained  glass  windows  have  been  added  to 
enhance  both  interior  and  exterior  of  the  Church.  The  Educational 
Building  has  been  completed  and  furnished — which  will  help 
greatly  in  the  teaching  program — and  all  activities  of  the  Church. 

On  November  25,  1962,  East  Corinth  called  Rev.  Joe  King  to 
Pastor  their  Church.  His  leadership  has  inspired  renovation  that 
has  included  a  new  heating  system  for  the  Main  Church  Building. 

Trading  Ford  has  completed  construction  of  a  new  educational 
building,  at  a  cost  of  $35,000.00,  giving  additional  Sunday  School 
Rooms  and  Assembly  Rooms  for  departments,  remodeled  the 
Fellowship  Hall  in  connection  with  the  Educational  Building,  and 
added  to  Parsonage  a  2-car  carport. 

The  people  of  West  Park  are  happily  enjoying  their  new  addi- 
tion— completed  and  occupied  since  May  1963. 

Community  Church  is  also  gratefully  enjoying  a  new  auditorium 
which  was  completed  and  dedicated  November  25,  1962. 

Gold  Hill  Church  has  done  extensive  improvement — which  in- 
cluded painting  of  all  Church  properties  outside — and  have  dedi- 
cated their  new  Broadman  Hymnals  to  the  memory  of  their  "be- 
loved dead". 

Salisbury,  North  Main  erected  outdoor  liqhted  bulletin  board, 
purchased  choir  robes,  painted  exterior  of  buildings,  purchased 
visual  aid  projector,  paved  walkway  and  land-scaped  grounds. 

Central  Church  of  Kannapolis  has  transferred  membership  to 
The  Cabarrus  Association. 

Both  Salisbury  First  and  Dunn's  Mt.  have  had  G.A.  Coronations 
this  year.  The  young  peoples  work  is  filling  a  qreat  need  among 
our  adolescents — and  certainly  one  of  the  loveliest  youth  services 
is  the  Coronation. 

All  of  our  Churches  are  active  in  W.M.U.  work — we  have 
around  three  thousand  enrolled  in  the  woman's  work  and  auxil- 
iaries— all  of  them  doing  a  blessed  and  meaningful  work.  Our 
Mission  gifts  are  increasina,  which  means  we  are  striving  to  live 
up  to  our  prestige  as  Missionary  Baptists! 

The  Brotherhood  and  R.A.  's  show  a  gain  of  members  despite 
the  fact  that  9  of  our  Churches  do  not  have  Brotherhood  aroups. 
There  are  893  enrolled  in  the  two  organizations,  Brotherhood  and 
R.A.  's  . 

All  of  our  Churches  have  Sunday  School — and  have  had  daily 
Vacation  Bible  Schools. 
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Our  34  Churches  and  two  Missions  have  baptized  332  this  year. 
This  number  is  challenging. 

We  have  9  Churches  in  the  Association  not  giving  to  the  Coop- 
erative Program. 

Five  of  our  Churches  had  no  Baptisms  during  the  year. 

Our  churches  have  lost  more  than  four  hundred  members  by 
transfer  and  erasure  and  eighty-five  by  death  during  the  past  year. 

Due  to  the  fact  that  less  than  half  of  our  churches  included  His- 
torical data  in  their  church  letters,  this  cannot  be  a  complete  and 
true  picture  of  the  accomplishments  of  our  associational  work 
for  the  year. 

In  these  crucial  times  of  strife-riddled,  war-crazed,  race-trou- 
bled, immoral  and  indifferent  people,  should  we  as  God's  children 
not  begin  to  ask  ourselves  how  we  fit  in  the  shattering  picture  of 
civilization?  Do  we  dare  face  our  Heavenly  Father  with  empty 
hands  and  careless  hearts?  Never  has  the  challenge  for  Christians 
to  witness,  to  stand  up  and  be  counted  among  those  who  care, 
been  so  great.  We  must  care! 

Christ  said  "I  am  the  way,  the  truth,  the  light,  walk  ye  in  it". 
He  also  gave  in  the  great  commission  to  love  one  another — love, 
hopeth,  believeth,  endureth  all  things — love  cares. 

As  we  labor  together  for  his  glory  in  our  Association,  let  us 
make  covenant  with  God  of  our  total  dedication — really  put  him 
first  in  our  lives — that  we  may  reach  the  unreached,  love  the  un- 
lovely, to  seek  out  the  lost  souls  because  we  care.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  PUBLIC  MORALS  AND  CIVIC 
RIGHTEOUSNESS 

Michigan's  governor  George  Romney  says,  "Our  greatest  danger 
is  the  decline  in  religious  conviction  and  moral  character.  This  is 
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more  serious  to  our  future  than  the  external  threats  we  face,  it's 
reached  a  level  that  should  be  a  great  concern." 

Morality  is  the  most  intensely  discussed  subject  in  the  United 
States.  We  are  headed  into  danger.  We  are  in  the  midst  of  a 
moral  crises — because  the  great  majority  of  Americans,  who  want 
to  try  to  live  moral  lives,  are  no  longer  certain  what  is  right  and 
what  is  wrong. 

Out  of  today's  moral  confusion  will  come  either  a  society  of 
license  and  brutality  or  (if  we  are  wise  and  lucky)  a  new  moral 
code  which  is  not  new  at  all  but  in  reality  a  return  to  the  faith 
of  our  fathers. 

Three  institutions  in  this  country  have  the  power,  and  the  re- 
sponsibility, to  influence  our  morality:  government,  business  and 
the  churches.  Government  tries  to  legislate  morals  whenever  it 
seems  that  churches  and  church  people  are  not  carrying  the  re- 
sponsibility that  should  be  their's  alone.  Business  tries  to  influ- 
ence morals  but  finds  that  too  often  profits  and  morality  are 
found  clashing.  Churches,  who  are  charged  with  the  highest  de- 
gree of  morality,  find  that  a  lackadasical  attitude  prevails  both 
among  ministers  and  laymen.  Too  often  they  fail  to  provide  and 
supply  moral  leadership,  and  because  their  responsibility  is  the 
greatest,  their  failure  is  the  worst. 

Yale's  Chaplain  Coffin  agrees;  "We  churchmen  are  gifted  at 
changing  wine  into  water — watering  down  religion.  The  prob- 
lem of  the  church  today  is  ineffectiveness.  We've  never  had  at- 
tendance so  high  and  influence  so  low,  and  maybe  the  two  are 
not  unrelated." 

Sexual  morality  is  constantly  going  lower.  Divorces  have  in- 
creased to  the  point  that  one  out  of  every  four  marriages  end  in 
the  divorce  courts.  Illegitimate  births  have  tripled  since  1940. 
Obscene  pictures  are  evident  every  week  in  our  newspapers,  es- 
pecially in  the  advertisement  of  motion  pictures. 

Social  standing  has  too  often  taken  the  place  of  moral  standing. 
The  worth  of  an  individual  is  measured,  not  in  terms  of  moral  ac- 
complishments, but  in  worldly  influence  and  material  gains.  New- 
er and  bigger  churches,  even  at  the  expense  of  total  destruction 
of  useable  buildings,  are  taking  the  place  of  assistance  to  those 
unable  to  care  for  themselves  in  many  instances. 

Although  these  sins  prevail  in  place  of  the  Christian  religion  in 
our  world,  there  remains  the  eternal  hope  for  the  child  of  God 
whose  morality  is  based  on  the  teachings  from  Genesis  to  Reve- 
lations. The  morality  of  the  Baptist  in  Rowan  County  can  only  be 
governed  by  the  precepts  as  set  forth  in  HIS  teachings,  and  the 
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improvement  in  the  morals  of  our  State  and  Nation  can  only  come 
about  by  the  Rowan  County  Baptist  setting  the  example  and  show- 
ing the  way  to  true  morality  and  civic  righteousness.

REPORT  ON  CATAWBA  COLLEGE  BAPTIST  STUDENT  UNION 

The  present  B.S.U.  organization  at  Catawba  College  is  going 
into  its  fourth  year  with  a  membership  of  fifteen.  We  have  as 
our  faculty  advisor  Dr.  Leon  Coulter  and  as  our  pastor  advisor 
Rev.  Charles  Lemley.  They  have  been  very  helpful  to  us  through 
their  guidance. 

For  our  monthly  meetings  this  past  year  guest  speakers  were 
invited  to  talk  on  subjects  of  interest  to  the  college  student.  Sev- 
eral of  last  year's  speakers  were  Brown  Ketner,  speaking  on  The 
Christian  Businessman;  Dr.  Carlyle  Marney,  speaking  on  Love, 
Courtship,  and  Marriage;  and  Dr.  O.  L.  Sherrill,  Executive  Secretary 
of  the  General  Baptist  State  Convention,  speaking  on  The  Plight 
of  the  Negro  in  Today's  Society.

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CONSTITUTION 

Adopted  October  25,  1961 

CONSTITUTION  AND  BY-LAWS 

I.  Name 

This  body  shall  be  known  as  the  Rowan  Baptist  Association. 
II.  Object 

The  object  of  this  Association  shall  be  to  devise  and  promote 
measures  for  increasing  the  harmony  and  spiritual  power  of  the 
churches  within  our  bounds,  to  recommend  plans  for  advancing 
the  work  of  our  Lord  throughout  the  earth,  and  to  cooperate  with 
our  Baptist  State  Convention  and  our  Southern  Baptist  Convention 
in  spiritual  advance  in  such  areas  as  Sunday  School,  Training 
Union,  Woman's  Missionary  Union,  Men's  Brotherhood  and  Church 
Music,  with  the  understanding  that  cooperation  with  the  State 
and  Southern  Conventions  is  purely  voluntary. 

III.  Membership 

This  body  shall  be  composed  of  the  ordained  Baptist  Ministers 
who  are  pastors  of  cooperating  churches,  our  Associational  Mis- 
sionary, and  messengers  chosen  and  certified  by  the  churches. 
Each  church  shall  be  entitled  to  two  messengers  for  the  first  fifty 
members  or  any  part  thereof,  and  one  messenger  for  each  fifty 
above  that  number,  provided  no  church  shall  be  entitled  to  more 
than  ten  messengers.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  churches  to  cor- 
respond annually  with  the  Association  by  letter  and  messengers, 
and  give  in  not  only  their  statistical  information  but  also  facts  con- 
cerning the  general  welfare;  and  to  send  contributions  to  pay  the 
expenses  of  the  Association.  The  Clerk  shall  furnish  the  churches 
with  two  printed  forms  for  their  annual  report,  these  to  be  mailed 
at  least  six  weeks  before  the  annual  session  of  the  Association, 
and  the  churches  are  requested  to  have  the  letters  in  the  hands  of 
the  Clerk  not  less  than  two  weeks  before  the  meeting  of  the  Asso- 
ciation. 

IV.  Officers 

The  officers  of  the  Association  shall  be  Moderator,  Associate 
Moderator,  Clerk,  Treasurer,  Historian,  Sunday  School  Superin- 
tendent, Training  Union  Director,  Brotherhood  President,  W.M.U. 
President,  and  Music  Director.  These  shall  be  elected  annually  for 
a  term  of  one  year  with  the  understanding  that  the  Moderator  will 
automatically  retire  after  having  served  two  complete  terms.  The 
term  of  office  shall  begin  at  the  conclusion  of  the  annual  meeting 
of  the  Association  and  continue  until  the  close  of  the  next  session 
or  until  their  successors  are  elected. 
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V.  Trustees 

In  addition  to  the  above  named  officers,  the  Association  shall 
elect  three  trustees  each  year  who  shall  hold  in  trust  all  property 
and  effects  of  the  Association,  take  care  of  and  keep  the  same  in 
repair,  accept  gifts  for  the  Association  and  perform  all  other  dut- 
ies which  the  Association  may  declare,  according  to  the  laws  of 
me  State  of  North  Carolina. 

VI.  Meetings 

The  Association  will  meet  annually  on  the  Tuesday  and  Wed- 
nesday after  the  fourth  Sunday  in  October,  and  can  be  called 
into  extra  session  if  necessary  by  a  majority  vote  of  the  Executive- 
Promotion  Committee.  All  such  sessions  shall  be  conducted  as 
prescribed  in  Kerfoot's  "Parliamentary  Law". 

VII.    Powers  and  Prerogatives 

The  Association  shall  have  no  power  whatever  to  infringe  upon 
the  rights  or  usefulness  of  the  churches.  It  may  advise  or  recom- 
mend measures  of  usefulness  for  their  adoption  and  guidance, 
but  cannot  bind  them  in  any  way.  The  churches  constituting  the 
Association  shall  each  retain  complete  autonomy  under  Christ  as 
supreme  Head,  Lawgiver,  Governor  and  Lord  over  His  churches, 
and  unite  only  that  they  may  more  successfully  promote  the  cause 
of  Christ  throughout  the  world.  In  case  any  conflict  of  interpreta- 
tion shall  arise  as  between  this  section  and  any  other  section  of 
this  constitution  the  interpretation  of  this  section  shall  have  pre- 
cedence over  the  other. 

VIII.    Cooperating  Churches 

Any  group  of  baptized  believers  in  Christ,  organized  into  a 
church,  earnestly  seeking  to  cooperate  with  our  Baptist  work  in 
the  Rowan  Association,  The  Baptist  State  Convention,  and  the 
Southern  Baptist  Convention,  having  been  received  into  the  fel- 
lowship of  this  association  shall  be  considered  a  cooperating 
church. 

IX.  Committees 

1 .  Executive-Promotion  Committee.  The  Executive-Promotion 
Committee  shall  be  composed  of  the  duly  elected  officers  of  the 
Association,  the  Pastors  of  all  the  churches  within  the  Association 
and  one  Representative  from  each  cooperating  church.  The  duties 
of  this  committee  shall  be  to  carry  out  the  policies  and  will  of  the 
Association  in  the  interim  between  its  annual  sessions.  The  Com- 
mittee shall  not  take  any  action  contrary  to  the  will  of  the  Asso- 
ciation or  which  would  initiate  any  new  policies  of  procedures.  In 
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an  adequate  emergency  this  committee  may  take  such  action  as 
may  be  deemed  necessary  due  to  conditions  arising  after  the  an- 
nual meeting  of  the  Association.  This  committee  shall  meet  quar- 
terly, the  time  and  place  to  be  decided  upon  by  the  committee. 
The  Moderator  shall  serve  as  chairman  of  this  committee.  This 
committee  shall  make  a  full  report  of  its  activities  to  the  Associ- 
ation at  its  annual  session. 

2.  Other  Committees.  The  Association  may  constitute,  instruct 
and  discharge  committees  that  may  be  necessary  for  the  proper 
conduct  of  its  affairs  and  promotion  of  its  activities.  These  com- 
mittees and  a  copy  of  their  instructions  shall  be  made  a  part  of  the 
minutes  of  the  association  each  year. 

X.  Amendments 

Any  section  of  this  constitution  may  be  amended  at  any  regular 
session  of  the  Association  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  messengers 
present,  provided  the  amendment  is  presented  to  the  Association 
on  the  first  day  and  voted  on  and  passed  on  favorably  the  second 
day,  or  that  notice  shall  be  given  during  the  meeting  in  one  year 
and  voted  upon  favorably  the  following  year. 

By-Laws 

1.  The  Moderator  shall  be  in  complete  charge  of  all  meetings 
of  the  Association  or  the  Executive-Promotion  Committee. 

2.  In  the  conduct  of  business  Kerfoot's  "Parliamentary  Law" 
shall  be  followed. 

3.  These  By-Laws  may  be  amended  at  any  time  by  majority 
vote  of  the  Association. 
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By  -  Laws 

Committees  of  The  Association 

1.  Associational  Missions  Committee.  This  committee  shall 
consist  of  seven  members.  Its  duties  shall  be  to  assist  our  Asso- 
ciational Missionary  in  every  way  possible,  to  seek  out  places 
where  Baptist  work  is  needed,  and  to  work  with  our  Associational 
Missionary  or  a  sponsoring  church  in  establishing  such  work.  The 
chairman  of  this  committee  shall  make  a  report  at  the  annual 
meeting  of  our  Association  on  the  work  of  our  Missionary  for  the 
preceding  twelve  months  period.  In  the  event  that  the  Association 
should  find  itself  without  a  Missionary,  this  committee  shall,  with 
the  assistance  of  the  Executive-Promotion  Committee,  endeavor 
to  locate  a  suitable  person  for  the  office.  When  it  seems  that 
such  person  has  been  found  the  committee  shall  bring  its  report 
to  the  Executive-Promotion  Committee  for  its  approval  or  rejection. 

2.  Committee  on  Reception  of  New  Churches.  A  committee 
of  3  members,  elected  by  the  Association  shall  receive  and  study 
petitions  from  churches  desiring  fellowship  in  this  association  and 
make  recommendations  to  the  association  regarding  the  disposi- 
tion of  such  petitions.  These  petitions  should  be  presented  to  the 
committee  at  least  two  weeks  prior  to  the  annual  meeting  of  the 
association. 

3.  Finance  Committee.  This  committee  shall  keep  itself  in- 
formed concerning  the  financial  needs  of  the  Association.  It  shall 
see  to  it  that  all  expenditures  are  kept  within  the  budget,  and 
supervise  all  financial  matters.  Along  with  its  annual  report  to  the 
Association  it  shall  brinq  a  proposed  budctet  based  upon  the 
needs  of  the  associational  program,  and  the  ability  of  the  churches 
to  support  this  proaram.  This  proposed  budaet  shall  be  presented 
to  the  Executive-Promotion  Committee  at  the  July  meetina  for 
adoption  and  distributed  to  the  churches  immediately  thereafter. 

4.  Audio-Visual  Aids  Committee.  The  Associational  Missionary, 
toaether  wi+h  four  other  members,  shall  constitute  this  committee, 
with  the  Missionary  servinq  as  chairman.  This  committee  shall 
have  charqe  of  all  visual  aid  eauioment  of  the  Association  and 
keep  same  in  qood  repair.  It  shall  recommend  to  the  Executive- 
Promotion  Committee  additional  purchases  of  this  eauioment 
when  such  is  to  the  be^t  interest  of  the  Association,  and  if  the  cost 
of  such  purchase  is  above  the  amount  set  aside  in  the  budqet 
for  this  purpose.  The  equipment  shall  be  made  available  for  use 
by  the  churches  in  the  promotion  of  the  entire  Associational  pro- 
gram. When  this  eauipmpnt  is  borrowpd  and  put  to  use  by  any 
church  or  omanization  of  the  Association  it  is  to  be  returned 
promptly  to  the  office  of  the  Missionary.  Those  who  use  this 
eauipment  ^hall  be  r^auested  to  handle  same  with  care  and  to  be 
responsible  for  any  damage  other  than  normal  wear. 
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5.  Program  Committee.  This  committee  shall  be  composed  of 
the  Moderator  and  four  members  at  large  to  be  appointed  by  the 
Moderator.  The  duties  of  the  committee  shall  be  to  plan  the 
programs  of  the  annual  Association. 

6.  Committee  on  Committees.  This  committee  shall  be  appoint- 
ed by  the  Moderator  to  serve  for  a  period  of  one  year  and  shall 
be  composed  of  five  members  whose  duties  shall  be  to  recom- 
mend the  appointment  of  the  standing  committees  and  to  name 
any  other  committees  called  for  by  the  Association,  such  as, 
Associational  Missions,  Associational  Membership,  Obituary  Com- 
mittee, Committee  on  Public  Morals  and  Civic  Righteousness, 
Finance  Committee,  Radio  and  Television  Committee,  Committee 
on  Time,  Place  and  Preacher,  Committee  on  Resolutions,  Nominat- 
ing Committee,  Music  Committee,  and  the  representatives  of  the 
various  boards  and  institutions  supported  by  the  North  Carolina 
Baptist  Convention. 

7.  Obituary  Committee.  The  Obituary  Committee  shall  con- 
duct a  brief  service  at  the  annual  meeting  of  our  Association  in 
memory  of  those  members  from  the  various  churches  who  have 
been  called  to  their  heavenly  home. 

8.  Committee  on  Public  Morals  and  Civic  Righteousness.  The 
duties  of  this  committee  shall  be  to  inform  themselves  as  to  the 
moral  conditions  and  practices  in  our  midst,  to  study  these  condi- 
tions, to  use  their  influence  to  promote  high  ethical  standards  of 
life  and  conduct  on  the  part  of  our  people,  and  to  give  a  report 
of  their  work  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Association. 

9.  Radio  and  Television  Committee.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of 
this  committee  to  give  encouragement  to  the  local  radio  and 
television  stations  in  the  use  they  are  now  making  of  their  facili- 
ties in  broadcasting  morning  devotions,  the  broadcast  and  telecast 
of  the  programs  of  the  Radio-Television  Commission  of  Southern 
Baptists,  and  other  desirable  programs  of  a  religious  nature.  This 
committee  shall  further  seek  to  enlist  the  cooperation  of  these 
stations  when  special  efforts  are  underway  on  an  Associational- 
wide  basis,  to  the  end  that  our  Baptist  work  might  be  duly  pub- 
licized and  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  people  of  our  country. 
A  report  of  this  committee's  work  shall  be  given  at  the  annual 
Associational  meeting. 

10.  Committee  on  Time,  Place,  and  Preacher.  This  committee 
shall  recommend  the  meeting  place  for  our  annual  Association, 
state  the  time,  and  recommend  a  minister  and  an  alternate  for  the 
annual  sermon.  This  shall  be  reported  to  the  Association  in  an- 
nual session. 
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1 1 .  Committee  on  Resolutions.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  com- 
mittee to  draw  up  suitable  resolutions  relating  to  the  hospitality 
of  the  host  church  or  churches,  the  service  rendered  by  the  visiting 
speakers,  the  work  of  the  Associational  Officers,  and  other  per- 
tinent matters  that  should  be  included  in  this  committee's  report. 

12.  The  Nominating  Committee.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this 
committee  to  recommend  to  the  annual  session  of  the  Association 
prospective  officers  for  the  coming  year,  including  Moderator, 
Vice-Moderator,  Clerk,  Associate  Clerk  and  Statistician,  Treasurer, 
Chorister,  Pianist,  and  others  who  are  to  be  included  with  the 
Associational  Officers  as  provided  for  under  Section  IV  of  the 
Constitution. 

13.  Music  Committee.  This  committee  shall  offer  suggestions 
and  guidance  in  the  selection  of  the  type  of  music  that  is  desirable 
in  worship  and  in  our  varied  Associational  and  church  activities. 
It  shall  plan,  at  such  times  as  seem  opportune,  for  a  week  of  in- 
struction in  church  music,  and  also  seek  as  it  has  opportunity,  to 
encourage  all  of  our  people  to  manifest  a  greater  interest  in  this 
vital  phase  of  our  Lord's  work. 

14.  Camp  Development  Committee.  This  committee  shall  have 
general  supervision  of  the  Associational  camp  which  is  located  in 
the  eastern  part  of  Rowan  County.  It  shall  inform  our  people 
about  the  scheduled  activities  and  opportunities  offered  at  the 
camp  and  also  of  the  rules  and  regulations  that  are  to  govern  its 
use.  The  above  committee  shall  promote  the  use  of  this  camp 
to  the  end  that  it  may  serve  a  high  and  worthwhile  purpose  as  a 
center  for  Christian  activities  by  all  departments  of  the  Associa- 
tional program.  Only  such  activities  as  tend  toward  the  develop- 
ment of  Christian  character  shall  be  encouraged  by  the  committee. 

15.  Historical  Committee.  This  committee  shall  be  composed 
of  three  members  elected  by  the  Association.  The  duties  of  this 
committee  shall  be  to  adequately  preserve  the  records  of  the 
activity  within  the  Association  that  may  be  of  interest  to  further 
generations. 

16.  Evangelism  Committee.  This  committee  shall  be  composed 
of  five  members  elected  by  the  Association  and  shall  head  the 
Association  in  a  program  of  New  Testament  Evangelism  in  co- 
operation with  the  North  Carolina  Baptist  Convention's  Depart- 
ment of  Evangelism. 

1 7.  Committee  to  Study  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws.  A  com- 
mittee of  three  members,  elected  by  the  Association  shall  study 
the  Constitution  and  By-Laws  and  make  recommendations  for 
changes  as  needed.

MORNING  SESSION 

1.  The  Thirty-seventh  Annual  Session  of  the  Rowan  Baptist 
Association  opened  at  the  Trading  Ford  Baptist  Church,  Route  4, 
Salisbury,  at  9:30  A.M.  with  the  Moderator,  Rev.  H.  M.  Hocutt, 
presiding.  Bro.  Elmer  Phipps  led  the  group  in  singing  "Stand  Up, 
Stand  Up  For  Jesus,"  with  Mrs.  Grady  Barber  at  the  organ  and 
Mrs.  J.  Earle  Blalock  at  the  piano.  Rev.  Charles  Al lard,  Pastor  of 
the  Enon  Church,  led  the  devotionals  reading  from  Hebrews  2:1-9. 

2.  Rev.  R.  N.  Huneycutt  moved  that  the  Messengers  now  en- 
rolled together  with  those  who  will  enroll  constitute  the  enroll- 
ment of  Messengers  of  the  Rowan  Baptist  Association,  and  motion 
carried  for  adoption.  Rev.  B.  Lester  Huff  moved  that  the  printed 
program,  with  any  needed  changes,  be  approved  as  the  order  of 
business.  The  motion  carried. 

3.  James  L.  McCoy,  Clerk,  was  recognized  and  gave  the  re- 
port of  the  Executive-Promotion  Committee  and  the  Digest  of 
Church  Letters.  This  report  was  approved. 

REPORT  OF  EXECUTIVE-PROMOTION  COMMITTEE 

The  Rowan  Baptist  Executive-Promotion  Committee  met  four 
times  in  regular  session  the  past  Associational  Year. 

At  the  January  meeting  Mrs.  John  Carter,  member  of  the  Plan- 
ning Committee  for  Associational  Missionary's  home,  presented  a 
drawing  of  floor  plan,  size  approximately  30'  x  83',  with  an  es- 
timated cost  of  construction  of  $30,000.00.  A  motion  carried  that 
definite  action  be  taken  on  this  matter  at  the  next  meeting  of  the 
Executive-Promotion  Committee. 
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The  second  quarterly  meeting  of  the  new  year  was  held  on 
April  28,  1964.  Rev.  and  Mrs.  Archer  of  the  Eastside  Church,  and 
Rev.  Henry  Carrol  of  the  Needmore  Church  were  recognized  and 
welcomed  to  the  Rowan  Association.  Mrs.  John  Carter  presented 
a  drawing  of  the  floor  plan  of  proposed  Missionary's  home,  ex- 
plaining same  in  detail  and  answering  questions  pertaining  there- 
to. A  motion  carried  that  action  be  deferred  on  this  matter  until 
report  from  the  three  committees  is  received. 

The  third  quarterly  meeting  was  held  on  July  21,  1964.  Rev. 
Charles  Allard,  new  Pastor  of  the  Enon  Church,  and  Rev.  Virgil 
Holloway,  new  Pastor  of  the  Yadkin  Church,  were  recognized 
and  welcomed  to  the  Rowan  Association.  The  Moderator  reported 
that  the  three  special  committees  appointed  to  work  in  connection 
with  the  Missionary's  home  had  met  a  number  of  times,  but  had 
no  recommendation  at  this  time.  Members  of  the  three  commit- 
tees think  it  would  be  wise  to  move  in  another  direction;  namely, 
to  consider  a  home  with  floor  plans  of  from  1,800  to  2,000  sq. 
feet  at  a  cost  of  somewhere  near  $20,000.00  or  a  little  above.  It 
was  also  reported  that  some  feel  it  would  be  wise  to  build  on  a 
lot  closer  in  to  the  city.  A  motion  carried  that  the  matter  of  lo- 
cating home  for  missionary  be  incorporated  in  the  recommenda- 
tion to  be  made  by  the  three  special  committees.  A  motion  car- 
ried for  adoption  of  the  Budget  Report  of  the  Finance  Committee 
as  is  subject  to  necessary  changes. 

The  final  meeting  of  the  Executive-Promotion  Committee  for 
the  Associational  Year  was  held  on  September  29,  1964  at  the 
First  Baptist  Church,  Salisbury.  The  Moderator  stated  that  work  is 
still  being  done  by  the  committees  on  Missionary's  home;  how- 
ever, no  definite  decision  has  been  reached.  It  was  recommended 
by  the  committees  that  the  present  lot  be  sold  for  no  less  than 
$2,000.00  net.  A  motion  carried  that  this  recommendation  be  ac- 
cepted, and  that  the  committees  be  granted  authority  to  swap  the 
lot  for  another  one  if  they  so  desire.  Rev.  Hayden  Cartner,  Chair- 
man of  the  Committee  on  Reception  of  New  Churches,  stated  that 
the  First  Baptist  Church,  Cooleemee,  of  the  South  Yadkin  Associa- 
tion, had  voted  to  seek  affiliation  with  the  Rowan  Baptist  Asso- 
ciation. A  motion  carried  that  this  church  be  accepted  for  mem- 
bership in  the  Rowan  Association.  A  motion  carried  that  the 
Rowan  Association  participate  in  the  School  of  Missions  to  be  held 
in  March  1967.  The  final  meeting  of  the  Executive-Promotion 
Committee  for  the  Associational  Year  adjourned  with  prayer  of- 
fered by  Rev.  Kenneth  Payne.

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4.  Rev.  Hayden  Gartner,  Chairman  of  Committee  on  Recep- 
tion of  New  Churches,  was  recognized  and  presented  an  applica- 
tion for  membership  by  the  First  Baptist  Church,  Cooleemee.  A 
motion  carried  for  acceptance  of  this  church  into  the  Rowan  As- 
sociation. Rev.  Burchett,  Pastor  of  the  First  Church,  Cooleemee, 
and  some  members  of  his  congregation,  were  welcomed  by  the 
Moderator.  The  Moderator  requested  all  visitors  to  stand  and  they 
were  welcomed.  Rev.  John  E.  Carter,  Associational  Missionary, 
was  recognized  and  he  extended  welcome  to  the  new  pastors  of 
the  Association  who  were  present.  The  Chorister  led  the  group 
in  singing  "Blessed  Be  The  Name."  There  were  177  Messengers 
and  54  Visitors  registered  for  a  total  of  231. 

5.  Rev.  Hayden  Cartner  was  recognized  and  brought  the  re- 
port on  Christian  Higher  Education.  Rev.  Ben  C.  Fisher,  Raleigh, 
N.  C,  was  presented  and  spoke  to  the  report.  Rev.  Fisher  ex- 
plained in  detail  two  plans  under  consideration  by  the  State  Con- 
vention for  proposal  at  the  annual  meeting  in  November.  These 
two  plans  are  the  Trustee  Proposal  and  a  proposal  regarding  the 
Higher  Education  Facilities  Act  passed  by  Congress.  During  the 
discussion  period  arguments  for  and  against  these  proposals  were 
heard.   The  report  was  adopted. 

REPORT  ON  CHRISTIAN  HIGHER  EDUCATION 

Disillusioned  by  two  World  Wars;  disgusted  with  blunders  in 
Berlin,  Korea,  Cuba,  and  Viet  Nam;  disturbed  by  the  persistent 
spread  of  moral  decay;  and  adrift  on  the  massive  sea  of  unprece- 
dented population  explosion,  scientific  development,  church  mem- 
bership, technocracy,  increase  in  crime  and  vice,  the  average 
American  entered  the  second  half  of  the  twentieth  century  with 
tense  nerves,  confused  mind  and  heavy  heart. 

Though  the  sixth  decade  may  be  described  by  some  as  both 
prelude  and  postlude,  more  than  ten  millions  of  Southern  Bap- 
tists refuse  to  believe  that  Communism  will  bury  us.  We  are  de- 
termined to  move  forward  in  Christian  Higher  Education  with  in- 
triguing overtones  in  a  time  when  man's  fairest  dreams  can  come 
true. 

Common  problems  and  goals  have  done  much  in  recent  months 
to  bring  together  more  closely  those  who  administer  Baptist 
schools.  The  offer  of  state  and  federal  funds  for  higher  educa- 
tion is  causing  grave  concern  for  those  who  must  determine  both 
direction  and  quality  of  our  schools.  With  more  state  and  federal 
funds  available  to  secular  schools,  it's  becoming  more  difficult 
for  our  church-related  schools  to  meet  the  resulting  high  standard 
of  academic  training.  We  must  support  our  Christian  colleges 
through  voluntary  gifts  while  already  under  the  heavy  taxation 
to  support  our  state  schools. 
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We  all  want  more  and  better  schools.  We  must  remember, 
however,  that  the  amount  of  one's  education  is  not  nearly  so  im- 
portant as  its  kind.  The  education  that  built  America  was  Chris- 
tian education  and  Christian  education  is  the  answer  to  world 
problems  today. 

Southern  Baptists  now  operate  seventy  one  such  institutions.

God  has  allowed  North  Carolina  to  have  nine  of  these  institu- 
tions within  our  borders.  For  this  we  are  extremely  grateful.  God 
has  also  laid  on  the  hearts  of  Rowan  County  Baptists  the  desire 
to  avail  ourselves  of  these  opportunities. 

Of  the  thirty  six  requests  for  listing  of  students  made  to  thirty 
four  Baptist  churches  and  two  Baptist  missions  in  Rowan  County, 
I  received  twenty  four  replies.  The  facts  are  very  revealing.  We 
have  one  hundred  eighty  five  students  studying  in  forty  seven  in- 
stitutions. Fifty  four  of  these  students,  or  29.1%,  are  studying  in 
Baptist  colleges.  Fifty  three  of  these  fifty  four,  or  28.6%  of  the 
total,  are  studying  in  North  Carolina  colleges.  Only  one  Baptist 
student  is  out  of  state — Carson  Newman  College  of  Tennessee.

We  must  not  price  our  students  out  of  college.  At  the  present 
time,  the  tax  supported  school  can  expect  to  get  about  54%  of 
its  operating  cost  from  the  state  treasury,  while  our  Baptist  col- 
leges can  expect  to  get  about  7.5%  from  the  State  Convention. 

If  our  Baptist  colleges  are  to  keep  up  with  our  secular  schools 
and  have  adequate  support,  we  must  do  more  than  pray.  We 
must  increase  our  giving.  We  must  visit  our  colleges  and  acquaint 
ourselves  with  their  opportunities  and  problems.  They  have  every 
right  to  expect  our  support.  We  have  every  right  to  expect  that 
they  be  Christian.  Which  can  accuse  the  other  of  failure. 

Ponder  these  striking  figures:  eight  of  our  country's  Chief 
Justices  have  been  college  graduates,  and  seven  out  of  the  eight 
were  educated  in  the  Christian  college.  Eighteen  of  our  Nation's 
Presidents  have  been  college  graduates,  and  sixteen  of  the  eight- 
een were  educated  in  the  church  college.  Eighteen  of  the  twenty- 
five  Masters  of  American  Letters  were  college  men  and  seventeen 
of  the  eighteen  were  from  church  colleges.  Of  the  U.  S.  Con- 
gressmen in  WHO'S  WHO,  two-thirds  are  from  church  colleges. 

When  comparatively  small  church  colleges  can  furnish  many 
times  more  leaders  than  other  privately-owned  colleges  and  great 
state  universities,  Southern  Baptists  must  move  forward  in  so 
challenging  a  field  as  Christian  Hiqher  Education. 

Plutarch  once  said,  "He  who  dwells  with  the  lame  learns  to 
limp."  Southern  Baptists  dwell  with  God.

Baptist  Foundation,  was  recognized  and  handed  the  Moderator 
a  written  report  on  the  N.  C.  Baptist  Foundation  Inc.  Bro.  Brown 
spoke  to  this  report,  centering  his  remarks  around  stewardship.

REPORT  OF  THE  N.  C.  BAPTIST  FOUNDATION,  INC. 

In  the  widest  sense  Stewardship  "is  the  maximum  use  of  one's 
life  for  the  glory  of  God  and  the  good  of  mankind."  The  North 
Carolina  Baptist  Foundation,  Inc.,  encourages  the  Stewardship  of 
Current  Income  in  systematic  and  proportionate  giving  from  cur- 
rent income.  The  Foundation  also  encourages  the  Stewardship  of 
Accumulated  Possessions  by  single  block  giving  at  infrequent  in- 
tervals from  accumulated  income  during  one's  lifetime  and/or  at 
one's  death.  You  will  note  that  the  Baptists  have  put  the  major 
emphasis  on  the  Stewardship  of  Current  Income.  The  Baptist 
Foundation  seeks  to  put  a  stronger  emphasis  on  the  Stewardship 
of  Accumulated  Income.  There  are  many  ways  that  the  Founda- 
tion assists  a  person  in  making  his  gifts  through  accumulated  in- 
come such  as:  (1)  by  living  trust,  (2)  by  gift  annuity,  and  (3)  by 
bequests  in  wills. 

The  Foundation  also  serves  by  meeting  with  you  and  your  at- 
torney upon  your  request  in  connection  with  preparation  of  legal 
documents  where  the  Baptist  Foundation  is  to  be  involved.  The 
Foundation  offers  services  to  individual  churches,  associations, 
and  to  all  our  Baptist  agencies  and  institutions. 

We  have  been  emphasizing  the  making  of  Christian  wills.  We 
have  two  films,  "God's  Will  Through  Yours"  and  "Treasures  In 
Heaven,"  on  Christian  will  making,  which  are  available  to  any 
organization  upon  request.

REPORT  OF  THE  BAPTIST  HOSPITAL 

This  is  a  crucial  year  in  the  life  of  our  hospital.  It  is  serving 
more  sick  people  than  ever  before  in  its  history.  At  the  same 
time,  the  needs  continue  to  grow  faster  than  its  capacity  to  serve. 
For  more  than  a  year  there  has  been  an  average  of  above  700 
sick  people  on  the  waiting  lists  for  beds.  A  number  of  seriously 
ill  or  injured  persons  have  had  to  be  sent  from  the  emergency 
rooms  to  other  hospitals  because  no  beds  were  available. 

Another  difficult  problem  is  that  of  meeting  the  cost  of  caring 
for  those  who  cannot  pay  for  the  services  needed.  All  who  come 
must  pay  for  their  medical  care  in  so  far  as  they  can,  but  there 
are  great  numbers  who  simply  cannot  pay  the  full  cost.  Our  hos- 
pital tries  to  get  all  the  help  it  can  for  these  persons  from  welfare 
and  health  agencies,  but  these  agencies  do  not  pay  the  total  cost 
and  many  persons  are  not  eligible  for  such  assistance. 

The  hospital  receives  a  share  of  our  Cooperative  Program  mon- 
ey, which  helps  to  support  the  Department  of  Pastoral  Care  and 
provide  equipment  and  facilities  required  in  the  work  of  the 
hospital;  but  the  Mother's  Day  Fund  provided  by  our  churches  is 
the  only  means  the  hospital  has  of  bridging  the  wide  gap  be- 
tween the  funds  available  and  the  cost  of  caring  for  those  who 
cannot  pay  for  their  medical  service. 

Our  hospital  and  medical  school  are  beginning  a  large  devel- 
opment program  to  increase  the  capacity  of  our  Medical  Center 
to  care  for  our  sick  people  and  to  train  doctors,  nurses,  and  other 
personnel  to  serve  wherever  these  trained  persons  are  so  badly 
needed.  The  people  of  the  Winston-Salm  area  have  expressed 
their  confidence  in  our  Medical  Center  by  pledging  more  than 
seven  million  dollars  to  this  enlargement  program.  Our  great 
concern  is  that,  when  our  hospital  has  increased  its  capacity  to 
meet  our  specialized  medical  needs,  will  our  churches  provide 
the  money  to  take  care  of  those  who  need  these  services  but 
cannot  pay  for  them?  We  are  confident  that  if  our  people  are 
informed  of  the  work  and  the  great  need,  they  will  provide  the 
necessary  means.  We  urge  our  pastors  and  other  church  leaders 
to  lay  this  matter  upon  the  hearts  of  their  members. 
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We  are  happy  to  report  that  the  Mother's  Day  offering  for  this 
year  shows  a  considerable  increase  over  the  amount  received  in 
1963.  For  this  current  year  the  churches  of  our  Rowan  Associa- 
tion, according  to  the  report  received  from  the  hospital,  have 
given  to  the  Mother's  Day  Offering  in  the  following  amounts: 
Calvary  141.45;  Tabernacle,  75.00;  China  Grove  First,  78.00; 
China  Grove  South,  100.00;  Dunn's  Mountain,  327.05;  East  Cor- 
inth, 35.00;  Enon,  120.00;  Faith,  118.34;  Gold  Hill,  10.00;  Grace, 
8.75;  Landis,  500.00;  West  Landis,  14.00;  Oakland  Heights  Chapel, 
28.50;  Pine  Ridge,  29.71;  Rockwell,  89.59;  Rowan  Mills,  250.00; 
Southside,  24.20;  Eastside,  18.00;  Emmanuel,  55.85;  Salisbury 
First,  158.20;  North  Main,  75.00;  Stallings  Memorial,  140.35;  East 
Spencer  First,  30.00;  Spencer  First,  127.25;  Oakdale,  156.88;  Trin-

REPORT  OF  RADIO  AND  TELEVISION  COMMISSION 

Growth  at  all  levels  is  now  accepted  as  a  characteristic  of  the 
Radio  and  Television  Commission.  Since  every  other  activity  of 
this  agency  is  tied  to  the  production  and  distribution  of  radio  and 
television  programs,  it  goes  without  saying  that  expansion  in 
these  areas  means  total  expansion  for  the  agency. 

Currently  the  commission  is  producing  18  different  weekly 
radio  programs  which  are  being  heard  on  1,367  stations. 

The  three  networks  NBC,  CBS  and  ABC  have  increased  by  over 
60%  their  allocation  of  time  to  Southern  Baptists  and  now  14 
television  appearances  totaling  more  than  16  hours  are  scheduled 
with  further  in  prospect. 

Tape  or  film  of  Southern  Baptist  Programs  was  sent  to  75 
places  in  35  countries  and  10  different  languages  in  1963. 

Two  programs  of  special  interest  are  "Walk  Beside  Me"  an 
hour  long  color  production  of  the  missionary  journeys  of  the 
Apostle  Paul  and  another  hour  long  program  on  Biblical  archaeo- 
logy scheduled  for  release  in  1965. 

Our  continued  interest  in  and  support  of  the  Commission's  ac- 
tivity will  make  these  efforts  more  effective.

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REPORT  ON  MINISTER'S  RETIREMENT 

NEW  "LIFE  BENEFIT  PLAN"  IS  OFFERED 

TO  CHURCH  AND  DENOMINATIONAL  EMPLOYEES 

Every  pastor,  church  and  denominational  employee  is  eligible 
for  the  new  group  term  Life  Benefit  Plan  being  offered  by  the 
Annuity  Board,  regardless  of  whether  they  are  a  member  of  one 
of  the  Board's  retirement  plans.  The  Board  is  currently  in  a  cam- 
paign to  enlist  the  3,000  members  needed  to  put  the  Life  Benefit 
Plan  into  effect,  and  hopes  to  have  it  in  operation  by  October  1 
of  this  year. 

Cost  is  Low — The  new  Plan  provides  low  cost  life  protection  to 
members  while  in  active  service,  during  disability  or  in  actual  age 
retirement.  Cost  is  only  1%  of  the  annual  salary  basis,  with  min- 
imum basis  of  participation  set  at  $4,000  and  maximum  at 
$12,000.  Minimum  payments  will  be  $3.34  a  month  and  maxi- 
mum payments,  $10.00.  Car  expense,  housing  and  utility  allow- 
ance, etc.,  may  be  added  to  the  cash  salary  to  allow  the  member 
to  pay  on  a  larger  amount.  All  participation  is  on  even  thou- 
sands, and  the  cost  remains  the  same  every  year  unless  the  mem- 
ber's salary  increases  and  he  wants  to  increase  payments  accord- 
ingly. 

Benefits  Are  Large — The  widow  or  beneficiary  of  a  member  45 
or  under  will  receive  2V2  times  his  salary  basis  of  participation 
in  the  event  of  his  death.  Thus  the  widow  of  a  man  44  years  of 
age  who  was  paying  on  a  $12,000  salary  basis  would  receive 
$30,000.  If  death  was  accidental  her  benefit  would  be  twice  this, 
or  $60,000.  After  the  member  passes  45,  benefits  are  scaled 
downward  by  1/1 0th  of  a  percent  each  year  as  he  gets  older.  At 
age  65,  the  member  who  joined  during  the  first  year  of  eligibil- 
ity and  paid  at  least  10  years  continuously  prior  to  retirement  will 
have  a  paid  up  benefit  of  $1,000,  or  an  amount  equal  to  total 
contributions,  if  less  than  $1,000.  In  case  of  total  and  presumably 
permanent  disability,  the  members  payments  are  waived,  but 
his  coverage  continues.

MEMBERSHIP  IN  RETIREMENT  PLANS 

As  of  May  1,  1964,  there  were  16,251,  or  50%  of  the  total 
churches  in  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  participating  in  the 
Annuity  Board's  retirement  program  with  their  pastors.  Out  of 
174  educational  institutions,  hospitals,  children's  homes,  homes 
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for  the  aged  and  other  southwide  agencies,  118  are  enrolled  in 
an  Annuity  Board  plan  with  their  employees.  Total  membership 
in  the  Board's  retirement  plans  is  approximately  25,000. 
BENEFITS  PAID 

More  than  $43  million  have  been  paid  in  relief  and  annuity 
benefits  by  the  Annuity  Board  since  its  beginning  in  1918.  Last 
year  these  benefits  were  more  than  %VA  million,  and  were  paid 
to  ministers  and  denominational  workers  or  their  families  who 
were  members  of  a  retirement  plan,  and  to  those  on  the  relief 
rolls. 

ANNUITY  SECRETARY 

The  Annuity  Secretary  for  North  Carolina  is  Guy  Cain.  He 
conducts  a  program  of  promotion  and  education  regarding  all 
phases  of  the  Annuity  Board's  protection  ministry.  He  seeks  first 
to  enlist  those  pastors  and  church  and  denominational  employees 
who  are  not  enrolled  in  a  retirement  plan  with  the  Board.  Sec- 
ondly, he  helps  those  who  are  in  the  plans  to  know  more  about 
the  financial  provisions  they  are  entitled  to,  and  advises  them  in 
seeking  additional  protection  through  the  Board's  supplemental 
plans.

One  highlight  of  the  year  was  the  Hymn-Sing  in  connection 
with  "M"  night  which  proved  to  be  quite  inspiring  and  encourag- 
ing as  the  group  raised  their  voices  in  great  congregational  sing- 
ing. Also,  the  selection  of  suitable  hymns  for  every  occasion 
was  stressed. 

Another  hiahliaht  was  the  Carol-Sinq  at  the  Salisbury  V.  A. 
Hospital  at  Christmas  time.  The  participation  in  the  Carol-Sing  of 
more  of  our  younger  sinoers  was  most  encouraaing. 

A  trend  has  been  noted  in  many  of  our  Churches  qivinq  servi- 
ces of  mu^ic  especially  for  Christmas  and  Easter,  and  using  both 
adult  and  children's  choirs.  We  are  confident  that  the  future  of 
our  program  of  Church  Music  depends  almost  entirely  upon  the 
trainina  given  our  youth  choirs  now. 

Good  music  does  not  come  easily.  It  requires  work,  training 
and  devotion.  Competent  leadership  is  a  must. 
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We  therefore  recommend  that  individual  churches  make  pro- 
visions to  send  potential  music  leaders  to  Ridgecrest  for  Music 
Week,  or  to  the  State  Music  Conferences,  or  encourage  them  in 
any  way  possible  to  develop  their  talents.  It  will  pay  dividends.

This  year  the  Sunday  School  will  place  the  emphasis  on  wor- 
ship. Southern  Baptist  have  launched  a  major  effort  to  enroll  ten 
million  people  in  Sunday  School  by  1970.

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REPORT  ON  BAPTIST  CHILDREN'S  HOMES 

Helping  children  and  young  people  to  grow  and  develop 
toward  Christian  maturity  is  one  of  the  greatest  privileges  in  life. 
It  is  the  purpose  of  the  Children's  Homes  to  develop  the  highest 
quality  of  men  and  women  possible  out  of  boys  and  girls  who 
are  served.  Careful  attention  is  given  to  their  needs,  both  pres- 
ent and  future. 

Children  are  accepted  as  they  are  when  they  come  to  the 
Homes.  In  the  spirit  of  Christ,  they  are  recognized  for  their  sacred 
worth  and  value.  They  are  provided  food,  clothing  and  shelter. 
But  of  greater  importance  than  material  things  is  the  genuine  in- 
terest, concern  and  love  given  every  child  by  the  Christian  men 
and  women  who  work  with  them.  Many  children  who  have 
known  only  heartbreak  and  tragedy  learn  to  love  again — learn  to 
trust  in  themselves,  in  adults  and  in  God. 

A  member  of  this  year's  senior  class  expressed  her  apprecia- 
tion for  the  Children's  Homes  in  the  following  way:  "Living  at 
one  of  the  Homes  as  given  me  a  chance  to  make  something  out 
of  myself.  I  have  been  afforded  the  opportunity  of  getting  a 
good  education.  Things  have  been  learned  and  friendships  have 
been  formed  which  will  bless  my  life  as  long  as  I  live.  Best  of  all 
I  have  learned  to  know,  to  trust,  to  follow  and  to  serve  Christ  as 
my  Saviour.  I  want  North  Carolina  Baptists  to  know  how  very 
much  I  appreciate  all  that  they  have  done  for  me  and  for  thou- 
sands of  other  boys  and  girls  who  have  needed  a  home,  love  and 
care." 

Applications  for  the  admission  of  children  to  the  Homes  far  ex- 
ceed resources  with  which  to  care  for  them.  Areas  of  unmet  need 
in  child  care  await  our  attention.  Many  couples  who  have  a  dou- 
ble measure  of  love  to  share  with  homeless  and  dependent  child- 
ren have  a  wonderful  opportunity  of  service  awaiting  them 
through  the  foster  home  program. 

Genuine  appreciation  is  expressed  by  those  who  direct  our 
child  care  program  for  all  who  have  helped  to  make  this  ministry 
possible.  Income  through  the  Cooperative  Program,  through  the 
Thanksgivinq  offering  and  through  special  gifts  are  vital  to  the 
services  which  are  provided  those  who  need  our  help.  Financial 
support  for  the  past  year  has  come  from  the  following  sources:

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  PUBLIC  MORALS 
AND  CIVIC  RIGHTEOUSNESS 

One  of  the  leading  churchmen  in  the  U.  S.  A.,  Bishop  James 
Pike  of  California,  has  observed  that  never  have  our  churches 
been  so  full  of  empty  people.  If  this  observation  can  be  made 
concerning  the  spiritual  institution  of  the  church  just  imagine 
what  can  be  said  of  the  secular  world.  No  wonder  certain  trends 
exist  in  our  20th  century  world — trends  of  immorality,  lawless- 
ness and  disrespect. 

One  need  go  no  farther  than  our  own  Main  Street  in  Salisbury 
to  find  evidence  of  open  immorality  and  indecency  exemplified 
by  cheap  paperbacks  and  magazines  devoted  to  obscene  pictures 
and  even  more  obscene  word  descriptions.  Much  of  this  literature 
is  sold  under  the  counter  but  a  great  deal  of  it  is  openly  sold.  The 
Brotherhood  organization  in  neighboring  associations  have  begun 
an  all  out  attack  on  this  type  of  literature.  It  would  do  well  for  us 
to  be  challenged  to  do  the  same.  Obscene  movies  are  another 
source  of  immorality.  One  theatre  owner  in  Charlotte  withdrew 
this  type  of  entertainment  by  the  request  of  certain  members  of 
the  community  only  to  find  that  in  three  months  he  was  forced  to 
resume  his  previous  operation  in  order  to  make  a  living.  Public 
opinion  had  demanded  the  showing  of  obscene  pictures!  In  ad- 
dition to  this  type  of  immorality  statistics  show  that  illegitimate 
births  have  tripled  since  1940  and  divorces  have  increased  to  the 
point  that  every  fourth  marriage  ends  in  divorce. 

Many  of  our  crimes  and  acts  of  passion  are  the  direct  result  of 
people  actinq  under  the  influence  of  alcoholic  beverage,  and  yet 
some  individuals  argue  that  the  income  derived  from  the  sale  of 
alcohol  is  beneficial  to  the  community  and  a  tax  saving  device.  In 
a  quarterly  report  issued  by  the  Christian  Action  League  of  North 
Carolina  the  following  figures  were  given:

to  be  picked  up  bv  taxes  on  useful  businesses: 
$665,420,700. 
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Included  in  the  report  was  the  saying  "The  more  we  collect,  the 
less  we  have."  In  our  own  Rowan  County  in  the  last  nine  months 
$3,150,719.20  was  spent  for  beverage  alcohol.  Statistics  show  a 
definite  rise  in  the  crime  rate  in  our  own  county.  This  is  not  sur- 
prising in  the  light  of  the  above  mentioned  evidence. 

Disrespect  for  law  and  order  is  shown  in  many  ways.  I  have 
observed  personally  in  our  own  county  court  this  breakdown  of 
respect.  Many  in  places  of  authority  carry  on  in  such  a  manner 
during  trials  that  evidence  can  hardly  be  heard.  Joking  and  laugh- 
ter on  the  part  of  those  operating  the  court  do  not  help  the  dig- 
nity of  the  proceedings.  Those  on  trial  do  not  feel  that  what  is 
going  on  is  important  and  thus  have  little  respect  for  the  courts 
or  justice. 

In  order  to  survive  our  society  must  correct  these  social  evils. 
Unless  our  country  changes  morally  we  may  find  visited  upon  us 
the  same  type  judgment  God  brought  down  on  Sodom  and  Gom- 
orrah. The  Baptists  and  other  Christians  of  Rowan  County  must 
strive  to  better  our  public  morals  and  civic  righteousness  or  be 
prepared  to  accept  God's  wrath.

The  Moderator  introduced  Mrs.  Rita  Lennon,  resident  of  the  Hayes 
Home,  Winston-Salem,  N.  C,  who  expressed  her  appreciation  for 
the  home  and  brought  information  relative  thereto.  Bro.  Elmer 
Phipps  led  the  group  in  singing  "Amazing  Grace."  There  were 
208  Messengers  and  105  Visitors  registered  at  this  time  for  a  total 
of  313. 

REPORT  ON  HOMES  FOR  THE  AGING 

Our  Baptist  Homes  have  just  completed  their  13th  year  of  op- 
eration and  are  entering  into  the  14th  year  with  eager  enthusi- 
asm. God  has  blessed,  growth  has  been  rapid.  We  have  come 
from  1  resident  and  1  building,  since  March  of  1951,  to  160  resi- 
dents and  4  buildings  in  1964.  Today  there  are  170  people  wait- 
ing for  admission. 

The  choicest  bit  of  news  for  1964  is  the  development  of  a  5th 
Baptist  Home,  to  be  located  at  Yanceyville,  N.  C.  Construction  on 
this  new  project  is  expected  to  begin  this  year.  This  will  provide 
space  for  30  additional  residents.  The  Home  at  Yanceyville  is  the 
greatest  single  bequest  that  has  ever  been  left  to  this  ministry. 
Enough  land  and  money  were  given  to  the  Baptist  Foundation  of 
N.  C.  for  this  project,  by  the  late  R.  Sterling  Graves  and  his  sister, 
Mrs.  Sallie  Wille  Graves  Bradsher,  to  build  and  equip  the  home 
there. 

Today  N.  C.  Baptists  are  contributing  an  average  of  $90.00  a 
month  on  the  cost  of  care  of  90%  of  the  residents  who  live  in  our 
4  Baptist  Homes  at  Resthaven  and  the  Hayes  Home  in  Winston- 
Salem,  at  the  Albemarle  Home  and  Hamilton  Home.  This  support 
comes  from  the  Special  Day  Offerings,  received  in  the  churches 
on  the  3rd  Sunday  of  February  each  year,  through  designated 
gifts  from  church  budgets,  and  through  the  Homes'  share  in  the 
Cooperative  Program.  Earnest  heed  should  be  given  bv  each 
church  towards  increasing  the  amount  of  Special  Day  Offerings 
and  designated  gifts  to  the  Homes,  especially  in  view  of  the  fact 
that  there  was  a  decline  of  5%  in  gifts  to  the  Homes  during  1963. 

Life  among  the  residents  these  days  is  most  interesting  and 
filled  with  a  variety  of  experiences.  The  youngest  resident  cele- 
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brated  her  66th  birthday  in  January,  and  the  oldest,  103rd  birth- 
Hay  in  July.  Some  are  doing  creative  writing,  others,  sewing, 
gardening,  teaching,  painting,  and  living  a  good  life  in  general. 
AW  are  praying  for  a  world  and  its  needs.  All  are  expressing 
thanksgiving  to  God  for  the  people  called  "Baptist",  and  for  the 
happiness  and  security  of  the  Homes  that  our  Baptist  people  are 
helping  to  make  possible  for  them.

REPORT  OF  HISTORICAL  COMMITTEE 

Then  sings  my  soul 

My  Saviour  God  to  thee 

How  great  thou  art, 

How  great  thou  art. 
Our  Heavenly  Father  in  love  and  mercy  has  spared  us  another 
year  to  work  together  in  our  beloved  Rowan  Association.  Surely 
we  have  labored  in  deep  devotion  to  build  and  honor  His  king- 
dom. The  harvest  is  white  and  the  need  is  great.  Our  world  has 
never  been  so  ill  and  confused  and  we  know  that  Christ  is  the 
only  answer. 

Looking  from  this  our  thirty-seventh  session  to  the  very  first 
organizational  meeting  of  our  Association,  as  it  met  in  Salisbury 
at  The  First  Church,  at  that  time  (1927)  a  small  one  room  building. 
Rev.  R.  N.  Huneycutt  preached  the  Annual  Sermon,  Rev.  C.  A. 
Rhyne  First  Moderator. 

Our  Rowan  Association  now  has  a  membership  of  11,421  and 
35  Churches  and  2  Missions. 

Franklin  Mission — Rev.  Herman  Absher  will  graduate  from 
Southeastern  Seminary  next  May — and  will  then  become  full  time 
Pastor  of  the  Mission.  They  have  a  present  membership  of  61  — 
15  among  these  are  Tithers.  Rev.  Herman  Absher  is  the  only 
called  Pastor  to  serve  the  Mission.  Both  Missions  are  participating 
in  the  cooperative  program.   (Franklin  and  Oakland  Heights) 

Milford  Hills  Church — Sponsored  by  First  Church  until  its  organ- 
ization— is  one  of  the  loveliest  of  our  suburban  churches.  It  was 
for  a  few  weeks,  served  by  Rev.  Robert  Thompson — a  student  at 
Southeastern  Seminary — who  only  stayed  7  weeks.  At  the  time, 
Rev.  Charles  Lemley  had  finished  his  education  and  was  called  as 
Interim  Pastor  and  in  January  1955  he  was  called  as  Pastor.  Mil- 
ford  Hills  Church  now  has  estimated  building  and  property  in  the 
amount  of  $90,000.  The  Milford  Hills  Church  was  organized  in 
I960,  has  158  members. 

First  Church  is  giving  a  good  amount  of  its  blessed  witness  to 
the  world.  Organized  in  1849,  having  been  served  by  15  Pastors 
and  3  Assistant  Pastors,  it  now  has  a  membership  of  1,191 — 324 
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Tithers  and  properties  and  holdings  valued  at  one  million  dollars. 
First  Church  is  now  completing  a  magnificent  south  wing  to  the 
main  edifice — which  will  include  chapel,  executive  office,  confer- 
ence room,  ladies  parlor  and  class  rooms.  It  will  be  ready  for  oc- 
cupancy by  Thanksgiving. 

Spencer  First  was  organized  in  1898,  has  been  served  by  13 
Pastors  and  has  a  membership  of  559.  Gifts  of  $5,700.00  to  co- 
operative program  and  has  properties  in  the  amount  of  three  hun- 
dred thousand  dollars — Spencer  First  has  100  Tithers. 

Stallings  Memorial  was  organized  in  1899 — has  had  8  Pastors 
and  1  Assistant  Pastor — 832  members  and  200  Tithers  and  church 
properties  valued  at  2  hundred  thousand  dollars. 

Rowan  has  had  3  Associational  Missionaries — Mr.  Tom  Bray, 
Miss  Ruth  Bagwell  and  our  present  wonderful  Missionary,  Mr. 
John  Carter  who  is  deeply  dedicated  and  equally  busy  helping 
all  of  us. 

Two  of  our  former  young  Pastors  are  on  the  Mission  Field — 
Rev.  Dale  Hooper  (of  Calvary)  and  family  are  in  East  Africa  and 
Rev.  Bob  Nash  and  family  of  Oakland  Heights  Mission  are  in  Ma- 
nila. Also  in  the  states  now  are  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Bill  Roberson — who 
are  serving  in  Viet  Nam.  He  was  formerly  assistant  at  First 
Church. 

Many  changes  have  come  about  in  the  Churches.  Rev.  and  Mrs. 
Gary  Chapman  of  Emmanuel  and  daughter  are  further  preparing 
themselves  for  the  Mission  Field.  Our  "Grand  Old  Man"  Rev. 
Huneycutt  has  the  longest  service  record  of  our  Association,  hav- 
ing served  Trading  Ford  Church  for  37  years.  History  shows  that 
he  was  busy  at  many  Churches  early  in  the  organization  and  now 
God  is  still  usina  him  to  bless  the  needy  world.  He  is  Interim  Pas- 
tor at  Emmanuel. 

Cannan  has  no  Pastor,  but  has  a  lovely  new  Pastorium  ready 
for  their  new  Pastor. 

Enon — New  Pastor,  Rev.  Allard  entered  the  work  on  May  10. 

Rev.  Mr.  Archer  is  new  Pastor  at  Eastside. 

Rev.  Haley  Carroll  is  new  Pastor  at  Needmore. 

North  Main  is  without  a  Pastor.  Rpv.  Maurice  Bo^ns,  in  Octo- 
ber, resianed  to  become  Pastor  of  a  South  Carolina  Church. 

Rev.  Ray  Yarborouoh  is  new  Pastor  at  West  Corinth. 

Rev.  Harley  Faulkenberry  is  new  Pastor  at  West  Landis. 

The  Yadkin  Church  has  called  Rev.  Virqil  Holloway  as  full  time 
Pastor.  He  has  moved  to  Yadkin  and  is  alreadv  serving  his  people. 

West  Park — Completed  new  Pastorium  this  summer. 

West  Corinth  has  erected  a  fine  educational  building  to  meet 
the  arowinq  need  of  the  Church.  Thev  also  are  orqanizing  a 
Brotherhood  and  plan  to  soonsor  an  R.A.  group.  They  have  car- 
peted the  Church  also.  Pastor  is  Rev.  Ray  Yarborouah.  Every 
Church  should  have  a  Brotherhood,  W.M.U.  &  Training  Union. 
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Trinity  is  sponsoring  Mission  at  the  Jo  Lene  and  also  the  Croots 
Nursing  Homes.  This  is  a  blessed  ministry  for  which  we  are  grate- 
ful. 

North  Main  has  purchased  the  property  adjoining  the  Church. 
The  Pastor,  Rev.  Maurice  Boggs  recently  resigned — served  5  years 
and  3  months  at  North  Main. 

Grace  Church  of  Kannapolis  has  employed  a  Minister  of  Music. 

Gold  Hill  has  redecorated  the  Pastorium  inside,  done  much  re- 
pair elsewhere  and  has  finished  paying  for  the  heating  plant. 

East  Spencer  First  has  completed  the  upper  floor  of  the  Pastor- 
ium and  has  converted  the  furnace  to  oil  heat. 

Calvary  has  remodeled  the  educational  plant  and  has  given  16 
thousand  dollars  to  the  cooperative  program,  also  sponsors  Frank- 
lin Mission. 

We  had  an  increase  of  only  30  Baptisms  and  8  of  our  Churches 
do  not  report  cooperative  gifts.  4  Churches  report  no  Baptisms. 

Our  wonderful  women's  work  continues  in  all  of  its  phases 
with  devoted  enthusiasm  and  visions.  All  of  our  Churches  do  not 
have  Brotherhood  groups  and  we  are  grateful  to  say  we  have 
1,717  Tithers — yet  it  seems  too  little  for  so  many!  Mission  gifts — 
all  Churches— $102,400. 

Our  hearts  have  been  deeply  grieved  by  the  homegoing  of  our 
beloved  Rev.  Herman  Matheny  of  South  China  Grove  Church.  He 
was  one  of  Gods  noblemen,  kind,  helpful  always,  and  a  former 
moderator  of  our  Association.   He  will  be  greatly  missed. 

Our  Associational  Churches,  Pastoriums  and  general  holdings 
now  stand  at  $4,062,640  dollars,  which  is  surely  magnificent — 
yet  we  must  hope  and  pray  that  our  every  effort,  physical  or  spir- 
itual is  in  the  glorifying  of  our  Heavenly  Father  and  blessing  his 
Kingdom.  In  this  jubilee  year  as  we  have  majored  on  Baptist 
Heritage,  we  pause  to  evaluate  this  dearly  bought  possession.  We 
are  now  hearing  that  freedom  is  not  free.  When  our  lives  and 
words  and  works  bear  forth  the  living  word,  only  then  shall  we 
be  free  indeed! 

As  we  look  to  the  new  year  of  Blessed  Service  and  fellowships 
— may  this  be  our  Prayer — 

I'll  hold  the  torch 

Christ  of  my  heart — 
This  torch  you  fling  to  me — 

I'll  keep  in  flaming  brave  and  bright

25.  Dr.  Clyde  Chapman  was  recognized  and  moved  that  the 
reading  of  the  report  on  Evangelism  be  dispensed  with  in  order 
to  give  the  speaker  more  time.  Rev.  Clyde  Davis,  State  Brother- 
hood Secretary,  was  presented  and  he  spoke  to  the  report.  Motion 
carried  for  adoption  of  the  report. 

EVANGELISM  REPORT 

The  special  five-year  effort  (known  as  Baptist  Jubilee  Advance), 
in  evangelism  and  missions  on  the  part  of  the  Baptists  of  North 
America  came  to  a  close  at  the  joint  meeting  of  the  groups  in  At- 
lantic City,  New  Jersey,  in  May  1964.  What  was  done  is  now  his- 
tory and  we  cannot  go  back  to  improve  or  to  change  the  record. 

The  record  of  our  association  reveals  the  following  additions 
to  the  churches  in  1964: 

By  Baptism,  362;  By  Letter,  337;  Total,  699. 

The  inevitable  question  arises,  where  do  we  go  from  here? 
What  shall  we  do  in  1965? 

We  can  and  we  must  search  our  hearts  before  God  to  find  His 
will  for  us  and  to  experience  His  empowering  as  we  endeavor  to 
be  obedient  to  His  commands.  This  we  need  as  individual  Chris- 
tians, as  churches  and  as  a  denomination. 

Most  of  us  need  to  take  a  fresh  look  at  evangelism  as  it  is 
practiced  in  our  personal  lives  and  in  our  local  church.  To  do  this 
on  the  right  basis  we  must  first  make  an  earnest  effort  to  see 
what  evangelism  is  as  it  is  revealed  in  the  New  Testament.  A 
good  definition  of  the  New  Testament  picture  of  evangelism  is 
found  in  the  new  Southern  Baptist  Handbook  On  Evangelism 
which  is  as  follows:  "Evangelism  is  the  outreach  of  the  church  by 
confrontation  with  the  gospel  of  Christ  to  bring  people  to  a  per- 
sonal faith  and  commitment  to  Christ  as  Saviour  and  Lord,  in  order 
that  the  committed  may  become  a  part  of  the  outreach." 

This  wonderful  experience  of  Christ  confronting  the  lost 
through  His  people  will  not  become  a  reality  in  a  life  or  a  church 
merely  by  accepting  and  adopting  a  creed,  a  statement  of  doc- 
trine, a  set  of  rules  for  conduct.  There  must  be  the  experience  of 
being  in  Christ  and  a  perennial  vigilance  in  seeking  to  be  used  of 
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Christ  in  His  purpose  of  redemption.  In  the  light  of  these  and 
other  pressing  truths  we  should  ever  keep  before  us  these  objec- 
tives: 

1.  To  keep  all  programming  and  activities  aimed  at  creating  a 
spiritual  atmosphere  for  evangelism  in  every  church. 

2.  To  keep  alive  a  perennial  awareness  of  the  urgency  of  per- 
sonal witnessing  on  the  part  of  every  Christian. 

3.  To  refine  and  intensify  our  revival  efforts. 

4.  To  seek  to  keep  the  message  positive,  practical,  scriptural 
and  spiritual  with  unceasing  prayer  and  diligence. 

5.  To  spare  nothing  in  seeing  to  it  that  the  new  and  old  church 
members  become  a  part  of  the  outreach. 

For  practical  help  in  moving  toward  these  objectives  consult 
the  Evangelism  Plan  Book  for  1965  which  the  Division  of  Evange- 
lism of  the  Baptist  State  Convention  of  North  Carolina  will  mail  to 
all  pastors  this  fall  and  the  Associational  Evangelism  Workbook 
which  will  be  released  by  the  Convention  Press  in  October  1964.

Five  years  ago  when  the  SBC  entered  into  the  Baptist  Jubilee 
Advance,  Woman's  Missionary  Union  designated  this  period  an 
Era  of  Prayer.  Prayer  plans  were  strengthened  in  the  anniversary 
year  by  introducing  Prayer  Retreats.  These  retreats  brought  such 
abundant  blessings  that  they  were  incorporated  into  our  plans 
again  for  this  our  Jubilee  Year.  Many  of  our  local  organizations 
observed  prayer  retreats  this  year,  some  of  them  inviting  the  en- 
tire church  family  to  participate.  Throughout  the  year  we  have 
sought  to  deepen  our  daily  experience  of  life  in  Christ  through  a 
deeper  prayer  life. 

Something  new  was  introduced  into  our  prayer  plans  again 
this  year.  From  1951-1962  Baptist  women  around  the  world  had 
met  on  the  first  Friday  in  December  for  shared  prayer.  Regardless 
of  the  climate,  of  pressure  of  manifold  duties  or  of  personal  de- 
sires, women  met  in  groups  to  answer  the  call  to  seek  the  Lord  in 
prayer.  It  was  prayer  that  encompassed  a  world  in  which  so 
many  did  not  know  Christ,  in  which  there  was  such  heart-hunger 
for  the  love  and  understanding  that  can  only  come  through  a 
knowledge  and  acceptance  of  the  grace  of  God  in  Christ  Jesus. 
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Early  in  1960  it  came  to  the  attention  of  the  officers  of  the 
Women's  Department  of  the  Baptist  Worlds  Alliance  that  the  first 
Friday  in  December  was  not  the  most  satisfactory  day  for  a  world- 
wide prayer  effort.  So,  upon  the  suggestion  of  local  unions  the 
first  Friday  in  November  was  set  aside  as  Baptist  Woman's  Day  of 
Prayer  Around  the  World.  Not  as  many  of  our  organizations  ob- 
served this  day  of  prayer  this  year  as  we  had  hoped  for  but  we 
trust  that  all  of  us  will  gather  in  our  local  churches  on  November 
6  for  this  Woman's  Day  of  Prayer  Around  the  World. 

In  the  spirit  of  thanksgiving  and  praise  to  God  for  the  privilege 
of  aiding  the  work  of  the  Home  and  Foreign  Mission  Boards  we 
have  sought  to  increase  our  gifts  to  the  Annie  Armstrong  and  Lot- 
lie  Moon  Christmas  offerings  by  at  least  fifteen  per  cent. 

In  cooperation  with  the  other  organizations  of  the  church  we 
have  placed  in  the  hands  of  our  women  and  young  people  the 
little  booklet  Baptist  Ideals,  in  v/hich  an  effort  is  made  to  restate 
in  relevant  terms  those  historical  principals  of  Southern  Baptist 
which  with  certain  emphasis  serve  to  make  clear  our  unique  po- 
sition and  mission. 

We  are  grateful  for  the  dedicated  women  who  have  served  as 
officers  of  our  Woman's  Missionary  Union  this  year  and  for  their 
tireless  efforts  in  helping  in  this  most  important  task  of  trying 
to  lead  our  v/omen  and  young  people  deeper  dedication  of  life 
and  service  for  our  Master,  and  for  the  fellowship  we  shared  in 
this  mission  which  God  has  given  us.  Our  prayer  is  that  we  will 
examine  ourselves,  confess  our  failures  and  repent  of  those  things 
within  us  which  cause  the  light  of  life  to  burn  so  fitfully  in  this 
gusty  world.  And  pray  that  the  Holy  Spirit,  whose  fire  burned 
in  the  hearts  of  men  like  Judson  and  Rice,  will  so  fill  us  with  that 
light  that  it  will  flow  from  us  into  the  darkest  corners  of  the  earth, 
until  the  knowledge  of  the  Lord  shall  cover  the  earth  as  the  waters 
cover  the  sea.

Graham  Carlton  was  recognized  and  presented  the 
report  on  Missions.  Motion  carried  for  adoption.  Rev.  Grady  Car- 
penter, host  pastor,  gave  instructions  relative  to  the  noon  meal. 
Mrs.  Slaughter  of  the  First  Baptist  Church,  Salisbury,  rendered 
beautifully  a  vocal  solo.  The  Moderator  presented  Dr.  Claude  B. 
Bowen,  Pastor  of  the  First  Baptist  Church,  Greensboro,  N.  C,  who 
brouoht  a  very  inspiring  and  heart-warming  message  emphasiz- 
ing Christ's  love  for  his  church.  Dr.  Bowen  challenged  the  group 
to  launch  out  into  the  world  with  the  great  message  of  the  Gospel 
of  Jesus  Christ  with  a  sincere  dedication  to  the  task.  The  meeting 
adiourned  for  the  noon  meal.  There  were  211  Messengers  and 
106  Visitors  registered  at  this  time  for  a  total  of  317. 
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REPORT  ON  MISSIONS 

It  has  been  my  privilege  to  give  missions  reports  to  Baptist 
groups  from  time  to  time  for  what  is  now  a  long  period  of  years 
and  with  each  report  it  is  evident  that  Baptist  missions  by  their 
inherent  nature  grow  and  advance. 

The  major  progress  has  come  in  the  last  sixteen  years  since  the 
launching  of  the  Advance  program  in  Memphis  in  1948.  In  that 
year  Southern  Baptists  had  only  625  foreign  missionaries  under 
appointment.  A  goal  was  set,  and  then  revised,  to  appoint  1,800 
foreign  missionaries  for  our  overseas  mission  fields.  The  goal  has 
now  been  reached.  At  the  close  of  last  year  Southern  Baptists 
were  supporting  1,803  foreign  missionaries.  Of  the  total,  one- 
third  are  in  the  Orient  —  a  little  more  than  a  third  are  in  Latin 
America.  Something  less  than  a  third  of  the  1,803  are  in  Africa — 
and  7%  are  in  Europe  and  the  Near  east. 

More  than  $20,000,000  came  to  the  Foreign  Mission  Board  for 
support  of  our  Foreign  Mission  work  last  year.  $1 1 ,000,000  came 
from  Lottie  Moon  offerings  and  other  designated  funds  and  the 
balance  from  Cooperative  Program  gifts. 

Reports  from  the  field  reveal  a  continuing  emphasis  by  our 
missionaries  on  the  use  of  radio  and  television  evangelism,  lay 
leadership  in  the  established  churches  and  mission  stations  and 
the  latest  scientific  techniques  in  our  hospitals  and  medical  cen- 
ters. Bible  correspondence  courses  are  being  developed  and  Bap- 
tist Book  stores  are  proving  more  and  more  popular  in  many 
areas.  The  day  has  long  since  passed  when  we  can  think  in  terms 
of  a  mission  ministry  mainly  to  culturally  backward  people  in  for- 
eign lands.  The  human  objects  of  our  gospel  message  are  edu- 
cated, self  reliant  and  living  in  a  modern  technological  environ- 
ment. 

In  Latin  America  Southern  Baptists  cooperate  in  maintaining  376 
schools  including  kindergartens,  elementary  schools,  junior  col- 
leges and  theological  seminaries  and  institutes.  These  schools  en- 
rolled last  year  a  total  of  43,554  students  who  came  in  contact 
with  the  gospel  message  through  our  mission  work  in  education. 

In  the  new  African  nation  of  Ghana  we  have  a  secondary 
school  at  Kumase;  and  it  is  reported  that  the  government  require- 
ments for  faculty  and  education  in  general  are  now  so  high  in 
Ghana  that  our  school  will  have  to  close  for  the  time  being  un- 
less more  qualified  staff  members  can  be  found. 

In  every  area  of  the  world  the  demands  for  more  Bibles,  more 
periodicals  and  religious  tracts  continue  to  increase.  And  our  pub- 
lishing houses  are  working  at  full  capacity  to  meet  these  de- 
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mands.  Here  again  the  rising  standards  of  education  and  the  op- 
portunities to  use  more  periodicals  and  literature  are  opening 
larger  channels  of  communication  for  spreading  God's  word. 

Good  news  comes  from  Spain  where  some  of  our  churches 
have  met  with  hostile  government  intervention.  All  of  our  Span- 
ish Baptist  Churches  are  now  open  and  are  experiencing  no  gov- 
ernment restrictions  at  this  time. 

But  in  Yugoslavia  the  communist  government  there  allows  no 
Southern  Baptist  missionaries  to  live  in  that  country  the  year 
around,  so  the  seminary  work  that  has  been  started  there  is  now 
supervised  by  periodical  visits  from  our  missionaries  who  live  in 
Switzerland.  But  in  general  our  foreign  mission  work  finds  its 
greatest  resistance  not  in  government  orders  and  regulations  but 
in  the  hardened  hearts  of  men  and  women  who  have  staked  their 
eternal  destiny  on  some  idol  God  or  who  find  God  irrelevant  in 
these  modern  times. 

Still,  Southern  Baptists  are  advancing  foreign  missions  in  53 
countries  —  through  3,943  churches  and  2,000  chapels  —  having 
a  half  million  members  who,  working  together,  produced  41,000 
professions  of  faith  last  year. 

Dr.  Courts  Redford,  who  has  recently  retired  as  Executive  Sec- 
retary-Treasurer of  the  Home  Mission  Board,  in  his  last  annual  re- 
port to  the  Baptist  Convention  says  that  millions  of  people  look 
to  America  for  leadership  in  Christianity  but  America  cannot  give 
what  she  does  not  continue  to  have,  and  warns  that  America  must 
not  falter  in  leading  the  world  to  a  knowledge  of  Christ. 

Six  and  one  half  million  dollars  was  given  by  Southern  Baptists 
for  Home  Mission  causes  last  year.  More  than  3  million  came 
through  the  Annie  Armstrong  offering  and  designated  gifts  and 
more  than  three  million  came  through  the  cooperative  program. 

The  funds  support  Home  Mission  Board  missionaries  in  every 
state  plus  Cuba,  Panama  and  Puerto  Rico. 

At  the  end  of  1963  there  were  2,222  Southern  Baptist  mission- 
aries under  appointment.  This  was  144  more  than  last  year  and 
represented  a  gain  of  6%  in  a  single  year. 

Cooperative  efforts  with  state  conventions  in  specialized  minis- 
tries in  connection  with  language  groups,  with  our  negro  friends 
among  the  National  Baptists,  and  with  a  variety  of  urban  and 
rural  areas,  have  characterized  much  of  the  Home  Mission  Board 
work  durinq  the  past  year.  In  North  Carolina  for  example  a  bud- 
get of  $51,000  was  set  up  last  year  under  such  a  joint  agreement 
between  N.  C.  Baptist  State  Convention  and  the  Home  Mission 
Board.  Our  state  convention  paid  64%  and  the  Home  Mission 
Board  paid  36%.  Sometimes  in  new  areas  the  Home  Mission 
Board  must  assume  100%  of  the  expense  but  in  the  older  and 
larqer  state  conventions  such  as  our  own  in  North  Carolina,  we 
take  the  major  responsibility  locally. 
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Significant  work  continues  to  be  done  by  the  Home  Mission 
Board  in  the  chaplaincy  field.  Not  only  in  the  military  services 
where  we  now  have  489  southern  Baptist  Chaplains  on  active 
duty,  but  in  the  field  of  industrial  relations  our  chaplains  are  tak- 
ing the  gospel  message  and  applying  it  to  such  relatively  novel 
spiritual  problems  as  vocational  discontent,  accident  proneness, 
and  absenteeism. 

More  than  100  Southern  Baptist  Chaplains  now  serve  in  indus- 
trial mission  fields. 

In  connection  with  the  chaplaincy  Dr.  Redford  said  that  Bap- 
tist work  through  chaplains  has  recorded  American  history  ex- 
tending back  to  the  days  of  George  Washington  who  while  gen- 
eral of  the  Revolutionary  armies  requested  Baptism  and  specified 
that  it  should  be  by  a  Baptist  Chaplain  in  the  Hudson  River. 

The  inter-racial  problems  of  the  southland  have  received  special 
attention  from  the  Home  Missions  Board.  In  this  work  we  have 
in  North  Carolina  from  the  Home  Missions  Board  a  state  director, 
one  teacher-missionary  and  three  other  full  time  employees.  These 
people  conduct  group  meetings  consisting  of  vacation  Bible 
schools,  institutes  and  clinics  where  requested. 

In  Cuba  last  year  two  missionaries  were  expelled  but  four 
others,  together  with  about  100  national  workers,  continued  our 
ministry  in  that  Communist  land.  Dr.  Redford  reports  that  there 
is  still  wide  interest  among  the  Cubans  and  that  our  work  contin- 
ues despite  hindrances  imposed  by  an  unfriendly  government. 

State  Missions  continues  to  grow.  This  is  where  our  State  Bap- 
tist Convention  conducts  ministries  in  areas  of  denominational 
need.  Hundreds  of  thousands  of  dollars  annually  flow  through 
our  state  mission  agencies. 

Areas  of  concern  are  our  Assemblies  at  Caswell  and  Fruitland, 
aid  to  missions  and  small  churches,  mission  activities  at  Samar- 
cand  and  work  in  solving  the  problems  of  interracial  cooperation, 
Evangelism,  the  SS  the  TU,  church  development  and  many  others. 
Practically  the  whole  of  our  denomination  is  the  responsibility  of 
State  missions. 

Locally  all  of  our  churches  have  a  substantial  mission  emphasis. 
Practically  all  contribute  regularly  to  the  cooperative  program  and 
to  the  support  of  our  association. 

Franklin  mission  under  the  sponsorship  of  Calvary  Baptist 
Church  and  Oakland  Heights  under  sponsorship  of  Trading  Ford 
Baptist  Church  continue  to  make  progress. 

First  Church  Salisbury  has  purchased  a  promising  site  for  its 
next  mission  on  the  Mooresville  Road  about  three  miles  west  from 
the  Salisbury  City  limits.  Active  work  in  this  area  is  anticipated 
within  the  next  year  or  two. 
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Suggestions  for  a  new  work  in  the  new  expanding  industrial 
area  between  Salisbury  and  China  Grove  have  been  made  and 
will  be  investigated  by  the  missions  committee  and  the  Associa- 
tional  missionary. 

The  Good  News  of  the  gospel  is  imparted  in  many  ways  around 
the  world.  The  sharing  of  the  good  news  is  the  very  life  and  be- 
ing of  Christianity.  It  was  given  in  the  first  place  to  be  passed 
on  to  others.  Strangely,  the  more  we  share  it,  the  more  we  have.

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REPORT  ON  AMERICAN  BIBLE  SOCIETY 

"God's  Word  for  a  new  age"  is  the  theme  of  a  program  of  mis- 
sionary advance  in  which  the  American  Bible  Society  is  seeking 
to  provide  greatly  increased  quantities  of  Scriptures  urgently 
needed  for  mission  work  around  the  world. 

If  the  people  of  the  world  are  to  know  Jesus  Christ  the  one 
hope  of  men  and  Nations,  they  must  have  the  Bible.  Each  person 
must  have  the  Bible  in  his  own  language  because  it  speaks  to  his 
heart  as  no  other  language  can  speak.  But  in  most  countries  peo 
pie  cannot  afford  even  the  cost  of  printing  the  Scriptures. 

The  Bible  is  the  essential  tool  of  missions  and  evangelism.  The 
missionary  uses  it  in  all  his  work.  The  Bible  itself  is  a  missionary. 
It  can  go  where  the  human  missionary  cannot  go.  It  can  stay  after 
he  must  leave — and  keep  on  speaking  to  a  person's  heart. 

The  American  Bible  Society  is  an  active  partner  of  Southern 
Baptist.  It  serves  mission  work  at  home  and  abroad.  It  helps 
missionaries  to  translate  the  Bible,  publishes  without  note  or  com- 
ment and  distributes  without  profit,  usually  below  cost. 

The  goal  for  the  years  just  ahead  is  to  increase  the  total  world- 
wide Scripture  distribution  to  150  mission  volumes  per  year, 
which  is  three  times  the  present  global  distribution,  with  half  of 
this  goal  being  undertaken  by  the  American  Bible  Society.  The 
long  range  goals  are:  A  Bible  for  every  Christian  home,  At  least 
a  New  Testament  for  every  Christian,  At  least  a  Scripture  Portion 
for  all  who  can  read,  an  opportunity  for  every  Christian  to  distrib- 
ute Scriptures  in  personal  witness. 

During  1963,  the  American  Bible  Society,  rejoiced  that  some 
part  of  the  Bible  has  been  published  in  1,216  languages;  the  full 
Bible  in  231,  a  Testament  in  290  more,  a  Gospel  or  another  com- 
plete book  in  695  more — but  counted  over  1,000  more  languages 
in  which  no  book  of  the  Bible  has  yet  been  published. 

During  1963  the  American  Bible  Society  gave  almost  a  million 
Scripture  volumes  for  distribution  by  Chaplains  to  our  Armed 
Forces  and  Veterans'  Hospitals,  as  a  vital  link  between  the  home 
churches  and  men  in  service. 

The  American  Bible  Society  also  distributed  in  1963,  a  record 
total  of  over  34  million  Scripture  volumes  in  444  languages,  in 
more  than  20  countries — with  almost  half  the  total  going  to  other 
countries — and  dedicated  itself  to  the  task  of  doubling  its  annual 
distribution  to  meet  urgent  worldwide  needs. 

Southern  Baptist  support  the  work  because  the  Bible  Society 
serves  Mission  work,  and  Southern  Baptist  missionaries  depend 
on  the  Society  for  the  Scriptures  they  need  for  their  people.  South- 
ern Baptist  believe  in  the  missionary  importance  of  giving  to  the 
American  Bible  Society. 
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In  1963  Southern  Baptist  Churches  gave  $167,498  to  the  Amer- 
ican Bible  Society.  The  help  of  every  Southern  Baptist  Church  is 
needed  and  Southern  Baptist  Churches  can  lead;  if  every  church 

will  give.

REPORT  ON  CHRISTIAN  LITERATURE 

We  have  heard  it  said,  "Tell  me  what  kind  of  company  a  per- 
son keeps  and  I  will  tell  you  what  kind  of  a  person  he  is."  This 
also  holds  true  with  reference  to  the  reading  matter  one  accepts 
and  upon  which  he  sets  his  mind.  In  Prov.  23:7,  we  read,  "As 
he  thinketh  in  his  heart  so  is  he."  Man's  life  is  greatly  affected 
by  what  he  reads. 

More  people  are  able  to  read  and  are  reading  today  than  ever 
before.  The  important  question  is,  what  are  people  reading?  The 
choice  we  make  in  this  matter  will  help  in  large  measure  to  deter- 
mine the  future  direction  of  our  lives.  We  would,  therefore,  ear- 
nestly recommend  that  our  people  take  more  time  for  the  read- 
ing of 

First,  the  Bible.  The  Psalmist  said,  "Thy  word  is  a  lamp  unto 
my  feet  and  a  light  unto  my  path."  We  today  need  this  light.  The 
works  of  darkness  are  relentlessly  pressing  in  upon  us.  If  we 
have  learned  to  successfully  wield  the  sword  of  the  Spirit  we  shall 
overcome  these  works  of  darkness  and  achieve  victory. 

Second,  the  Biblical  Recorder.  The  Recorder  seeks  to  do  the 
following: 

1.  To  Inform.  It  keeps  abreast  of  the  important  activities  of  the 
State  Convention  and  its  aqencies  and  institutions.  As  much  as 
possible,  news  from  the  wider  circles  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Con- 
vention and  the  entire  Christian  world  is  presented. 

2.  To  interpret.  With  the  resources  of  full  information,  close  con- 
tact with  denominational  leaders,  pastors  and  others,  plus  many 
years  of  experience,  the  Recorder  seeks  to  say  something  about 
the  meaning  of  events  as  well  as  reporting  them. 

3.  To  Influence.  A  long  record  of  service,  integrity  and  serv- 
ice has  earned  respect  for  the  voice  of  the  Recorder  both  within 
and  without  the  denomination.  Proper  use  of  that  voice,  lighted 
by  the  new  Testament  and  conscience  is  both  a  service  and  a 
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sacred  trust.  Take  the  lead  in  seeing  that  the  people  of  your 
church  receive  the  Recorder. 

Third,  Charity  and  Children.  Charity  and  Children  brings  to 
North  Carolina  Baptists  a  lively  and  readable  report  each  week 
on  what  Baptists  are  doing  in  North  Carolina,  the  Southern  Bap- 
tist Convention,  and  throughout  the  world. 

Almost  2,000  churches  take  the  paper  in  bundle  form  for  dis- 
tribution on  Sunday  Morning.  The  cost  for  such  subscription  is 
only  60  cents  per  year.  Club  subscriptions  are  75  cents  per  year 
and  individual  subscriptions  are  $1.00  per  year.  (Plus  three  per 
cent  N.  C.  Sales  Tax.) 

Your  committee  would  also  encourage  the  diligent  reading 
and  study  of  the  excellent  and  informative  material  in  Home  Life, 
a  magazine  published  by  our  Sunday  School  Board;  the  Commis- 
sion, published  by  our  Foreign  Mission  Board  and  Home  Missions, 
published  by  our  Home  Mission  Board.

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CONSTITUTION 

Adopted  October  25,  1961 

CONSTITUTION  AND  BY-LAWS 

I.  Name 

This  body  shall  be  known  as  the  Rowan  Baptist  Association. 
II.  Object 

The  object  of  this  Association  shall  be  to  devise  and  promote 
measures  for  increasing  the  harmony  and  spiritual  power  of  the 
churches  within  our  bounds,  to  recommend  plans  for  advancing 
the  work  of  our  Lord  throughout  the  earth,  and  to  cooperate  with 
our  Baptist  State  Convention  and  our  Southern  Baptist  Convention 
in  spiritual  advance  in  such  areas  as  Sunday  School,  Training 
Union,  Woman's  Missionary  Union,  Men's  Brotherhood  and  Church 
Music,  with  the  understanding  that  cooperation  with  the  State 
and  Southern  Conventions  is  purely  voluntary. 

III.  Membership 
This  body  shall  be  composed  of  the  ordained  Baptist  Ministers 
who  are  pastors  of  cooperating  churches,  our  Associational  Mis- 
sionary, and  messengers  chosen  and  certified  by  the  churches. 
Each  church  shall  be  entitled  to  two  messengers  for  the  first  fifty 
members  or  any  part  thereof,  and  one  messenger  for  each  fifty 
above  that  number,  provided  no  church  shall  be  entitled  to  more 
than  ten  messengers.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  churches  to  cor- 
respond annually  with  the  Association  by  letter  and  messengers, 
and  give  in  not  only  their  statistical  information  but  also  facts  con- 
cerning the  general  welfare;  and  to  send  contributions  to  pay  the 
expenses  of  the  Association.  The  Clerk  shall  furnish  the  churches 
with  two  printed  forms  for  their  annual  report,  these  to  be  mailed 
at  least  six  weeks  before  the  annual  session  of  the  Association, 
and  the  churches  are  requested  to  have  the  letters  in  the  hands  of 
the  Clerk  not  less  than  two  weeks  before  the  meeting  of  the  Asso- 
ciation. 

IV.  Officers 

The  officers  of  the  Association  shall  be  Moderator,  Associate 
Moderator,  Clerk,  Treasurer,  Historian,  Sunday  School  Superin- 
tendent, Training  Union  Director,  Brotherhood  President,  W.M.U. 
President,  and  Music  Director.  These  shall  be  elected  annually  for 
a  term  of  one  year  with  the  understanding  that  the  Moderator  will 
automatically  retire  after  having  served  two  complete  terms.  The 
term  of  office  shall  begin  at  the  conclusion  of  the  annual  meeting 
of  the  Association  and  continue  until  the  close  of  the  next  session 
or  until  their  successors  are  elected. 
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V.  Trustees 

In  addition  to  the  above  named  officers,  the.  Association  shall 
elect  three  trustees  each  year  who  shall  hold  in  trust  all  property 
and  effects  of  the  Association,  take  care  of  and  keep  the  same  in 
repair,  accept  gifts  for  the  Association  and  perform  all  other  dut- 
ies which  the  Association  may  declare,  according  to  the  laws  of 
the  State  of  North  Carolina. 

VI.  Meetings 

The  Association  will  meet  annually  on  the  Tuesday  and  Wed- 
nesday after  the  fourth  Sunday  in  October,  and  can  be  called 
into  extra  session  if  necessary  by  a  majority  vote  of  the  Executive- 
Promotion  Committee.  All  such  sessions  shall  be  conducted  as 
prescribed  in  Kerfoot's  "Parliamentary  Law". 

VII.    Powers  and  Prerogatives 

The  Association  shall  have  no  power  whatever  to  infringe  upon 
the  rights  or  usefulness  of  the  churches.  It  may  advise  or  recom- 
mend measures  of  usefulness  for  their  adoption  and  guidance, 
but  cannot  bind  them  in  any  way.  The  churches  constituting  the 
Association  shall  each  retain  complete  autonomy  under  Christ  as 
supreme  Head,  Lawgiver,  Governor  and  Lord  over  His  churches, 
and  unite  only  that  they  may  more  successfully  promote  the  cause 
of  Christ  throughout  the  world.  In  case  any  conflict  of  interpreta- 
tion shall  arise  as  between  this  section  and  any  other  section  of 
this  constitution  the  interpretation  of  this  section  shall  have  pre- 
cedence over  the  other. 

VIII.    Cooperating  Churches 

Any  group  of  baptized  believers  in  Christ,  organized  into  a 
church,  earnestly  seeking  to  cooperate  with  our  Baptist  work  in 
the  Rowan  Association,  The  Baptist  State  Convention,  and  the 
Southern  Baptist  Convention,  having  been  received  into  the  fel- 
lowship of  this  association  shall  be  considered  a  cooperating 
church. 

IX.  Committees 

1.  Executive-Promotion  Committee.  The  Executive-Promotion 
Committee  shall  be  composed  of  the  duly  elected  officers  of  the 
Association,  the  Pastors  of  all  the  churches  within  the  Association 
and  one  Representative  from  each  cooperating  church.  The  duties 
of  this  committee  shall  be  to  carry  out  the  policies  and  will  of  the 
Association  in  the  interim  between  its  annual  sessions.  The  Com- 
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mittee  shall  not  take  any  action  contrary  to  the  will  of  the  Asso- 
ciation or  which  would  initiate  any  new  policies  of  procedures.  In 
an  adequate  emergency  this  committee  may  take  such  action  as 
may  be  deemed  necessary  to  conditions  arising  after  the  an- 
nual meeting  of  the  Association.  This  committee  shall  meet  quar- 
terly, the  time  and  place  to  be  decided  upon  by  the  committee. 
The  Moderator  shall  serve  as  chairman  of  this  committee.  This 
committee  shall  make  a  full  report  of  its  activities  to  the  Associa- 
tion at  its  annual  session. 

2.  Ofher  Committees.  The  Association  may  constitute,  instruct 
and  discharge  committees  that  may  be  necessary  for  the  proper 
conduct  of  its  affairs  and  promotion  of  its  activities.  These  com- 
mittees and  a  copy  of  their  instructions  shall  be  made  a  part  of  the 
minutes  of  the  association  each  year. 


X.  Amendments 

Any  section  of  this  constitution  may  be  amended  at  any  regular 
session  of  the  Association  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  messengers 
present,  provided  the  amendment  is  presented  to  the  Association 
on  the  first  day  and  voted  on  and  passed  on  favorably  the  second 
day,  or  that  notice  shall  be  given  during  the  meeting  in  one  year 
and  voted  upon  favorably  the  following  year. 


BY-lAWS 

1.  The  Moderator  shall  be  in  complete  charge  of  all  meetings 
of  the  Association  or  the  Executive-Promotion  Committee. 

2.  In  the  conduct  of  business  Kerfoot's  "Parliamentary  Law" 
shall  be  followed. 


3.  These  By-Laws  may  be  amended  at  any  time  by  majority 
vote  of  the  Association. 
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By  -  Lows 

Committees  of  the  Association 

1.  Associational  Missions  Committee.  This  committee  shall 
consist  of  seven  members.  Its  duties  shall  be  to  assist  our  Asso- 
ciational Missionary  in  every  way  possible,  to  seek  out  places 
where  Baptist  work  is  needed,  and  to  work  with  our  Associational 
Missionary  or  a  sponsoring  church  in  establishing  such  work.  The 
chairman  of  this  committee  shall  make  a  report  at  the  annual 
meeting  of  our  Association  on  the  work  of  our  Missionary  for  the 
preceding  twelve  months  period.  In  the  event  that  the  Association 
should  find  itself  without  a  Missionary,  this  committee  shall,  with 
the  assistance  of  the  Executive-Promotion  Committee,  endeavor 
to  locate  a  suitable  person  for  the  office.  When  it  seems  that 
such  person  has  been  found  the  committee  shall  bring  its  report 
to  the  Executive-Promotion  Committee  for  its  approval  or  rejection. 

2.  Committee  on  Reception  of  New  Churches.  A  committee 
of  3  members,  elected  by  the  Association  shall  receive  and  study 
petitions  from  churches  desiring  fellowship  in  this  association  and 
make  recommendations  to  the  association  regarding  the  disposi- 
tion of  such  petitions.  These  petitions  should  be  presented  to  the 
committee  at  least  two  weeks  prior  to  the  annual  meeting  of  the 
association. 

3.  Finance  Committee.  This  committee  shall  keep  itself  in- 
formed concerning  the  financial  needs  of  the  Association.  It  shall 
see  to  it  that  all  expenditures  are  kept  within  the  budget,  and 
supervise  all  financial  matters.  Along  with  its  annual  report  to  the 
Association  it  shall  bring  a  proposed  budget  based  upon  the 
needs  of  the  associational  program,  and  the  ability  of  the  churches 
to  support  this  program.  This  proposed  budget  shall  be  presented 
to  the  Executive-Promotion  Committee  at  the  July  meeting  for 
adoption  and  distributed  to  the  churches  immediately  thereafter. 

4.  Audio-Visual  Aids  Committee.  The  Associational  Missionary, 
together  with  four  other  members,  shall  constitute  this  committee, 
with  the  Missionary  serving  as  chairman.  This  committee  shall 
have  charge  of  all  visual  aid  equipment  of  the  Association  and 
keep  same  in  good  repair.  It  shall  recommend  to  the  Executive- 
Promotion  Committee  additional  purchases  of  this  equipment 
when  such  is  to  the  best  interest  of  the  Association,  and  if  the  cost 
of  such  purchase  is  above  the  amount  set  aside  in  the  budget 
for  this  purpose.  The  equipment  shall  be  made  available  for  use 
by  the  churches  in  the  promotion  of  the  entire  Associational  pro- 
gram. When  this  equipment  is  borrowed  and  put  to  use  by  any 
church  or  organization  of  the  association  it  is  to  be  returned 
promptly  to  the  office  of  the  Missionary.  Those  who  use  this 
equipment  shall  be  requested  to  handle  same  with  care  and  to  be 
responsible  for  any  damage  other  than  normal  wear. 
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5.  Program  Committee.  This  committee  shall  be  composed  of 
the  Moderator  and  four  members  at  large  to  be  appointed  by  the 
Moderator.  The  duties  of  the  committee  shall  be  to  plan  the 
programs  of  the  annual  Association. 

6.  Committee  on  Committees.  This  committee  shall  be  appoint- 
ed by  the  Moderator  to  serve  for  a  period  of  one  year  and  shall 
be  composed  of  five  members  whose  duties  shall  be  to  recom- 
mend the  appointment  of  the  standing  committees  and  to  name 
any  other  committees  called  for  by  the  Association,  such  as, 
Associational  Missions,  Associational  Membership,  Obituary  Com- 
mittee, Committee  on  Public  Morals  and  Civic  Righteousness, 
Finance  Committee,  Radio  and  Television  Committee,  Committee 
on  Time,  Place  and  Preacher,  Committee  on  Resolutions,  Nominat- 
ing Committee,  Music  Committee,  and  the  representatives  of  the 
various  boards  and  institutions  supported  by  the  North  Carolina 
Baptist  Convention. 

7.  Obituary  Committee.  The  Obituary  Committee  shall  con- 
duct a  brief  service  at  the  annual  meeting  of  our  Association  in 
memory  of  those  members  from  the  various  churches  who  have 
been  called  to  their  heavenly  home. 

8.  Committee  on  Public  Morals  and  Civic  Righteousness.  The 
duties  of  this  committee  shall  be  to  inform  themselves  as  to  the 
moral  conditions  and  practices  in  our  midst,  to  study  these  condi- 
tions, to  use  their  influence  to  promote  high  ethical  standards  of 
life  and  conduct  on  the  part  of  our  people,  and  to  give  a  report 
of  their  work  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Association. 

9.  Radio  and  Television  Committee.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of 
this  committee  to  give  encouragement  to  the  local  radio  and 
television  stations  in  the  use  they  are  now  making  of  their  facili- 
ties in  broadcasting  morning  devotions,  the  broadcast  and  telecast 
of  the  programs  of  the  Radio-Television  Commission  of  Southern 
Baptists,  and  other  desirable  programs  of  a  religious  nature.  This 
committee  shall  further  seek  to  enlist  the  cooperation  of  these 
stations  when  special  efforts  are  underway  on  an  Associational- 
wide  basis,  to  the  end  that  our  Baptist  work  might  be  duly  pub- 
licized and  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  people  of  our  country. 
A  report  of  this  committee's  work  shall  be  given  at  the  annual 
Associational  meeting. 

10.  Committee  on  Time,  Place,  and  Preacher.  This  committee 
shall  recommend  the  meeting  place  for  our  annual  Association, 
state  the  time,  and  recommend  a  minister  and  an  alternate  for  the 
annual  sermon.  This  shall  be  reported  to  the  Association  in  an- 
nual session. 
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1 1 .  Committee  on  Resolutions.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  com- 
mittee to  draw  up  suitable  resolutions  relating  to  the  hospitality 
of  the  host  church  or  churches,  the  service  rendered  by  the  visiting 
speakers,  the  work  of  the  Associational  Officers,  and  other  per- 
tinent matters  that  should  be  included  in  this  committee's  report. 

12.  The  Nominating  Committee.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this 
committee  to  recommend  to  the  annual  session  of  the  Association 
prospective  officers  for  the  coming  year,  including  Moderator, 
Vice-Moderator,  Clerk,  Associate  Clerk  and  Statistician,  Treasurer, 
Chorister,  Pianist,  and  others  who  are  to  be  included  with  the 
Associational  Officers  as  provided  for  under  Section  IV  of  the 
Constitution. 

13.  Music  Committee.  This  committee  shall  offer  suggestions 
and  guidance  in  the  selection  of  the  type  of  music  that  is  desirable 
in  worship  and  in  our  varied  Associational  and  church  activities. 
It  shall  plan,  at  such  times  as  seem  opportune,  for  a  week  of  in- 
struction in  church  music,  and  also  seek  as  it  has  opportunity,  to 
encourage  all  of  our  people  to  manifest  a  greater  interest  in  this 
vital  phase  of  our  Lord's  work. 

14.  Camp  Development  Committee.  This  committee  shall  have 
general  supervision  of  the  Associational  camp  which  is  located  in 
the  eastern  part  of  Rowan  County.  It  shall  inform  our  people 
about  the  scheduled  activities  and  opportunities  offered  at  the 
camp  and  also  of  the  rules  and  regulations  that  are  to  govern  its 
use.  The  above  committee  shall  promote  the  use  of  this  camp 
to  the  end  that  it  may  serve  a  high  and  worthwhile  purpose  as  a 
center  for  Christian  activities  by  all  departments  of  the  Associa- 
tional program.  Only  such  activities  as  tend  toward  the  develop- 
ment of  Christian  character  shall  be  encouraged  by  the  committee. 

15.  Historical  Committee.  This  committee  shall  be  composed 
of  three  members  elected  by  the  Association.  The  duties  of  this 
committee  shall  be  to  adequately  preserve  the  records  of  the 
activity  within  the  Association  that  may  be  of  interest  to  further 
generations. 

16.  Evangelism  Committee.  This  committee  shall  be  composed 
of  five  members  elected  by  the  Association  and  shall  head  the 
Association  in  a  program  of  New  Testament  Evangelism  in  co- 
operation with  the  North  Carolina  Baptist  Convention's  Depart- 
ment of  Evangelism.

TUESDAY 

MORNING  SESSION 

1.  The  Thirty-eighth  Annual  Session  of  the  Rowan  Baptist 
Association  opened  at  the  Dunn's  Mountain  Baptist  Church, 
Route  5,  Salisbury,  at  9:30  A.M.  with  the  Moderator,  Rev.  H.  M. 
Hocutt,  presiding.  Mr.  Elmer  Phipps  led  the  group  in  singing 
"Send  The  Light",  with  Mrs.  James  L.  McCoy  at  the  organ,  and 
Mrs.  J.  Earle  Blalock  at  the  piano.  Rev.  Charles  P.  Burchette, 
Pastor  of  the  First  Baptist  Church,  Cooleemee,  led  the  devotionals 
centering  his  remarks  around  John  3:16,  and  using  the  topic 
"How  Big  Is  Your  World." 

2.  Mr.  W.  F.  Wellman  moved  that  the  Messengers  now  en- 
rolled together  with  those  who  will  enrol!  constitute  the  enroll- 
ment of  Messengers  of  the  Rowan  Baptist  Association,  and  mo- 
tion carried.  Mr.  Ronald  Queen  moved  that  the  program  as  now 
printed  be  the  order  of  business  with  such  chanqes  as  may  be 
necessary.   This  motion  was  seconded  and  carried. 

3.  James  L.  McCoy,  Clerk,  was  recognized  and  qave  the 
report  of  the  Executive-Promotion  Committee  and  Digest  of 
Church  Letters.  This  report  was  approved. 

REPORT  OF  THE  EXECUTIVE-PROMOTION  COMMITTEE 

The  Rowan  Baptist  Executive-Promotion  Committee  met  five 
times  the  past  Associational  Year. 

At  a  called  meeting  on  November  16,  1964  at  the  StaMings 
Memorial  Baptist  Church,  action  was  taken  for  aporoval  of  ao- 
plications  for  aid  from  the  Baotist  State  Convention  of  North 
Carolina  for  the  Franklin  and  Oakland  Heiqhts  Missions,  and 
missionary  aid  for  the  Rowan  Baptist  Association. 
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The  January  1965  meeting  was  held  at  the  First  Baptist  Church, 
Salisbury.  Action  was  taken  to  establish  a  quorum  of  twenty-five 
for  the  Executive-Promotion  Committee — these  to  be  exclusive 
of  executive-officer  members. 

The  second  regular  quarterly  meeting  of  the  new  year  was 
held  on  April  27,  1965  at  the  First  Baptist  Church,  Salisbury. 
The  following  recommendations  coming  from  the  Associational 
Planning,  Building,  and  Finance  Committees,  were  adopted  by 
the  Executive-Promotion  Committee: 

(1)  That  the  Rowan  Baptist  Association  construct  an  associa- 
tional parsonage  costing  approximately  $30,000.00  ten- 
tatively based  on  present  plans,  including  both  residence 
and  office  space  approved  by  the  combined  committees. 
That  to  the  $7,000.00  in  funds  now  available  there  shall 
be  added  an  additional  $7,000.00  to  be  raised  by  the 
churches  of  the  Association  by  the  1965  associational 
meeting  if  possible.  Also,  that  the  remaining  $16,000.00 
of  the  construction  price  be  financed  for  a  term  of  ap- 
proximately fifteen  years  and  for  a  monthly  payment  not 
to  exceed  $150.00  per  month  including  principle,  interest, 
and  insurance. 

That  the  Parsonage  Fund  Raising  Committee  be  composed 
of  the  Associational  Treasurer  as  Chairman,  Bro.  Elium, 
Bro.  Ketner,  and  Bro.  AAullis  as  advisors,  and  the  chairman 
of  the  Deacons  of  each  church  in  the  Association.  Further, 
that  the  Associational  Treasurer,  Bro.  Summers,  together 
with  Bro.  Elium,  Bro.  Ketner,  and  Bro.  AAullis,  be  given 
authority  to  divide  the  Fund  Raising  Committee  into  sub- 
committees in  order  to  facilitate  the  work. 

Bro.  Charles  Summers  gave  the  Treasurer's  report  for  the 
quarter  ended  March  31,  1965,  a  summay  of  which  follows:

The  third  quarterly  meeting  was  held  on  July  20,  1965  at  the 
First  Baptist  Church,  Salisbury.  The  proposed  budget  for  the 
Rowan  Baptist  Association  for  the  year  1965-66  was  presented 
by  Bro.  Charles  Summers,  Treasurer,  and  adopted  by  the  Execu- 
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tive-Promotion  Committee.  The  budget  is  to  be  included  as  part 
of  the  record  of  the  annual  minutes.  The  following  was  adopted 
as  suggested  goals  for  the  local  churches  as  a  means  to  raising 
Associational  funds: 

Churches  with  less  than  100  members.  .. $.08  per  mem.  per  mo. 

Churches  with  100-499  members  $.10  per  mem.  per  mo. 

Churches  with  500-999  members  $.12  per  mem.  per  mo. 

Churches  with  1,000  or  more  members  $.14  per  mem.  per  mo. 

Rev.  B.  Lester  Huff  was  named  chairman  of  the  Time-Place- 
Preacher  Committee  replacing  Rev.  John  H.  Simpson  who  has 
left  the  Association.  Rev.  Henry  Finch  was  named  to  replace 
Rev.  Charles  Lemley  on  Christian  Education. 

The  final  meeting  of  the  Executive-Promotion  Committee  for 
the  Associational  Year  was  held  on  October  19,  1965  at  the 
First  Baptist  Church,  Salisbury.  The  financial  report  of  the  Rowan 
Association  for  the  quarter  ended  September  30,  1965  gave

Hill,  Rev.  Ralph  Hammett,  Salisbury — North  Main,  Rev.  Marvin 
Dameron,  Trinity.  Mr.  Carter  extended  the  right  hand  of  christian 
welcome  to  these  brethren.  The  Moderator  recognized  the  fol- 
lowing visitors:  Rev.  Guy  Cain,  Raleigh,  N.  C,  Mr.  C.  Gordon 
Maddrey,  Raleigh,  N.  C,  Mr.  Sam  O'Neal,  Raleigh,  N.  C,  Rev. 
Julian  Hopkins,  Raleigh,  N.  C,  Rev.  and  Mrs.  Lewis  Williams, 
Salisbury,  N.  C,  Mrs.  Garland,  Salisbury,  N.  C.  The  Moderator 
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called  for  any  item  of  miscellaneous  business,  but  there  was  none. 
The  group  sang  enthusiastically  "To  God  Be  The  Glory." 

5.  Mr.  Ronald  Queen  was  recognized  and  gave  the  Train- 
ing Union  report.  Mr.  Queen  presented  Mr.  Sam  O'Neal  of  Ral- 
eigh, N.  C,  who  spoke  to  the  report  using  Acts  28:19-20  deal- 
ing with  the  Great  Commission.  The  message  was  a  challenging 
one  stressing  the  importance  of  training  in  the  development  of 
the  christian  life.  The  Training  Union  report  was  adopted. 

TRAINING  UNION  REPORT 

For  the  first  time  in  several  years  the  Rowan  Baptist  Training 
Union  planned  and  carried  out  meetings  in  the  association  as 
suggested  by  the  Standard  of  Excellence.  For  the  most  part,  par- 
ticipation in  these  meetings  was  commendable,  even  in  our  lead- 
ership conferences  held  at  various  churches.  If  training  leaders 
is  to  be  continued,  such  leadership  conferences  need  to  be  held 
in  as  many  of  the  different  churches  as  possible.  Quarterly  mass 
meetings  also  have  helped  the  associational  Traininq  Union  re- 
main enthusiastic.  At  these  mass  meetings,  pastors  from  within 
the  Rowan  Association  have  been  used  to  bring  timely  mes- 
sages emphasizing  the  need  of  the  ministry  of  Traininq  Union. 
Special  emphases  will  be  placed  each  vear  on  Youth  Niqht,  "M" 
Nioht,  Tournaments,  and  on  any  new  features  in  Training  Union 
work. 

"M"  Night  meeting  this  year  will  feature  a  State  worker,  Miss 
Katy  Ruth  Grayson.  In  this  service,  she  will  inform  Rowan  Bap- 
tists of  the  many  new  things  in  Traininq  Union.  An  inspirational 
meeting  is  being  planned  and  record  attendance  is  hoped  for. 

Pray  earnestly  for  this  meeting  and  for  our  entire  undertaking 
in  this  ministry  of  TRAINING  as  we  pledge  our  best  for  the  com- 
ing year.

Mr.  Maddrey 
stressed  the  importance  of  a  properly  prepared  will.  Motion 
carried  for  adoption  of  report. 
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BAPTIST  FOUNDATION  REPORT 

The  main  concern  of  the  Baptist  Foundation,  according  to  its 
Executive  Secretary,  Mr.  C.  Gordon  Maddrey,  "is  to  inform  our 
people  as  to  what  the  Foundation  is,  how  it  functions,  and  its 
various  classes  of  people,  churches,  associations,  conventions 
and  agencies  it  represents.  Mr.  Maddrey  believe  that  when 
Baptists  are  properly  and  fully  informed  on  any  program,  they 
can  be  depended  upon  to  act  wisely. 

The  purpose  of  the  Baptist  Foundation  is  to  promote  our  Lord's 
cause  through  Will-making.  The  idea  is  to  let  our  ministry  of 
giving  continue  after  we  have  gone  on  to  our  reward.  The  Foun- 
dation offers  a  plan  whereby  we  can  let  Christ's  light  keep  shin- 
ing after  our  own  has  gone  out.  It  is  the  belief  of  the  Foundation 
that  if  this  cause  is  worthy  of  our  total  being  in  this  life,  it  is 
worthy  of  our  material  endowment  after  this  life  is  spent.  This 
is  a  plan  whereby  we  can  prosper  the  world  as  we  have  been 
prospered  in  it.  As  we  have  contributed  through  our  lives,  we 
can  contribute  through  our  Wills. 

One  of  the  strong  characteristics  of  the  Baptist  Foundation  is 
its  governing  body  of  dedicated  Christians,  made  up  of  the 
Executive  Director,  and  fifteen  board  members  who  give  their 
services  without  remuneration.  Under  their  guidance  the  Foun- 
dation has  made  great  progress  in  its  unusual  contribution  to 
the  work  of  Christ. 

Mr.  Maddrey  reports  that  the  response  of  Baptists  to  him  and 
his  work  has  been  cordial  and  pleasant.  He  pays  special  tribute 
to  the  pastors  of  the  Convention,  without  whose  cooperation,  he 
says,  this  program  could  not  succeed.

Mr.  Phipps  led  the  group  in  singing  "Leaning  On  The  Everlast- 
ing Arms." 

COOPERATIVE  PROGRAM  REPORT 

With  the  dawninq  of  the  40th  anniversary  of  the  founding 
of  the  Cooperative  Program,  a  new  note  of  optimism  and  Miss- 
ionary Advance  is  perceptible  among  Baptists! 
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It  is  now  a  well-accepted  fact  that  the  Cooperative  Program 
of  World  Missions  is  the  foundation  for  our  total  missionary 
endeavor — that  of  preaching,  teaching,  and  healing  in  the  name 
of  Christ  at  home  and  abroad.  This  provides  a  means  whereby 
each  church  may  "witness  to  the  unity  that  we  have  as  Southern 
Baptists."  It  helps  each  church  member  to  "fulfill  his  responsi- 
bility as  a  missionary."  But  primarily,  it  helps  one  to  demon- 
strate "on  a  world  basis  the  Christian  principle  of  sharing." 
Truly,  it  CAN  be  the  "arm  of  God"  reaching  out  to  a  needy 
world  in  word  and  deed! 

Even  as  we  presently  support  the  work  of  2,048  foreign  miss- 
ionaries, 2,500  home  missionaries,  and  more  than  100  mission- 
aries in  North  Carolina,  Dr.  Baker  James  Cauthen,  Secretary  of 
the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  Foreign  Mission  Board,  has 
challenged  us  to  send  out  5,000  foreign  missionaries  in  the 
years  immediately  ahead!  This  will  mean  greater  sacrifice  and 
greatly  increased  giving  on  the  part  of  Baptists  everywhere! 
"The  Cooperative  Program  has  given  significant  support  to  every 
state  and  Conventionwide  cause — during  the  last  sixteen  years 
it  has  provided  more  than  $100,000,000  for  the  Foreign  Miss- 
ion program  of  Southern  Baptists.  Truly,  it  IS  the  'life-line'  of 
our  total  cooperative  witness  and  service." 

We  are  witnessing  our  greatest  advance  in  history  with  52.27% 
of  the  southwide  Cooperative  Program  dollar  being  allocated  to 
Foreign  Missions.  We  joyfully  note  that  of  this  amount,  about 
92.5%  reaches  the  mission  field;  whereas,  only  about  7.5%  is 
retained  for  administrative  purposes.   To  God  be  the  glory! 

We  are  advancing  in  our  concern  for  a  lost  world — more 
than  1,300  Baptist  churches  have  set  goals  as  a  part  of  the  Con- 
ventionwide emphasis  to  enlist  2,000,000  tithers  by  October, 
1966.  A  free  "Planning  Kit"  for  tither  enlistment  is  available 
from  our  state  office  for  every  church  or  pastor  adopting  a 
definite  goal. 

According  to  available  records  Rowan  Association  during  the 
past  year  gave  a  total  of  $59,727.00  through  the  Cooperative 
Program.  Compared  to  the  previous  year,  this  was  an  increase  of 
$4,827.00;  but  still,  only  6.7%  of  the  total  receipts  went  thru 
the  Cooperative  Program  to  be  used  in  world  missions.  We 
bow  our  hearts  in  shame  and  repentance.  Six  churches  did  not 
share  in  world  missions  through  the  Cooperative  Program. 
Taken  as  a  unit,  those  churches  which  gave  to  the  Cooperative 
Program  gave,  per  church,  more  than  twice  as  much  to  the 
total  mission  program  of  Southern  Baptists  than  did  those 
Churches  which  did  not  give.    Let  us  determine  NOW  to  be

ly through  the  Cooperative  Program.

8.  Rev.  Gordon  Pope  was  recognized  and  gave  the  report 
on  Evangelism  for  Rev.  R.  O.  Brinkley  who  was  unable  to  attend 
due  to  sickness.  The  Moderator  presented  Rev.  Julian  S.  Hopkins, 
Raleigh,  N.  C,  who  spoke  to  the  report  using  a  visual  display 
entitled  "Correlated  Emphasis  On  Proclamation  And  Witness." 
The  speaker  defined  correlation  as  taking  our  cooperation  and 
making  unity  and  purpose  out  of  it.  The  Evangelism  report  was 
approved.  Rev.  Ronald  McSwain,  host  pastor,  was  recognized 
and  gave  words  of  welcome  and  instructions  for  the  noon  meal. 

REPORT  ON  EVANGELISM 

Churches  in  the  North  Carolina  Baptist  State  Convention  report- 
ed 27,346  baptisms  in  1963  and  29,725  baptisms  in  1964 — a 
gain  of  2,379  or  9%.  Churches  in  the  Rowan  Association  re- 
ported 332  baptisms  in  1963  and  362  baptisms  in  1964 — a 
gain  of  30.  This  year  the  churches  in  our  association  reported 
321  baptisms — loss  of  41  (or  under)  1964. 

The  theme  adopted  by  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  for 
the  year  1966  is,  "Proclamation  and  Witness."  In  our  association 
this  theme  actually  begins  October  1,  1965  with  the  new  as- 
sociational  year. 

The  President  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention,  Dr.  Wayne 
Dehoney,  says:  "The  major  issue  facing  us  is  whether  the  Sou- 
thern Baptist  Convention  as  the  largest  Protestant  denomination, 
is  going  to  accept  its  role  and  launch  the  greatest  evangelistic 
thrust  in  history."  No  informed  child  of  God  would  argue  with 
Dr.  Dehoney  about  this  being  the  "major  issue"  before  us.  The 
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purpose  of  our  theme  for  the  year  ahead  is  to  help  get  us  aim- 
ed and  moving  toward  this  objective. 

The  evangelistic  thrust  needed  now  waits,  not  on  new  methods, 
but  on  new  men.  Men  and  women  who  have  been  made  new 
in  Christ  Jesus  and  are  totally  committed  and  surrendered  to 
Jesus  Christ  in  mind,  body  and  soul.  Each  church  should  de- 
cide on  the  objective  and  course  it  is  convinced  the  Holy  Spirit 
has  appointed  for  it  to  pursue  in  its  witness  for  Christ  in  the  com- 
munity and  the  world  today.  Materials  and  helps  in  the  work 
of  evangelism  may  be  requested  as  needed  from  the  Division  of 
Evangelism,  Baptist  State  Convention,  Raleigh,  North  Carolina.

NORTH  CAROLINA  BAPTIST  HOMES  FOR  THE  AGING 

The  day  that  North  Carolina  Baptist  launched  a  ministry  to 
the  aging  fourteen  years  ago  was  a  good  day  indeed.  Since 
that  time  four  Homes  for  the  Aging  have  come  into  being,  and 
a  fifth  one  is  in  the  making.  Many  elderly  people  have  been 
blessed  by  this  compassionate  ministry  through  the  years,  and 
today  160  people  are  in  residence  at  Resthaven,  and  the  Hayes 
Home  in  Winston-Salem,  the  Albemarle  Home  in  Albemarle,  and 
the  Hamilton  Home  in  Hamilton.  When  the  proposed  new 
Home  at  Yanceyville  is  completed,  there  will  be  capacity  for 
200.  It  is  anticipated  that  construction  will  begin  on  the  Yancey- 
ville Home  during  1965. 

This  labor  of  Christian  love  and  nurture  is  ours  together,  and 
we  could  not  operate  without  the  concern,  the  prayers,  and  the 
financial  support  of  our  Baptist  people.  This  financial  aid  from 
the  churches  comes  to  us  through  two  very  vital  avenues  — 
the  Special  Day  Offering,  received  on  the  third  Sunday  of  Feb- 
ruary each  year,  and  the  Cooperative  Program.  Special  Day  Of- 
fering receipts  for  1964  were  at  an  all-time  high  and  exceeded 
$96,000.00.  Through  these  gifts  we  were  able  to  supplement 
from  80%  to  90%  of  our  needy  residents  who  could  not  be 
with  us  otherwise. 

It  is  urgently  hoped  that  the  Special  Day  Offering  for  1965 
will  be  the  greatest  ever,  especially  in  view  of  the  pressing  and 
ever-increasing  needs  of  the  aging  in  our  midst  who  seek  our 
help.  The  waiting  list  now  is  175  and  grows  almost  daily. 

As  the  great  heart  of  the  Savior  yearns  for  all  in  the  various 
areas  of  human  need,  we  are  grateful  that  He  has  commissioned 
us  to  include  also  a  special  ministry  to  the  aged  among  us.  We 
have  responded  to  His  plea,  we  are  giving  an  answer  to  Him  for 
these  elderly  people  who  are  very  dear  to  Him,  and  we  pray  that 
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every  church  in  our  State  Baptist  Convention  will  be  very  care- 
ful to  give  increasing  emphasis  to  this  vital  ministry.

Rev.  Hoyle  Allred,  Gastonia,  N.  C,  was  recognized  and 
spoke  regarding  Brotherhood  work.  He  stated  that  the  new 
look  in  Brotherhood  is  Missions.  Mr.  Elmer  Phipps  led  as  the 
group  sang  "Amazing  Grace." 

REPORT  ON  THE  BAPTIST  HOSPITAL 

More  than  35,000  sick  people  were  seen  in  the  clinics  of  our 
Baptist  Medical  Center  in  Winston  Salem  last  year  and  more  than 
19,000  were  hospitalized  for  bed  care.  These  sick  people  came 
from  all  sections  of  our  state,  out  of  all  kinds  of  financial  circum- 
stances, and  with  almost  every  type  of  serious  disease  and  sick- 
ness known  to  man.  Most  of  them  were  sent  by  their  local 
doctors  because  they  had  problems  which  were  difficult  of  diag- 
nosis or  treatment  and  needed  special  facilities  and  skills  such  as 
those  found  in  our  Baptist  Hospital. 

In  addition  to  the  sick  people  who  were  served  there  were 
more  than  700  persons  in  training  in  the  various  fields  of  med- 
ical care  and  Christian  service.  These  students  were  studying 
in  ten  different  schools  and  in  other  fields  of  training  in  our 
medical  center  and  will  go  out  to  serve  as  physicians,  nurses, 
technicians,  pastors  and  other  Christian  workers,  in  our  com- 
munities and  churches  in  North  Carolina  and  on  our  mission 
fields  around  the  world.  These  schools  offer  excellent  oppor- 
tunities and  they  are  interested  in  qualified  Baptist  Young  Peo- 
ple who  wish  to  invest  their  lives  in  useful  service  to  their  fel- 
lowman  and  in  the  Kingdom  of  God.  The  ministry  of  our  hos- 
pital to  people  who  are  seriously  ill  and  in  meager  circumstances 
lies  in  the  very  heart  of  its  total  work. 

All  of  our  Mother's  Day  offerings  are  used  for  this  purpose: 
when  the  doctors  have  given  their  skilled  services  without 
charge  to  these  patients  and  the  money  available  from  all  other 
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sources  is  added,  every  dollar  we  give  is  multiplied  nine  times 
over  in  free  services  to  those  who  need  help.  Our  hospital  and 
medical  schools  have  set  a  target  date  of  April,  1966  to  begin 
construction  of  new  facilities.  The  expansion  program  is  ex- 
pected to  cost  $16,500.00  The  program  will  increase  the  size  of 
the  medical  center  by  eighty  per  cent  and  the  number  of  beds 
in  the  hospital  to  707  and  will  provide  additional  clinical  educa- 
tion and  research  facilities  enabling  the  medical  school  to  in- 
crease its  enrollment  by  thirty-seven  per  cent  and  the  paramed- 
ical schools  will  be  able  to  admit  fifty  per  cent  more  students  for 
training  as  nurses,  technicians  and  other  persons  essential  in  the 
care  of  the  sick.  Graduate  and  post-doctrinal  programs  will  be 
expanded.  Completion  of  the  new  facilities  is  expected  in  June, 
1969  and  renovation  of  existing  buildings  is  to  be  completed  in 
April,  1970. 

It  is  a  high  privilege  for  us  in  our  churches  to  minister  in 
the  name  of  the  Great  Physician  through  our  hospital  to  these 
multitudes  who  are  sick. 

The  Mother's  Day  offering  for  this  year  is  less  than  received 
in  1964.  We  must  do  more  in  the  coming  year  to  meet  the 
pressing  needs.  For  this  current  year  the  churches  of  our  Rowan 
Association,  according  to  the  report  received  from  the  Baptist 
Hospital,  have  given  to  the  Mother's  Day  offering  in  the  follow- 
ing amounts:  Calvary  187.95;  Baptist  Tabernacle  7:00;  China 
Grove  South  32.05;  Cooleemee  200.00;  Dunns  Mountain  225.00; 
East  Corinth  90.00;  Enon  83.02;  Faith  107.59;  Gold  Hill  10.00;

Colleges  Produce  Lay-Leadership 

During  the  past  year  the  contribution  of  Baptist  colleges  to 
Christian  lay-leadership  in  church  and  community  has  been 
strongly  emphasized.  Our  seven  Baptist  colleges,  to  date,  have 
graduated  more  than  45,000  men  and  women. 

Many  of  these  graduates  are  not  only  filling  responsible  places 
of  leadership  in  their  churches,  but  are  exerting  a  profound  in- 
fluence on  religious,  moral,  and  ethical  life  of  communities  in 
which  they  live.  All  during  the  past  year  testimonies  have  con- 
tinued to  come  in  from  teachers,  doctors,  lawyers,  industrialists, 
artists,  musicians,  homemakers,  and  many  other  categories  too 
numerous  to  name.  All  of  these  testimonies  assert  two  things: 
attending  a  Christian  college  gives  a  closer  tie  to  the  local  church, 
and  a  greater  sense  of  responsibility  for  Christian  citizenship 
in  the  local  community. 

Denominational  Leadership 

The  Christian  Education  Dav  theme  for  1965  will  be  centered 
around  the  contribution  of  Baptist  colleges  to  denominational 
leadership.  We  have  taken  for  granted  that  Baptist  colleges  are 
producing  Christian  vocational  workers,  and  indeed  they  are. 
At  the  present  time  more  than  500  students  in  the  North  Carolina 
Baptist  colleges  are  volunteers  for  full-time  Christian  service  and 
more  than  100  of  these  volunteers  want  to  be  home  or  foreign 
missionaries.  We  have  tended  sometimes  to  forqet  that  our 
current  denominational  leadership  throughout  the  entire  Southern 
Baptist  Convention  has  been  trained  almost  one  hundred  per  cent 
in  Baptist  schools  and  colleges.  During  the  coming  months,  lead- 
ing up  to  Christian  Education  Day,  the  Council  hopes  to  demon-

strate  the  invaluable  contribution  which  our  colleges  are  making 
towards  trained  leadership  for  our  Convention. 

The  Christian  Education  Day  Offering 

With  the  action  of  the  Convention  in  1964,  the  Christian  Ed- 
ucation Day  offering  became  an  approved  offering  on  the  par 
with  all  other  special  offerings  in  our  Convention.  Because  the 
Christian  Education  Day  offering  is  young  in  comparison  to  some 
of  our  older  offerings,  we  are  discovering  that  many  of  our 
churches  are  not  observing  either  Chistian  Education  Day  or 
taking  a  special  offering.  We  sincerely  believe  that  one  of  the 
ways  to  help  solve  the  financial  problem  of  our  Baptist  colleges 
would  be  to  increase  substantially  the  Christian  Education  Day 
offering.  Therefore,  we  urge  you  to  make  plans  now  for  ob- 
serving Christian  Education  Day  on  Father's  Day  next  June.  We 
also  urge  you  to  treat  the  special  offering  in  your  church  as  you 
do  all  other  special  offerings.  If  you  pass  out  envelopes  on  the 
day  of  the  special  offering  and  take  up  a  general  offering,  will 
you  please  do  this?  If  in  your  church  you  make  special  offerings 
a  budget  item,  will  you  please  remember  Christian  Education 
along  with  the  special  offerings? 

The  Trustee  Manual 

Following  up  an  assignment  of  two  years  ago,  the  manuscript 
for  the  Trustee  Manual  has  been  completed  and  is  now  being 
prepared  for  publication.  Chapters  include:  The  Trustee  and  the 
Denomination,  Broad  Responsibilities  of  the  Trustee,  The  Trustee 
and  the  Administration,  The  Trustee — Finances  and  Promotion. 
The  Trustee  and  the  Board  Meetings,  The  Trustee  and  the  Faculty, 
The  Trustees  and  Academic  Freedom  and  Academic  Responsibility, 
The  Trustee  and  Accreditation,  Guidelines  for  Choosing  a  Presi- 
dent, The  Trustee  Getting  Acquainted  with  his  College,  and  the 
Trustee  and  the  Student. 

The  Council  Self-Study 

The  Council  on  Christian  Education  during  the  past  three  years 
has  been  engaged  in  a  serious  study  in  several  important  areas. 
A  printed  summary  report  will  be  ready  for  distribution  before 
the  Convention  meets  in  November. 

Included  in  this  study  will  be  a  statement  on  the  commitment, 
purpose,  objectives  in  Christian  higher  education,  the  distinctive 
role  of  the  Christian  college,  the  distinctive  role  of  the  Christian 
teacher,  function  of  the  chapel  on  the  Christian  campus,  a  state- 
ment on  academic  freedom  and  responsibility,  a  study  of  faculty 
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salaries  and  finances,  and  a  special  study  of  the  Christian  voca- 
tional worker  and  his  needs.  Many  other  areas  are  covered 
which  would  be  too  lengthy  to  include  in  this  brief  report.  The 
Council  has  had  the  complete  cooperation  of  the  administration 
and  the  faculties  of  all  our  Baptist  colleges  in  developing  this 
study. 

Colleges  Assist  Churches  in  a  Special  Way 

Each  Sunday  from  campuses  all  over  the  state,  faculty  members, 
administrative  officers,  and  students  move  out  into  the  churches 
to  preach  and  assist  the  churches  as  supply  pastors,  Sunday 
School  teachers,  youth  leaders,  and  special  speakers  in  the  area 
of  missions,  stewardship,  and  evangelism.  Teachers,  particularly 
in  our  colleges,  welcome  the  opportunity  to  supply  pulpits.  If 
your  church  is  without  a  pastor  or  if  your  pastor  is  ill  or  has  to 
be  away,  then  contact  your  nearest  Baptist  college.  Either  the 
president's  office  or  the  office  of  public  relations  will  be  delighted 
to  recommend  someone  to  help  you  out  for  these  Sundays. 

The  Cooperative  Program 

Again,  let  it  be  emphasized  that  the  Cooperative  Program  is 
the  lifeline  of  Baptist  colleges  as  it  is  equivalent  each  year  to 
several  million  dollars  of  endowment.  The  Cooperative  Program 
is  the  best  way  to  support  your  colleges  through  your  church. 
Soon  our  Convention  leaders  will  announce  another  great  five- 
year  program  of  advance  and  achievement.  The  colleges  are 
back  of  this  program  and  will  support  it  in  every  way. 

Summary 

Last  year  our  colleges  enrolled  14,395  students.  Of  these,  500 
are  volunteers  for  full-time  Christian  service.  In  addition  to 
producing  these  trained  Christian  vocational  workers,  hundreds 
of  graduates  of  the  North  Carolina  Baptist  colleges  return  to  the 
local  communities  to  become  active  leaders  in  church  and  civic 
affairs.  Moreover,  college  faculties,  administrators,  and  students 
render  valuable  services  to  our  churches  by  filling  pulpits,  teach- 
ing study  courses,  and  assisting  in  the  development  of  steward- 
ship, missions,  and  evangelism. 

The  Chritian  Education  Day  offers  both  an  opportunity  to  learn 
about  the  colleges  and  a  chance  to  increase  financial  support 
through  the  special  offering.  In  1966  the  Christian  Education 
Day  theme  will  center  around  the  contribution  of  Baptist  colleges 
to  denominational  leadership.  The  North  Carolina  Baptist  colleges 
will  join  hands  with  the  General  Board  and  other  institutions  and 
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agencies  of  our  Convention  in  promoting  a  new  five-year  pro- 
gram of  advance,  which  is  expected  to  be  presented  by  Dr.  Perry 
Crouch  at  the  November  Convention.

The  speaker  fur- 
ther stated  that  Woman's  Missionary  Union  tries  to  teach  the 
Bible  in  light  of  its  missionary  command.  This  should  be  a  year 
of  action,  not  just  a  year  of  talking.  Motion  for  adoption  of  re- 
port carried.  There  were  151  Messengers  and  58  Visitors  reg- 
istered at  this  time  for  a  total  of  209.  A  motion  for  adjourn- 
ment carried.  Dismissal  prayer  was  offered  by  Rev.  H.  M.  Ho- 
cutt  and  the  afternoon  session  was  adjourned  to  reconvene 
Wednesday  morning  at  9:30  with  the  West  Corinth  Baptist 
Church,  Route  3,  Mooresville,  N.  C. 

ANNUAL  WOMAN'S  MISSIONARY  REPORT 

We  as  the  W.  M.  U.  of  the  Rowan  Baptist  Association  have 
thought  of  the  value  of  worship  in  our  lives.  What  is  worship? 
Worship  is  an  attitude  of  praise,  of  prayer,  of  service  in  the 
King's  work.  This  all  links  together  in  the  call  to  worship  the 
King  as  good  stewards  of  Christ.  As  we  give  our  tithe  throuqh 
the  church  and  thus  to  World  Missions  through  the  Cooperative 
Program,  our  offerings  through  Home  Missions  and  Foreign  Mis- 
sions, we  dedicate  our  lives  in  sacrificial  living  to  the  Glory 
of  Christ. 

Our  Missionaries  are  serving  in  troubled  areas,  some  in  real 
danaer,  all  of  them  dependent  upon  the  Holv  Soirit  Power.  Dr. 
Cauthen  savs  that  Missionary  Advance  is  spelled  in  one  word — 
PRAYER.  He  also  reminds  us  that  "Southern  Baptist  will  grow 
or  fail  to  grow  partly  in  terms  of  our  concern  for  the  world.  God 
has  not  given  us  our  current  resources  that  we  may  use  them 
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upon  ouselves  .  .  .  nearly  one-half  of  our  total  Foreign  Mission 
work  would  become  impossible  if  there  were  no  Lottie  Moon 
Christmas  Offering." 

The  count-down  has  begun  on  the  most  ambitious  plan  of 
advance  in  the  history  of  Southern  Baptist  Convention  missions. 
The  goal  is  5,000  missionaries,  the  present  number  is  just  over 
2,000.  This  leaves  3,000  to  go.  Missionary  outreach  like  this 
demands  our  prayers,  our  offerings,  yes,  ourselves  a  "living  sac- 
rifice, holy,  acceptable  unto  God." 

During  the  year  we  have  had  one  Leadership  Conference, 
training  the  leaders  in  the  duties  of  our  several  organizations: 
Sunbeams,  Girl's  Auxiliary,  Young  Women's  Auxiliary,  and  Wo- 
man's Missionary  Societies.  There  were  two  Mission  Study  Insti- 
tutes. Sunbeams  had  local  day  Camps,  and  the  Women  cooperat- 
ed with  the  Brotherhood  in  Day-Camps  for  G.A.'s  and  R.A.'s 
The  Y.W.A.  held  four  council  meetings  including  a  well  attended 
banuqet.  A  Prayer  Retreat  was  held  at  Faith  Baptist  Church.  The 
W.M.U.  secured  a  cabin  at  Ridgecrest  for  the  W.M.U.  Week  there. 
I  wish  to  thank  the  ladies  and  the  youth  for  their  dedication  and 
tireless  effort  in  promoting  this  most  important  work — World 
Missions.

HISTORICAL  REPORT  FOR  ROWAN  ASSOCIATION 
1965 

In  the  mid  17th  Century  a  group  of  Valiant  and  dedicated 
Baptists  made  their  way  down  from  Scotch  Plains,  New  Jersey,  to 
the  lovely  and  fertile  banks  of  the  Yadkin  River.  Settling  on  the 
Davidson  side  of  the  river  the  ''Northern  Missionaries"  began 
to  take  root  and  began  to  gather  for  worship. 
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The  first  missionary  to  labor  in  the  field  was  Rev.  Benjamin 
Miller  who  came  from  the  pastorate  of  the  Scotch  Plains  Baptist 
Church  in  New  Jersey,  and  was  called  "one  of. the  ablest  min- 
isters in  the  Philadelphia  association."  After  many  months  of 
labor  Rev.  Miller  and  his  family  returned  to  New  Jersey  and 
around  1756  Rev.  Oliver  Hart,  pastor  of  the  First  Baptist  Church 
in  Charleston,  South  Carolina,  made  the  trip  on  horseback  to 
the  Philalelphia  Association  to  secure  the  services  of  the  Rev. 
John  Garro  who  remained  in  the  Jersey  settlement  two  and  a 
half  years  during  which  time  the  Jersey  Baptist  Church  was 
constituted. 

A  small  but  charming  rural  church  it  stands  today  in  a  lovely 
setting  of  Carolina  Countryside  in  Davidson  County  and  is  histor- 
ically listed  as  one  of  the  states'  notable  colonial  churches,  and 
has  recently  been  given  much  recognition  in  the  book  "Saints 
and  Sinners"  by  the  Dr.  Garland  Hendrix  of  Wake  Forest  College. 

From  this  church  Jersey  Baptist  Church  missionaries  were  sent 
to  Rowan  County  and  eventually  our  own  First  Baptist  church 
was  constituted  in  1849.  To  look  back  occasionally  is  a  sobering 
reminder  of  the  struggle  and  privation  that  preceded  our  own 
Baptist  work  in  Rowan  County.  We  know  "the  church's  one 
foundation  is  Jesus  Christ  her  Lord".  Our  hearts  are  filled  with 
gratitude  as  we  consider  our  work  among  our  35  churches  and 
2  missions  of  the  Rowan  Association. 

From  the  middle  of  the  18th  Century  to  the  turning  of  1900, 
1 1   of  our  associational  churches  were  constituted.    In  order 

they  are:

REPORT  TO  THE  ASSOCIATION 
BAPTIST  CHILDREN'S  HOMES  OF  NORTH  CAROLINA,  INC. 

1965 

The  care  of  dependent,  neglected  and  homeless  children  is 
the  central  mission  of  the  Baptist  Children's  Homes  of  North 
Carolina.  In  addition  to  providing  care  for  children  it  is  the 
purpose  of  the  Homes  to  join  hands  with  other  Christian  forces 
to  strengthen  wholesome,  Christian  family  life  throughout  the 
state.  Our  people  have  supported  this  ministry  in  a  most  gen- 
erous and  commendable  way. 

Our  Homes  are  serving  as  many  people  who  need  our  help 
as  possible.  They  are  dependent  upon  North  Carolina  Baptists 
for  support.  Every  gift,  however  small  or  large,  is  appreciated 
and  is  used  for  the  purpose  for  which  it  is  given.  Income 
through  the  Cooperative  Program  is  becoming  increasingly  im- 
portant. 

The  Thanksgiving  Offering  of  last  year  is  approaching  three 
hundred  ten  thousand  dollars  ($310,000.00)  and  is  the  largest 
ever  given.  This  suggests  that  our  people  welcome  an  oppor- 
tunity to  support  the  "helping  ministries"  of  the  church  which 
are  close  to  the  heart  of  our  Lord. 

Two  estates  have  made  possible  two  very  fine  buildings  which 
have  just  been  completed  on  the  Mills  Home  campus.  Income 
from  the  estate  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Leland  J.  Sadler  of  Anderson, 
South  Carolina,  was  used  to  build  a  library.  An  addition  to  the 
church  was  financed  from  the  estate  of  Robert  M.  Idol  and  Lela 
Idol  of  Winston-Salem.  These  buildings  will  fill  a  most  useful 
purpose  in  the  educational  and  religious  life  of  the  Mills  Home 
family. 

There  is  a  growing  need  for  good  Christian  foster  homes  in 
which  children  needing  this  kind  of  care  can  live.  Many  families 
are  finding  much  happiness  and  a  great  opportunity  for  service 
in  caring  for  foster  children.  Thus,  many  boys  and  girls  are 
privileged  to  grow  up  in  Christian  homes  who  otherwise  would 
not  have  this  opportunity.  Should  you  have  an  "extra  measure 
of  love"  to  share  in  this  way  the  Homes  would  like  to  know  of 
your  interest. 
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The  need  for  a  home  in  the  western  part  of  the  state,  more 
adequately  to  serve  the  people  west  of  the  Blue  Ridge  Mountains, 
has  been  discussed  in  various  meetings  and  conferences.  The 
possibility  of  such  a  home  is  meeting  with  genuine  interest  and 
enthusiasm.  Attention  is  currently  being  given  to  a  suitable 
location. 

Members  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  and  members  of  the  staff 
of  the  Children's  Homes  are  committed  to  the  task  of  maintaining 
a  Christian  program  of  child  care — a  program  that  will  merit 
the  undivided  support  and  loyalty  of  our  people  and  that  will 
bring  honor  to  our  Lord.  To  that  end  it  is  our  purpose  to  meet, 
as  effectively  as  possible,  the  challenges  of  our  day.

THE  LIFE  BENEFIT  PLAN 

The  Life  Benefit  Plan  was  inaugurated  on  October  1,  1964  to 
meet  the  need  for  supplemental  life  protection  for  our  pastors 
and  denominational  employees,  and  has  already  achieved  phen- 
ominal  success  with  more  than  ten  thousand  active  participants. 
It  affords  protection  ranging  from  ten  to  thirty  thousand  dollars 
for  death  under  age  46  with  graduated  benefits  thereafter  for 
dues  of  $3.34  to  $10.00  per  month.  It  is  still  open  for  mem- 
bership. 

THE  HEALTH  BENEFIT  PLAN 

The  health  benefit  plan  is  an  all-inclusive  program  of  hospital, 
surgical  and  major-medical  protection  which  is  now  being  offered. 
The  target  date  for  the  beginning  of  this  plan  is  October  1,  1965. 
Five  thousand  applications  are  required  by  September  1  in  order 
to  put  this  program  into  effect. 

BENEFITS  PAID— "MANNA  FROM  HEAVEN" 

It  has  been  said  by  many  annuitants  that  the  checks  which 
come  from  the  Annuity  Board  each  month  are  like  "Manna  from 
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Heaven".  These  checks  vary  in  size,  depending  upon  the  length 
of  time  one  was  a  member  and  the  amount  of  dues  paid. 

Since  the  beginning  of  the  Annuity  Board  in  1918,  almost  47 
million  dollars  have  been  paid  in  relief  and  annuity  benefits  to 
the  men  and  women  of  God  who  serve  Southern  Baptists.  In 
1964  alone,  3V2  million  was  paid  out  to  ministers  and  denomi- 
national workers  or  their  families. 

MEMBERS  IN  ANNUITY  BOARD  PLANS 

Today  more  than  16,352  churches  are  in  the  Protection  Pro- 
gram for  their  pastors.  Approximately  10,000  of  these  churches 
are  paying  the  total  10%  dues. 

There  are  now  127  of  the  176  educational  institutions,  hos- 
pitals, children's  homes,  homes  for  the  aged  and  other  south- 
wide  agencies  protected  by  one  of  the  Annuity  Board  programs. 
This  means  more  than  25,000  members  are  in  the  Annuity  Board's 
retirement  plans. 

There  are  seven  states  with  70%  or  more  of  the  churches  in 
the  plan.  At  the  present  time  North  Carolina  has  46%  of  the 
churches  in  the  Protection  Program  for  ministers. 

ANNUITY  BOARD  SECRETARY 

Rev.  Guy  Cain  is  jointly  employed  by  the  North  Carolina 
Baptist  Convention  and  the  Annuity  Board.  He  promotes  the 
Board's  total  program  of  protection  by  trying  to  enlist  all  pastors, 
churches  and  denominational  employees  who  are  not  enrolled  in 
the  program  in  North  Carolina.  He  works  to  help  those  who  are 
in  the  program  to  better  understand  the  protection  they  have.

Twenty-five  years  of  broadcasting  the  Good  News  of  God's 
love  is  being  observed  by  Southern  Baptists'  Radio  and  Television 
Commission  this  year.  THE  BAPTIST  HOUR,  first  "official"  broad- 
cast of  the  denomination,  was  begun  on  the  afternoon  of  Jan- 
uary 5,  1941,  in  the  auditorium  of  the  First  Baptist  Church, 
Shreveport,  La.  Dr.  M.  E.  Dodd  was  the  speaker. 

From  that  beginning  of  a  half-hour  worship  service  broadcast 
13  weeks  a  year,  the  Commission  has  advanced  to  the  present 
22  different  radio  and  television  programs  each  week. 

Observance  of  this  25th  anniversary  year  was  climaxed  during 
the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  in  Dallas  on  June  2,  1965,  when 
the  agency's  international  Communications  Center  was  dedicat- 
ed. This  event  signified  a  new  beginning  of  Southern  Baptist 
efforts  to  proclaim  the  Good  News  into  the  far  reaches  of  the 
world,  and  to  witness  to  the  millions  who  do  not  know  Christ 
and  the  Hope  which  lies  in  Him. 

The  new  headquarters  building  looks  back  on  27  years  of 
operating  in  borrowed  offices,  converted  homes  and  store  build- 
ings in  order  to  use  radio  and  television  to  preach  the  gospel.  It 
contains  offices,  studio,  radio-TV  production  areas,  plus  print- 
ing and  warehouse  facilities  in  the  two  buildings  which  contain 
42,000  square  feet  and  cost  about  $720,000. 

In  spite  of  the  obstacles,  the  Radio-TV  Commission  has  brought 
the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  to  third  place  in  the  free  world 
in  the  number  of  broadcasts  and  hours  put  out  annually.  Radio 
Free  Europe  and  the  Voice  of  America  are  first  and  second. 

The  Commission  prepared  and  distrbuted  79,984  individual 
broadcasts  in  1964  for  a  27.2%  increase  over  1963.  A  total  of 
22  programs  were  produced  and  broadcast  regularly  last  year, 
13  in  English  and  nine  in  other  languages.  This  was  four  ahead  of 
last  year  and  a  dozen  more  than  in  1962. 
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The  number  of  stations  broadcasting  these  programs  rose  from 
1210  in  1962  to  1732  in  1964.  The  figure  stands  at  approximate- 
ly 1800  now.  In  the  past  decade,  programs  produced  by  the 
Commission  in  the  name  of  Southern  Baptists  have  risen  from 
9,624  hours  a  year  to  37,804  hours  and  from  an  estimated  13 
million  audience  to  60  million — an  overall  increase  of  361  per 
cent. 

Commercial  value  of  time  by  local  stations  to  seven  domestic 
(U.  S.)  programs  produced  and  distributed  weekly  by  Southern 
Baptists'  Radio-TV  Commission  came  to  $3,034,824.  Programs 
were:  The  Baptist  Hour,  "MasterControl"*,  Patterns,  International 
Sunday  School  Lesson,  La  Hora  Bautista,  Music  To  Remember, 
The  Answer.  (Time  evaluation  from  Spot  Radio  Rates  &  Data, 
SRD— 1964) 

The  agency  operates  under  a  four-part  program  structure  ap- 
proved by  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention.  This  includes  radio- 
TV  production,  audience  building  for  these  broadcasts,  a  pro- 
gram of  inquiry  and  counseling  to  those  who  respond  to  broad- 
casts, and  a  program  of  technical  assistance  to  pastors  and 
agencies  of  the  Convention. 

Under  the  first  facet  of  the  program  structure,  the  denomina- 
tion's TV  series,  "The  Answer"  was  begun  in  1956  and  has  been 
telecast  on  some  230  different  stations  in  the  past  nine  years. 
More  than  $5  million  dollars  worth  of  public  service  time  has 
been  assigned  to  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  through  this 
program  by  these  stations. 

In  addition,  there  are  the  ever-increasing  number  of  overseas 
stations  which  carry  the  TV  series  in  Spanish,  Portuguese,  Jap- 
anese, Chinese  and  Thai. 

The  major  effort  in  audience  building  continues  to  be  the  use 
of  direct  mail.  Last  year  the  Commission  mailed  over  a  million 
and  a  half  pieces  of  printed  material.  The  agency's  monthly 
magazine,  The  Beam,  has  40,000  subscribers  and  is  sent  month- 
ly to  all  radio-TV  station  managers  in  the  U.  S.  A  quarterly  Span- 
ish publication  called  Seniles  is  mailed  to  South  American  station 
managers  and  to  a  growing  Spanish  speaking  listening  audience. 

A  new  facet  of  the  program  on  inquiry  and  counseling  begin- 
ning next  year  will  be  a  Radio  Bible  Correspondence  Course — 
thought  to  be  the  first  such  course  in  America  to  offer  Seminary 
credit. 

Technical  assistance  in  radio  and  tv  production  is  beinq  offer- 
ed at  an  ever-increasing  rate.  This  service  in  1964  was  notably  to 
state  Baptist  conventions  in  the  form  of  religious  news  programs 
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and  to  the  denomination's  Foreign  Mission  Board  as  "on-the-job- 
training"  for  missionaries  and  advice  on  production  facilities. 

24.  Rev.  Marvin  Smith  was  recognized  and  gave  the  report 
on  Public  Morals  and  Civic  Righteousness.  Motion  for  approval 
of  report  carried.  Rev.  J.  D.  Whisnant,  Chairman  of  Pastor's 
Committee  on  Pornography,  was  recognized  and  gave  a  report 
of  the  work  of  this  committee  regarding  lewd  literature  and 
sexual  movies.  Rev.  Whisnant  made  an  appeal  for  support  in 
endeavoring  to  eliminate  this  undesirable  influence  on  the  pub- 
lic. Rev.  Hayden  Cartner  led  the  group  in  sinainq  "Rise  Up  O 
Men  Of  God."  There  were  167  M^s^engers  and  66  Visitors  reg- 
istered at  this  time  for  a  total  of  233. 

REPORT  ON  PUBLIC  MORALS  AND  CIVIC  RIGHTEOUSNESS 

We  seem  to  be  living  in  a  changing  world.  Social  standing 
seems  to  be  taking  the  place  of  moral  standing.  Amusement  and 
worldly  places  are  being  filled  on  Sunday  evenings  instead  of 
our  churches.  The  Drive-Ins  and  Theatres  with  their  obscene  pic- 
tures are  drawing  our  young  peop'e  and  adults  awav  from  the 
evening  services.  Beverage  alcohol  is  being  sold  in  our  city  and 
county  to  anyone  that  wants  to  drink.  From  1962  to  1964  drink- 
ing increased  by  2,000,000.  Each  year  between  four  and  five 
hundred  thousand  new  drinkers  are  added  to  this  list.  From  1940 
to  1962  illegitimate  births  increased  140,100.  According  to  Dr. 
Norman  Vincent  Peale,  in  one  out  of  every  five  marriages  the 
bride  is  an  expectant  mother.  Divorce  rates  are  increasing  each 
year.  The  new  freedoms,  licentiousness  and  perversion  degrade 
our  nation  throuahout  the  world.  The  bitter  truth  is  that  the 
communist  world,  the  world  we  scorn  as  atheistic,  cynical,  im- 
moral and  dangerous,  has  higher  standards  in  this  area  of  sex 
behavior  than  we  Americans  do. 

Is  there  any  answer?  We  think  so!  The  answer  lies  in  the  in- 
dividual and  public  sentiment.

BROTHERHOOD  REPORT 

The  Brotherhood  of  the  Church  is  made  up  of  the  men  of  the 
church.  Its  purpose  is  to  help  the  church  achieve  her  mission.  It 
is  a  channel  of  the  church  with  distinctive  objectives  and  ministries. 

The  Brotherhood  of  the  church  is  a  fellowship  of  Baptist  men, 
members  of  the  church,  organized  to  advance  the  cause  of  Christ 
through  a  program  of  missionary  education  and  missions  promo- 
tion designed  to  inform,  motivate,  and  involve  men  in  the  mis- 
sion task  of  the  church. 

Brotherhood  is  responsible  for  the  missionary  education  of 
men,  young  men,  and  boys  in  Southern  Baptist  Churches,  which 
is  one  of  the  greatest  needs  of  this  day.  Its  study  program  is 
designed  to  interest  men  and  boys  of  the  church  in  our  missions 
objective  and  challenge  them  to  becoming  involved.  This  study 
majors  on  sharing  knowledge  and  leading  to  personal  involve- 
ment in  Christian  Witnessing  and  Personal  Stewardship  in  the 
community,  state,  nation,  and  world. 

Brotherhood  objectives  may  be  listed  as  follows: 

1.  A  deeper  commitment  to  Christ. 

2.  A  more  meaningful  prayer  life  for  missions 

3.  A  larger  stewardship  on  behalf  of  missions. 

4.  A  personal  involvement  in  Missions.

It  is 
our  hope  that  the  church  brotherhood  will  lead  all  her  men  to 
total  commitment  to  Jesus  Christ  as  Lord.

REPORT  ON  CATAWBA-ROWAN  BAPTIST  STUDENT  UNION 

The  BSU  organization  of  Catawba  College  and  Rowan  School 
of  Nursing  begins  its  sixth  year  of  operation.  This  group  meets 
once  a  month  at  the  home  of  the  pastoral  advisor  Rev.  Mr.  Henry 
Finch.  After  a  short  business  session  the  remainder  of  the  meet- 
ing is  devoted  to  a  speaker  and  discussion  groups.  Among  our 
speakers  last  year  were  Dr.  Eugene  Owen  of  Southeastern  Semin- 
ary, Mrs.  Betty  Burriss  student  missionary  to  Korea  and  various 
other  interesting  and  well  informed  individuals.  There  was  a  joint 
meeting  with  the  Pfeiffer  College  BSU  and  several  of  the  stu- 
dents attended  the  annual  Leadership  Training  Conference  at 
Wingate  College. 

The  organization  continued  through  the  summer  months  with 
the  students  from  Rowan  School  of  Nursing  studying  the  book 
How  Came  The  Bible  by  Goodspeed.  The  merger  between  the  two 
schools — Rowan  and  Catawba — has  greatly  increased  attend- 
ance at  the  monthly  meetings.  The  advisor  for  this  year  is  Miss 
Lounell  Mullis  of  Catawba  College.

THE  AMERICAN  BIBLE  SOCIETY  REPORT 

"God's  Word  for  a  New  Age"  is  the  theme  for  the  150th 
Anniversary  of  the  American  Bible  Society  to  be  observed  in 
1966.  It  is  also  the  theme  of  a  program  of  missionary  advance 
in  which  national  Bible  Societies  throughout  the  world  are  seek- 
ing to  provide  greatly  increased  quantities  of  Scriptures  urgent- 
ly needed  for  mission  work  around  the  globe. 

People  must  have  the  Bible  because  it  presents  Jesus  Christ, 
the  one  hope  of  men  and  nations.  Each  person  must  have  the 
Bible  in  his  own  language  because  it  speaks  to  his  heart  as  no 
other  language  can  speak.  In  most  countries,  people  cannot  af- 
ford even  the  cost  of  printing  the  Scriptures. 

The  Bible  is  the  essential  tool  of  missions  and  evangelism.  The 
missionary  uses  it  in  all  his  work.  The  Bible  itself  is  a  missionary. 
It  can  go  where  the  human  missionary  cannot  go.  It  can  stay  on 
after  he  must  leave  and  keep  on  speaking  to  a  person's  heart. 

The  American  Bible  Socitey  is  an  active  partner  of  Southern 
Baptists.  It  serves  mission  work  at  home  and  abroad,  helps  mis- 
sionaries translate  the  Bible,  publishes  without  note  or  comment 
and  distributes  without  profit,  usually  below  cost.  For  the  blind, 
it  supplies  Scriptures  in  braille  and  other  raised  letter  systems, 
Talking  Bible  records,  and  tape  recordings. 

The  goal  for  the  years  just  ahead  is  to  increase  the  total  world- 
wide Scripture  distribution  to  150  million  volumes  per  year, 
which  is  three  times  the  recent  global  distribution,  with  half  of 
this  goal  being  undertaken  by  the  American  Bible  Society.  The 
long  range  goals  are:  A  Bible  in  every  Christian  home,  A  Testa- 
ment in  every  Christian's  hand,  A  Scripture  portion  for  every 
reader,  supplies  of  Scriptures  for  Christians  to  share. 

DURING  1964  THE  AMERICAN  BIBLE  SOCIETY  — 

Rejoiced  that  some  part  of  the  Bible  has  been  published  in 
1232  languages:  the  full  Bible  in  235,  a  testament  in  290  more, 
a  Gospel  of  other  complete  book  in  707  more,  but  counted  over 
1000  more  languages  in  which  not  one  book  in  the  Bible  has  yet 
been  published. 

Gave  almost  a  million  Scripture  volumes  for  distribution  by 
chaplains  to  our  armed  forces  and  veterans  hospitals,  as  a  vital 
link  between  the  home  churches  and  men  in  service. 
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Continued  special  programs  in  Latin  America  for  training  lay- 
men in  scripture  distribution  in  their  own  communities  and  plan- 
ned for  similar  work  in  Southeast  Asia,  India  and  Africa. 

Distributed  a  record  total  of  over  48  million  scripture  volumes 
in  492  languages,  in  more  than  130  countries,  with  almost  the 
total  going  to  other  countries  and  continued  in  the  task  of  great- 
ly increasing  its  annual  distribution  to  meet  urgent  worldwide 
needs. 

Because  the  Bible  Society  serves  mission  work,  Southern  Bap- 
tist missionaries  depend  on  the  Society  for  scriptures  they  need 
for  their  people.  Southern  Baptists  believe  in  the  missionary  im- 
portance of  giving  to  the  American  Bible  Society.  In  1964  South- 
ern Baptist  churches  gave  $190,334  to  the  American  Bible  So- 
ciety and  ranked  first  among  all  denominations.  Gifts  from  all 
churches  in  the  U.S.A.  Totaled  $1,186,960. 

The  help  of  every  Southern  Baptist  church  is  needed.  Southern 
Baptist  churches  can  continue  to  lead,  if  every  church  will  give.

REPORT  ON  CHRISTIAN  LITERATURE 

Much  is  being  printed  and  much  is  being  read  today  which  is 
not  wholesome.  We  need  to  impress  upon  young  and  old  the 
importance  of  reading  good  Christian  Literature.  Southern  Bap- 
tists are  fortunate  in  having  some  of  the  finest  literature  in  the 
world! 

From  childhood  even  to  old  age  are  remembered  things  learn- 
ed from  hymn  books,  picture  cards,  quarterlies,  papers,  and 
magazines  used  in  our  churches  and  homes.  What  are  some  of 
these  publications? 

Hymn  Books,  Quarterlies,  Home  Life,  and  numerous  other 

publications  are  produced  by  the  Sunday  School  Board,  church 

Literature  department. 
1 
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Two  monthly  missionary  magazines  are  published  by  the  South- 
ern Baptist  Convention.  One  is  The  Commission;  the  other  is 
Home  Missions.  A  number  of  study  course  books  and  missionary 
periodicals  are  published  by  the  Woman's  Missionary  Union. 

The  Pre-Eminent  literature  of  Baptists  is  the  Bible!  The  American 
Bible  Society,  a  missionary  non-profit  organization,  supported  by 
the  gifts  of  millions,  aids  in  Bible  translation,  publishes  the 
Scriptures  without  note  or  comment,  and  distributes  them,  with- 
out profit  and  usually  below  cost,  for  use  in  mission  work  around 
the  world. 

The  Biblical  Recorder,  a  weekly  North  Carolina  Denomination- 
al paper,  has  been  published  for  132  years.  The  Recorder  has 
done  a  splendid  job  of  covering  religious  meetings  and  all  phases 
of  our  work. 

In  many  other  ways  the  Recorder  serves  its  readers.  For  ex- 
ample, a  bill  was  introduced  in  the  1965  General  Assembly  that 
would  have  legalized  distilleries  in  our  state.  Editorials  in  the 
Recorder  aroused  our  people  and  they,  in  turn,  contacted  their 
legislators — and  the  bill  was  soundly  defeated! 

The  average  Baptist  Family  spends  about  50  cents  a  week  on 
newspapers  with  little  complaint.  And  yet,  for  just  4  or  5  cents 
a  week — the  cost  of  a  postage  stamp — the  Recorder  can  come 
into  a  home.  If  your  church  does  not  have  a  Recorder  Club, 
please  see  that  one  is  organized.  Only  four  people  are  needed  to 
form  a  club.  Better  still,  send  the  Recorder  to  every  family  under 
the  Church  Budget  Plan.  Our  Baptist  people  must  be  enlisted  in 
the  fight  against  evil.  The  best  way  this  can  be  done  is  through 
the  pages  of  the  Biblical  Recorder.

There  followed  a  panel  discussion 
on  Missions  with  Reverends  H.  M.  Hocutt,  John  E.  Carter,  and 
Mr.  Graham  Carlton  participating. 

REPORT  OF  MISSIONS  COMMITTEE 

Baptist  people  in  the  Churches  of  Rowan  County  during  the 
past  year  have  continued  their  support  of  the  far-reaching  mission 
programs  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention.  Following  the 
evangelistic  mandate  of  our  Savior,  thousands  of  dollars  earned 
here  in  this  county  flow  continuously  into  the  Cooperative  Pro- 
gram which  supports  more  than  2,120  foreign  missionaries  and 
approximately  2,500  missionaries  on  the  Home  Mission  fields. 
Our  mission  work  extends  to  60  countries  around  the  world  and, 
indeed,  the  sun  never  sets  on  Southern  Baptists'  mission  endeavor. 
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Last  year,  1964,  the  Foreign  Mission  Board  received  approxi- 
mately 11  million  dollars  through  the  Cooperative  Program 
and  another  11  million  dollars  through  the  Lottie  Moon  Christmas 
offering.  Combined  with  other  available  funds,  principally  desig- 
nations from  churches,  24  million  dollars  was  spent  by  the 
Foreign  Mission  Board  in  supporting  our  missionaries,  build- 
ing churches,  operating  schools,  printing  literature  and  do- 
ing medical  work  in  mission  hospitals  in  overseas  areas.  .  At  the 
close  of  1964  Southern  Baptists  had  4,231  organized  churches  on 
Foreign  Mission  fields  in  addition  to  7,482  chapels  and  mission 
points  where  the  gospel  was  preached.  Many  of  these  churches 
however,  are  small  and  out  of  the  4,231  only  about  62%  are 
self-supporting. 

Our  Foreign  Mission  board  reported  a  total  membership  in 
churches  on  foreign  mission  fields  of  550,000  which  would  mean 
that  the  average  church  affiliated  with  our  foreign  mission  work 
has  a  membership  of  only  about  130.  Of  course,  the  work  that 
the  gospel  message  does  cannot  be  measured  alone  in  statistics 
but  the  figures  in  the  official  reports  do  give  us  a  picture  of  the 
great  work  that  remains  to  be  done  on  foreign  fields  and  some 
idea  of  the  challenge  confronting  us.  Let's  consider  for  a  moment 
the  amount  of  contributions  which  are  made  in  typical  churches 
in  typical  countries.  Take  Argentina  for  example  where  we  have 
203  churches;  78  missionaries  and  147  national  pastors.  In  this 
nation  down  on  the  east  coast  of  the  South  American  continent 
we  find  that  all  of  the  16,1 12  members  affiliated  with  our  Baptist 
churches  in  Argentina  contributed  only  $260,000  for  the  entire 
period  of  last  year.  Now  averaging  this  out  to  see  how  much 
money  was  given  for  each  church,  we  find  that  the  churches  in 
the  Argentine  were  averaging  only  a  little  more  than  $1,000  per 
church  per  year  for  all  causes. 

Now  it  should  be  borne  in  mind  that  the  economy  of  Argentina 
is  not  comparable  to  the  economy  of  the  United  States.  Our  fel- 
low Baptists  there  undoubtedly  live  in  very  humble  circumstances 
and  give  sacrificially — perhaps  even  more,  proportionately,  than 
we  in  the  Rowan  Association  give.  But  we  should  view  our  mis- 
sion program  with  the  realism  of  our  modern  world. 

Again,  let's  take  a  look  in  the  Orient,  in  the  Philippines  where 
Americans  have  been  for  years  and  where  Southern  Baptists  work 
has  been  going  on  for  several  generations.  There  in  that  Pacific 
island  cluster  we  have  79  missionaries;  there  are  79  churches; 
138  chapels  and  104  national  pastors  but  only  8,390  members 
which  is  less  than  we  have  in  the  Rowan  Association;  and  when 
we  consider  that  only  $51,000.00  was  contributed  by  the  Phil- 
ippines Baptist  membership  to  the  functions  of  their  churches  we 
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find  that  it  averages  only  about  $640  per  year  per  church.  These 
figures  show  the  great  needs  on  the  mission  fields,  the  hostility 
to  the  gospel  encountered  by  our  missionaries,  and  the  uncount- 
ed millions  who  stand  indifferent  to  the  call  of  Christ.  Let  it  be 
pointed  out  here  that  the  Lottie  Moon  Christmas  offering  goal  for 
this  year  is  14  million  dollars. 

The  foreign  mission  board  is  now  in  the  midst  of  a  new  pro- 
gram of  advance  calling  for  5,000  missionaries  at  the  earliest 
possible  date.  This  will  necessitate  an  increase  of  3,000  mission- 
aries, but  at  the  present  rate  of  approximately  200  new  appointees 
a  year,  the  goal  will  not  be  achieved  in  the  near  future  unless 
greater  efforts  are  made  in  behalf  of  foreign  missions  in  our 
local  churches. 

The  Home  Mission  Board  is  concerned  about  the  efforts  of  our 
churches  to  keep  up  with  the  marked  population  expansion  in  the 
United  States.  During  1964  the  population  of  the  United  States 
increased  by  approximately  2,600,000  while  church  membership 
grew  only  an  estimated  1,700,000.  So  we  are  faced  in  this 
country  with  a  situation  where  each  year  there  are  a  million  addi- 
tional people  unreached  by  any  reliqious  organization.  Of 
primary  concern  with  the  Home  Mission  Board  is  the  increase  in 
the  commission  of  crime.  In  this  nation  since  1958  the  number 
of  criminal  offenses  has  increased  five  times  faster  than  the  poou- 
lation.  Drink  and  divorce  continue  at  an  alarmingly  high  rate  and 
racial  tensions  and  industrial  strikes  reveal  in  many  instances 
the  absence  of  Christian  attitudes.  Arthur  B.  Rutledqe,  Executive 
Secretary  and  Treasurer  of  the  Home  Mission  Board  states  that  in 
an  effort  to  resolve  these  social  problems  on  Christian  terms,  the 
Home  Mission  Board  is  seeking  to  represent  Southern  Baptists  in 
the  effort  to  lead  men  of  every  condition  and  culture  to  know  and 
follow  Jesus  Christ  as  Lord  and  Savior.  The  Board  and  its  approxi- 
mately 2500  missionaries  serve  our  local  churches  and  other 
churches  in  the  Southern  Baptist  convention  by  pointing  out  areas 
of  need  for  mission  service  and  in  developing  effective  methods 
of  meeting  these  needs.  It  seeks  to  serve  the  churches  as  a  channel 
for  sending  out  missionaries  to  fields  where  workers  with  special 
gifts  and  training  are  needed. 

Last  year  cooperative  proqram  money  received  bv  the  Ho^e 
Mission  Board  totaled  nearly  4  million  dollars  including  both 
operating  and  capital  funds.  The  Annie  Armstrong  offering  pro- 
duced more  than  3  million  dollars  in  addition.  This  was  a  total 
of  $7,171,299  which  was  made  available  for  this  work  on  Home 
Mission  fip'ds  as  we  move  toward  the  stated  goal  of  "Claiming 
Our  Land  for  Christ." 

The  Board  serves  in  all  50  states  of  the  nation  plus  Cuba, 
Panama  and  Puerto  Rico.  Our  Cuban  Baptists  continue  to  make 
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some  progress  in  spite  of  continued  and  increased  harassment. 
The  official  report  of  the  Home  Mission  Board  shows  that  last 
year  there  were  144  National  workers  in  Cuba  and  2  missionaries 
from  the  Home  Mission  Board,  namely,  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Herbert 
Caudill.  But  recent  press  releases  indicate  that  Dr.  Caudill  has 
been  imprisoned  by  the  Communists  and  that  his  wife  is  not 
allowed  on  the  field. 

The  ministry  in  Puerto  Rico  is  carried  on  by  8  missionaries 
from  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention.  We  have  5  Southern  Bap- 
tist Churches  on  the  island  and  at  least  5  missions  and  it  is  ex- 
pected that  an  association  of  these  churches  will  be  formed  this 
year. 

More  and  more  work  is  being  done  by  the  convention  for  Latin 
American  refugees  through  the  Latin  American  Refugee  Relief 
and  Resettlement  ministry  at  Miami,  Florida.  During  1964,  270 
Cuban  refugees  from  Communist  Cuba  were  resettled  by  this 
ministry  and  since  the  policy  of  Castro  government  has  recently 
changed  and  more  Cubans  are  permitted  to  flee  from  their  home- 
land, it  is  expected  that  this  ministry  will  flourish  in  the  months 
ahead. 

The  Home  Mission  Board  has  enjoyed  continued  success  in  its 
pioneer  missions  program.  One  new  Convention  was  organized 
last  year  embracing  two  states — Utah  and  Idaho.  Six  new  associa- 
tions have  been  established  and  more  than  150  new  communities 
have  been  entered  by  Southern  Baptists  principally  in  northern 
and  western  states. 

Last  year  North  Carolina  Baptists  gave  through  the  cooperative 
program  $5,083,000.  Of  this  amount  $1,631,000  went  to  the 
Southern  Baptist  Convention  for  distribution  to  nationwide  and 
foreign  mission  objects.  The  balance  of  $3,452,000  was  used  for 
mission  work  in  North  Carolina,  social  services  in  this  state  in- 
cluding orphanages;  homes  for  the  aging,  the  Baptist  Hospital 
and  the  seven  Baptist  educational  institutions.  The  North  Carolina 
State  Baptist  Convention  works  on  a  34% — 66%  ratio  with  the 
Southern  Baptist  Convention — 34%  going  away  for  nationwide 
and  worldwide  causes  and  66%  staying  in  this  state.  Approxi- 
mately Va  of  all  the  money  given  through  the  cooperative  pro- 
gram by  North  Carolina  Baptists  goes  for  the  support  of  State 
Missions.  The  division  of  missions  in  the  State  Convention  un- 
der the  direction  of  E.  L.  Spivey  aids  in  the  establishment  of  new 
mission  points  and  new  churches  in  North  Carolina  through  the 
use  of  loan  funds  and  the  training  of  leaders.  State  Missions  em- 
phasizes urban-rural  programs  in  areas  having  less  than  50,000 
population  and  encourages  metropolitan  mission  ministries  in 
more  populous  areas  where  there  are  more  than  50,000.  Fruitland 
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Bible  Institute,  of  course,  receives  important  consideration  by  the 
State  Missions  program  and  through  the  Department  of  inter- 
racial cooperation  North  Carolina  Baptists  are  seeking  to  promote 
good  will  and  neighborliness  among  the  different  groups  of 
people  in  this  state.  Money  for  State  Missions  causes  is  used 
significantly  in  the  summer  assemblies  at  Caswell  and  Fruitland 
and  in  strengthening  the  local  teaching  and  training  programs  of 
individual  Baptist  Churches.  The  deaf,  military  personnel,  minor- 
ity language  groups  and  their  families,  and  residents  of  Samar- 
cand  and  McCain  are  other  beneficiaries  of  the  State  Mission  Pro- 
gram. 

So  a  dollar  for  missions  given  in  an  offering  plate  in  any  of 
our  Baptist  churches  of  this  association  travels  a  long  way  and 
helps  many  causes.  The  work  is  unending,  the  causes  multiply, 
our  mission  efforts  increase  year  after  year  and  this  is  the  way 
that  the  New  Testament  teaches  it  should  be.

Rev.  Osment  stated  that 
the  key  to  the  Sunday  School  situation  is  the  teacher.  The  Thirty- 
Eighth  Annual  Session  of  the  Rowan  Baptist  Association  closed 
with  prayer  offered  by  Rev.  J.  D.  Whisnant. 

SUNDAY  SCHOOL  REPORT  —  1964-1965 

During  the  year  1964-65,  the  Rowan  Association  held  quarter- 
ly meetings  with  the  main  emphasis  on  the  Adult  Thrust.  Many 
of  our  churches  participated  in  the  special  five  lesson  unit 
"Sharing  Christ's  Concern  for  Persons."  The  thrust  is  a  major  ap- 
proach to  reaching  a  Sunday  school  enrollment  goal  for  the  South- 
ern Baptist  Convention  of  10  million  by  1970. 

A  Vacation  Bible  School  Clinic  was  conducted  with  good  rep- 
resentation of  the  churches. 
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In  January  1966  during  the  January  Week  of  Bible  study  it  is 
hoped  that  all  churches  will  participate  in  the  study  of  the  Book 
of  John — "John's  Witness  to  Jesus." 

This  year  we  are  beginning  our  second  step  in  the  Adult 
Thrust  emphasis.  "Bearing  Our  Witness  For  Christ"  will  be  the 
topic  under  study. 

When  a  church  takes  an  interest  in  Adults,  Adults  will  take  an 
interest  in  the  church.  When  adults  are  reached  for  Bible  Study 
all  other  age  groups  are  brought  to  Sunday  School  for  Bible 
study. 

There  is  a  definite  need  for  emphasis  on  adults — through  its 
Sunday  school,  a  church  must  meet  continuing  needs. 

1.  Provide  for  capable  leadership  and  support  in  all  areas  of 
the  church  program. 

2.  Provide  for  developing  and  strengthening  the  Christian 
home. 

3.  Provide  for  making  the  vast  number  of  unchurched  men 
and  women  aware  of  their  need  for  Christ  and  his  church. 

The  effectiveness  of  the  adult  emphasis  will  largely  determine 
the  results  of  the  work  of  the  Sunday  school  this  year. 

There  are  new  families  moving  into  Rowan  County  everyday 
— not  to  mention  the  prospects  already  here.  I  challenge  you  and 
your  Sunday  school  to  "Share  Christ's  Concern  for  Persons"  and 
"Bear  Your  Witness  for  Christ"  that  His  Kingdom  may  come  in 
the  Hearts  of  men  and  women,  boys  and  girls.
